The Corponitit III of rhc City cf Loiulon, rcpresentiii«5 its Cousiituents, the 
Citizens, deems it tx> be its duty, us si preliiiiiuary to layiug before the present 
Royal Gommisnon (the third on. London Goverament in tbe present c^tury) 
a statenwnt of its Poaition, Powers, Duties and Ftiumce, to record the 
fiiUowing Protest : — 

1. That it was no party to the inoeption of the present Enquiry. 

3. That there Is sufficient distinction between the terms of the first official 

rommnnication tVi it rebelled tlie Corponition on the subject, and the terms of 
the Royal Commission itself. t4i create Uncertiunty as to what is really 
proposed and intended in tiie premises. 

8. That the Enquiry, in Act, emanates from the London County CJouncD, 
and does not result either from a request of the Oitazens of the City of 
London, or from a general demand on the part of the inhabitants of thip 
HetropoUs. 

4. That by "Amalgamation" is, by those wlio were instrumental in procuring 
the appointment of the Royal Commission, meant absorption and destruction 
ol the City of London as it has for Centuries existed, and abolition and 
Annulment of its rights and prinleges ; thoeby involving confiacaticm of 
its property, and deprivati<»i of that which lawfully beloogs to its Citizens. 

That this Protest may not be looked on as, and takoii to be merely formal, 
leave is craved to proceed to <leal with, and, as £ir as may be, prove, its several 
averments. 

1. That the Corporation loaa no party to the ineeptiw nf the preseiU Enqtmy, 

The City of LoiuImi lias, frotu time to time, been the subject of Uoynl 
Commissions, and atteni[>t<'<l Parliamentary action against ir-^ coiirinuod 
cxLstcuce. These the Corporation has always, advisedly, as Timstce for tiie 
Citizens, resisted, while, at the same time, it has given, under due protest, the 
fullest information in its ix>wer. 

On the present occasion, the Crarporation, while j)ro[)osiii<r to follow the 
same course of furnishing the most ample information, feels it but right to 
state that no coniniunicarion whatever was made to it by Her Mnjosty's 
Government to the effect that it was in contemplation to a])i)oiut u Royal 
Commission, previous to the statement made by the Prcsidcnt of the Loail 
Oovemment Board in the House of Commons (in reply to a question put to 
him 1^ an Hon. Member, who is also a Member of the London County 
Coundl), on the Slat day of Februaxy, 1893. 
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Thin WM followed, after a prsonal communicatiuu tlirongh the City 
Kemenibrancer, by a letter from the President of tlie Local Goveniineiit Board 
to the Lnrfl Mayor (8tli ^Tareli. 1893) bearing on the coiwtitatioii of the 
Commission, iii tlie following terma : —

*' sentative of the views of the Corporatiou of London. 

It appears to the Govemmoit that Mr. H. H. Crawford would he emi- 

" nently qualified to represent the City fijr the purposes of the proposed 

•* Erujuirv ; but, boforo submittiiijc^ bis iinme to Ib'r Maii'stv, tliov would be 
*' glad to learn whether ln' would bei-egarded by yourself ami hy your colleagues 
" as a gentleman possessing the confidence of the Coqioration.

The won! " the " before " Amalgamation " in the Royal 
Commission itself, appears unduly to prejudge results without the sanction, 
or even the expressiou of opinion of rarUament, or even the genuine demand 
of public requirement 

S. That Me Engmrjf emanates from the London County CouneUy may be 
deduced from the feUoning &cts 

On the 16th day of Kovember, 1892, the Local Govemment and Taxation 
Coounittee of the L<Midcdi County Council reported and recommended {inter 
tffilri), as foUowa : — 

" That the Munici|>sd work of London cuniiol be completely performed with- 
out the possession of full Municipal powers and the removal of theexceplaona 
and immnnitiea now secured to the (Mjf and that the best means of aecurin^ 
" both ends is by the introduction, in tiie nest Session^ of a GoT^ument Bill 
for the Unification of the Municipal Government of London. 

That, as regards the innttcrs abovf n^'pnrfe<l on, the Put liamentary 
" Coinrnittee, in conjunction with the i'hiiirinan and Vicc-Chainiuui of the 
" Local Government and Taxation Committe«, be authorised to coninmnicate 
*' with Her Majesty's Government as to the best means of carryuig such 
proposals into law." 

On the 1st and 6th days of December, 1893, respectively, the above 

recommendations were adopted by the London County Council, notwith- 
standing the proposal of the following Amendment : — 

" That pending the introduction of tbe contemplated District Councils Bill, 
which must directly affect the relations between County Councils and other 

" Local Bodies, it is inexpedient to press for the extensifm nf the nrea now 
" contrulled by the TiOndon County Oounci!, or for the cessation of the 
*' exemptions secured to the City under tiie Local Government Act of 1 888." 

And the Parliamentary Committee of tlte London County Council, in 
coEgunctioii with the Chairman and Vice-Chtdrman of its Local Govemment 
and Taxation Committee, were authoriaed to communicate with Her Majesty's 
Government, accordingly. 

On the 16th day of December, 1892, a Meeting, admission to wliich was by 
ticket — with payment for Reserved scats — was held at Exeter Hall, under the 
pre-jideiu v of the Knrl of Hoseljery (H.M. Forci^ni SecrL-lnry, and late 
Chairuian of the London County Council), sup^jorted by ilie Home Secretui'y, 
and the Chairman and many Members of the London County Council. 
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At this HeetiDg the so-oillcd " Unification of Londun was the principal 
topic of ditourion, and tlu- que.<tion was pointedly asked of Lord Roeebery^ 
hy the Chairman of the Local Goremment and Taxation Committee of the 
London County Council, when the problem of the Unification ci London 
would be taken up hy Her Majesty's Government 

On the 21st day of February. 1893, follomnfj- nprm communications between 
the London County Council and Her Mujes.iy's Government, n prominent 
Member of the iyoudon County Council, who is also a Member ot the House 
of Conunons, asked the President of the T/Ocal Govenunent Board wh^er 
Hee Majesty's Government proposed to' take any steps to bntng about the 
AmaI|piniation of the (My of London with the area whidi was known as the 
Administrative County of London, to which the President of the Local 
Government Board replied as follows :~ 

Her Majesty 8 Government have come to the ccmelusion that the adminis- 
**tration oi Loiuinn must be considered imperfect tind ancmalous until 
" arran^ments have been made for including the City in the general system 
" of the Metropolis. They, therefiire, feel it to be their duty to lose no time 
" in accelerating that necessary re fnrin. But they arc not in^ensible to the 
" little prospect that the state of public business holds out ut their being able 
" to earry an adequate measure of this kind during the. present Se88i<m, and 
"also to the many difficulties of detiuls with which this questioin ia 
**■ cnoampassed. 

"They have, thaiefime, determined to issue a small Royal Commission to 
'* consifler the proyier conditions under n liich the ]»rojx)sed amalgamation 
" can be eHectetl, and to make S|>ecifir ami ]>ra( tii al proposition-i for that 

pur[x>se. With that object they would proj)ose that the Coiimiission should 
^' consist of five members, one to represent the Ci^, one the London County 
*^ Council, two others to be persons well versed in the Municipal Government 
" of our great Cities, and a Chairman of business capacity and impartiality/' 

4. The terms of this section of the Corporation's protest, are, from their 

very nature, not so enpable of the strictest legal proof, as, on the othi r haml, 
they may, by tlie light of surrounding circumstances, be not merely fairly, 
but fully assumed. 

This is shown by the course of debjite in the London County Council ; by 
speeches made in Public Meeting by its "Progressive" Members j and^ 
especially, by the comments and deductiona therefix>m by the leading London 
Press organs of all shades of political and municipal opinion. 

Tbej*c, it is submitted, reasonably lesid to the inference that, so far as the 
City of l,(>!tfK)U and its ancient Institutions nre coneerncd ronfi^eatiou and 
destnictiuu may be taken to be the object«> of those who are now attiicking it.

The origin of the r'urjK)ration of the City of Loncton goe$ hack 
Ijeyond leynl memory, although tlie term " Cor]>oration " (lo<!s not appear to 
lirive cnmc inti> use until the middle of the ci^li'u i iitfi ei iiJury. The City 
enjuvis privileges and fntiK liix - wlilch can neithtr be lust dv forfeiture nor 
voluutiirily surreuderetl. Tiirougliout tlie early history ol the City, and its 
Charters, there is the amjdeBt evidence that for motty if not all, of these, and 
for the greater part of the rights and privileges enjoyed by the Gitissens, due 
and fuU pecaniary consideration has been givm. 

From earliest times, the Government of the City has l>orne a strong analogy 
to that of n C( »uiity or Shire. Just as tlie latter were ruled hv Korldermen 
or Aldennen. m> did The ( ity receive from Alfretl the Great an Alderman us 
its first municijKil Governor in the person of Ethelred. This was in A.D. 88G, 
and to Alfred may he, not unreasonably, attributed the foondatbn of the 
Municipalil^ of ]jond<m. 

The Commr of thb Onr or London. 

The anal(i::y l)et-\ve<'ii the Goverauieat of the Cit}' ;md tlie County is 
marked in many jiarticuliu's. The City has (or had) its i'oik-iuote corres- 
ponding to the Shire-mote outside ; it has its Ward-motes answmng to the 
Hundred-Court ; it has also its Court of Husting or County Court The 
Polk-mote to which the Citizens of London were summoned in a body and 
which met in St. Paul's Churchyard, no longer exists. The Ward-motes 
assenihle as oecsi.>4ion may require under tlie i)residency of the Alderman of 
the Ward, for the purposes of ele'-tioiis, the making of nites. etc. The 
Husting i'ourt, the oldest Court of Kecurd within the City, at <>ue time ci»n- 
stitutwl the sole Court for settling disputes between eitizeu and citizen. It 
served as a registry of deeds oouveying property within the City, and was 
largely used for that purpose, inasmuch as the enrolment was of itself 
^-ufiu lent e\ddence in a Court of Law of title to property, in case of a lost 
deed, and hatl the .-;iine force and effect as a fine at common law. The Court 
ot Husting served alsn us a Court of Pmhate and registry of Wills of 
Citizens. With the iacreji!>e of pojndaiiou it lx.fame necessary to erect a 
bepai'dte jurisdiction for actions merely personal. These were translerred to 
the Mayor's Court and the Sherifis* Courts, while real and mixed anions 
(with the exception of ejectments) remained sulject to the exclusive juris- 
diction of the Court of Husting, as before. The precise period when this 
took place is unknown, hut it ]tn>l)al)ly occurred at the time when the " Auta 
RegU " underwent a tdmilar change in the reign ot Edward 1.

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Ghabtbb or William I. 

For many years after the appointment by Alfred of Ethdred, bis son- 
in-laW| as Alderman of the City, tbe Munidpnl history of London roauins 
more or le^s a b1:mk. AU that islcnown is, that ut the time of the Conquest, 
the City had arrived at soinet'iini^ ap|>r(Micliiiig its later civie jurisdiction. It 
was iroverned by a Portrevc and a lii-liop, nnd had a unity and identity of 
its own which niised it far abuvc tin- stiitu:? ol imy other town. It was, not- 
withstanding this, split up into a niuni>er of cotiiiiiuiiities, parisihcs, and lord- 
ships, of wfaieb each had its own oonstitution. Unlike other towns, it has 
never formed a portion of the King's demesne, nor has it ever been subject, 
like the towns of Bristol, Plymouth, Beverley, or Durham, to any over-lord, 
Ecclcsiasticiil or lay, in the person of Archbishop, llisliop, Abbot, Baron, or Peer 
of the He;i!m. It,s corporate chariu t! r was <Te:itefl neither by Cliarter nor 
Act of Parliament. The Charter grantt il Ijv WiUiatn I. is not a <rRint to the 
City of Corponite privileges. It only coniirins liiose alrejuly in existence. 
The ta>ms of the Charter clearly point to the King's intentiou not to 
reduce the citizens to a state of vassalage, but to establish them in all 
the rights and privileges they had oijoyed smce tbe days of Edward 
the Confessor. The Charter is ad<lresse<1 to the liishop and the Portreve 
of London, the Ecclesiastical and secular arm of the ]a^v. Touching 
the Portrcvp or Portf^erefa, and the nature and exf^nt of fluties 
and authority, no little uncertainty exists. \Vhilt»t in many respects 
his position was no liouljL aiiulugous to the Shire-reve or Sheriff of a 
Cotmty, there were certain duties exerdsed by one and not exoviaed by the 
other. The Portreve, for instance, exerdsed no dudes or functions of criminal 
jurisdiction, nor presided over Courta-leet in a town, as a Sheriff did in a 
County ; nevertheless, the points of resemblance betwera the two Officers are 
more numerous than the points of difference. 

Under the Charter of Henry L arose a distinct advance towards independent 
Hunidpal government. Its Shire <M^ni8ation becomes more distinct, the CHty 
is distinguished from the Oiuuty of Middlesex, over which the citizens are 

allowed to appoint a Sheritf of their own choice, I\n- this privilege tliey are 
to pay a yearly fmn of ."00,'. They were further allowed to nominate a 
.Justiciar for tlie purjMiM' of hearing Pleas of the Crown within the (^itv. 
lusted of the City becoming (^as some have su<^';j;ested) sul>servient to the 
County of Middlesex, the County became an appaua^^e of the Cit^ . Tlie ferm 
was paid excludvely for the Sheriff>widc of Middlesex. Tlie duties of the 
Shrievalty m respect of tiie County of the City of London were at this time 
perfoj-meil dther by a Portreve or by one or more officers subsequently known 
a.s Sheriffs, on wliose account no rent or ferra was ever ' ni nded or paid. 
The numlxT of the Sherilfs of the (\iUMty of tin- Cif v of Loudon has varied 
from time to liiue. In ll^^O there were Wnir ; Irom ll.'> ! Ucy there were 
only two ; in 117-1 two; from 1182 to 1188 ihei-e was hut one. Ar the 
present day there are two. These Sheriffs, whatever their numWr may have 
been for tbe time being, exerdsed also the liinctious of the Sheriff*wickof 
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Mifldlcvcx, and no Sheriff of Middlf^scx has ever lx;en " eo nomine " electc<l by 
tlie citueiis. Hence it is that the Slirievalty of I^ondoii and Middlesex was 
often spoken of as the Siaievuitj of " London " alone and the Shrievalty of 
**Middleses" alone, the aam& officers diKbai'gin<; the duties of both. 
Sindkrlyt the dOO/. pud for the Shrievalty of Middlesex alone, is variously 
de:<cri))ed an the ferm of London,*' of " Middleeex," and of "London and 
Middlesex." 

The right to elect their own Jusriciar grant e<l hy Henry L resolves itself 
into little more than a ^(nint to elect their own Sheriff ; for no one exeep'u ilio 
Sheriffs of Londmi cotild Im'd Pl'^ns of rhr (Vinvn in the ( Vy. mv] any 
attempt to introduce a Justiciar into litij Gtiildhall from outside was ju-rsis- 
tently op^joscd by the eitizeub. '* It is jH'oUible," writes liii»hop StubLs 
(Const. Hist. i. 389 note), "that whilst the SheriflT, in his character of SbcriflT, 
" was competent to direct the customary business of the Court, it was in that 
" of Justiciar t!i:it he (nuisactod business inider the King's writ." Even 
those who maintain that iu the Shire the Sheriff and Justiciar grew up to lie 
two distinct (i!!l<"i'r-, the one representing local interests, an<) tlic other 
imperial, are r<.:i ly ro all(.>\v that in the City of London such distinction was 
evaue-scent. The othce of Justiciar in tlie City was twice grunted to Geoffrey 
dc ^landevill^ Earl of Essex, and it is twioe mentioned as having been held 
by one named Gervase, who (there is reason to believe) is identical with 
Gervaae de GomhiU, Sheriff of London in 1155 and 1156 ; but the office 
became extinct at the aoGessicni of Henry XL 

EsTAVLTSHUEm' OF THE COMMONA. 

The day that witnessed the dcjMJsition of Lougchamp (8th October, 1191) 
by John and the citizens, in the absence of Richard L, vdtncssod also the grant 
or reconfirmation by John and the asnembled Barons, to the Gty of London, 
of a form of Government, &shioned :dter a French model, and known as 

their commune." In return for this, the citizens, on their jmrt, swore fealty 
to Richard, and .lerf'iite*! John as •^firrf<M>r t<» the throne in the event of his 
l»rother dying childh^ss. This is the tirst [>ublic recognition of the citi/( i!> nf 
Loudon as a Corpomtc Ixidy ; but s>o Hu* (vom being a gnuit of something new, 
it would appear from the words " their commune" (Commtmam Mium) that 
the ciUxens were already in the enjoyment of that form of Government, although 
it might not have been legalised. The term " commtmio " is met with in 
comifction with the City's organisation half a century e^u'lier, and according 
to the ophiion of (jinildus Cand>rensis, there is no valicl distinction K'tween 
the words " cr/mw«/«i(>," " r''7??m?//ff/." nti'l '•^ conimttitia," This grant or coii- 
lirmation, as the case umy tx>, wjis csi^^cineii of great im{K)rt;ince, and was one 
which neither Ridiard nor Henry, bin iiither, would have been likely, accord- 
ing to the chronicler (liiuhard of Devizes), to have conceded, except for a 
laige sum of money. 

With the change irom a Shire organi»$ation to that of a French Commune, 
(w henever that change may have taken place), there took place also a change 
iu the Chief Governor of the City. The head of the City was no longer » 
Saxon Fortreve, but a Mayor. 
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THE MAYOR 

TBEJ/>BJ> KAYQR. 

Althoagh, aa has been, said, the Oty*8 CtHnmune was granted or reoogniaed 

by John, in tlie alwence of his Ijixulier Richard I., in 1191, there is reason for 
betii'vtng that the City hnd its Mayor some yciirs Ijcfore this. The earliest 
iiieiition of a ^laynr in a formal docuuient is SiiiJ to occur in a writ of Henry 
II. The common opiuiun, however, is, that a cliange in the name of the Cliicf 
Magistrate of the City took place at the accession of Richard I. (1189). Li a 
chronicle preserved among the archives of the City, appears : ** In the same 
" year (1 Richard I.) Henry Fitz-Eylmn, of Londenestane, was made Ibyor 
" of London, and was the lirst Mayor of the City, and continued to he such 
*' Mayor to the end of his life, that is to say. fur nearly five and twenty j'ears." 
The statement that Henrv Fitz-Eylwin wa^ Miiynr in tlic first year of 
liichard's reign, is repeated uo less than thi-ee tiiaes in this clironicle. 

In another ducuiucut, the Mayor of London appears, in 1193, as one of the 
Treaourers appointed for Richard's ransom. 

la. ^ year 1203, John, attempted to auppresa the Guild of Weavers " at 
the request of Our Mayor and CSiisaiB of London,*' 

A few years later (9th May, 1215), Jolin granted the Citizens their 
right to elect, nnrnmlly, a Mayor. Thus the Municipal autonomy of the City 
was rendered complete. 

The day of election of Mayor has been altered at various times. Formerly, 
the election took place on the Feast of St. Simon and St. Jode (38th 
October). In 1346 it was changed to the Feast of the Translation of Edward 
the Confessor (13th October). Twenty years later (1365), an wler was made 
to revert to the old custom ; but this order was soon ignored, and the election 
tiKik place, as a rule, on the l.Sth Octolw. until the year I'l^G, when the 
election was ordered tf) take place tliLueelorlii on Micliaeimas day (29th 
September), wlxicii custom lias remained unchanged to the present time. 

Li 1376 the City Giulds daimed to have a more distinct voice in the 
election of the Mayor ; and the Common Council agreed that, tiienceforth, 
the Rulers of each Guild should cause certain members of their body to 
represent them at eac^h election, the greater Guilds to elect not more than six, 
tlie lesser four, and tlie smallest two, their names Ix-ing duly certified to the 
Mayor. This arrangeni«>nr lit^rod otdy until ]'5.S-1, wh, n tlip rii^ht <>f Election 
again reverted to Select Mciiii>ers of the GuiMs. In order to prevent the 
Guilds li*om encroaching too much on the liljcrties of tlie free-men," the 
Common Council made an Order, in 1651, that the representatives of 
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the inhabitants of each Ward should, thereafter, be the only electors in 
GommoQ Hall. All eleetioos in Gonmioii Hall are now regolated by tiw 
C&ty Electbn Act, 1725, (11 Geo, L, cap. 18), as amended by sabseqneDt 
Btatate«. 

The Livery return two candi<l:irf's tor the itfficc of Mayor out of such 
Aldermen as have already served the otficc of SherilT ; of those the Court of 
Aldermen eeleota one. The Liverjonen usnally nominate the two eeiuor 
Aldermen who have not passed the ohiur, althongh Hiey would be within their 
right in choosing any oliier Aldermen qualified rh above stated, but Aey 
cannot go out of the list of Aldermen. It has happened, for some oftence, 
real or preteii(le<l, that tlio Kin«j:. for the time being, has deprived the citizens 
of their Mayor, and taken the City into liis uwn hands. On tliese occasions 
a Gustos or Warden has been temporarily appointed in the place of the 
deposed Mayor. This was more espedally the case iu the days of the early 
Plantagcnets, and notably of Edward L, who hqit the CSly without a Mayor 
for twdve oonaecutive years (1285 to 1296). The citizens rarely recovered 
their rights, without the payment of large mhus of money to the Crown. The 
last time that the City was taken into the King's hands was by a Judgment 
vn a writ of " Qr/o Warranto " in when not only a Mn\'nr was apixiinted 

by the King, but. ihv IlLcorder, the Sheriffs, and eight Aldermen were turned 
out, and their places tilled by his nominees 

The title of the Chief .Ma<,nstrate of the CSty of London to be styled " Lord 
Mayor," dates Lack v> the Fourth Charter of Edwanl ITI., (1354). The Lord 

Mnyor's prefix of Rifrht HoTioTirable " rests on lli^;torI(•al grounds, and at 
the demise of the Soven iL;-ii liis Ltn-d-^hip is summonetl, and attends and sits 
among the Lords of the Privy Council, and signs the Proclamation of the 
sacceasor to the throne. 

It may be added, that the then Lord Mayor, and Fitz Walter, the City's 
Ca.«tellain, wore among tlio='e s]>ot'!allv appninte l, in 1215, to see that the 
terms of Magna Charta were strictly followed out. 

Agun, at the time of the Poll Tax, imposed in 1879, whidi was followed 
by the Peasants* Revolt under Wat Tyler, the Mayor of fjondon was assessed 
to pay the same amount as an Earl ; whilst the Aldermen were asaesseii as 
Barons. 

It is espedally to be noted that before any citizen can attain to the ancient and 
distinguished office of Lord Mayor of London, he must have submitted him- 
self to election on four dilSerent occasions, and by differeot bodies of dectors. 

fifsf, by the rated inhiiliitjtnts of the Wanl he de-invs to represent as Alder- 
man (tliis election being sulyject to the approval of the Court of Aldermen), 

Sti cndly^ by the Livery, in Common Hall assembled, on election as Sheriff; 
(and then subject to the approval of the Soveragn). 
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Thirdly f hy l^e Liverp, in Common HaU asaembled, on selectioni with Anotli«r 
Alderman^ for ihe oflSoe of Lofd Major ; and, 

I'ourthhjj hy the Court of Aldermen, on final election to that oflficc. 

The Lord Mayor Elect is next presented to the Lord Chancellor for the 
approval, by the Sovereiini, of tho n'Hzrna' choice ; and is afterwanl?, nnmoly, 
on the 8tl> and 9th Nnvcmher ret^pectivcly, sworn at Guildhall, and before the 
Judges of iLe High Court, for the due execution of the office. 

In the City, the Lord Mayor takes precedence of every subject of the 
Crown, including Princes of the Blood Eojal, and holds a quasi Sovereign 

pobition. 

Shell!'! tlir- nfHcp of Lord Mayor Ix^pome vacant by donth. or otherwise, the 
C()rpor:iti<ii: u-iiallj' docs no iniportjuif Cfir])nmtp n< t until the election of a 
successor lja> Iteon duly ])roceeded with and completed ; meanwhile, for pur- 
poses of necessity, the Senior Alderman acts as Loeum Tenens. 

By virtue of liis office, the Lord Mayor is the hef\d < fflu' Ctty Lieutenancy, 
and has the |)rivile£ie of reconimendinf^ to the Sovereign the names of persons 
U\ fill vacancies fiecurriag tiicrein, and his presence, or that of an Alderniaa, 
is required to form a Court. 

Hp is ejr-officio Chairman of the Thamos Conservancy; a Tni'itcc of St. Paul's 
Cathedral ; and a Visitor of the Corporation of the Sons of the Clergy. 

He is, by custom, Coroner of London, and perpetoal Escbeator of th« Ottyt 
(Ist Charter of Edwavd III.) 

No troopct are to pass through die (Xty without the leave of liie Lord 
Major being first ohtoined. 

The p-osR-word of the Tower is quarterly sent to the Lord Mayor, under 
the Sovereign's Sign ManuaL 

TIi!> Lrsrd ^layor summons and presidef* over the several Cnnrts and 
Mci tings* i)i tlie Corporation — tho Court of AM( rnu n — of Common Council — 
of Husting— and the Common lialls. They cainiot he held but by liis 
perm^^cm and direelion, and the hunnen to he pkced on the Sununons, and 
discussed, is ratirdy under his control. Nor can his presence be dispensed 
with, save by the appointmenti in writing, under his hand and seal, of a 
!ocum tenenst who must be an Aldennan who has passed the chfdr. 

The Lord Mayor is the Chief Magistrate of the City, and a great part of 
his time is occupied in the duly discbarge <^ his Ma^sterial duties at his 
oi&dal residence — the Mansion House — where the Justice Boom for the 
South jKirt of the City is located. He is t he first named in tlie Commission of 
Over and Terminer and General Gaol Deliver%' of the Centml Criminal Court, 
— the pnnci|Kxl Criminal Court of the Rralm. He attondf: rit the njieinnrT of 
each Set»siou of that Court, and henrs ;ind disposes of objections by jiersone 
summoned to serve upon the Grand J ury. 
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So numerous are the powers and duties of the Lord Mayor, that scarcely 
any important civic faaction is performed independently of luin> 

Eiidi Lord Mftyor recttvea firom the Corporation, out of the (Xty*8 (kflh,the 
^tiiin (if 10|00(K.; but so many and so great are the claimB iii>on him, urisitig 
from thf» very high and resjHDnsible public position he holdSi that he 
expends a much larger sam than this during his year of office. 

In all coses uf great public calamity — frequently abroad as well as at home, 
•^he Lord Mayor of the day k the acknowle^iged Public Recover and Almoner 
of 0cxiationB,and in this respect has conferred incalculable benefit on suffering 

humanity. Taking- only the period comprised in the years 1872 to 1S92, 
the Lord Mayi)r has nviseJ, by meiuis of Funds tirgiinised at the .Mansi<m 
Houso, no n «iun than 2,117,018/. Ids. 2(/., among which may be mentioned 
the Ibllowing : — 

In 1874, 129,1682. 19«. Id, was raised ibr the Bengal Famine Relief Fund ; 

in 1875, 26,197/. 10*. for the French Tuunlation Relief Fund; in 1877, 
515,200/. S,s. 7d. for the Indum Famine Relief Fund ; in 1878-79, 
38,246/. 2s. 2fi. for tlic 'aMneess Alice" Relief Fund; in 1879-80, 
35,431/. 0*. 1^/. i>>r the Iribh Relief Fund ; and in the sjime yrar 33,007/. 19.?. 
lor the Abercuni Colliery Explosion Fund ; in 1880-81, 21,750/, ll«. '3d. for 
the Ghioe Earthquake Relief Fond ; in 1882, 108,809;. 10«. lOd. for tiie Relief 
Fund for the persecuted Jews in Rusua; in 1885, the sum of 21,7I}3^ 1S«. id. 
for the Fund for raising a National Memorial to General Gordon ; in 1886, 
78,629/. 7s. hd. for the Relief Fund fur the I.f>ndon Unemployed ; and, in the 
same year, 21,422/.

Mention must, of necessity, Ixj made of the fact that one of the chief 
Ceremonial duties of the Lord Mayor is that of lieing the dispenser of Public 
and Tnternntionnl hospitjility, which, for many yonrs, hns alinn^t exclusively 
devolve*] the Coqwration of London, ninl whkii, wliMtcvcr Government 

may be iu power, is continually looked to, to rtpi esent, not merely the City, but 
llie Nation, in this most important rei>pect ; a duty that is carried oat by the 
libemlily and good management of the hofcdi Majm and Corporation, without 
ever becoming a diarge or burden on the Ratepayers. 

Only w recently as 1887, (the year of Her Majcty'^ .Tnlnilpe). it; was the 
privilf^t' ot' the Lurd Mayor and Curponui'Ui to ivi rhi' t-iitt rtain, in 
GuiUihali, tour Reigning Sovereigns, besides numeiuub I'rLuces and Princesses, 
and a vast numbor cS Personagea of Bistinctkm. 
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THE OOUBT OF ALDERMEN. 



Tn early times, the Aldermen lind a kind of proprietary right over their 
Wards, and the A\'ards were ofte!i nnmed after tlieir Aldermen. Thus, the 
Tower Ward was called, in 1270, the Ward of William De Hadostock ; Vintry 
Ward, the Ward of Henry De Coventre ; Cordwainer Ward, tiie W^ard of 
Henry Le Waleys ; and Farringdon Ward, previoaelj known ae the Ward of 
Ladgate and Newgate, and alao aa the Ward of Anketin de Auvergne, obtains 
ita present name from Nicholas de Farringdon or Farndone, its Alderman, 
who, at his death, devised hi.* Aldernmnr}' to John DePuIteneye. The first 
indication in the rivic records of a Court of Aldermen, aj>{M'ars to Iw in the 
year 1200, when five-and-twentv of the more discreet men of the City were 
chosen and sworn to consult with the Mayor, on the City's affaii's. The 
City, (described by Lord Coke as an Epitome totiwt retfni), appears to have 
been governed by a Court of Aldermen long hefcwe the existence of a Common 
Council, just as the nation at large was governed by a House of Lords, before 
the existence of a House of Commons. As the population grew, in the 
course of time, it became nocessary tO split up Farringdon Ward intfj two 
Wnrd-i. the number of Wards then amounting to twenty-five ; but this did 
not pi tee till 1393, (17 Richard 11., c. 13). In 1 o.'tO, another Ward wits 
added, namely, that oi Kridge Without, in consequence of the Borough of 
Southwark being brought within the City's jurisdiction by a Charter granted 
by Edward VI. (which confirmed and amplified previous Chartera granted by 
Edward IIL and Edward lY.) From that day to this, no alteration has taken 
plaoe in the number of the City Wards. 

The Inhabitants on the Elcotoral Kull of every Ward, (except that of Brid ere 
Without), have the right to elect a Freeman Ui Ije their Alderman, who must 
then be approved and admitted by the Court of Aldermen, befiwe he can take 
his seat as such. 

The Lord Mayor, upon a vacancy occurring, issues his precept, snnmuming 
the Wardmote hr the Election of an Alderman. 

By the Statute 30 Vic, cap. i., it is enacted that the right of Election of 
Aldermen shall be as follows : — 

1. Every male person of ftill ag-e, not su1>jict to any legal iiicupacity, 
who sliiil! for :i period uf tioi less than twelve monlhs previous to the ist day 
of December in any year, have been in the occupation witiiin the City, or tlie 
Liberties thereof either solely, or jointly with any other person or persons, 
of any house, warehouse, counting • house, office, chambers or shop, or 
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fitlier Iniildiiijr. and r,liall. in tlie case of a sole ot'( upatr>n, l>c rated in resjK'ct 
of such premises in his own name to an amount not less than 10/. per amium, 
or, in the cose of a joint occapation, be rated in the joint names of the 
occupim to an amount which, when divided by the number of occupiers, shall 
^ve a Bum of not less than 10/. per annum for eadi of such occupier.^, to the 
Police or any other Rate, shall be entitled w vote in any Election for Alderman 
in the Ward in which such premises shall be situate. 

2. Every person on the Bc^ttter of Voters for the City of London in use 
at Elections fi>r Memb^s to serve in Parliament, and then in force, in respect of 
the occupation of any house, warehouse, counting-house, shop^ office, 

chambers, or other building, shall be entitled to vote in any such election for 
Alderman, in the Ward in which such premises shall be situate. 

3. Every person who, if he had resided within the City of London or 
tiie Liberties thereof, or within any distance thnefrom prescribed by law, 
M ould have been entitled to he on the Raster of Voters for the Oify of 

I.otklon in use at Elections for Members to serve in Parliament, in respect of 
the occupation of nny Ii >n)^e, war-'house, countinjj-house, office, chambers, 
shop, or other luiiMiiig, but who mav be excluded from such Retri'^ter by 
non- residence, shall be entitled to vote in every such Election for Aluerman, 
in tiie Ward in which the premises for which he would have been entitled te 
be on the Register, shall be situate. 

The Court of Mayor and Ahlermen have cognizance of xhv. election and 
return of all j)ersons stflected into any pbcc or office, at any W ardmote. If 
the elcctori) of any Ward return a pcr.-.tJii wlio has been a<ljudged and 
determined by the Court of Aldermen to be unlit to support the dignity, and 
discharge the duties, of the office of Alderman, the Court may, after rejection 
three times in succeasion, themselTes nominate, elect, and admit a fit and 
proper person, being a Freeman of the CSty, to fill the office ; 
a ]>ower which, although rarely exercised, has been upheld by the High Court) 
and was last put in force sixteen years ago. 

The disqualification of an Alderman is fixed by section 9 of the 12 and 
13 Vic, cap. xdv., whidi is set oat on page Id, and, as will be there 
f-cen, the dntj of adjudicating on such a case devolves upon the Court of 
Aldermen. 

It also exercises jurisdiction over the Livery Companies, and takes 
cognixanoe of any matters tiiat may be brought before the Court, touching 
the manner in which the liv<ry Companies acr up to the conditions imposed 
by the Court, m granting the Livery, or otherwise. 

Applications are also received, and considered, from the Authorities of the 
General Post Office, the Bank of Enghind, the Stock Exchange, and other 

Public Bodies withm the Qty, for m taln of then* official- to. I k admittwl Extra 
Constables, in order, the more efficientiyt to dischaige their various duties. 

0 2 
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In the exceptional cases of appreiiended bmich of the Peace. s[)ecial action 
is taken by the Court of Aldermen, to ensure a bufficient number of Special 
Constables to preserve order. The last occasion was in the year 1888, and 
the Aldermen, in their capacitj of Magistrates, then sat in Ghiildball, and 
admitted a considerable number of Citkens; and also specially attoided at the 
Bank of England, the Stock Kxchanire, and other phice^i, in order the more 
prf<niptly to enrol all who voluiitt ered tlioir K-rvices, and in this manner 3,500 
pt^rsons were, witli the utmost dkpatch, admitted, and sworn, Special 
Cuustablea. 

Under the (Sty Police Act, 1839, (S and t Vict., cap. xciv.) it devolves upon 

the MiiV H!- uid Aldermen to apjirove siach Rules and lo uulutions as the 
Commissioners shall irame, for the general Government of the Force; and under 
the Metropolis Streets Act, 18G7 1^30 and 31 Vic rap. cxxxiv..) similarly, to 
give their consent to I'eirnlations framed by the Commissiouer, ati to the 
route for Vehicului- 1 i-attic within the City. 

Within these cat^ories, the Aldermen regulate Cab, Cart, and Ommbus 
Standings, and carry out arrangements as regards Timekeepeia. 

The Court of Aldermen is invariably eonvoied by Summons firam the 
Lord Mayor, there bong usually about 20 Courts in the year. The hearing of 
l3ae business ia in public, but the deliberations may he in private, if the Court so 
resolve. 

Although the proceedings of the Courts of Common Council are laid on the 
table at the next succee^g Court of Aldermen, this is done solely for the 
information of the Court, as they do not require con6nnation by the latter 
body. 

The proceedings of the Court of Aldermen are entered in bookti called 
Repertories, which are r^larly kept, and have been so kept since the year 
1495. 

Like tlic l t.tiu t ut CtJiuiiioii tuuucil, tliif* Court appoints Committees. The 
following are Standing Committees and consist of tlie whole Court, and are 
re-apj)ointed at the commencement of each Mayoralty, viz. j — 

The Conimitiee of Privileges. 

The Committee in reblaon to Gads. 

The Committee for General Purposes, and. 

The Finance Committee. 

Special Committees are also a[>pointe<l, from time to time, as and when 
required. 

All Committees are atlcadcd by tlie Town ( leik. uud, in the case of the 
Standing CommitleeSj are presided over by the Chaiiinan of c-ach Committee, 
who is elected annually by the Court. The Lord Mayor, when present, is 
invited to preside.

Under the Stuiding Orders, the Committees wasb rqport to the Court of 
Aldennen, pfeviously to any Order being carried into execution, unless llie 
Committee has givai to it special pow«r to stct 

The Standing Orders provide as follows : — 

No Committee appoiutccl by the Court i» alloweil to eiitertaiu siny Petitiou 
which may affect the Cash or EsUites of the City — unless referred to it hy 
the Court^nor alter the terms or suspend the due and fiiithful performance 
of any Contract, or Ebgagenunt, entered into by any person, or persons, with 
theQty ; but must first report the cireumstances, and their opinion, to the 
Court, and obtain its sanction for the same. 

Notice of all Petitions or Memorials intended to be ])re.sentod t<j the Court 
of Aldermen, (and by whom), must be U ft at the Town Clerk's Offiin- three 
el( ar days, at the leost, before the Court at which they are intended to be 
presented. 

Notice of the subject of such Petitions, or Memorials, is inserted in the 

Summons for the Court, :ind they are taken into cont^ideiation immediately 
after the usual Orders for the payment of Bills, and for advances, are disposed ofl 

The Petitioner or Memorialist is required to be at the Bar of the Coiu-t 
when the Petition is read, for the purpose a( answering any questions that 
may be put. 

All Noticeii of Motions to be discussed, must be left at the Town Clerk's 
Office three clear days before tiie next Court of Aldermen, and inserted 
(subject to the order of tiie Lord Mayor), in the Summoos for the Court 

The oondderation of all Motions, of which notice has not been given in 
the Summons, is adjourned (without debate) till tiie next Court 

All Bills and Accounts, prior to bring presented to the Court for payment 
are ezanuned and audited by the Finance Committee ; and, after being passed 
by the Court, Warrants for the same are signed by at least two Membero of 
that body, and by the Town Clerk. 

Aei olleii ti^ (ii rasioii arises for any Committee of the Court to disburse any 
sum of money exceeding 100/. out of tiie Chamber, the Court must be first 
consulted, and its assent obtained ; and the Chamberlain is durected to refuse 
payment of any Warrant exceeding 1002., unless the date of the Ordw of the 
Court consenting thereto, be insirtiHl therein. In the case of extra- 
ordinary work, the Finance Committee is requii-ed, in the first instanoe. to 
consider and report upon tiie same, to the Court 
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"Every question proposed, which, in its con8eqiiience.s, may af^Dct die Estfttee 
or Fands of the CHty, whether upon a Report from any Committee of the 
Court, or amendment thereon, or othenviie, if not first inserted on the 
Summons for the Court (statinj? the amount in case of ft grant of money), is 
a(ljoumc(^I to t)ie next Cmirt. and then, after being so inserted on the 
SummonB, taken into consideration. 

No gratuity exceeding 2^ is granted, unless notice of the proposal be first 
given on the printed Sttinmans. 

No Report from a Committ<?e, which ad^•iseB the additiim of aii\- =:um or 
sums of monoy t<> the Sahiry of any Officer eonncctwl with tlie Court of 
Aldermen, or any ])h\ce or office in the carp of the Court, rcrrivcd. nnlc^fj 
previous notice he given on the Sunaaoii;* for llie Cuurt, staling the addition 
proposed to be made to tlie Salary', as the cas^e may be. 

The Court uf Aliiei'iuen ^^uuder tiie Prisons Act, 1H77), upi>oints the 
Visiting Committee of Her Majesty's Gaol of Newgate; and, by a snhsequent 
Order made by the Secretary of State for the Home Deportment, a moiety of 
the Visiting Committee for Her Majesty^s Prison at HoUoway, and, from 

time to time, in conjunction with tlie Treasury, deals with the question of 
Pensions^ to sueli of the Prison Officials as were in office under appointment 
by the Court of Aldermen, prior to the passing of the Prisons Act. 

It also nominates six Almouei s ou the Council of Almoners of Christ's 
Hospital, and has power to affix the Hospital Seal to Documents requiring to 
be sealed, in respect of all the Royal Hospitals. 

The Court also a])|)oints, in pursuance of the Local Government Act, 1888, 
and b2 Vict., caji. 41). sec. -12, .«ub-sec. 10, two Mendjers of it?? !M)dy 
to attend the Quarter Sessions for the County of London, on the luariiii! 
of A])peals in relaticni to City Propeity, under the Valusition (Metroixjlis) 
Act, 1869 (82 and 33 Vic, cap. 67.) 

The Court also appoints the following Officers of the Corporation, vis. : — 

The Recorder. 

The Steward of Southwaric 

The Clerks and Assistant Clerks at the JIansion House and 
(jruildhall Jastice>Kooms, and also the subordinate Officials. 
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THE AtPEBMEN AS JUSTICES. 



All the Aldermen of the City of London are Justices of the Peace for the 
County of that City, in virtue of their office, that privilege having been con- 
ferred upon them by the Charter of 15 George II., which waa the lastCiiarter 
granted to the CorpontioD. 

A similar privilege had been bestowed upon some of the Aldermen under 
previous Charters, viz., those of 1 Edward IV., 4 Edward VI., .lames I., 

14 Charles I., and 1 Willirim and Marv : but, in eonpeqnence of the infron^f 
of Magisterial l)usinc>s in the City, (koiL^e II. acceded to the Petiti..>n oi 
the Lord Mayor and Alilermcn of that day, to extend the privilege to all 
Aldennen, whether they had paamd chair, or not. 

Although the Crown possesses no direct power to dischari^ from the Com- 
misrion, as in the case of other Justiees, no disadvantage arises from this 
exemption ; because experience has proved that on adequate occasions (and, 
happily, thege have bepii \ « ry few), the public opinion of the Court of Alder- 
men has always been found i>u(h':ient to impose upon any Altlerman the 
necessity of resigning his gown, when that necessity has arisen. A notable 
instance of this oconrred bat very recently, when, in deference to the opini<m 
d his ooUeagaes, an Alderman resigned his gown, and ceased to act as a 
Justice of the Peace for the County and City of London, although he con* 
tinned, and continues to act, as a Juslace of the Peace for two other Counties. 

An Aldtnnan is uNo liabh^ to be "amoved" from his office " for ju>t and 
reasonable aiuse " (17 Kicliard II., cap. ii.) ; and under sec. U of 12 aud 
13 Vict., cap. 94, my person holding the office of Alderman who declares 
himself, or is dedared, bankrupt or insolvent, or applies to take, or takes, the 
benefit of any Act for the relief of Lisolvent Debtors, or makes any composi* 
tion with his creditors, or absents himself from his duty for more than six con* 
secutive months (unless prevented by illness or other reasonable cause), or is 
convicted of fraud, or of any crime, thereu{)on immediately becomes disquali- 
fied, and reasi-, tu h'>ld the ollicc nf nn Alderman; and the Court of Mayor 
and Aldermeu is buund to, lortiiwith, anljudge the office to be vacant. 

The Standing Orders of the Court of Common Council (of whidi body 
every Alderman is a member), also amply provide for his ineligibility and 

disqualification to contiime in any office, or sit under any Commission, or upon 
any Committee of the Court, in case of insolveriov. or being interested, either 
by hiniselt or partner, in anv coTitracr or work <:utered into wi(h, or per- 
formed on behuh of, the Court, or uuy Committee or Commi^siuu of tiie 
Court. 
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At the Mannon Houae JiutSoe Room, ite Lord Uajor usuttny prandeit ; in 
his absencei on official engagementfl, his place is uatnUy occupied by a Senior 
Aldemuui. At the Guildliall Justice Boom, a Bota is formed, nadm which 
a duly attendance of the AldenneD is secured for the transaction of tbe large 
amount of Magisterial business transacted at that Court 

Tlie Petty Sesdnnnl busint ss tninsactcd at the Mnusion House Justice 
Room, includes that which arises to the Southw-ard of a boundary line drawn 
from Leadenhall Street to HollxH-n Yiadnet, and die basiness at Gtdldhall 
embraces that arising in so much of the Qky as ties to the Northivard of that 
line. It frequently occurs that a heavy remanded case, or preBs of business, 
requires the attendance of a second Alderman at one or other of the CSourts. 

Very extensive powers have been conlcn-ed upon the Aldermen, as J ustices, 
under various Statutes. 

By 42 Elisabeth, cap, 3, sec. 8, every Alderman may, within his Ward, 
execute sndi duties under the Act, as are appointed and allowed by the 
Act to be done and executed by one or two Justices of the Peace of any 
County. 

The Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1848, (11 and 12 Vic, aip. 13) gives the 
Lord Mayor, or any Alderman, power, when sitting at either of the City 
Justice-Booms, to do alone (in the absence of any express enactment to the 
contrary) any act which, by any Statute, (past or fiitare), is directed to be done 
by more than one Justice. 

Snb'See. 10 of sec '20 of the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879 (42 and 43 
Yic, cap. 49), enacts that the lA>rd Mayor or any City Alderman, when 
sitting in a Court at which he is authorised by law to do alone any act 
authorised to be done by more than one Justice, shall be deemed to be a 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction consisting of two or more Justices, and also 
to be a Court of Suuunary Jurisdiction sitting in a Petty Sessional Court 
House. 

The following returns will show the nature and amount of business 
transacted : — 
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A. The return h taken from thp I ft of Octobi^r to the 30th of September 
inclusive, in each year, that bt^ing the period covereii by the respective anntial 
Purliatncntary ReturDs of Criroe. 

B. Coharm 2.-^The Mannon House JuBtioe-room^ during the periods 

iiientionc<l, was open every week-day, except Christraaa Day and Good Friday 
and certain Bank Holidays and the Saturdays Ix-fure them respectively whrn. 
by arrangement, and with full nnttcf to all parties concernfd, the work ot" 
this Justice-room was transacted at the GiuIdhsUl J ustioe-room. 

C. Cobtmn 3. —The Dumben in thb oalanm do not include eadi ease of 
remand ; ibar inatance, if a prisooer were remanded on ax or more occariona, 
he would only appeal* aa one item in the nnmbera in thia column ; these 
figures also do not include the very lar<^e numlx;r of persons dealt with by 

the Magistrates undt-r tlie Ernpl(>ver>' nnd Wor]^• inert Act, Poor and Opncral 
Rates, Rates, anil other inatrers of a iiimilar natun\ This Cdurt di-'als 
very largely with Labour Disputes coiidng under the Employers' and Work- 
men Act ; these cases occupy a very considerable time and require very 
oaMlul handling ; very few questions of law arise in them, but, in coming to 
a deoiaion, the Ha^strates have very largely to ho gmded hy thdr knowledge 
of the world, tedmical knowledge of particalar trades, and geneial com- 
mercial experienoe. 

The figures in this column no doubt appear small, but it must be borne in 
mind that owing to the extremely small residential population of this district 
of the Oity of London, and the generally respectable oharaeter of that 
residential population, the regular " Poltee Court" work of this Justice-room 
ia comparatively light ; hy regular Police Court wock is meant caaee of 
dmnkranesB, asaanlta, Ac 

The time of this JuBtice-rnom is mainly occupied by the hearinp-of rnsc? of 
a commercial character, such us LircLiiy by clerks or fservants, embezKleineiit.<, 
falsification of Accounts, conspiracies, large ijuuk ibrgeries, oflfences under 
the Merchandise Marka Act, and othor lai^ ccMnmerdal Crimea. 

The Magisterial investigation of these cases involves long and protaacted 

hearings ; ]>robably more depositions are taken at this Justice-room than at 
any other Court in London, witli tlic exception of tlie Vuav Street Police 
Court ; that these depositions are well taken, the recent remarks (»f 
Mr. Justice Havvkiiis prove; he .sj>ecially exempts from his strictures the 
depositions taken at the City Courts, which he describes as admirable in 
all respects. 

The grcjjt majority of the cases dealt vrhh uielei- rlu- Criminal Statutes 
at this Justice-room require a very accurate knowledge of Commercial Law. 
of the usages of commercial life, of trade book-keeping, and of geuerui 
OQUunerdal modes of doing businesa. 
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With rc^^^irrl tn the tunc occupicfl in heurinf^ cjises during the perioHa given 
in (h's rolntiiu. ni:myc;ises have involve*! ii large number of hearitiffs, and h:ivc 
noc(>ssitai« il tile taking of over 500 pii^es of depoeiitious, with a corruspoudiu^r 
number of exlubits. 

D. Cohmn 4.— It will be observed that in the year 1891-92 there is a 
Uu^ increase in the number of Sumin(>n.-<es ; that increase is steadily growing 
atthe present time. This increase is ais<:rihed [>articularly to extended legislation, 

but in ft great measftire 'o tlic buHines.s-like, punctual, and s:itistartnry manner 
In wbieli the bu!-iiii>s riirlic < 'ourt h performed; these reuiarkn also upply 
to the increji»e shuwn iu column 3. 

£, Cnhmn 6.— From the small residential population of the City and ita 
reapectahilily, before referred to, tlie School Eoard work of this district ia 
octomljli^t 

F. CoUmm 7.— The remarks on column 6 also apply to column 7. 

G. Column 12. — This column deals with every description of appeal 
from a Magistrate's decision, whether by way of appeal to Quarter Sessions, 
by Spedsl CSase, or Mandamus ; in several instances the parties, or their 
Solidtors, have proposed to impugn the decision of the Magistrates, but, 
presnmafaty on CounBd'a advice, have dedded not to do so ; the one decision, 
as given in this column, waa a conviction under the Oyster Fisheries Act, 1877, 
obtained alter a jirotracted hearing by the Fishmongers' Company, reviewed 
at great length by the Queeu'a Bench Division. 

^oe Septonber, 1892, the record of success gained by this Court in 
Appeals, &c., baa been extremely marked, no decision having been reversed. 

H. Cokaan 13. — ^The figures in this column are derived from the amount 
received by the Cashier in respect of Fees on Affidavits and ncclarations, and 
for Summonses, Warrants, Rccogni«anee8, &c. A large proportion of these 
fees (probably twu-tliiid-), is the proceeds of fees paid for Affidavits and 
Declarations takcu belure the Lord Mayor or his representative. Many of 
these Affidavits and Dedarationa are of great intricacy and of extreme 
importanee, and requhre a very earefiil examination before they are signed by 
the Magistrate. 1^ docomenta, whra signed by the Lord Mayor or his 
L'->nim TeneiUt are received in evidence and rendered valid in Foreign Courts 
with the Mayoralty Seal affixed thereto ; these docnmcnts are brought to this 
Justice- Room by Sylicitors or Commercial Men from all parts of the 
Metro|)oli8. It frequently comes to the knowledge of the Ofiicials of the 
JusUce-room that Affidavits or Declarations sent abroad, without the 
Mayoralty Seal bdng attadied then^ are not received in evidence in Foreign 
Cbnrts, and have to be retained for re-deehtration and the fixing of ^ 
Mayoralty Seal thereon.

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The fiL^ures in this column do not include the vast number of Declarations 
taken daily, for wliicli (by Statute) no fee is charged ; it will again be 
observed that ihteae figures shotr «q merease, partly due to recent lej^ulatkai, 
amd pardy to tbe regalarity and ptmctuality witk whieh tbeee doetunento are 
taken "by the Magistrates. The Aflidavita and Dedarataoiia taken at the 
Metropolitan Police Courts are oiitally of a ▼ery simple character, and 
Declarants ofteji have to wait there n onnsiderable time for their pnpfr« t i be 
signed; whrreaf?, at the Manfiion House, (letii)ite hour^f are fixed for transacting 
this part of the buslnessi of the Court, and Declarants know that on attending 
during these hours they can get their business transacted 8i>eedi]y and 
saliBfiuitorily.

The Guildhall Joatice-rooin ia open every wedc-day except Good Friday, 
Christniae Day, certain Bank Holidays, and on one or two apedal 
oecaatona, when the biumesa ia taken by airangement at the Uanaion House ; 
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no SuTTiTnonfC's or Romanfls bcinfr made returnable on these days at 
either Court, in onicr to enable the double work to be done. With 
regard to the return ot busiueBs, it is to be observed that if the totals are to 
be compared with those from the majority of the Metropolitan Police Courts, 
the imprauion will he very misleadiDg as a criterion of the amount of work. 
With the ezcepUon of Bow Street, in most ci tibe Hetropolitan Police Courts 
the bulk of the work consiats in the night charges of drunkenness, disorder, 
&c., vioieno^ petty kroenies, Summonses for minor offences, end asaaults. 

In like City — ^whioh hm a very large business population in the day-time 
(301,384) — there me very many complicated Gommerdal frauds, which take a 
long time, and require oonsidenUe commerdal knowledge, to properiy 
investigate. 

For instmoe, in 1891, five persoos were charged with fraud in oonnection 
witii a Company cslled the Bread Union, Tliinie were ton ^BflBBvent hearings, 
fonr of them whole day nttangs, in this case. In the return, there is nothing 
to ri;stui<rtii?h sndi a case as this from one which may occupy the Court only 
half>an-hour. 

APPSA£8. 

The two appeals decided in &Tour of the appellants in 1891, are tlic only 

two successftil appeals on points of law from the Guildhall Justice Room to 
the High Court between 1887 and the 31at December, 1892. 

Of informal appeals to the Home Secretary fbr mitigatioD of sentence 
imposed, there have been, since 1887, Jive. In all of these (ases, the Home 
Seeretary has declined to interfere with the Alderman's decision. 

It is genoally admitted by both branches of the Legal profi]S8i0n that l^e 
" practice " at the City Justice Rooms ia that wMch can be most sa&ly 
followed. Solicitors and Justices' Clerks all over England apply to the Man- 
sion House frequently for information and guidance on points of Police Cnurt 
practice. " Oke'*' Maf,n?terial Sym ipsis " (Mr. Oke having been for many years 
Chief Clerk at the Mansion House Justice Room) is still the Standard Le^l 
Wo«k on this snhjeet 

PoLiCK Summons Court. 

In mMition to tlie daily Sittings of Justices at the Mansion House and 
Guiidiiuil Justice-rooms, u Magistrate sits twice a week in one of the Courts 
at Guildhall, fbr the purpose of hearing Summonses taken out by the Police, 
for ofiencea under the City Police Act, 1839 (2 and 3 Vic., c zciv.), the 
Metropolitan Streets Acts, 1867 and 1868 (30 and 81 Yic, c. 134, and 81 
Vic, cap. 5), tike Hackney Carriage^ and other Acts.

13), 
in TeoGQt yean it has not been taand nseeaaxj to faOy exerdse these powen, 
by reason of the &ct that the Central Criminal C6urt pomesses concurrent 
jurifldicUon with Ae Court of Qaarter-Sewions, and Criminal cases arisiiig in 
the City, are, as a matter of convenience, triwl at the Oentral Criminal Court, 
under the Central Criminal Court Act, 1834 (4 and 5 Wm. IV., cap. 36)* 

All the Aldermen are JuBtices of Oyer and Terminer, and, as such, are 
named in the Commission for holdii^ the Old Bnley Sessions, under Sec 1 of 
the above Act. 

Those Aldermen who have passed the Chair, are Justices of Southwork, 
by Charter of Edward Y L There is an arrangement made by which all these 
Justices are distributed in turn for attendance at the four Southwark Sessions; 
but the bnsiness transacted is now purely formaL

The City of London is a Borough for die purposes of the Licensing Acts, 
1872 and 1874 (35 and 36 Vic, cap. 94, sec. 74, and 37 and 38 Vic, cap. 49), 
and the Aldermen, a<= Justirc?;, afJininistcr tlio Aet!« ; tlieir powers in this 
respect having heoi left intact under the Local Government Act, 1888. 

By the Intoxicating Liquor Licensing Act, 1828 (9 Geo. IV., cap. 61, 
sec. 36), the City is exempted as to the time of holding the Special Session 
called the Genenl Annual Licensing Meeting, and such Meetinq- is nhvays 
held on the st ioni] Monday in March. In the Divisions in the ( oiuily of 
Loudon, the General Annual Licensing Meeting must be held within tiie lirst 
ten days of the month of March.

The grant t)f a new On-Liccnsc hy tlic Licensing Committee is not valid 
unless It Is t()ii(irnied by the whole body of Justicea, or the majority of them 
present at the Confirmation Meeting, and the Justices have, in accordnnce 
with the LieeiisiiiL' Act 1872 (sec. 43), made Rules as to the proceeditig^ to 
be adopted tor the confirmatiou of New Licenses, and the costs to be 
incurred in any such proceedings, and the person by whom such costs are 
to be pud, and which Bulee may be shortly sommarised as follows : — 

Any person having appeared bi.lore the Licensing Committee and opjiosed 
the grant of any New License (but no other pu'son), and who inteiids to

Criminal Court, rxcppt rm the. occnsion of the first moetinir of a new Committw, 
which is liclil. in acconlinft! with the Rules jiuylc hy tlie Home Secretary, (m 
tiie first i\k»inlrty iu February, at noon, for the apjwintment of the Chairman 
fer the cui-rent yesu". 

The Committee see sSi Prisoners, and deal with any complaints or requests 
that are mu le to them, and entor patticttlars of the same in their urinate 
Book at the Prison. The Committee carry out tlie duties assigned to them 
> in acr-ordnncc with the Prison Axita, and the Rules made by the Secretary of 
State in pursuance thereof. 

Prisoners under wntanoe of d^th sre specially visited by one or more 
Monbere of the Committee, and peraiission to such Prisoners to see their 
rdationa and Mends is aoootrded, as may be desimble.

bix Aldermen (Justices) of the City are, in accordance with the Rule ma<le 
by the Secretary of State, dated 10th Mard), 1890, appointed annually to act, 
in conjunction widi Six Justices of the County of London, as the Visiting 
Committee of H.M. Pristm, HoUoway. The {lowcrs and duties of the 
Committee are defined by the Prison Act, 1877 (40 and 41 Vic, cap. 21), 
an 1 hy the Rules made by the Home Secretary from time to time in pursuance 
tliercoC 

The first meetiDg of a new Committee is held at the Prison on the first 
Mcmday in the month of February, for the election of Cbaimum, and 
general business ; but the subsequent meetings are held on the first Monday 
in each month, (except Hank Holiday, when it is usnaUy held on tbe 
Monday prior, or subsequent thereto). 

The duties of the Visiting Committee, are, by reason of Holloway being 
used as a Prison for remanded cases, and for the reception ot lemales sentenced 
to short terms of imprisonment, somewbat arduous, a great number of requests 
for privileges being made by remanded pcasoners, and the fonale prisoners 
being at times insubordinate. 

The Committee are em]X)wered by the Prison Acts, ISHj and 1877, to 
punish a prisoner guilty of wilful damage or assault, or of any act tending to 
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intorrupt the discipline of the Prison, by ;i rcstrii-te I diefarv, In- confine- 
ment in a punishment-cell for any term not exceeding 14 d.ivs : or in tliecafe 
of male fwisoners convicted of felony, or sentenced to hard labour, by personal 
correction. 

. Before orderin<r any punishment to be inflicted on a pmoner, tbe Committee 
receive a certificate from the Snrgeon stating that the priwmer is in a fit state 
of health to imdergo such punishmoit. 

The number of prisoners varies from 600 to 700, and as half of these are 

women sentencctl to short tern- Imprisonment, many for being drank 
and disonlerly, it will be understood tliat cases of lelraetory conduct are not 
infrequent. 

It is oocasionally necessary for two Members of the Committee to visit the 
prison to examine as to the insanity of a prisoner, iu accordance ivith the 
terms of the Ciiminal LnoaticB Act, 1884 (47 and 48 Tic, c 64, s. 3). 

In addition to the Monthly Meetings of the Committee at the prison, a rota 
is arranged for the weekly vi«it of a Member of the Committee, The Rules 
reflating such weekly visits may be shortly summarised as follows : — 

Tf the Governor should deem thnt any circumstiiiicc rt (|uires tiie attention 
of the Commiitee in the interim between two ordinary meetings, he shall 
give notice in writing to the Chairmsji, with foil details of the matter to be 
inquired into, and the Chairman shall he aathoriaed, if he should think fit, to 
summon the Yiutor of the week, or any other Member of the Committee, to 
meet at the Prison. 

All jxnvers wliicli the Committee om delegate shall be delegate*! to the 
Members wiio attend t>ucii special tueeiing, to enable ihem to deal with any 
matter which they may consider to be urgent. 

At each meeting of the Committee the Governor shall submit tlie Book of 
Pomshments imposed by him ; a list of all Prisonors who shall have expressed 
a desire to see the Committf and a list of ail Prisoners against whom he slmll 
have any compliunt to make, with a statement of the ollenoes complained ol. 

Samples of the diet phtdl he laid before the Cumuiittee at each 31<>('ting, jind 
the Governor slia 11 K porr to the Committee, in writing, whenever lie bhail 
consider the uiet to he ulterior to the samples of the lu-ticles contracted for. 

The Surgeon shall attrad all Ordinary Meetings of the Committee and 
report in writing on the state of the health of any Prisoner against whom a 
complaint shall be preferred. 
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One Member of the Committee shall visit the Prison each week on some 
day to be sdected by himself, to hear oomplainta and to make sncb an 
inspection of the Prison as he may deem requisite, and any observations which 

he shall dcsirti to record shall be entered in a book kept lor the purpose, 
which book shall be laid before the Committee at every Meeting. And if at 
snch u'cekly visit the Member visiting shall deem tlmt any circtmistance 
requires the imuiediute attention of morp th«n one Mi'mhiT of the ('ominittee. 
he shall at once communicate with the Cbairmun. The Member visiting shall 
have power to hear and deal with all applications from Pknsoners for 
special (Nrivileges. 

A Rota for the weekly attendance of some Member of the Committee shall 
be formed, and tli*> Clerk ^hall ^•i\v tinfice to each Member of his turn cm the 
Rota a few ilays before the beginning of the week. 

All powers capable of being delegated to the Ohurman, shall be 
delated to him daring the intervals between the ordinary Meetings.

Each Alderman has the rule (iml efovernmcnt of his Ward, and tl»e 
appointment of a Deputy firom among the C<immon Councilmcn for his Ward, 
(Act of ComnKm GcNmdIi 6tibi December, 1713). 

In the Wards of Aldersgate, BiahopBgate, Gripplegate, Faningdon Within, 
and FatringdoD Without, two Dep'Uties may be, and are, in each case, appointed. 

A Depnty cnn oxecute the inujority of the Wanl Duties of the Alderman, 
except presiding at the Ward-mote held ou St. Thomas's Bay, and the 
performance of Statutory Duties cast upon the Alderman. 

In addition to being Members of ihs tbHous Committees of the Court of 

Aldermen, a certain number of Aldermen aie allotted to every Committee of 
the Court of Common Council, and the pre:^cnre of at least two Aldermen, in 
addition to the Lord Mayor, or his locum imens, is required, for tlie proper 
formation of a Court of Common Council; at least thirteen being also req^uired to 
be present to constitute a duly formed Court of Aldermen. 

They invanably pmide over the Meetings of the various Ward^motee, 
(hereinafter referred to), and each AUerman is required by Statute (30 Vict, 
cap. i., sec 5) to sign the list of persona entitled to vote under that Act 

The approval of at least three Aldermen is rtquired to any Orders cr 
Regulations framed by the Comndssioner of City Police, for the general 
government of the Police Force, (2 and 3 Viet., cap. zcit.), sec. 14 i and 
it is customary to elect an Aldermaa as Chairman of the Police Committra 
appointed by the Court of Common Counctl, in pursuance of the City Police 
Act, (above referred to). 

Otliof duties under this Act also devolve ujion esich Aldenimn, in connection 
witli the making ol Rates in his particular Ward, botii in respect of tlie 
expenses of th© City Police Force, and the expenses incurred in connection 
ivith the holding of Ward-motea, Ward Meetings, and other Local purposes 
connected therewith. 

Six Aldermen, in addition to the Lord Mayor (who, with the Recorder and 

Common Serjennt for the time bein«,' of the City, is an e.r-otpcio ^leiuU r) are 
annually appfiinted by the Court of Common Council, to \m of the Commis- 
sioners for carrying the City of London Sewers Act, 1848 (11 and 12 Vict., 
cap. clxiii.) as amended by tlie City of London Sewers Act, 18al, (11 and 15 
Vict., caj). xci.) into ezeontion. 
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Four Aldermen are anoiwlly placed upon the Visitiug Committee of tiw 
CStj of London LnnaUc Asylum. 

Under the Charter of James I. (29th March, 1613, subscquentiy confirmed 
by Charles 11, on the 10th April, 1662), six Aldermen are annually elected 
by the Court of Common Coaocil (of whom one must be appointed the 
G ovemcn') to be aix Mwbers of " the Society of the Governor and Assistants, 
London, of the New Plantation in Ulster, mthin the realm of Ireland." 

The Alderman, for the time being, of the Ward of Billingsgate, is 
Governor of the Felloirship of Free Porters of the City of London, a very 
ancient body regulated by Act of Common Couneil. 

The Aldermen are uli Cmnmissiouers of Queen Annc b Luuiity ; and 
Honorary Members of the Court of the Honourable Artillery Company. 

Tliey are Trustees of Morden College, Blackhe-ath, a Charity estaMisiied by 
Sir John Morden, in 169.'), for the reception aud maintenuuce of decayed 
Mercliant.* of the City of London. 

liy the Judrfment of tlie Planter of the Rolls in the c.tse of the Attorney- 
General V. Wegiiplin nn'l others, 16th February. relatirifj in this College, 
'•the future Trustt-es must be Aldermen of th • ( i: , an l upon vacancies 
occurring, the new Trustees are to be chosen by the surviving or remaining 
Trustees." 

Thf Lord Mayor and Aldermen elect, by ballot, an Alderman for a period of 
five M urs ;o be an addiiional Trustee of Sir John Soaue'a Museum (3 Wm. 
IV,, ttip, 4, s. IG). 

The Lord Mayor and Aldermen are Governors of Emanad Hospital, 
founded by Lady Dacre in 1594, and incorporated by Charter in the 49td 
year of the reign c£ Queen Elizabeth (1601). 

Six Alfh rmen are appointed to serve on the Board of Governors ol the City 
and Guilds Institute lor the advauceiuLiit of TechuLul E^IucuLiou. 

Nine Aldermen are nominated by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, to be, 

w'tli tliL' Loll! ^Liyor und the Kecnrdcr, Governors of the United Westmiiistcr 
kJcliUKi.?, and ilku rt iiiain!f!i»- tt u Goveruur.s are nominated hv the Members of 
the lA»ndou School iiourd eleclcd by the We.stiiiinster Division. 

The tww I liior Aldermen, the Lord Mayor, and the Recorder, are associated

t:-t;il>li--!inl tor the purpose of makini,'' lu;in:< of sums of Iit-t weuii lUU/. and 
'6iJvL to young tradesmen iu the City of Loudon, or wiihin ii\ e miles thereof. 

One Altltrman i.s apjiointt'd on the Managing liody of Aske's Charity, 
Hoxton, corn] li sin q- f rbools wt Ho>;t<>?i, where 600 ehildixiuare educated, and 
ut hulcham, where i:UO children are similarly educated. 
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The AldermeD are, Beverally, Governors of iSbe Bojal Hospitals, viz., 
St Bortlioloinew^Bi Chri«t*i, Bridewell ftod Bethlem, and St. Thomas'B, and 
attend by rotation the varioaa Courts of the same. 

The Aldennen are also iucliulal iii the GMnmissii^n of LivTitenancy of the .

Li accordance with very ancient custom, a rota is annually formed, consisting 
of two Senior and four Junior Al Ii rmtMi, tn inci t Her ^fujesty's Judges at 
St. Paul's Cathedral, on theFir^t Sunday in Triuity Sittiugs. 

A pertK)n who refuses to serve as Alderman, on being elected, is liable to a 
fine of bOOLf unless he is in a position to satisfy the Court of Aldermen that, 
at the time of his election, he was not worth 30,000/. (Act of Common 
Council, 17th April, 1812).

Petitions (if any) against Hie Returns, are referred to the Court of Alder- 
men, to be heard and adjudicated apon in due courBe ; that Court heing 
a Court of ReCfttd, and having power, in the case of a disputed election, 
cither to declare upon whom the election has fallen, or, in its discretion, to 
declare the election void, and to order a fresh election. 



THE OOUBT OF OOUMOV OOUNdL. 



Ab with tho Elections of Mayor and Aldeimou, so with tins Elections of 
Members of the Coumuju Coiuieil, a change has been made restricting tlio 
right of eleotion to a certain cIasa ont of the whole body of citixens. The 
fint Common Goimoil of which there ie hititorical evidenoe eoaBiBted of no 
more than forty membm. This was in 1273| when were recorded in the 
City's archives " th(? names of the good men of all the "Wards sworn to 
" conRTilt with the Alflcrmen on tho nffnirs of tlie City of Jjondon." In 13-47 
anotlicr list wns rocordcd, llic nunilii r of meiabers then being 133, and the 
Wards being represented, according to thoir size, by six, five, or fewer mem- 
bers. The Civic Guilds were now claiming a more direct participation in 
the goTwnment of the City than they had hitherto enjoyed. Their claim, 
indMd» gave rise to so much commotion, that, in 1876, the King interposed, 
with the result that the citizens resolved that, in fnluif, tlio Connnou 
Comicil should be chosen from the Guilds, and not froni the Wards. The 
nanu s nf the representatives of tlic Guilds in the first Common Conncil 
thuH toiistitatt!(i, were also placed on rccon). Not only was the. Common 
Council to bo elected iu future by the Guilds, but the Guilds were also to 
elect the Mayor and the SheriSs. The Aldermen and the Commons were 
to meet together at least once a qnarter. These changes in the internal 
administration of the City were made by a Charter granted by Edward III. 
in the fifteenth year of his rdga (afterwards confirmed and ratified by Par- 
liament) expressly conferring upon th(' Mayor, Aldermen and (Commonalty 
of the City the power of amcmliii^' i\iv Customs which, iu course of time, 
should have proved Inud or dutectiive. This order of things was not of long 
duration. In less than ten years (1381) the Elections to the Common Conncil 
had reyerted to the inhabitants of the Wards, each Ward being, as before, 
represented in proportion to its sise ; and the same system has eontinned to 
the present day. Under the power confen ed by Uie Charter of Edward III, 
(just mentioned), the number of the Common Council (after varying) has 
been fixed at 206 ; the qualifications of the citizens have been settled l>y 
difiV'it ut enactments, and the wliolo n?achinory of Municipal Gov< i iiuic tit 
has been reformed, from time to time, by tliu Civic Legislature, without objec- 
tion or interference from Autiiorities outside; the Conrt of Common Council 
since the time oi its original conslitation, having hem, and still being, both 
a LegialatiTe and an ExeentiTe body. 

In 1692, the Common Council passed an Act for regulating the PMections 
at Wardmotes. Many of the iuliuhitfiiits of the City, who were not Frcpmrn. 
had been in the habit of exercising the franchise at Wardmotes, to the pre- 
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judicc of the Freemen of the City, and complaints had boon matle to the 
Gomuion Council, of tihis infringement of the rights of Preemen. An Act was 
acef»dinglf passed, declsriiig tihat the election of Aldermen and Common 
Gonneilmen for the seyeral Wards of the City, appertained only to Fieemsn, 

being householders in the City, and paying soot and beanng lot. It further 
ordered that a list of such Freemen should bo prepared, and thenceforth 
kept, by the Beadle of each Ward, as well as a special list of other house- 
Lolders. Acopy nftlio Act was to be appended to every precept of the 
City tliat summoned a WardmoLo, and the provieiioiiH oi the Act were to be 
publicly read to the assembled eleottHs. These provisions were aftttwards 
embodied in the Oily ElectEom Act, (11 George L, cap. 18). 

The qualification of Common Cooncilmen, as fixed by 12 and 18 yic.» 
cap. zdT., see {»» is as follows : — 

" And be it euacted, That every Freeman of the said City (not subject to 
*' any logul incapacity) who fihall ooonpy within tiie ssid C^ty or the Idberties 

thereto, either solely or jointly with any othor person or persons, any 

house, warehouse, counting-house, office, chambers, or shop, and shaU, 
" in the ease of a sole occupation, be rated in respect of such premises, in 
** his own name, to an amount not less than ten pounds per animm, or, in 

in the case of a joint occupation, be rated in the joint names of 
" occupiers to an amount which, when divided by the number of the 
'* occupiers, shall give a sum of not less than ten pounds per annum for 
'* each and every such occupier, to the Police or any other Bate, and who 
" shall be registered in the Begister of Voters £or the City of London in use 
*' at Elections for Members to serve in Parliament, and then in force, in 
" respect to such premises, shall be capable of being elected a Common 
" CoTnu'iluian for the Ward in which such premises shall be situate, any 
'* law, custom, or usage to the contrary thereof in anywise notwith- 
'* standing." 

In addition to the above Statutory qualification, the ancient Custumal 

qualification rcranins, which entitled any person to b?' elt ctcfl a Common 
Councilman who is a Freemuu-LousL'holdur in the Ward, uamcly, a person 
who, being iree of the City, ia rated for a house, paying scot and bearing lot. 

And by sec. 9 of the same Act, the Disqualification of Common Council* 
men is as follows : — 

" And be it enacted. That if any person holding tlie Otfice of {inter alia) 
" Common Councilman for the City of London shall declare himself or 
" shall be dec lar« d bankrupt or insolvent, or shall apply to take or shall 
" take the beueUt of any Act for the relief of insolvent debtors, ur shall 
" make any composition witli his creditors, or shall altogether absent him- 
** self from his duty for more than six calendar months consecutively, unless 
" prsvented by illness or other reasonable cause, or shall be convicted of 
firaud or of any crime, then, and in eveiy or any such case, such person

shall tlioreupou iimacdiatcly become disqualifted, and shall cease to hold 
** the Offiee of Common CoDncilmaui and tiie Gonrt of Mayor and Aldennoi 
<* of the City of London shall therenpou forthwith adjiidge the said Office 

" to be vacant ; but any person becoming disqualified and ceasing to hold 
*' such office by reason of having made any composition with hk creditors, 
"sliall. on ]>a^^l1ent of liis debts in fnll, he capable (if otherwise qualified) 
oi being re-electoil to such office : Provided always, that any act (iono l»y 
"any such Common Councilman so becoming disquaiitied as aforesaid, 
'* previously to his office being adjudged by the said Court of Mayor and 
** Aldennen to be vacant, shall have the same force and validity as if mxAi 
" Common Coundbnan bad not heexi so diaqoalified." 

The qnalifleatkma entitling a person to vote at an election of Oommon 
Councilman, are fixed hy the Cily of London Municipal Elections (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1867 (90 Yic., cap. i,), aectiona % 8, and 4, which are as 
follow : — 

(Sec. 1.) "At every election for (inter alios) Common Councilman 
"for any Ward in the said City, pvory male person of full a^ijo, not subject 
" to any legal mcapacity, who sliall fur a period of not less than twelve 
" months previous to the first day of December in any year, have been in 
" the occupation within the said City or the laberties thereof, either solely, 
" or jointly with any other person or persons, of any house, warehouse, 
" counting-house, office, chambers, or shop, or other building, and shall, in 
" the case of a sole occupation, be rated in respect of such promises in his 
" own name to an amount not less than ten pounds ])cr nnnum, or in the 
" case of a joint occn]iation, be rated in the joint names of the occnpiers to 
" an amount which, wlien divided by the number of occupiera, will give a 
** sum <tf not len than ten pounds per annum fw eadi of such ooonpierB, 
" to the Police or any other Bate, subject to the provisions of this Act, shall 
** be entitled to vote in any such election fnr Common Councihnan in tibe 
" Ward in which such premiaeB shall he situate." 

(Sec. 3.) " At every such election .every person on the Register of Voters for 
the City of London, in use at Elections for Members to serve in Parlia-

*' to the pruvisiuus hereinafter contained, biuih be entitled to vote in aoiy

(See. 4.) " At every such election, CTery person who, if he had resided within 
" the City (A London or the Liberties thereof, or within any distance there-

" from sack Kcgister by iiun-resideiico, sliall, suhj<;ct, Uj the provisiyus hcre- 
** mafter contained, be entitled to yote in eveiy auch election for {inter idia) 
** Common Conneilman in the Ward in which the premises for which he 
** would have been bo mtitled to be on the Begieter shall be aituate."

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There is also a Ward culled Bridge 'Without Tliis Wmd was added ofker 
(he Borough of Sonihwark had been granted to the Ooiporation by Gharter 

in the fonrth year of the Reign of Edward VI. (1550) ; but tlie " Villagfl of 
Soiithwark " had previonsly been granted to the Citizens of London by 
Edwjinl III., by Charter dated fith of ^fareli, 1327, nnd the connection 
bftlw oeu the City and this Borough appears to have been originally brought 
about by the construction of London Bridge. 

No Alderman has ever been elected by the Inhabitants of SonthvarlCt nor 
has any election of Common Gouncilraen ever takm place for this Ward. 
In modem times, the Aldermanry has been, and is, as regards tlic Ward, 

a nominal dirmity. nnd there are no Ward duties connected therewith. 
In otiier respects, the Alderman of Bridge Without enjoys the privileges and 
performs the duties common to the Aldermen generally. 

By Act of Common Gonncit, passed on the 20th of September, 1711, it 
was <»dained that the Senior Alderman who had passed the Chair, slimild 
remove to the Ward of Brid'^f*; WitluMit. nnlcss ho dccHned to accept it. 
Should he decline it, this Aldtrmam v fulls to the next Alderman in seniority 
above the Chair, and so on, loHes tpwties. In the event of all the Aldermen 
who have passed the Chair refusing the office, the Common Gonncil may 
elect any Freeman (Act of Common Council, SOth Ibj, 1725) ; but tiiere 
is no record of this necessify having ever arisen. 

Tbb Wabdmotb, 

The whole of the Common Councilmen annually go out of, and cease 
to hold, office at midnight of the 20th December, and on the 21st of 
December (St. Thomas's Day), the Elections to fill thdo- places are held 
at the varions Wardmotes, which are summoned hy precept of the Lord 
Mayor, in ac cordance with the provisions of an Act of Common Coundl, 
9 Henry YiU. 

The Eegulations for holding the Wardmotes on St. Thomas's Day, and 
the proceedings thereat, are as follow t — 

* 

The Aldermnn of the Wiird, or, in his nnavoidable absence, the Lord 
Mayor, presides on this day. 

The Wardmote in each of the respective Wards, being the same Court, is 
held in one uniform manner, and with one uniform course of proceeding. 

A week before the Wardmote, a Summons is left by the Beadle (who 
is a Ward Officer, annually elected) with every inhabitant of the Ward, 
reqmring his attendance at the Wardmote. 

The Preccjit having' licen rend, the election then proceeds, of persons to 
Kcrvo in the Common Council. 
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If A poll be demancled, the City of London Ballot Act, 1887 (50 and 61 
Victoria, cap. xiii.), an Act promoted hy tiie GorpOTation, defines the course 
uf proceeding, and mast be atrictly observed. It provides (inter alia) 
that:— 

(Sec. 2.) " Upon all elections of Aldermen and Common Conncilmw 
" chosen at the reapectLve Wardmotes of (be said €8^ (all which elections 
" are in this Act referred to as " Municipal Elections "} in case a poll be 

" flfnittDflenl by nny of the candidates or any two or more of the electors, 
such poll shall be taken by t);illot, iind tlie Presuiing Ollicer at snch 
*' elections shall bo the litturniug OUktr, with the powers and duties 
" conferred and imposed on a Betnmiug Officer by the Ballot Act, 1872." 

(Sec. 8.) " The taking of the votes at such poll shall, as far as oiicom- 

" stances admit, be condncted in the same manner as the taking of the 
" votes at a contested Parlinmcntnry Election is, by the Ballot Act, 1872, 
" directed to be conducted, audtln' otlicr provisions of that Act relating to a 
" poll at a parliamentary election (including tlie provisions relating to the 
" duties of the lleturuing Officer after the close of the poll) shall, as far as 
" circumstances admit, but anbject to the modifications expressed herein, 
« and in the Schednle to iliis Act, apply to a poll at any Mnnicipal Election 
" within the add Gily vhere a poll is demanded as aforesaid." 

And by the 5th section of the said Act it is provided that : — 

"Whenever a poll shall be demanded at any electimi for Alderman 

" or Oonmiou Councilman or Ward Officer for any Ward within the said 
" City, the polling shall commence at the hour of ten in the forenoon of the 
" day next followinc^ the day fixed for the election, and shall continue 
** during such one day only, and shall not bo kept open later than the hour 
" of six in the afternoon of such polling day, but in all other respects shall 
be subject iv the iirovisions contained in the sixth section of the Act (Local 
and Personal) passed in the twelfth and thirteenth years of tiie reign of 
Her present Miyesty Queen Victoria, chapter ninety-fonr." 

The f'tli section of the Act of the 12 nnd 13 Vict., cap. xciv., referred 
to in the foregoing section, enacts as follows : — 

Provided always, that when such day next following the day fixed for 
" the Election shall l e Smiday, Good Friday, or Christmas day, tlien, in 
"cnsp it be Snndny, the poll shall be on the Monday next follnwinLr; and 
" in case it be ( IcHul Friday, then on the Saturday next tollowmg; and in 
" case it bo Clu istmab day, then on the nest following day, if the same shall 
** not bo Sunday, und if it be Sunday, then on the next following Monday ; 
" Provided also, that in cases where the Lord Mayor for the time being 
"shall, by reason of the illness, absence, or other incapacity, of any 
«• Alderman of the said City, be required to hold a poll iu more than one 
" Ward on the same day, it shall be lawful for the said l^oxd Ma^jor to 
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*• appoint sucli day, altliougli the same may not be the day next following 
" the day on which a poll shall be demanded, as he shall (bink proper, for 

taking the poll in eaeh such Ward ; and every poll wMch shall be taken 
"on tbe day so appointed by the said Lord Mayor shall be us valid and 
"ciTcctual as if tlu suuu we re tsikt ii un the day n»t Mowing the day on 

which it shall have been demanded." 

The Act also gives to the Returning Officer a casting vote. 

(Sec. 6.) " Where an equality of votes ia found to exist between any 
" camlidates, and the addition of a vote would entitle any of tliosf l ainlidtites 
" to be declared elected, the Kcturuiug Utiicer, wiicther ( iiiitlcil or uui to 
" vote in the first instance, may give such additional vote by word of mouth, 
« or in writing." 

No "Prli ration is required to be made by the Voter, but the Presiding 
Officer hliall (sec. 7), if required by a Candidate or his Agent, put the 
following questions at the time of the Voter presentmg himself to vote : — 

(a) Are yon the person enrolled in the list now in foree as follows 

[read the whok entry from the fist] : 

(b) Have you already voted at the present election : 

The vote shall not be received until the above questions be answered, 
and no other question may be put. 

The provisions of the Municipal ElcLiiouii Act, ISSl (47 aud 48 Vic.,' 
cap. 70), and of Part IV. of llie iiuuicipul Corporations Act, 18b2 (4y and 
46 Vic., cap. 50), apply to Municipal Elections in the City of London, subject 
as follows : — 

[Sec. 35 of 1884 Aci, Sub-Seos. 1 to d.J 

(1.) " For the purpose of sneh application " municipal election " means 
" an Election to the Office of Mayor, Alderman, Common Councilman, or 
" Sheriff, and includes the Election of any officer elected by the Mayor, 
'* Aldermen, and Liverymen in Common Hall, and the expression ' Corporrite 
** Office ' includes each oi the aforesaid uliices, and Uie expression • iiorough ' 
" shall be deemed to apply to the said City : 

(-2.) " The expression ' Burgess ' means, in rel.tion to each Municipal 
" £leetion, any person entitled to vote at such Election : 

(3.) - Any costs or expenses directed to be p&id out of tUo Borough Fund 
" or Borough Bate shall, if incnrred in re.$pect of the olecttoo of an 
" Aldennun or Common Councilman for any Ward, be imid out of the Ward 

'* Hate of that Ward, and in iuiy otlicv case shall be paid by tbe Chamberlain 
" of the said City out of the City's Cash :

(4.) **TIie enaetments relating to personation, polling agents, and 
" diaolosnie of votos shall not apply, save that if auy person commits any 
" offence under the City of London Municipal Elections (Amendment) Act, 

18(57, in relntion to tlip declaration recjuired by that Act to be made at the 

poll, he shall, in addition, be deemed guilty of a corrupt practice uuder 

this Act : 

(5.) " A vacancy in any office created by the decision of an Election Court 
" shall bo filled by a new FjU»ction, and every snmmoninfr officer is hereby 
" authorised and required to summon the electors for such election : 

(G.) 'In the ease of an Eleotion of an Aldearman and Common 
Oonnoilman, a sum may be paid and expense inenned not in excess of 
u the maximnm fixed by this Act for the election of a Oonndllor. 

(7.) " In tlio case of an election hx Tiiverynien in Common Ilall ;i sum 
" may be |)!ud uiul expenses incurred, if a poll be not demanded, not

" mence at the honr of eight in the moming and close at six in the evening. 

(H.) " Tlic Town Clerk kIihH send the Corrupt and 111. ;;al I'mctices List, 
" when made out by iiim, to the Ward Clerk of each Ward, not less than 
" fomrteen days bef(»ethe day on which the list of persons entitled to vote in 
'* soch Ward is required to be made ont, and the Aldennan and Common 
" Ckvuncilmeu of each Ward shall omit from sach last-mentioned List the 
" names of all persons mentioned in the Corrupt and Illegal Prju tices List, 
" and the Corrupt and Illegul Practices List shall be printed and apj»euded 
" to every copy of the List of persons entitled to vote in such Ward." 

When a vacancy occurs, in the course of the year, by the death or 
disqualification of a Common Councilman, the Ward Clerk applies to the 
Lord May<» to issue his precept for a Wardmote for the dectton of a 

successor, and the return is sent to the Town Clerk in the usual form. 
In the absence of the Alderman at such Bye Election, the Alderman's Deputy 
may preeide. 

In Mmiicipal Elections iu tlie City, party iKjlitich j»lay no jjurt ; the 
connderation of the best interests of the Ward being the sole question at iesue. 

The Coui-t of Common Council, the full style of which is **The Lord 

"Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons of tlio City of London in Cnnmmn 
CouTicil assembled," consists of the Lord Mayor, 2o Aldermen, and 20G 
Commouerii, making a total ul '232. 
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The Lord Mnyor, or. in liis unavoidable absence, his Locum Tmenn^ takes 
the Chair at all Meetings. 

^7 custom, a duly constituted Court consists of 40 members or upwards, 

of wliom one must In; llic Lori] Mayor (or his Locum Tciims), aud two, at 
least, must be A.klormc'ii. (Soiiie anthorities omit the Lord Mayor from 
the reckoning of 40, though, of course, insisting, that he, or his Locum 
Tcnenst must be present.) 

The prooeedinjQfs of the C"nrt of Cmnmon Council wvv. larf^cly rrj^ulnted 
by 102 Standing Orders. Jliose com()rehoud {inter alia) the following : — 

13. Elections to Offices (licld subject to Animal Election) flhaU be only 
until the aeoond Court after St. Thomaa^a Day next saocceding. 

14. If any person holding any ])lHce of emolument in tlie •^'■ift or ajipoint- 
meut of the Court, or of any Committee of the Court, accept tbe oUice of 
Common Gonndlman of the City, his place ahall be immediately vacated. 

Ih. All lettings of Corporation property, other than weekly lettinf^s, shall 
be subject to the approval of tlio Court, and the names and resiliences of the 
proposed Tenants shall be print<3d and circulated in the usual Summons for 
tlie Court, with the description <tf the property intended to be let, the term 
proposed, the rent, tbe amonnt of premium (if any), and the rent at which 
it was last let ; also if mider a Cov^iant for r^ewal. 

•26. All sittings of the Court shall be open to the public, unless tlic majority 
of Members present shall otherwise determine. 

28. No Proceeding, lie solution, or Standing Order of tlie Court shall be 
rescinded, expunged, or altered, otherwise than by a Motion, of which 
previous notice shall have been given and inserted upon the Summons for 
the Court. 

29. No Besolntion of the Court shall bo rescinded or altered, unless mcih. 
rescinding or alteration be determined on by a majority consisting of two* 
thirds of those then present and voting. 

80. In case at any time a divisbn be demanded, the If ember demanding it 
shall rise in his place for that purpose ; hut if, in the opinion tlie Lord 
Mayor, or his Lorum Tmens, the evident sense of the Court is for or against 
the Motion or Amendment, as the case may he, no flivision shall he allowed 
unless twelve Members stand up in their places to support the demand. 

49. As irften as there shall be oceasbn for disbursing any sum of money 
exceeding One hundred Gnineas out of the Chamber, the Court shall be first 
CQosnlted, and their assent had thereto* 

60. No account whatever, which shall exceed the sum of One hundred 
Gnineas, shall be paid without the special direction of the Court, unlem the 
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business charged in such account shall have been previously consented to 
by the Court, and no Warrant exceeding that amount shall be paid by the 
Ghamberlain nnlesa the date of the Order of the Court consenting thereto 
be inserted in ench warrant. 

51. No Street Improvement, Pablio Work,<» Bntttttinment idiall be nader- 
taken, or extraordinary vork p^ormed,and no grant for any public, charitable, 
or other purpose shall be made, whereby the funds belonging to, or under ihe 

control of, tlie Corporation, may be in any manner charged or affected, beyond 
the sum of Ono hundred Giiinens, until tbf expense orfinnncial cfft ct tliere- 
of, or an cstinmtc thereof, shall have been iirst submitted to tiie Con] und 
Corn autl Fiuancc Committee, and that Committee shall have reported to 
the Court ; and uo Committee or OMccr shall take action to commit the 
Corporation to any such expenditure until the Court shaU have agreed as to 
the means of carrying the same into effect ; and the Chamberlain is directed 
to refuse payment of any Order or Warrant drawn in eontravention of this 
Standing Ordw. 

Also, no proposal dealing with, or in any way aficctin : t' City's Estates, 
oitlicr real or personal, or any portion llicreof (other tliau the granting or 
renewal of Leases) shall be entertained until the same shall have been, in like 
manner, submitted to t!ic Coal and Corn and Finance Committee ; and no 
Committee or Ofticcr shall lake action to commit the Corporation to any 
such proposal, until the Court shall have been informed of the financial effect 
thereof. 

On the occasion of any Public Entertainment being given by the Corpora- 
tion, the maximum expense to be incuned by the Committee to whom the 
management shall be entrusted, shall be first considered and determined on 
by the Court. 

' 53. Every qnostlon proposed, which, in its consequences, may affect the 
estates nr tunds of the City — whether upon a petition to the Court, or u)>on 
a report from any of the Committees appointed by the Court, or anu inlmt ut 
thereon, or otherwise — if not first inserted on the Summons ior the Court 
(stating the amount in case of a grant of money), shall be adjourned to the 
next Court and then, after having been so inserted on the Summmis, be 
taken into consideration. 

54. No Committee shall fixer vary any salary witliout previously reporting 
thereon, and obtaining the sanction of the ^^'nurt thereto, except where such 
salaries do not, inclusive of any proposed increase, exceed Qik, a week. 

66. No Committee or Commission appointed by tlie Court shall be allowed to 
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draw for any money om aocoDnt of their expenses in any one year, beyond 
the snms following, via. : —

71. No Memhor who is a Shareholder in, or Officer <>f, uiiy niidortaking 
sliftll b« eligilile to vote in any Committee whilst any matter affecting or 
concerniug such underkiking shall be under consideration., 

72. No Member of the Court who shall be a Shareholder in, or concemed 
for, or in iiny way pecuniarily interested in, any Lighting Company applying 
for permission to light, or actually lighting the City of London, shall vote 
upon any question before the Commissioners of Sewers nffectincf the 
lighting of the City, or take any part in the discussion upon any such 
question. 

73. No Member of the Court who shall he engaged with any Committee or 
ComrnissiDu ol which he is a Member, in any business, n^n-cement, nr kaso, 
in which he has any personal interest, or any alteration of tho terms of

'any snch bnainesB, agreement, or leaae of any of the property of the 
Ckyrporation, shall be eligible to ait or vote in aneU Committee or Commis- 
sion while sndi matter is under oonsideration. 

74. No pel-son wlio hn^ ever hoou convictful of Fraud, or been a Bankrupt, 
or has cuiiipuuiidetl with Creditors, or petitioned under the Liquidation by 
Arrangement clauses of the Bankruptcy Act, and has not paid twenty 
shillings iu the pound, shall be elected, or eontinne upon, any Committee or 
Commission appointed by the Court, or become a Governor of either of the 
Boyal Hospitals, by appointment of the Court, or shall be elected or 
continue in any office under the Court, or under any Commissiim or Com- 
mittee thereof. 

75. No 'Shareholder (other than as a Trustee) in a Company eontracling 
with, or employed by, the Commission of Sewers ahall be appointed or 
continue a Member of that Commission. 

76. No Member of the Court, or his partner, or other person on his behalf, 
shall be a contractor for. or shall be employed, directly or indirectly, in any 
work to be performed iu liis busines*? or profession for or aj^^ainst the City, 
or the Court, or any of its Committees, or Commissions, or any Committee 
or Society the Members whereof are appointed by the Court, nor shall 
accept any order or anployment of amy kind from the Court of Aldermen ; 
or be engaged in die supply of any materials, or the sale of any goods, or 
the transaction of any gmeral or professional business which is to be paid 
for out of the City's Cash, or out of funds held in trust by the Corporation, 
over which the Corporation, or any of its Committees or Cominissioiis, has 
control ; and no Member of the Court who shall act in contravi ntion nf this 
Standing Order, either in his own person, or by his partuor, or by any 
other person whomsoever, shall at any time during his then present or any 
futmw Mnnbership of the Court, be elected or continue on any Committee 
or Commission of the Court. 

80. No appnintmcnt, or removal, by the Court, of Momhors ropresentinp: the 
City ou aiiv other JJody, Board, or Trust, corpuralc or iije()r])orate, hhall 
take place, unless previous notice thereof be printed on the Summons for 
the Court. 

88. No person shall be allowed to be a Candidate for any office or situation in 
tlic gift or ajipointment of the Court who is a Member of the Court; or who 
1ms be in so within three calendar ni'uiths uf the day of election, — unless 
the offict! or siiuiiiion has become vacunL smce bucii person ceased to be a 
Member of the Court. 

89. No sun of any Membttof the Court shall be admitted aCandidate for any 
office or situation in the gift or appointment of the Court, or any Committee 
or Commission of the Court* 
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92. Upon tho application by any person engaged ia the service of any 
branch of tho Corporation (whose salary is ctmtrolled by the Court) for a 

recousiileration or otherwise of the salary reeoivecl or ciijoyetl, uo pursoniil 
camvass whatevt i shall be pormitted by t!ie jiorsou so applying, whilst the 
matter is under the consideration of any Committee of the Court. 

08. Any yote of the Oonit affecting ifae aalaiy of an Officer of the Court, 
or the Minaneratioa to be given to an Officer, ehall be taken by Ballot. 

96. Any iutsoii in tho employ of ihv Corporation ri ctnvinjr juiy commis- 
sion or gratuity, unless with the authority of the Corporation, or receiving 
any discount in relation to bills or accounts paid for, or on behalf of the 
Corporation, and iritbholding such discount from the Gorporatbn, shall be 
mbject to immediate dismissalt and no person or firm shall be employed by 
&e Corporation, or any of its Oommittees, who shall give, offer, or allow 
either commission or gratuity to any person in the Corporation employ. 

97. No person hoUliug iuiy appointment uuder tlu; Court shall, under any 
preteiice, become surety for any person whomsoever, or draw or acccjit any 
accommodation bill, or in anywise make himself liable or answerable for the 
debt of another, under the penally of being immediately dismissed from his 
office, and fliereafter rendered incapable of holding any office under the 
Gorporalion. 

■ 

98. The several Oommittees of tiie Court shall cause to be laid before them, 
at the first meeting in the year, a list of the several persons holding appomt- 
ments or coUectorships under the Court, or such Connnittees, and giving 
security in respect thereof, with the names of their several sureties, to tho 
intent thai the same may be tlicu conRidertHl, and stich order taken therein 
as to any uccounts outstanding, antl also of new security or otherwise, as 
the existing circumstances may reijuire. 

100. No Officer of the Court shall be at liberty to lay open or exp(«e any 
of the Books, Papers, or Records of the Corporation to any person, not a 
Member of the Corporation, without permission of the Court. 

The Citizens and Freemen oi' the City ot" London have Ijcmmi, iVoni time 
immemorial, a body corporate, under various names. By 2 Wiliiam and 
Mary, cap. 8 (after reciting that the restoring to the Corparation its ancient 
liberties, of which it had been deprived by the Quo Warranto proceedings 
in the reign of Charles II. would tend very much to the peace and good 
settlement of the Kingdom), it was enacted ' that the Mayor and 

Commonalty and Citizens of the City ol London jhall for ever hereafter 
" remain, CMntuuie, and be a Lutly Corporate and Politic, and f-liall enjoy 
*' all their riglits, gift.s, charters, grants, liberties, privileges, lninchise.s, 
** customs," dec, and they are now a body politic and corporate by the 
name of " The Mayor and Commonalty and Citiaens of the City of London " ; 
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henoe, altlionp:li tlie Court of Goinmon Conncil consists of tlic Afnynr, 
Aldenncii, aii'l Commons, nnd iimler the Standini^ Orrlrrs of tho Ci im, it 
is ail instruction to tlie City Remembrancer that \Yhor(T in any Act of 
Parliament it is necessary to montioii or describe the Local Authority for 
the City of London, such Anthcmty shall he Btvted to be The Mayor, 
" Aldermen, and Cbmrnona of the (Hly of London in Common Oonncil 
assembled," yet, aets of the Gouzt are anthentioated by the Seal of the 
Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens, known as the Common Seal of the 
City of Loiidoti. frranfcfl in the Uth year of Henry HE., and wiiicli So;.! 
proves itseh. witliout any further evidence of the assent of the Corporation, 
or the identity of the Seal. 

The City Seal is especially protected by the following liegulatiuiw : — 

It is only affixed in open Court, after formal Resolution. The Klvs are 
different and three m number, kept respectively by the Lord Mayor, the 
Chamberlain, (as representing the Court of Aldermen,) and the Comptroller, 
(or Vice-ChamberUun, as the Representative of the Court of Common Council) ; 
and the Seal is only affixed to a docnment, aftar the some has been examined 
and signed by one of the Law Officers of the Corporation. 

The Common Council possesses sole control over the landed property and 
estates of the Corporation, and the Corporate Seal oannot be affixed without 
its direction. 

All lettings of Corporation Pro[)erty are subject to the approval of the 
Conrt. Petiiii>iis lur Grants of Money out of the City Caah come before 

the Common Council. 

Tliere are usually about 24 Calendar Courts each year, besides Special 
Courts, as required. The Lord Mayor has the power of calling a Court 
at any time. Seven Members can requisition the Lord Mayor to call a 
Special Court. The Summonees for all Courts are sen'ed by the Hallkeeper 
upon all the Members, and upon the different Officers whose attendance is 
required. 

The proceedings (jf tlu> Court are entered in the Journals, which have 
been regularly kept by the Tow u Clork since the year 1410, and are open to 
the iii.'jpection of any Freeman, vvitkoui any charge, upon ron«onaV/!e cause 
being shown. Minutes of the proceedings, when printed, are scul Lo every 
Member, and the correctness of this Becord is, under the Standing Orders, 
the first question at the following Conrt.

In addition, Special Committees are, from time to time, appointed for 
specific objects. These almost invariably consist of six Aldermen and 
t\vt iit\ -nine Commoners, l)eiiif^ one of the latter for each Ward, or Side of a 
W aid, thus constimting vvhui is termed a Waid Committeu. The quorum of 
each Committee (whioh is nsaally seven) is fixed by the Court of Common 
Council. 

In addition to receiving Reports from the various Committees, the Court 

considers all ;ii)plicrttion:'^ for property over which the Corporation has control, 
:uicl approves aud coniii-ms all Lcttings and other dealings witli the City's 
property. 

Petitions lor Charitable Grants of money are consideted twice a year. 

Nominally, the Grand Committees hold Monthly Meetings ; but in 
prni tiee, tliey meet much more frequently. an<l are, in fact, summoned by 
order of eacli Ciiairmau, as often as the pressure of business requires. 

u 
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When a uattor is referred to a Committee} that Gommitte^ in due eours^ 
reports its reeommeadati.011 to the Court, for approval, or otherwiae ; in 

atltlitioii to which, many of die Committees annually present Bepcnta to the 
C^.»urt, of the work of the year. Outgoing Cbairniea are ex offieio 
niejiilxTs of the -unio Committees for the ejiftiiiiig year, but an' not again 
eligible for the chair, except by the .susijeiMioii of the Standing Orders nf the 
Court. In the caise of the City Lauds, Bridge HoUi>e Estivteii, and Coiil and 
Com and Finance Committees, no Member of the Couit (Aldermen excepted) 
is to be appointed on more than one of such Committees, except in Wards 
having only four Members. 

Each Committee is n-^^ponisible for its own ex|X!ndifniv, hnWug jK)Wcr, in 
regard to the variouH matters under its control, to draw Warrants \\y to One 
hundred Guineas without reporting to the Court of Conimon Council specially. 
Above that amount a Report is necessary. Petitions fur Grantij uf muuey, for 
Charitable and other purposes, are referred to the Coal and Corn and Finance 
Committee, who, in due course, report to the Court, with their recommendation 
in each ease.

The full stylo cf the ComiiiMii TTall is "The Meeting nr Assembly 
*' uf the Mayor. Al<lmnen. niif! Livci yineii of the seveiul Companies of the 
** City of Lon<lun \u Couimon Hall iisBembied.'* 

It consists of the Lord Mnyor, or Ins Locvn^ 7 7?cii*, four Aldermen at leMt| 
tlu' Sheriffs, (or one of them,) and Buchof the Liverymeu of the Companies as 
are Freemen of the aty. 

The ori<rin of the City Companies, or GuDds, runs bock to remote antiquily. 
When the Merciiant Guilds became an integral part of the Corponti<m, the 
Guildhall became the Common H{dl of the City. 

At a1x>ut the time of Edward 11. all Citueens were obliged to be enrolled 
among the Trade Guilds proper to their own Craft or Mystery, und s<>on 

a distinction betwcsen greater and smaller CompanieB was develojietl. Most 
of the Guild:? avai]e<.l themselves of the License rccrred to them in the Acts 
agsiinst Livery. t4» use it, and thf v bccnmr, and are still, distiuguLihed as the 
Livery ComjKinies ; a small number have no Livery. 

There are 76 Companies or Guilds in the City, containing about 8,807 

memlxTs who are Livervmcn and also Freemen of tlie City. The names ot 
the (Joinpanii s, with an ai>[n oxiiii:itt' iiunibLr of Liverymeu who are Freemen 
of the City, belonging to each, are set out below. 

The Livecy meet in Common Hall twice in each year, viz., on 
Midsummer Day and MiclKiclniiis \}.\v, for the eleetfon of the Lord 
^Llyor, Shcntl's, (Jhand)erlaiu, I'.ridge Masters, .-Vuditors of the City 
and Bridge-House Accounts, and other Officers. This annual election 
aeeores tbe fullest adntinistratiTe responsibility and sceoontsibQity. As 
r^ards the Auditors, it should be mentioned that Parliameat, in 1724, 
limited the ri^t of election to the Freemen-Liverymen, independent of 
the body which disburses the funds. Whilst alluding to the Auditors, it 
iieeins not irrelevant to state that the Corponition, from the year 1784, has 
]»rinted and iiubli'shod annually, an account increasingly full and in detail, of 
the receipts and expenditure of the Funds under its control. 

The Precepts for the election, by the Livery, of the Officers above mentioned, 
aiv issued l.y t1ie Lord 'Mayor, by Order and ret|uest of the C<iurt of A!dt r- 
men. requii'ing the several Livery Cconpanies to attend at Guildhall, for the 
piupose. 

The Comnjon Hall is presided over by the Lord Mayor, and attended 
the Aldermen, i>heriits, and City Officers, in full state. 

The eleetiims are taken by show of bands, except m the event of a Poll 
being demanded, when they are conducted in acoofdaooe with the provisions 
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of the City of London Ballot Act, 1887, abieady referred to ; the last of 
Voters being prepared by the Secondary, in aocordance with the Act, at the 
cost of the Corporation. The Livery, also, im» nummoiK'*! In' the Lord Mayor 
to meet in Common Hall as may appear desirable, at other times, to discuw 
questions of public interest. 

Thft Common Hull jwsBesscs no power to confer the Freedom of the Git^, 
and no power to draw upon the City Gosh.

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The Office of Sheriff of Irfndon appears to have existed veiy shortly after 
the Conqaest, It is Bpedfically nienti<nied in aevwal of the early Quurters 
granted to the Gitixens of London. 

"N'otwithstanding the removal, by the l.netx] Government Act, 1888, of the 
right U) elect a Sheriff of Middlesex out of the hands of the Citizens of 
Loudon, to whom it had been expressly granted by Charter of Heury I. (subse- 
quently confirmed by John, Henry III., Edward I., and Edward III.), and for 
which they had ever since paid an annual rent, the Gily continues to elect two 
Sherifl«, and there is prima faeie no reason why it should not elect a larger 
nam1)er. Until the commencement of the fourteenth century, the Sheriffs 
were elected by tlio Maynr. Aldormoti. niid tlie "Good Men" of the City, or 
"Commonalty." lii l.iDl uu uttcuipi was made to restrict the iiuinlxr of 
electors to twelve representatives of each Ward, but this, like other subse(juent 
attempts, proved unsucceiisful. In 1347 ia met with, for the first time, a new 
method of procedure. In that year, one of the Sheriffs was elected by the 
Mayor, and the other by the Commonalty, and this prerogative of the Mayor 
for the time hein^ to elect one of the Sherifft^ continued to be exercised with 
few. if any, exceptions, down to 1638. From 1G42 to 16.51, the ■^fnyor's 
claim fn eloct a Sheriff was always contested. He might nominate, bur nut 
elect, although, as a rule, the Citizens jwid him the compliment of electing 
his nominee to serve in conjunction with the Sheriff of their own choice. For 
the year 1632, and for some years afterwards, the Mayor ndther nominated 
nor elected a Sheriff ; but in 1662, when he would have elected one Bludworth 
08 Sh^iff, the Commonalty claimed thdr right, although they acctipted the 
Mayor's nominee. For the next ten years (1663 to 1673) the Mayor's right 
of elt ctldii ]Kisscd unchallf'iigf (l. In 1674, when (ibjrrriim wa-s afrtiin raised, 
a < 'liinnii'tt'c wiis rtpjx)inted to enquire intu the whole matter. In it-; n i>urt i» 
foixnd a reference, made for the first time, to the custom ut' the Lunl Mayor 
electing, or at least nominatii^, a Sheriff for tlie year ensuing, by drinking to 
him on some public occasion. This custom is said to have arisen in thereif^n 
of Elizabeth, but whether that be so or not, the custom was in vogue at this 
time, and the Mayor had drunk to a Citizen and Vintner name<l William 
Ri)1xft>. mid the Connnonalty had ndsed an objection. Seeing that the Cmirt 
of .\ Idcriiif!! n]ilirld the Mayor's prerogative, the Committcf* rcn iiiiiiicii(1l'<1 a 
compromise. They suggested that liobertsi should l>e IxjuikI over to take 
upon himself the Office, if, within the next two or three ye:irs, he should be 
aAter drunk to by the Mayor, or elected by the Commonalty, to be Sheriff. 
They further recoomiended that an Act of Commoii Goondl should be passed 
settling ail matters in connection with tlu Slirievalty. Mb sudi Act a]i{)e;)rs 
to have Ix^n passed, and the Mayor continued for some years to exercise his 
fill! prerogative of electing one of the Sheriffs, without opposition.

In i.S78 (41 Vict.), by Act of Coinmon Cuuncil, ail Acts, Orders, and 
Orfinanoea ngalating at eofbrclug the nonuiution or election to the Shrie- 
vftltj Tiemg thereby repealed, it was declared (inter alia) — 

That the right of electiiOii tt) the Office "f Slu'riff ahould vest in the 
Liverymen of the soveml Corajjaniert of the City, in Conunon Hall assembled, 
tlie :^ Jtli <l;iv of Jimi' In ("xch year })ein^ fixnl ns the EK'ftioij day, an<l casual 
vacancies ijeing tilled up by electiouH ou rlays to lie tixed by the Oiurt of 
Aldermen. 

A Fine of 200/. was made payable by any penou duly nominated, jvho 
ehouM (k'< line to take ujxin himself the Oflloe ; |Kiymcnt of wliich Fitic would 
exempt him from future liability to Kerve. unless he shouM afterwards take 
ujKiii himself the office of AMenn iii, iti whicVi cvptU he should l)e liable to 
serve till' Shriemlty. notwith-tiii'liiii: the jiuyiaeiit ot the Fine. Exemption, 
however, from payment ot' the saiii Fine, and from serving the Office, might Ix; 
claimed upon Toluntnrily making Oath before the Court of Aldermen tbit 
Deponent was not worth 30,000/. It was also provided that each tiheriff- 
elect whould enter into a Bond in the sum of 1,000/. for his due attendance at 
Guildhall, on the 2Sth Septem)x.'r. to Ixi sworn iritt> Office, and in case of 
def'mit ill enteringr into such liond should forfeit the <nm of (JOO/. (if an 
Aldcnnan), or the sum of 400/. (if not an Alderman). Siiiiibr pcn iltic ■» are 
ali»u iinpoticd on refuiul tu take office after a casual election. Lc was further 
provided that half of the above penalties should go towards die maint^mnoe 
of the Fremen*s Orphan School, and that the other holf should be paid to 
the two persons who should actually take upon themselves the Office. 

It was ^rtbw provided that no person should be compelled to serve the 
Office a second time. 

And further, that Ijetween the l ith day ol March and the 1-lth tiny ot May 
in every year, the Lunl Mayor should, in the Court of Aldermen, nominate 
one or more Frennan or Freemm of the City (not exceeding three in the 
whole) to be publicly put in nomination for the Shrievalty to the Liverymen 
in Common Hall assembled, such nomination to remain in force for five year^. 

In addition to |)ersoiis thus nominated, every A!d<»rninii \v]\n has not served 
the Office of Sheriff i«, ipso facto, in nomination ti»r the Office, in j>riurit.y to any 
other person, and it is competent for any two Members of the Common Hall 
to nominate any Freeman of the City of London to the said Office. 

After election to the Office of Sheriff, the approval of the Sovereign is 
requisite. 

The absolute estiite and interest in the Office of Sheriff belongs t*> the 
Corporation, which consequently retains the fees and emoluuieuts uf the Office.

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An allowance of is granted by tbe Gofrpomtion to the Sherifb annuftUy, 
they difldbflrging ibefeoat two Fee Fam Rents (402^ and KM. respeedvely), 
piiynble by the Coipomtion, and making tiior own armngements with their 
Under-Sheriffs. 

The duties ol the Shenfis of the CSty of London are mnltifuiotu, and^ like 
tihose of die Lord Mayor, inceBsant. 

It is au especial privilege of the Sheriffs to wait upon the Sovereigu, by 
Erection of the Corporation, attended by the City RettManbtaacer, to aaoertnn 
the Royal will and pleasure as to the reception at Addresses from the 
Clorporation. 

The duty ariti privilege of presentiug at the Bar of the House, Petitions to 
Parliament on behalf of the Corpomtbn is discharged by the SheriUs, 
attended by the Ci^ Remembrancer. 

They arc refjuired to attend pxvry Sp«stnn f>f the Central Criminal Court| 
and, of course, discharge the tiuties that ordinarily attach to their Office. 

They are expected to be in attendance on the Lord ^fayor in the dtaeharge 
of many of his official fiinctions. 

Thej take charge of, and conduct, the burinessin the Common flail, during 
the absence of the Lord Mayor. 

Places :ivo v*>«prvcd fnr the Sherifts in the Coiul? ot Aldermen and Common 
Council, which, when not officially engaged elsewhere, they usually occupy. 

The expense of duly serving the Office of Shoriff of the City of London, 

always considerable, has a tt !id(ucy to increase, in coii«eqnciice, on the om hand, 
of the enlarged claims of charity (in dealing with which the Sheriffs are closely 
asgociatcfl with thr T.nrri >[ny(ir). and on the other hand, frnm the prolonged 
continuance i.>l the Old Bailey Sittings, arising from the compiicsit("l and 
tedious nature of many of the cases now tried. Whereas, in the Counties 
generally, the expenses attending the detention of Jurors in Criminal cases is 
defrayed out of the C(»so1idated Fund, in the case of the Coon^ of the Qty 
cl London these diaxges &1I entirely upon the Sheriffs. 

The average cost to each gentleman serving the Office miiy l>e put down at 
ftom 8,00(V. to 4,000^. 
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THE CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 



TUs Court, as now existing, vtm established by the Central Criminal Court 

Act, 1S31 (4 and 5 Win. fV., cap. xxxvi,), but tlie rinht of the citizens of 
London " to place whom they would of themselves for keeping and hearing 
" the Pleae of the Crown, and that noneothi r <!inTi!rl l,c .Tii?tircs over them," 
was* ^nmted by Charter of Henry [..and liif t\\\j Courts UKiiiioned in that 
Charter as then existing in the City of Lonflon were the Folkmote and the 
Hasting} ibe fomwr Court being the regular tribunal for en(]uiring and 
determinbg of all Felonies. It is doubtful) however, whether the Folkmote 
originally formed one general Criminal Court for the whole City, or whether 
the pleas were heard fiejmratf !y in the Wardmotes for each Ward. In any 
event, these loc d criminal juri>iitrttf>ii< (where they existed) became, in course 
of time objectionable, and after Magna Charta the Wardmot/p^ became mere 
ln(|uc.st Juries so far as criminal proceedings were concerned. 

The lji>t Charter of Edward III. (dated 6th Mairh, IS'27), gninted with 
the consent of Parliament, provider] that the Lortl Mayor should be one of 
the Justices of Gaol DeUvory for Newgate, and should be named as such in 
every Conunission for that purpose, and in pursuance of that Charter he is 
always named in the CVimraission of Oyer and Terminer for the City of 
London, and is so required to l>e by the Central Criminal Court Act, 1831 
(hereafter dealt wirh.) He attends in full state at the opening of the first 
Sessicm at the Old Ikiiey after iiis election, and also attends the Court at the 
beginning of eacii Session during his Mayoralty, hearing and disposing of 
objections by pers<ni8 summoned to serve upon the Grand Jm^, and attends 
to receive Her Majesty's Judges on die first day of thur attendance at each 
Session. 

Separate Commissions of Oyer and Terminer for London, and of Gaol 
Delivery for Newgate, aroissned. the ] nvsei it ones being date<l the 17th Decem- 
ber, 1881 (45 Vic.), and came into ojieration at the Session commencing the 
30th January, 1882. They are directed to the Central Criminal Court, the 
Lord Mayor being first named tiiemn. 

These CommisBkMtt now extend to the hearing and determining of all 
TreaBODs, Mtirden, Fdomea, and Misdemeanours oommitted, not only within 
tite City of London, bat also within the County of London (as constituted by 
the Local Grovernment Act, 1888), the Coun^ of Middlesex, and oertam 
parts of the Counties EsseXi Kent, and Surrey. 
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The Central Criminal Court Act, after reciting that it \s 

expedient for the more etiective and uniform administration of Justice 
in criminal cases that ofieuccs committed in the MetropoliB and certain 
parte Adjoining thereto should be tried fay Jiulioes and Judges of Oyer 
nod Terminer and Gaol Delivoy in the City of I^ondon (by which, no 
doubt, the L^ilature meant that, as the more seriotts. off«noea committed in 
other parta of the country were tried by Courts of Asisize, it was expedient 
that offences committed in tho Motropnlis should He dealt with in tlie same 
manner) enacted, b\' nee. 1. lli;u the Lord Mayor, the Lord ('iKinccllor. ur 
Lord Kefi)er of the Great Sejil, all the Judges of the High Court, the Dean of 
Arches, the Aldermen of the City of London, the Reocnder, the Common 
Serjeant, the Judges of the Sheriffs* Court, and any retired Judges or oi&ers 
whom the Crown might appoint, should be the Judges of a Court to he called 
the Centnd Criminal Court, to which the Crown might direct a general 
Coiniiiission, and which C'ourt should have jurisdiction to hear, try, and 
determine all offencc.H committed, or allcLred to lio rnminif tod. a* in the Act 
specified. I5y sec. 2 of the Act, whit:li fcta{M»vvej> the Crown to issue, from time 
to time, Commissious for holdiug the Court, any two or more of such Justices 
or Judges are authorised to enquire of, hear, determine, and adjudge all 
treasons, murders, felonies, and misdemeanours committed within the 
Jurisdiction of the Ct)urt, and any which might Ix; heard and determined 
under any Conuuissiwi of Oyer and Terminer for I^oudon or Middlesex, 
Essex, Kent, or Snrrev re«]vf':'tive1y. or Caol l)<'livt'r\' for Xewgjitc, and to 
exercise all imwers and autliorities lx4»jiii.nni^ Ui ,Iu-ti<■<'-^ ot Oyerand rerniitier 
aud Gaol Delivery. Every Cummisjjion reaiaiiis in force till a new one is 
issued. 

Section ^ ]irovidcj5 that the new district created hv the Act shall l)e deemed 
(for the purposes of tin- .Vet) to be one County for all purposes of venue, 
hxsil description, trial, judgment, aud execution not specially provided lor, 
the venue to he Central Criminal Court, to wit,*' and all offences in 
indictments prepared and tried in the Court must be laid to have been 
committed and averred to have taken place within the jurisdiction of the 
said Court.'* 

By sub-sec. 1 of sec. 89 of the Local Government Act, 1888, it is enacted 
that the Central Criminal Court Act shall be construed as if the County of 
London were throughout mentioned th^in as well as the County of 
Middlesex, and hy suh-sec. 3 of the same section, the Counties of Loixlon and 
Middlesex are (subject to Hulos r»f the HiLdi Cunrt'l to }ie deemed one County 
for all criminal proceedings except proceedings at (.Quarter Sessions. 

The area of the Central Oimmal Court District, altbougb not co-ezteusive 
with that of the County of London, the Metropolitan Police District, or any 
other Metropolitan area, was fixed with a due regard to the convenience of 

Witnesses and Jun)r8 summoned to attend the Court, aud due i)rovision is 
made by the Act for throwing the expenses of the trial of persons who 
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commit offences within the Central Criminal Cuurt urea, but out.>'ide the 
district of the County of London, on the Counties within whose district the 
ci^hnosB ftPS ooiiiiiiitt6d. 

By section 4 of the Central Criminal Court Aet, the Sheriffs of the City of 
London, and the Counties of Middlesex. Ef5!5ex, Kent, and Surrey respectively, 
must execute and obey all precepts and process which the said Justices and 
Judges amrd and dinet unto them reqpectivdy, and miut, wlienever 
required, Bummon from the C&tj of London and the said Coonties a competent 
ntunher of jurymen, tef^Uy qualified, who are declared to be qua&fied to try 
any <^ences coming before them, notwithstanding they are not inhabitants of 
the City, County, or place where such offienoea may have been committed 
or arise. 

The preoqjts for the aummoning of jurors are uauiJly eigned by the Lord 

Mayor, aa the Chief Commissioner of the Court, and the Recorder, when their 
signatures can conveniently be pnx urid. Imt nmy lie ^ijrned Lv any two Com- 
misjsioners ; and (sinro the passing ol the Local (iovcrntnent Act. ISNS, by 
sec. 89, sub-sec. 1 ot wJiich the Central Criuiinul Court Act, 1.S34, is to be 
construed as if the Couuty of Loudon were throughout mentioned ther^, 
as well as the County of Middlesex) they have been directed to the 
seveia] Sheriffs of the City of London, County of London, County of 
Middlesex, County of Essex, ('ounty of Kent, and County of Surrey ; 
but the Sheriffs of the City of London alone carry out the Shrieval duties 
connected with the Ontral Criminnl Court, and in cases where it becomes 
neeesKary to lock up juries, the Sheriffs of the City of London are respon- 
sible for their sale custody ; and all executions tor capital otl'euees carried out 
in Kewgate are under their direclion and control. 

Section 'i «^vcs the Crown power, by Orders in Council, to appoint places of 
confinement lor prisoners ; but provides that the County ot Middlesex, City 
of Westminster, and Liberty of tlic Tower of London, sliall not be liable for 
the maiutenunee ut any prisoner charged with any offence in the said Couuty, 
Ci^, or Liberty, who shall be omnmitted to Newgate Gaol. 

Section 9 enacts that persons convicted may be imprisoned either in the 

County Caol or in Newgate, and <rives the Sherifl's of the City of London 
power to (•xt < ute Judgments in the same way us if the person convicted had 
been committed in the City of Loud'>ti. 

Section 10 gave .Justice^ and Coroners in Essex and Kent power to commit 
offenders to Xewjxntc, in the absenee of an Order in Council directinj; in whnt 
Gaol offenders in tucli Counties shad be imprisrned ; but that sectiuu has 
since been repealed, and since the passing of the Prisons Act, 1877, Newgate 
has ceased to be a Gaol for the otmfinement of prisoners before and dunng 
trial, and ia now only used for the temporary confinement of persons awaiting 
trial, and for tine confinement of persons convicted of a ca{»tal charge and 
awaitii^ ezecu^oo. 
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By section 11 of the Act ever}- Jtistico or Curoaer acting withio the limits 
of the Act, must specify in the commitment that the persons charged are 
committed under the uuthority of the Act, and must take the like examin- 
ations, informations, boilmentst, and recognisances, and cerLifj the same to the 
said Jnstioes of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol DeUvery, as required by 7 
Xjeorge lY., cap 64. 

By section 13, the Judges of the Court (or any tx9o of them) are 

empowered to order payment of costs and expenses of Proseetitors and 

Witne^sfs hy tlic Trra'^iu'cr of the County in which the offence was committed, 
and mrh Tn!jisin\ r. or his nq-pnt, has to attend every Session of the Central 
Criminal Court for that purpose. 

Tliere being no County Rate made and levied in the City of London, a 
considerable proportion of the expenses incurred in connection ^rith offences 
committed in the City is borne by the Corporation out of its Corporate 
Funds. 

By section 15, the Ses<>ions of the Court are to be holden 12 times* at lojist 
<!very year, and the Lord Mnyor and certain of the Al lcrmpu meet thi* other 
Commissioners of the Court on the first day ol ]\liciiaelmas Sittings at the 
Sessions Housic, Uid iiailey, to fix the days on which the Sessions shall 
commence for the ensning Mayoralty, eXter which the Tofrn Clerk prepiu-es 
the Rota for the attendance of the Aldermen dnrrag the year, and sends a 
copy of the Rota to each Alderman, This section has been amended by 44 
and i') Vic, cap. GS, sec. 18, giving the Judges of the High Court power to 
fix the Sessions, Vmr rlir I.oril M;iyor and pomic of the Aldermen still attend 
the Afc«4ing held for that purpose, and their convenience isjso iar as postiible, 
consulted. 

The Ibllurtinji Stundiu"' Orders have been mado hv tlie Court i f Aldermen 
with reference to the Sessions of the Central Criminal Court, and are now in 
Ibrce, for regulating the attendance of the Atdermoi at that Court : — 

The duty of attending the Sessions to be held under the Central Criminal 
Court Act, is borne by the Aldennai of the City not excused, nor by virtue 
of any office to be held by them exempt from duty (exdnsive of the Lord 
Mayor for the time Ix'ing), as nearly efjuully as may Ijc : and to this end the 
Town Clerk for the time being is dii-ected, previously to the 15th Nov(?mber 
in every vear, to prejiare a List, or RotJi, in which, as nearly as may be, the 
Court is dividwi in four r [nn! parts, in a manner similar, so far as 
circumstances atlnnt, to that adoptetl in allotting to the different members of 
the Court tb^ respective portions of duty at the Sessions of the Peace and 
at the Old Bailey ; and to the Aldermen comprised in the first divisi<m of 
such list or rota is assigned the duty of attending the First, Fifth, and "Nmih ' 
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Sessions ; to the Aldennen comprised in the seooiul division liie Seoondy 
Sixth, and Tenth Sessions ; to the Aldermen in the third divbion the Third, 
Seventh, and Elemith Sesnons ; and to the Aldermen in the fourth division 
the Fourth, ESghth, and Tssclfth Ses!«ioii^:, which nhall be fixed to beheld 
within the year next en.Huing tlie n)uking of sucli list or mtsx ; and, in the 
event of any exti-n Session being held, the duties theroi if flcvolve njvm the 
Aldermen in the list or n>ta for the preceding Se*»hiou : and sucli list or rota 
is printed and circulated. 

Previously to the 12th day of November in each year the Town Clok 

transmits a copy of isuch list or rota to every Alderman, and gives written 
notice to each A Idemi an, *).\ <l;iys at the least liefore the conmienceinent of 
each Scs^iinn in res|vf>rr oi' wliirli his name is inserted in the rota, of the day of 
the coiumeiicemeut of such Session. 

The hours for the trttnaaetion of business in the Cmtral CSriminal Conrt are 
the same aa those during which busmess was formerly transacted at the Old 
Bailey Sessions, subject to such aTrongeineDts in relation to bnsinesB arising^ 
out of partieular districts as may be deemed proper. 

The hours of attendance of the A!fipnncn oiitlicmta n) the Central Criminal 
Court are ai-rauged by the same division i^>f duly a-s lonnet ly existed in relation 
. to the Old Bailey Sessions, each Alderman being at liberty, according to hi» 
seniority, to select the division of Ihe day during which he will <ittend ; but 
no Alderman is permitted, unless with the consent of his brethren on the rota, 
to take more than one division of each day, so a.s to exclude any other Alderman 
from duty on that day, and to impose a double duty upon him on any other. 

Tlic rota of attendance of tlic Aldermen at the Hittiniif^ of tlie Centml 
Criminal Court are arranged for the first and second weeks of each tSessiou. 

The Alderman on the rota for the First, Fifth, and Ninth Sessions of any 
year, who shall have served the office of Lord Muyor daring the year preceding 
the first of such Sessions, is excused attmdanoe daring such first Session ; 

and the duty which would otherwise have devolve<l u\Hm him is j>erformed by 
the junior Alderman not on the rota ; and at the Fifth and Ninth Sessions he 
is entitled to his choice of duty according to his then seniority in the Court of 
Aldermen, 

If, and whenever, the business of the Central Criminal Court shall be 

HusjKinded or delayed by reason of the absence of an Alderman, the SlierifFs 
of the City flir (he time being report that fact in writing to the Court of 
Aldermen, and state in nurli report the name of the Aldertnan whose aljsence 
occasioned such suspension or delay (if anv) ; and unless the Court sliall 
otherwise order, such report, or the piap«.»rL thereof, signed by the Town 
Clerk, is to be advertised in the morning and evening papers.

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The Alfkrrncii i,vh(i<e mmes apjjcar npnn the rota in each Session, shall be 
held i*esponsil)le h»r ihe i^erformance ot'thc duties thereof, without reference to 
any private arrangement whicli may be made by any Alderman with another 
for an exchange of duty or for the undertaking of duty a]>pertaining to the 
Aldermaii on the rota. 

J>y ficc. lli 111 tiir A< t, IiidictrrK'Tits fon?id at Sessions of the Peace t'ur the 
Cities of LoiKiuii and \Vt:.-t!uin>Uir, the Liberty of the Tower, the Buiou^h of 
Southwark, and the Counties of Middlesex, Essex, Kent, and Surrey may be 
removed hj Certiorari to the Centtnl Criminal Court. 

l>v 19 ami 20 Vic, cap. Ifi, any Indictment for Felony or Misdemeanour 
committed out of the Jiiri'^diction of the Central rriiniiial Court may, by 
Order of the Queen's ili'iu h Division, bp removed by (.eriioruri hito the 
Central Criminal Court ii it sliull a[>pear to the Court that the interests of 
Justice demand it. The Queen's Bench Divisioii has, also, power (25 and 
S6 Vic., cap. 65) to order any pomm, subject to the Mutiny Act, out of the 
Jurisdiction of the Central Criminal Court, and accused of Murder or 
Manslaughter in England or Wales, to he teied at that Court. 

Sec. 17 of the CentiJil < riminal Court Act restrained the City Quarter 
Sc^ibioas, as well as other Quarter Sessions in the Central Criminal Court 
District, from trying a number of offences ; but this sectLon was repealed in 
1851 by the 14 and 15 Vic, cap. 53, sec. 13, since when the City of London 
Quarter Sessions has had the same power of trying offences as any other 
Quarter Sessions in the country. 

Sec. 18 deals with Recognizances to be entered into by prosecutors, witnesses 
and others. 

Sec. 1'.) empowers Justices in any place irithin the District of the Central 

Criminal Court to deliver over Indictments foitnrl at the'iv roopcLtirc Ci iicnil 
or Qutirtor Se^«ions to that Court as if it were holdeu in the County where 
such Indictments were found. 

By sec. 20 the Judges of the Gburt are to ssttlft the Officer's fees or Salary, 
and to direct how the same shall be paid. 

The t'xp -nseH of the Court, incUiding Sukries and Officers' expenses, are 
now defniyed by the following Counties in the pniportions shown, naniely ; —

liy sec. 41 (sub-sec. b) ot the Local Government Act, 1888, the City 
Parishes are assessed in connection with the expenses of the Court, which are 
paid out oftbe County Fund therein referred to. 
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As stated elsewhere, the Corporation provides, and bears the expense of 
maintMning tiie SwrioDB House. 

Sec. 21 ptorides that SeeriotiB of tibe Peace witliiii tiie District cf the Court 

are not to be affectetl hy the Sessions holden under the Act ; hut does not 
require offptiro< to 1)e tried at such SesBums which may be dealt with by the 
Central Crimioal Court. 

Sec. 22 authoriBea llie Court to try Oifenccs committed on the High Sca» 
and other ptaoes widiin the jurifl<Uclion of the Admiralty. 

r>v «ec. 28 the rights, interests, privile^^es, fnuichiscii and authorities of the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, Recorder and Sheriffs of the City of London, are 
fiiUy preserved. 

By bee. 21 of the Prisons Act, 1877, the Houm f^ecreciry lias i)Ower from 
time to time, by any general or special Rule, to appoint in any County a 
convenient prison or prisons in which prisoners may be confined before and 
during trial ; and he may also i^^idnt a {urison in any adjoining County, to 
which prisoners may be committed for trial, Ac. 

By sp(\ S2, it is pnnrted tliat nothing in the Act c<>Jitaine<l " s^hall nWcct the 
** jurist liction or resjjonsihiUty of the Sheriff in resjKJct of pri.-sjuer- xmder 
"sentence of death, and confined in any prison within his jurisdiction, or his 
" jorisdictbn ot control ova* the prison where such prisoners are confined, and 
the Officers thereof, ro fiir as may be necessary for the purpose of corrying 
** into effect tin- s( utence of death, or ftir any purpose relating thereto) ; and in 
" any jtrison in which sentence of death is required or authorised to ]« carried 
" inff> cftoct on anv prisoner, the Sheriff of t}ie ronntv in which the prison 
*' is sUiiate shall, tur the purjK>se8 of cjirrnns" tliat sontoiue into exet ution, lie 
" deemed to have the aame jurisdiction witli re>j)ect to such prison as he 
'* would by law have had with respect to the common gaol of his County if 
'* the Act had not passed, and such prison were the common gaol of his 
«« Couutv.'* 

]^y <('rti(>n 3 of the Spring- A-si/c^ Ai t, ]S71>f l2 Viot., cap. 1), which 
w:i- p;i-s-u(l for the purjK)>L' iintrr a!ia \ (tf iiuikiiiLi' ^iInil:l^ provision in 
relation to the jurisdictioii of the ('entmi Criminal Comt over ottencca 
committed in the neighhouruig Counties, to that which Her Majesty is 
empowered to make under the Winter Asdzes Act, 1876, it is enacted that, 
notwithstanding anything contained in the Prison Act, 1877, judgment of 
death '* niay be carried into execution in any prison in which the convict waa 
** coiifinc'l for tlie purpose of >!afp oiistfxly prior to his removal to tlic place 
*' wh<TL' the Assizes were held, ami the Sheriff of the ('oimty tor which sm-h 
"Assizes were held shall be charged with the execution of that judgment, 
^ and shall, for that puqx)se, have the same jurisdiction and powers, and be 
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** subject to th6 same duties in the prison in which the judginent is to bft 
carried into execution, although »uch prison is not situiito within his 
County, aa he has by law with respect to the Conuuon Gaol of his County." 

The Home Secretary, having made Rules relating to the Central Crimiiial 
CSourt District, and doubts having arisen with reference thereto, the ^ Central 

Criminal Court (Prisoos) Act, 1881 " (44 and 45 Vict., cap. 64) was 
passed, fay sec. 2 (suK-sec* 1) of which, Rules, framed by the Home Secretary 

untler the Prisons Act, 1877 (40 and 41 Yict., cap. 21), are made applicable 
t*) Xewgjite. Sec. 2 (sub.-»cc. ^'vps |xiwpr to any Jii*ti( e of the Peace or 
Coroner to commit to Newgate any |ierson charged with an offence cnirnisnhle 
by the Central Criminal Court ; and, by sub. -sec. 5 of the same .section, the 
liabiUty of tlic Sheriff of Middlesex remains unaltered, and extends to 
offences committed on the high seas ; and with a view to preserving the right 
of control of the Sherifls of the Giy of lliondon ov&f paeons convicted of 
murder outside the City of London but confined to New^nitc far the purpose 
of the capital sentence being carried out, it is customary for the Presiding 
Judge, in jmssing judgment of death, to avail himself of the provisions of 
sub-sec. 5 of sec 2. of the Central Criminal Court (Prisons) Act. 1S81 (44 
and 45 Vic., cap. 64), which Act is to be read in conjunction with tlie Central 
Criminal Court Act, 1834. 

The Sessions always commence on the Monday, when cases are tried 
before the Recorder and the Common Serjeant ; Her Majesty's Judges not 
usually attending before the Wednesday. 

With a heavy Calendar, it heoomes necessary to hold four Courts, and, in 
the event of only one of Her "^Tajnsty'^ Judges attending, anangenients have 

been made by the Corporation, and at its expense, for securing the attendance 
of Mr. CommiHsioner Korr. who, as one of the Judges of the Sheriffs' Courts 
of the City of Loudon, is in the Coummaiou. 

The Sessions usually last about ten diiy::>, although they have lasted as long 
«s six weeks. 

The following table will show the numlier of Committals to the Central 
Criminal Court from thft Counties within the District of the roiirt. cnmrtiencing 
in April, 1888, and ending in March, 1893, with the number of Acquittals. 

With regard to E«it and Essex, the difference which apj)ears in the 
number of Committals during some of the Winter months is princi[)ally 
accounted for by the ftct that Winter Assizes toe the trial of Criminal Cases 

are held in those (among other) Counties, pursuant to Order in Council iiui lf'. 
undc>r the .'50 and 10 Vir-t., cay. hi. It is customary to give the Central 
Criminal Conit juri'dii tiou during certain of the Winter month*? over the 
whole of Surrey, advantage being taken of sec. 5 of the last-mentioned Act, 
for that purpose.

The Corporation bean, out of its own Corporate Funds, the greater part of 
die expense in connection with the adnunktration of Justice at the Central 
Criminal Court, including the finding of a building for the various Courta 
and Offices ; and, during the ten years ending DocemlxT 'U<\, l.Sn2, the sum 
of 71,508^. hm been pfiiil by tlie Corporation, after giving credit for amounts 
received on various Accounts by way of reimbunieineut. 
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SESSIONS HOUSE (OLD BAILST). 



The existence of Ohl Xew-rpitc Prison cau lie traced back as far as the year 
1188, but tlie eivrliest mention »>t'a Sesi*um?i-Honse which am be fount! in the 
City'sj Records k in the ywir lo5G (31 Edvvanl III.), when such a building 
existed in close oontiguity to the Prison, a portion <£^it "being used by the 
Chambo'Iain of the City of London for holding his Court, and the Mayor and 
JuBiases of the CSty keeping their Sesttlons in^the other portion, which was 
tiien designated the Sessions Hall. 

In 17l>l, an Art was obtained for n Uuildinfj Newgnte 'rsiol (7 Georcfp III,, 
cap. 37), but unavoidable delay occurred in the rebuilding of the Prison, the 
foundation »touc not being hiid until 1770, and it eventoally became necessary 
to obtain forther horrowmg powers, for which anoth^ Act was obtained in 
1774 (18 George III., cap 48). 

In 178o, a new Si scions House was built by the Corporation on a site 
belonging to the f'it\ in the Old Bnilev, wbtf^h. toixether with the rebuilding 
of Xewgate Pri.sou, coit the <Jorporaiion '.Hi.OnUi'.. and this building, with 
modei'n additions smd alterations, wliich have iiom time to time been made, 
forms the present Sessions House. The building origiiuiUy appears to have 
contained acoommodalimi for holding two doiirts only, but the formation of 
a third Ciourt was carried oat in the years 1848-1850, at a cost of 1,491/. 
and subsequent alterations were uuide between the years 18G0-1868, at a 
further copt to the Corporation of 8,883/. I3s. 107. A portion of the extensive 
.<iite of the Sessions House was purchased bj the Corporation out of funds 
belonging to it in the Court of Chancery. 

At the present time there is accommodation for the holding of four Courts 
eimtiltaneoualy. 

I5y the Act con.-jtituting the Central Criminal Court (4 an«l 5 William IV., 
cap. 3G), sec 15 directs that the Sessions of such Court are to beholden 
twelve times a year at the least in the Gty of London or the Suburbs thereof, 
and they have ever since been held at the Sessions Honse, Old Buley, adjoining 
Newgate Prison. 

The Sessions ai'c Uuld monthly, the Corporation mukin^ nil iiiitehsnry 
provision for the doe holding of the Courts at the Sessions House, which are 
presided over by Her M^esty's Judges, the Recorder, the Common Serjeant, 
and (occasionally) by Mr. Commissi on.ir Kerr. A Housekeeper and other 
Officials are appointed and paid by the (Jori^ration out of its own funds ; 
the actual care and proper mBintenanoe of the building being in the hands of 
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tliL' ( ity Lauds Committee, all outgoinjr?: Wing discharged by the ror]>nmtion, 
whkh (as pre^nously mentioned) alsi) pnys the salaries of the Recortier and 
Common Serjeant, and supplements the emoluments of His Honour, Judge 
Keir, by allowing him additioiuil remuneratton when he ttte as one of the 
Cammisfiionan of the Central Criminal Court 

In or aVtnnt the year 1880, Newg^jte — the male wing of which had been 
taken over by tlie Government unfler tin- pnivisions of the Pri^soiis Act, 1877 
(40 and 41 Vic, cap. 21), the female wing, by urr.mgement, remaining the 
pro|>erty of the Corporation — ceased to be used as a regular PtiBon. £br the 
confinement of prisoners, and has nnoe been used only as a temporary place 
of confinement during the holding of the Sessions, and for prisoners convicted 
at the Central Criminal Court of oipttal offences, and awaiting the carrying 
<mt of death sentences. 

The questioi of ihe re>«rectian, on a new dte, of both Newgate Prison and 
the Se8si<»is House, has been before the (Corporation and the City Lands 
Committee since the year 1878, and the Corporation has during the whole of 
that ])eriod, been in communication with the Home Secretary upon the matter, 
but no definite arrangement has yet been oonq»Ieted. 

In fbe almost oortain event of the rebuilding taking place, a large expen- 
diture would have to be borne by the Rat e pay a ra of the Gty, the Court of 
Common Council bdng now empowered by the Local Government Act, 1888, 

to make and levy a County Rate, but, in the event of the Corporation acceding 

to the Govemment'f snp-fTPftion tliat it sin luM build a Prison in immediate 
prnxiTnitv to the iifw Sos^i()Ils Houfse, the Government makiiii^ over to the 
Corpc«aition ihe male wing of jSewgate Gaol, the funds of the Corix)ration 
would be largely drawn on, there being no powers to levy a County Rate for 
this latter purpoae to defray the necessary expenses. 

Among^ other expenses borne by the Corporation in connectirm with the 
administration of Justice in tiic 6e<<>iutis House is the cost of taking 
and transcribing Shorthand Kotes of the pnxieedings at the Central Criminal 
Court, and the subsequent printing and circulation thereof and Ibis expense 
alone has amounted during the ten years ending in December, 1892, to 
8,793£ lo*., an average of nearly 88(tf. per annum.

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TBB COTT QUARTER SESSIONS. 



The Court of Quarter SessionB for the City of London is hdd, pursuant to 
Chartera 1st Edward lY. (9th November, 146i), inA James I. (24tfa Sep- 
tember, 1608), and let Charles 1. (18th October, 1638), at the (sKiildha]!, the 
Court consisting of the Lord Ifayor, the Ald^moi, and the Recorder, all of 
whom are by Charter 15 George IT. (25th August, 1 742), declared to be 
Justices, and have power to try fplonifs, trespasBCs, and other mi.s'ilemcanonrs 
committed within the City and the Liberties thereof, ami transact business 
usually dealt with at Quarter Sessions. Tlie presence of the i^ord Mayor, or 
of an Alderman who has passed the chair, or of the Recorder, and of at least 
three other Aldermen (as Justices) is necessary to form a Court. 

Tlie iiverage number of Sittingtj (including adjournment), during tlic last 
ten years, lias been eight, and the Recorder usually acts as Judge of tiie Court. 

By sec. 17 of the Central Criminal Court Act, 1834 (4 and 5 Wm. IV., 
cap. xxxvi. ), tlic City Quarter Sessions, as well as other Quarter Sessions within 
the District of the (Antral Criminal Court, were restrained from trying most 
offences, but, as previously mentioned, that section was subsequently repealed 
in 1861 by the 14 and 15 Vict., cap. 55, sec. 13, and since then the City 
Quarter Sesnons has had the same pow«rs of trying offences as any other 
Quarter Sessions ui the country, hut haa not ai recent years wholly exercised 
them. The Central Criminal Court, having concurrent Jurisdiction witii the 
Court of Quarter Sessions, criminal cases arising in the City are, as a noatter 
of convenience, tried at the former Court. 

The Local Government Act, 1888 (sec 41, 8ttb.<4ec 1), transferred to 

the Court of Common Council, as from the Ist April, 1889 (among other 
Lusincps formerly pxecnted at these Sessions), that connected witli the Acts 
relatinfr to l'au|>er Lunatic Asylums, in so far as they exti'nd to the provision, 
maintenance, and visitation of the City of Luudou Lunatic Asylum ; the Gm 
Mcivsurcs and Gas Meter Testing Acts (22 and 23 Vic., cup. G6 ; 23 and 24 
Yic, cap. 146 ; and 24 and 95 Vic, cap. 79) ; and the power of controUing 
the Salary of the Coroner of the City of London and of Soathwark ; and, 
to the London County Council, the duty of granting ^lusic and Dancing 
Lirenses under the 25 Geo. II., cap. 36, and so shortened the length of the 
(Quarter Sessions, and in a pinallcr degree the number of days upon which 
the (_'()urt sat. '1 he decrea&e in the number of Sittinsr days in 1890-1892 
(shown on the annexed statement) is principally due to the fact that oidy one 
Gompensatkm ease imdsr Michad Angelo Taylor's Act (57 Geo. III., cap. 29), 
was heard during those years. 

The hearing of these cases, uiteu very long, and of Api)cals, still takes place 
at the City Quarter Sessions. Business with regard to Forfeited Recognizances 
is also trsnsaeled, under i Geo, IV., cap. 48. 
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The work of the Clerk of the Peace has, in some matters, such a? the 
Taxation of Bills of Cbsts, Certificates of Convictioa, &c., increased since 1889. 

The nurnl:)6r of ConvicdooB filed (principally under the SumnMiy Juris- 
diction Acts) in the tea years — 1883 to 1893— is as Mows : —

By tlio 'second Charter of Edward TTT.. dated the 6th March i:?27, and 
<,q-aiit<id w ith the consent of Parliament, the Village (now Borough) of 
Soutliwiirk was granted to the Citizens of London for their use and l)enefit 
for ever, upon the Petition of tlie Citiizens, in consequence of Felons, Thieves, 
and ]tfale&ctors escaping from the City into Soutiliwark, where they could not 
he followed by tJie Ministers of the Gty. The grant was made in 
cooaideration of the pa^'ment into the Ezdiequer for eveT) ftt the Juxnistomed 
times, of the fimns heretofore due and aociutomed. 

This Charter was rented and eonftrmed by the first Charter of Edward IV., 
dated the 9th Novonber, 1462, which fiarther granted the right of Waifs, 
StrayB and Treaswe Trore, and the goods and chattels of Felons oonyicted 
within Southwark. It also gave the (Stiaens of London the privilege of 
holding an annual Fair (a^KiHshcd some years f^ince), and a Pye Powder 
Court (also abolished) at the aucieiit Fee Farm lient of 10/. per annum. 

A much more ezteunye Charter was granted by Edward VL, dated 

the 23rd April, 1557, which confirmed all the grants made by fonuer 
Charters, and further granted to the Mayor and CommoTialtv and Citizens of 
LtHidou the must extensive jurisdiction of every kind over the iJorough, 
apjKjinting them Lord of the Manor, giving them the iinaiza uf bread, mne, 
and victuals, the empanelling of its men to serve upon City Juries, and the 
appoontment of two Coroners. The Lord Mayor for the time being is 
appmnted Escheato r and Clerk of iSam Market ; the Mayor, Recorder and 
Aldermen who have parsed the Chair l^ing rniHtilufed Justices of Southwaik, 
tiie inhabitants of wUch were declared subject to City Laws. 

Qnartff Sessions were fcHnnerly held for tiie Town and Borough of 
Southwaik on daya fixed by the Recorder, subject to 11 Geo. lY., and 

1 Wm. IV., c. 70, sec. 75, for the transaction of ordinary Sessions husiness, 
at which the Lord Mayor and two Aldermen who had jxissed the Chair, as 
well as the Recorder, or, in the al>sence of the Lord Mayor, three Aldermen 
who had piUjtied the Chaii, aud tlie llecurdcr, were bound to l>e present to 
hold a Court. The High Bailiff and his officers were also rei.iuii ed to attend. 

The Court is still held, but the proceedings are purely formal. Precepts are 
issued by the Clerk of the Peace, .signed by the Lord Mayor arwi one 
Alderman wlio has pjissed the Chair, directing the High Bailiff (the ue( U])ant 
of which office also holds the position of Secondary) to summon Jurors, &c., to 
attend ; notification heiag |^ven to Ihem in the event of tba« beiisg no oases 
to dispose of and no bonnesa for the Court to transact 
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The Clerk of tint Vawc attends tiie plate of MectLDg and receives the 
precepts aud lists of Jurors the High Buiiiif. 

Stewnrds* Courts wen also finmerly hdd twice a year on days fixed by the 
Becorder at the commenoement of eftch Hayomlty, of vrhkih Courto the 
Record( r foi- tlie time being was Piendent, and which were UBoally held, <»ie 
on Plough Monday and the othear some time in July. 

Till' Stewards' Coiirt, or C'unrt T.opt, was lu lii on Ixilialf of the Ciir|K>ratiiiii 
(as Lords ot the Manor) ; and the liemnl'ir also acted as Judge of the 
Borough Court of Record (noir fiillen into disui>c), whidi was hdd fior the 
trial of actions of debt, contract and trespass to any amount arising Avitbin 
the limits of the Borou£^ of Southwark. Courts Leet are still held as occasion 
may require. 

The Recorrler still holds a separate appointment as High Ste^Mird of 
SoutlivMiik. for which lie m-oivcs n iiominnl Rdjirv (71)/. 7«.) ; but the 
Aldermen ^ur Justices) receive uo euiuluuieuL wliulever. / 
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THE dTT OOUBTO OF LAW. 



Thb Matob's GbuKT. 

The Mayor's Court, or, more propexlj speakmg, " The Court ol oar Soirerdgn 

" Lady the Queen, hoMen before tlic Mayor and Aldermen of tbe City of 
" T.onf^on." is, iindoulitfill V, one of the moet ancient Courts of the Kinfj^dom. 
It was a Royal Court, and so existed, in the rime of I'Mward the Confessor, 
and was recognised as such in the Charters ot William I. aiid Henry I. 
Emerson say a " The constitution of this Court, like that of the Husting, 
** ariaeth oat of Custom ; like that, too, it ie a Court of Record firom long 
" aani^ ond is held in the Outer Chamber of the Guildhall." 

No Writ of Error formerly lay to the Courts at Westminster from the 
Mayor's Court, but only imder a writ frotii Chancery to a Court of 
Commitf:>iouer8 at St. Mortin's-le-Clrntud ; and, theuce, to tlie House of Lords. 

An alteration waa, howevo', made by the Mayor's Court of L<»doa 
Procedure Act, 1857 (20 and SI Vic, cap. clvii), promoted by the Corporation, 
which directed that, in all eases of Error andng on proceedings in the 
Mayor's Court, the Exchequer Chamber should be the Court of Error for the 

puri>nf!GS of that Act: and, now, in pursniiTv^- nf sec. }'» of tlie Judicature 
Al t, 1878. Appeals fron; the Mayor's Court are determined by tlie Queen's 
Bench Ijivision of the High Court of Justice. 

The Lord Mayor and all the Aldermen are ^ nominal Judges, the 
Kecorder sitting by custom as the sole Judge ; and, by the Mayor's Court of 
London Procedure Act, 1837, sec. 43, in the abeenoe of the Becorder, tbe 
Common Serjeant prc'^ide? as Judge, and in the case of illness or unavoidable 
absence of Ijotli the lUcorder and Common Serjeant, they, or either of them, 
or, in case of tlieir inability, the Court of Common Conned, may appoint a 
liarrister, who has practised at least seven years, to act as a Deputy during 
sucii illness or unavoidable absence. 

It is also lawful for the Recorder or Common Seijeant, or either of them, 
to appoint a Deputy, who shall have practised as a Barrister for at l^st seven 

years, to act for eitlier of them in the j^aid Court for any time or times, not 
exceeding in the whole two months in any consi rutive perioii of twelve 
months ; and such Deputy shall have all the powers, and shall perform all the 
duties, of a Judge of the said Court.

By sec. 7 of the Local Courts of Rewrd Act, 1 872 (S5 and 36 Vic, cap. 86), 
the llecorder, as Judge of the Mayor's Court, may ajipoint a Deputy or Assistant 
Judge to execate uny particular portion of tlie duty, or the duty of sach JuHge, 
such ai^xnntmeDt to be Bufagect to confinnatioii }3y the Lord Ohonoellor, and 
appKoral by the Goint of Gommon Ooundl. 

There are a Registrar au«l an Assistant Registrar, who practically deteriuiiie 
all auch interlocutory matters as are generally brought before the Masters, 
Chief GlerlcB, Taxinj^ Maatera and Rc^BtraTS of the High Court. ]>y sec. 41 
of the Act) the RegiBtmr may, in the absenoe of the Jndge, hold the Court 
and tranaact all its buaineaa, »oept the trial of iasnea of law, or of fitct. 

There is also a Scrjeant-at-Mace and a Deputy Scrjcant-at-Mace, who 
execute the process of the Court mmilarly to the Sheriff in the High Court 

The Court was, until 1853, a clnscd Court, ami only a limitf^d number of 
Counsel and Solicitors had audience or liberty to practise ; but since that date, 
and now, the Court is open to all Barriat^ and Solicitors, the former having 
esduflive audience In Court, but SoUdtora being granted audience on Judg< 
ment Summonaea. 

The Jury drawn for the Mayor's Court is from the Sheriffs' books, kept by 
the Secondary of the City of London pursuant to the provisions of G Geo. [V., 
cap 50, and, unlike Inferior Courts, a Special Jury may be had u^x^n applica- 
tion, and all Canaea are tried, as in the High Court, befin« a jury of twelve. 

The Mayor's Court has an Equitable, well as Legal jurisdiction, partly 
derived by custom aud |mrtly by Stjiturc. Tt has exclusive jtirisdiction over 
a variety of Causes arising out of the City Customs, an foreign atcivchments, 
sequestration, dtafiindusement, apprmtictality, arrest for better security in 
certain cases of defomation, for tiie recovery of tlie City of London Gnun 
Jhity^ when the poion liable reridea, or caitiea aa bonneaa, within the juris- 
diction of the Court (35 and 36 Yiet, cap. 100), and in praal offences under Acts 
of Cnnmon Council. 

The cuatom of forrign attachment, whidi waa a very uadul procedure and 
mneh esteenied by the dtiaens, haa, nnce the dedaion in *' Londcm Joint Stock 
Bank v. The Mayor, &c., of Lou l,,)," (H. L. 6 Appi), practically &Uen into 

desuetude, it having been decided that the custom must be strictly pursued, and 
was not applicable to d >rpfirations registered under the Joint Stock Comjianies' 
Acts. " Xothinj^ said the Lorfi Chancellur in his .Juilgmeiit — " winrh has 
" taken place iix the case will, iu my opiniuii, throw uu^ doubt upon the 
" validity of the cuatom, if duly and pruperly followed^ in cases whidi really 
» M within it." 

The Equitable powers of the Court are, in ordinary Suits, the same as those 
of the Chancery Division ; but tlae proceeiiings are similar to those in use in 

the Court of Oianoety before the Judicature Act. This jurisdiction is, 
however, eomfioed to casea where the whole cause arises witfab the City. 
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The Common Law jurisdiction of the Court is concurrent with that of the 
High Court in all pfr^onal actions of contract and torts, and also io ejectment ; 
but it has no jurisdiction in replevin. 

Apart from the jnriacKction fimnded on Statute^ the Court has power only 
to deal with caaes in wMch the whole caaae of action arise* within the C^tj ; 
and the Cottrfc can deal wi^i such caaea, no matter what the amonnt daimed 
nay be. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been extendod by Statute ; for, by thn 
12th sec. of the Mayor's (Jourt of Lomlun ProcGdiirf Act, 1857, '* wher^ iha 
" debt or damage claimed in any action shall not exceed the sum of ;tOi, no 

plea to tiie jnrtsdtction shall he allowed^ provided the defendant) or one of 
'* the defendante, shall dwell, or carry on busineas, widiin the Gty of London 
" or the libertica thereof at the time of the action biought^ or provided the 
" defendant or one of tilie defeodanta shall have dwelt, or carried on business, 
" at some time within six months next before tlie time of the action brought, 

or if the cause of action either wholly or in part arose therein." 

Thf jurisdiction of the Mayor's Court i» also extended by section 89 of the 
Judicature Act, 1873, which enables it "to grant in any proceeding such 
" nB^, redress or remedy, or combination of remedies, either absolute or 

conditional, and to give such and the tike effect to every ground of defence 
** or conntarclaim, equitable or legal, in aa fiill and ample » manner aa might 

and ouj^t to be done in the like case by the High CSourt of Justice.'* 

Certain sections of the Common Law Procedure Acts, 1854 and 

1860, a purl ni the Local Courts of Record Act, 1872, the Bills of Exchange 
Act, 1855, and other Acts have been applied to the Mayor's Court. 

The practice of Hie Conr^ until lately, was ibe same as in the Queen's 
Bench before the passing of the Judicature Act, but has been connderaUy 
modernised and improved by applying certain of the Rules of the High Coort^ 
in pursuance of the pnA-isions of the Mayor's Cnurt of London Pnncdure 
Act, 1857, the Supreme Court of Judicaturt' Act, 1881, and the Debtor's 
Act, 1869. Such Rules eanic into operation on the loth June, 18f)9. 
These Rules applied the Orders of the High Court relating to Partnersliip 
and FirmS) Third party procedure. Payment into md out of Court, and tender. 
Proceedings in lien of Demurrer, Discovery, and Inspectkm, Ac, to the 
Mayor's Court. Rules aa to Judgment Summonses wane also 8aneli<nied ; 
and, by Order in Coandl, the Arbitration Act, 1889, and see. 88 of the 
Partnership Act, 1890, were also applied. 

The whole qiiestion of Costs was dealt with in 1890 by the Rule 
Committee of the High Court, and an authorised scale of Fees and Costs was 
sanctioned. 
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As to the Qatme of the business in the Mayor's Court, it is, apeaking' 

genenillv of a commercial character, and similar to that of the Chancaysnd. 
Queen's Beach Divisions of the High Court. 

The bringing of actions under 10/, in this Court i»* discouraged by tilft- 
refusal of the Judges to certify for Counsels' Fees. Moreover, in such cases, 
only County Court cosits are allowed. In actions on contract under 5/., and 
in Tort under 40s. (with certain specified exceptions, such as Breach of 
Promise of iiarriuge, Libel, &c.) no costs are allowed, imless the Judge 
certify the action to be a fit one for trial in the Mayor's CkmrL 

In the Cause List for the month of July. 1S;*.'5. the number of actions set 
down for trial wan 88 on the Cotiiiuon I.aw side, and two Suits in Equity ; 
this being an average list. The causes embraced Actions for 372/. IQs. Rent, 
396/., 255/., and 66/. IO9., Damage* for Wrongful Diamissal, 25/. and lllL 
proceedings on Bills of Exchange. 

Claims for 46/.. MiV., 3^1. I5s., i'di, 3ijl/., 490^.. 250/., 72/., and ^01. for 
breaches of Contract, claims for Wrongful Gou version ibr sums amounting to 
68/L and 150/. Damages for personal injuries for 108/., 100/., and 50/. An 
action for slander in which 100/. was cktmed. Several actions relating to- 
Stock E:cchange Aocoanta were also entered. Nearly aU the above actions 
were tried, and the costs taxed within six wedcs from the eommwcement of 
the action. 

A tabular yearly atatenmit (mariced A), from the year 1853, of the number 
of actions entered, amounts sued for, the number of Courts held, the oau8e» 
entered and tried, and other details, together with the foes received, follows. 

The statement marked B i?* u comparative statement of the work done and f«js 
recfdved for the last four years, and up to June of the present year, show ing 
that the business of the Court, in respect of amounts over 50/., is increasing. 

The nunilHT of ApjH'als from the Mayor's Court is very small. Durinfj 
the present year, there have been but ten ; only two of which have been 
successful. 

The Judges of the High Court frequentiy comment on the hi^ quality of 

the Juries of the Mayor's Court, which, being drawn oitirely from the chief 
commercial centre, are probably better than in any other Court in the 
Kingdom. A long line of eminent men have presided over this Court, 
among whom mav lie menrioiieil : — (]ij92) Sir Snlnthicl LovcU, created 
one of the Uarons of tlie Exchetjuer : (1708) Sir I'cter King, created Lord 
Oiief Justice of the Common Pleas; Sir William Thomson, made 

Solicitor-General, and afterwards a Baron of the Exchequer ; (1739) Sir J. 
Strange, made Master of the Rolls ; (17-J.S) Sir Richard Adams, made one of 
the Barons of the Bxdbequer ; (1763) Sir Jumes Eyre, created Lord Chief 
Ju.stice of tlic Common Picas : (lSi*2) Thomas Dcnman. Esq., afterwards 
Lord Chief Justice ol England ; (liiaO) The Right Hon. J. A. Stuart

Wortley, Q.C., male Solicitor-General ; and (1856) The Right Hon. Russell 
Oitrney, Q.C., M.P., twice chosen by the Government of the day aB Int^- 
iiatioiial Arbitrator. 

The Corporation of the CSty of London looks with pride also upon the long 
list of eminent Judges and Gounadi who have reoeived their early fbreiuic 
training in the Mayor^s Court ; a list that comprises the most eminent 
Monbers of the Bench and Bar. 

That the City of London is not unique in liaving its local Court, the 
tbllowing instances are bufficient to show : the Liver|)ool Court of Passnofe ; 
the Salford Hundred Court; the Preston Court of Comnion Tkas ; ihe 
Stannaries Court ; the Bristol Tolzey Court ; the Jiurgess and Non-Burgess 
■Oonrt of Newcastle*oa-Tyne ; the Derby Borough Court ; the Eingston-on- 
Hall Court ; the Northampton Court of Record ; and the Exeter Provost 
Court. 

The Fees nf the Mayor's Court arc the pro})c'rty, ;iud form part of tlie estate, 
of the Corporation, by whom all the expeusea of the Court (including the 
Salaries of the Judges and Officers) ore defrayed. 

On the application of the Corporation, at the urgent instance of Gty 

Bankers and Merchants, the Lord Chancellor appointed the R^strar and the 
Chief Clerk of the Mayor's Court, Commissioners to administer Oaths in 
respect of Proofs in Bankruptcy, for wliich no Fees are charged.

There siill exist in the Citj of Loadou the aaclent Custotiiary Courts 
knoim as the SheriffB* OmirtB, styled " The Sheriib* Ooort holden &r 
the Poultry Compter, London " ; nod The SheriffiB* Coort hoUen tar the 

GHtspur Street Compter, London": — the first being considered to be the 
Court of the Senior Sheriff, and the latter that of the Junior Sheriff. The 

Jurisfiirtion extended to Actions of Debt and all other Personal action?! at 
Common Law arising within the City and its liberties, and also to Actions 
founded on City Customs and Acts ot Common Council. 

The Office of Judge of each of these waa assi^^ned to an Undef'Sheriff, 
there Mngi also, two Prothonotariea and other officials. 

Under the Statute known as the London City Small Debts' Extension 
Act, 1852 [15 Vie., cnp. Ixxvii.j. the business of tin- above Courts was 
practically transferred t.<) the Court thtiu kuown as the Slieriti's' Coiu-t, and 
now, by virtue of the County Courts Act, 1867 (30 and 31 Vic, cap. 142) 
as **The City of London Conr^" without, however, destroying or interfering 
with Uie existenoe of these ancient Courts. 

The present Judge of the City of London Court became the Judge of the 
Sheriffs' Court under the 5^t;itute uliovr; referral to, from being Judge of the 
Sheriffs' Courts holden for the two Compters, one of which Judgeships is now 
vacsint by his resignation. 

The Judges of the Sheriffs* Ckiurt (Hat the Poultty Compter and for the 
Giltspnr Street Compter) are Commissioners of the Central Criminal Court, 
(4 and 5 William lY., cap. xxzvL) 
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Thb Cmr of London Cotot. 

This ('ourt, known formfHy as the Sheriff's' Court, but receiving its 
present title by virtue of the County ("imrts Act, 1867 (31 and 
32 Vic, cap. 71), is a Local Court of Ilccord, exercising the same 
jurisdiction as the County Courts under the Statutes relating to those 
Courts (30 and 31 Tie., cap. sec. 35), and, in addition, a special 
Jurisdiction, conferred upon it by the London (City) Small Debts Extension 
Act, ISo J, 15 Vic, cap. bcxvii. The Coart has, also^ Admiralty jurisdiction, 
conferred by Order in rouiiril. in pursuance of 31 and 3? Vio.. cap. 71, and 
jurisdiction under tl)i ( '(imp.iTiies' Winding-up Ai-t, IH'M) ; but it has no 
jurisdiction in Bankruptcy ; nor can actioiiw coiiiiuenced in this Court be 
removed into the High Court (35 and 3G Vic, cap. 86, sec. 8), except in ax:- 
cordance mth the iHomtons of the County Courts Act, 1888 (51 and 5S Yic, 
cap. 48), and the Rules made thereunder. 

The Judge of this Court was, until the passing of the Local (Jovernracnt 
Act, 1888 (51 and 52 Vic, cap. 41), appointed by the Corporation; but, by acc. 
42 (sub-see. 14) of that Act, the appointment of any future Judge of the (Sty 
of London Court is vcated in the Crown, although the right of die Corporation 
to fist the salary and emoluments of the Office remains unchangerl. 

Under the Act of 1852, the Treasurer of the Court is the ChamberlMn, 
for the time beiog, of the City of London i and the Registrar, High Bailiff, 
Clerks and Bailtfl^ are appointed hy the Corporation. 

Their Salaries*, wheri paid in lieu of the fees to which by statute they are 
entitled, are fixed by the Corporation, in pursuance of sec 23 of the 
Statute of 1852, and are payable out of the general Fund created by the 
fees taken on FrooeediDgs in the Court 

The Corporation has power, under the same Statute, to remove the 
Registrar, High Bailiff or Bwliffs iu case of inability or mis-behavkrar, or for 
other reasonable cause. The Judge has a sumUr power in the case of the 
High Bailifl and BaDifia. The Clerks in the Registrar's Office and the 
Ushers of the Court are annually elected by the Court of Conunon CounciL 
The City of London Court is thus, practically, the County Court of the Cily. 

By virtue of see. 89 of the Act of 1852, the Suitor in the Qty of London 
Court has the following material adirantages (Kutner v. Phillips, L. B. 
1891, 2 Q. B. D.) 

(a) The Plaintiff may issue bis Summons in the Gty of London Court 

I without any leave from the Judge or Registrar, as required in ordinary 

C'lninty Courts, although the Dpfendant resides out the Jurisdiction : 
provided, of course, he can bring himself within the sections of tiie Act. 

(b) The Del'enilant is liable to be sued in the Court if he bus, or has had 
withui the six months previous to the coniracnceraent of the Action, 
''employment mthin the City. The Courts have decided that 
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employment " is not " carryijig un business " within the meaning of section 
74 of the Gouotx Courts Act, 1888 (51 and 58 Vic, c. 43). A Clerk in 
tlie City, &r instance, would, but for the Act of 1852, have to he sued in the 
district in which he resides. This provision is most important to the City 
Tnulesniuu, who often only knows liis customer as a Clerk of some firm in 
tlie City, whiUt he resides eUewhere at some unknown address. 

The fees of this Court were assimilated to those of other County Courts by 
the City of London Court Act, 1871 (34 Vic., cap. iii). 

The following figures and table will amply show the progress uud great 
increase in the business of the City of London Court, during recent years. 

The average number <^ pklnts per annum from 1852 to 1861 was 11,999 ; 
from 1862 to 1871 the average per annum was 13,197 ; from 1872 to 1881 
the average was 19,043 ; from 1882 to 1891 the average was 27,138. The 
number of plaints issned in 1898 was 32,382.

It will be easily understood thet Suitors, even better Ihm OfBcials, can 
discover where improvements may be made in the dispatch of business, and 
the Corporation has always been willing to remedy any existing defects. 

To illustrate the anxiety of the Corporation to meet a public demand 
when it can do so, it was rquresented to the Court of Common CouncU, in 
1889, that it would Ije advantageous to the Citizens if arrangements could be 
made whereby the Court could sit continuously thmugbout the year. 
The matter was carefully gone into by the Law and City Courts 
Couiiuittee, with the result that the i-equisitc arrangements were made, and 
now the City of London Court may be said to be the only Couit in the 
Kingdom that sits from January 1st to December 31st without any Vacation. 
The advantage of this may be seen by a perasol of the Annual Returns 
issued by the Government relating to the various County Courts in the 
Kingdom. That return will show that, whereas the fees earned by the Court 
in lb89 weie 14,800/. ; in 1892 they were 19,500/. 

From tbe constitution of the Court, and the le^lative power of the 
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Corporation, ctjnibiiied with its williugness to effect improvements, City 
Suitors manifestly derive great advantages. 

Under the City of London Ballot Act, 1.SH7 (50 and 51 Vic, cjip. xiii.), the 
Court had conferred upon it jurisdiction to order production and inspection 
of Ballot papers and other documents in conneetion-mth the City Municipal 
Elections. 

The Judge of this Court has power to appoint a Deputy, hy virtue of the 

provisions of the Local Courts of Record Act, 1872 (35 and 36 Vic, c. 86) ; 
but, beft)re .such appointment can take effect, it requires the approval of tiie 
Lord Cliancellor, and confimTation by the Court of Common Council. 

Thp apyKiiiitiiiCMt a Dt'initv rcrcntiv Htouuc necc:<Hnrv, to take the 
eNMiuiiiMtiun ot Directors and i»liit:r>i ia coiuicction with the wineiing-up (»t" die 
Lilw raior I^uilding Society ; and Mr. Registrar Kniden, <»f tlie London liank- 
ruptcy Court, was appointed by the Judge for that pur|X)se, and his appoint- 
ment approved by the Lord Chaoodlor, and confirmed by the Court of 
Common Council. 

The powers, ri^ts and privileges of the Corporatiou (acting by the Court 
of Common Council) in relation Ut this Court were fully pres^erved by i*arlia- 
nx nt, as recently as 1888 ; sec. 185 of the County Courts Act, 1888 (51 and 
5-' Vic. cap. 43), pnn iding as follows : — 

The Courts hdd by virtue of the Tjondnn (City) Sma!! D«'l)t« Extension 
*' Art, >liall be held liv the name of thp Tity of Lnniion Court, and 

.>*hall be a Court of lieconl, and its decisions siiall be sui>jeci to up]K'al in ilie 

seme way and on the some conditions as the d«<n8ions of a County Court are 

subject Ibr the time being. The Judge and Officers of the Gty of London Court 
** shall respectively have and exercise the like jurisdiction, power, and authority 

in all respects, except the power of aj)pointing Officers, as are for tlie time; being 
*' [Kis.iessed and oxrrriscd by the Judge anil OfRcf^rs rfspcctively of a Countv 

Court. TliL' llulcs iin<l Orders in force* for tlu' time Ih'Idlt tor rp^nlarintr tho 
*' pmctice ot and costs in the County Courts, and liunns of proceedings tiierein, 

eball be iu force in the said City of London Court, to the exclusion of any 
" other Rules and Orders ; and the same fees shall be taken for proceedings in 
" which jurisdiction is hereby giveaitothe Court as upon similar proceedings ia 
*' the County Courts, and such fees shall be applied in the <dinv uiaurn r the 
*' fees taken under the provisions o( the said London (City) Small Debts Ex-

*' It >s( n, or diiiiinifth any of the powers, rigiirs, or privileges ut tlie Judge of

l*he Court was rebuilt in 1888, and has veiy recently been enlarged undw 
the provisions of the (Xty of London Court Act, 1882 (45 Vie, cap. ix.). 

The Registrar and the Process Clerk have been specially appoint*"*! Com- 
misrioners to administer OatJis in respect of Proofe in Bankruptcy without fee. 
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TU£ CoUliX OF HUSTING. 

This Court, or. more correctly ?:]M>nlcing, theso Cuiirts: tlic Cinirt of 
Huhtinp" f>f Fleas of Land and the (.'ourt of Hustiiii; > it ( 'oniuiou Pleus are 
certaiiUy of Anglo-Saxon, if not of Scandinaviau origin, for the laws of Edward 
the Confeaor direeted tbe Sittinge thereof to take place alteniately every 
week. 

Till' tvvm Ilustinfj" signiBes "a Court held in n house," in contra- 
distinction to otiier Coiirts, which, iu Saxon times, were usually held in the 
open air. 

The Court nf Hnsting was, originally, tho County Court of the City, which 
was (as hns been shown) always a ( '<mnry i>i' itself. It is tiie olilest Court of 
Record within the City, and was tiie sole Court for settling disputes, between 
the (StisMos. About the time of Edward I. Acttona merely perBonal came to 
be decided in the Major's Court and the Sheriff's* Courts, whilst all real and 
mixed ActionSi with the exception of Actions of ejectment, nanuned. subject 
to the exdusive jurisdiction of the Court of Hosting, as befinre. 

An appeal from the Court of Hasting originally lay to the Court of St. 
Martin-ie-Grand, now practically obsolete, composed of a Commission of 
tludges of the High Court, who originally sat at St. Martin-le-Gran<l, btit, 
since the time of Henry VIII., at Guildhall, and fixxn which Court an np|)eal 
lay to the House of Lords. 

A }x>rtion of the jurisdiction originally exercised by the Court of Uusting 
was transferred to the Mayor's Court. 

The Court of Huatinghad an Appelhite jurisdiction over all personal actions 
in the Sheriffs' Court. This was put an end to by the London (CSty) Small 
Debts Extension Act, 1852 (15 Vic, cap* IxxviL), sec. 77. 

The Court of Hu-<tinjr, according to pr»>visions made by Charterof Uenry I., 
usually sat ou only one day in tiie week, namely, Monday. 

By a Charter of Hemy III. permission was given to cany over the business 
to the following day in case of necessity, but no longer, and in the course of 
time it became the custom of the Court to sit on Monday and Tuesday, and 
later on, on Tuesday only, except on holidays and during the vacation (Act 
of Common Council, 9 Oct., 4 Edward ill.). 

The Courts are iield on theraif^ed iwrt of the Guildhall, calleii tlte Hu-tings, 
by the Lord Mayor, Aldenueu, and Sheriffs, who are the Judges, the Reeortler 
Sitting with them as Assessor to pronounce the juilgment of the Court 
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It may Ije held by the Lon! Mayor atifl the two Sheriffn ; or, in the absence 
of the Lor'1 Mayor, may be holdcii 1x;tore anyone Alderman who has pa.>»sed 
the Chair (acting ai* Locum Tenens for the Lord Mayor) together nith the- 
Sheriffs. 

If the Lord Mayor or cither of the Slierifis bo absent, there must be six 
Aldenueo prea*ent (Act of Common Council, 2yth April, ii6 Elizabeth). 

One of tlie principal fmictioiiB of the Court of Hastiug appears to have- 
been, from the eaiiiest timefl of which any record is preserved— cntainly from 
1253— the enidinent of Deeds and Wills ; and this jnriediction continnes to- 
the pment day. 

The modern [iractice of enrolment and registration liad its origin in this 
ancient City Court. 

A Deed enrolled in the Court of Husting operated ae a biur to any claim 
for Wife'a dower, end had the same force and effect as a fine at Common 
Law. By various Statutes, and as recently as hy 1 and 2 Vic, cap. Ixxxiii^ 
Conveyanrps to the Corporation by married women, when exc<Mited in nwor- 
dancc witli the Act and enrolled in the Cnnrt of Hn'<ting, have been declared 
to be of as tall Ibrce and eflect a» any Flue and liecovery. 

The number <^ Wills u{Hjn the Rolls of the Court exceeds 4,000, com- 
mencing in the 43rd year of the reign of Henry HI. (1258), and con- 
tinuing for upwards of four centuries. 

A Culendar <)f the Wills enrolled in this Court ha^j recently been printed 
under the direction of the Libraiy Committee of the Corporation. 

On an attempt being made, in 1868, by the Ecclesiastical Authorities, to 
usurp the right of granting Probate in this Court, Henry UI., being appealed 
to, confirmed that right and issued a Writ reeiling the ancient cnstran of 

devising lands and tenements within the City, and of admitting Probate of 
Testaments in the UustiDg's Court of Loudon. 

Nuncupative Wills, that is Wills made byword of mouth, were occasionally 
enrolled in this Oonrt, and occur in the Calendar to the number of about 
fotttteen in all. 

Hy the CVmrt of Probate Act, 1N57 (20 and Vic, cap. 77) tlie jurisdiction 
fonnerly vested in the Eccksiu»tical Cf>urts since the time of Henry II. in 
regard to Wills of Personalty was transferred to the Crown, and sec. 89 of 
that Act provided for the transmission to the Principal Registry of the Court 
of Probate of all Records relating to Testamentary matters remaining with 
the Judge or Regiatrar of every ('ourt and other iw r-on then having juris- 
diction to grant Ptobate or Administmtion. Under the provisions of thia 

o 
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•15ectioD,a request was iddressed by tiie Senior Registrar of the Probate Court 
to the Town Clerk of the City l Loudon, dated the 20th December, 1866, 
for the transmission of the Records of the Court of Rusting, so far as they 
related to matters or causes testamentary, to the Principal Registry o£ the 

-Court of Probate. 

The CoiporsticD, baying been advised on the point, soooessfully resuted 
the applicati<Hi, and the Records stQl ranaui at GuildhaU, and jEbtm a coUeotkn 
•q£ early Wills which, in point of number and antiqiiity, are unequalled by 
any otbn* in the United Eixigdinn. 

The Convt of Husting still oiFers to the Citizens facilities tor the 
-continuation of this useful system of re^tration of titles and encumbrances.

By the 
5th Charterer John (1215), the King expressly reserves out of his grant| 
« bis CShamberbdnshipi'* and Henry IIL (1227) by his Snd Charter does the- 
same 

In 1278 (6 Edward I.), Matthew de Columbers is mentioned as the Cham- 
berlain of our Lord tlie King. In the LHrh Tentury, the offices of Mayor and. 
Chamberlain were often united in the same person. 

In 1300 (88 Edward L), tiie Ghamberlaitt was elected by the Uayor and. 
Aldennen* 

In 1319 (Letters Patenti IS Edward U.) the Chamborhun waa ordered 
to be choaw by the Commonalty and removed according to the will of the- 
same. 

The Chamberlain was the Aocountant>Geneial d the Court of Orphans^ 
and waa the reaponsible Officer Ibr the costody of ^xida and monies belong- 
ing to Orphans under the amuent custom of Orphanage. The Court of Mayor 
and Aldennen was by law the Trustee of the Orphans of the Citizens ; foi 
this purpose, the City Chamberlwn was a Corporation Sole with a Common 
Seal. In 1490 (5 Henry VIT.V the Chamberlain gave bond in 1.000/. ^<torling, 
in three suretiefs, that he would well and diligently oversee all the lauds and 
tenements belonging to tlie Commonalty, and see that they were repaired, and 
veodw a true and due account of the revenues be received, before the Auditors- 
of the Chamber, and all the goods of Orphans and other persons, committed 
to him by reason of his Office, he would safely and surely keep, and deli\'er the 
same to whom they should of right belong, when he should be duly required*

The Chamberlain was thereafter appointed collector under the Crown 
of \ ariou8 Hoyal Aids, Subsidies, and Taxes, and of monies reieed for Chari- 
table purposes under Briefs from the Sovereign. 

Sir Thomas Player, Chamherhun, was appointed Becdver of Poll Tax an. 
the 6th March, 1666, linder the hand of the Earl of Southampton, Lord High 
Treasurer of England, and Anthony, Lord Ashley. 

The Chamberlain received, between 1667 and 1711, various oollections 
under Brie& firom the Sovereign. 

The Coal Duty for Rehuildmg St Paul's Gathedml, after the Fire of London, 
iras pud into the Chamber. 

The Chfiml)er1ain was formerly ths> medium through ^vh^rn Sovereigns 
borrowed money from the Citizens. He was considered Banker to the Court, 
as well as to the Corporation. 

After the Fiie of London, the Honeys bonoif ed jbr building several public 
places were paid into the Chamber (1667-1673), viz. : — for Prisons and other 
publk' buiklings (including 34,776/. 5^. for the Guildhall and tenements ad*- 
Joining), amounting to the sum of 83,557^. 15«. 

On the ".Oih May, 1G73, 35.000/. was paid iiitn the Chamber by the City ot 
Hamburg, under a Tmity, in four sums of b,i>00/. each, lor the satisiiustion of 
the Eing^s sulgects in respect of the taking and burning by the Hollanden of 
•certain ships in the River Elbe, on 34tb August, 1666. 

The Payments out were made by order of the Commissioners appointed 
under the Great Seal. 

On the restoration of the Gity*8 lihordes, in 1688, the Chamberhun was again 
•elected by the Common Hall. 

The Chamberlain, by the latest Deed of Covenant entered into by him with 
the Corporation, is described as having been from time immemorial Treasurer 
or Banker of the City, and in that rapacity has hnd the care and custody of 
tlie monies ol the Corporation ot" l^ondon called the City's Cash, and ol the 
sevoal Funds committed to the managemmt of the Corporation and of the 
Chamberlain. The Deed goes on to dedare that, in his capacity of Treasurer 
or Banker, he has received for his own benefit and advantage the profits and 
-emoluments derived firom the interest and dividends and use of the Securities 
nnd Cn^h T^nlances from time to time in his hands, and othermM from the 
Investment thereof. 
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The prewnt canatatution <^ the cAee of Oh^bwl«n does not differ from 
the original in its main ieaturee, but has been sulgected to relation and 
pefbrm hy the CorpomlaoD. 

The first occasion of the Chamlx-rlaiirs entering into a Deed of Covenant 
with the Corporation as to the regulation of hib office and the disposition of 
its profits, was in the case of Sir Wm. Heygate, Bart., elected in 1843, by a 
Deed dated December, 1843. Suooessive Chamberlains, four in number, 
have executed similar Deeds, the latest bong tiiat of the present Chamberlain, 
Sir W. J. Richmond Cotton, and dated 26th February, 1893. 

The Corporation has been atlvised that it has no power to alter the consti' 
tntaoD <^ the office, bot lhat it can make relations ftr the omidact of Ibe 
business of the office, and, with theconcunenceof the Cliamberlain, can make 
a new dispoution of the profits. 

Tlie share of the profits of the office to be received Ky the riiainljerlain is 
limited t<> tlie nmoimt fixed by thr- Corporation ibr his remuneriition. The 
salaries* of hisi »Uilf are also limited, and the surplus profit at the end of each 
year, after payment of all such salaries uiid liis office expenses, is to be carried 
to the credit of the Gly*s Cash, to be applied towards the payment or rdm- 
bunement of the salaries of the Town Oerk, Comptroller of the Chamber, 
and the City Solicitor, and their Clerks. 

It is also agi'eed that the office should lie conducted, and carried on, under 
the rules and regulations set forth in tin- Deed, the main conditions being :— 

Tluit an Account he nprned at the T)ank of Enjiflaud by the name and style 
of the '^Official Account of the Chamberlain of the Cil^ of London." 

That no monieB be dmwn from such account except for the purposes of the 
Chamber, and that every cheque shall be signed by the Chatnberhdn, and 
countersigned by the Princijial Clerk, and also by the Cashier, or by ]>erson8 
ai^Konted to sign in the event of his, or tbdri unavoidable absence. 

The floating balance is not to exceed lQ,000f. and not more than 1,COO/. ia 
to remain in the Office Titt. 

A separate Acftnuit is to be kept of every source of revenue in ronfjection 
with the Profits of the office, and of all pa} iiienU therefrtnii, and a monthly 
balance of such zV.ccounts is to be laid before the Coal and Corn and Finance 
Committee of the Corponition, at their monthly meetings. Also a transcript 
of all Securities bought and sold, and received on Deposit, is to be laid before 
the said Connnittee monthly, and the Chamberlain ia to permit the Chairman 
for the time being of the said Committee, whenever requested by the 
Committee to do. to rxiimine mrh nomnnt. and to compare thr* r-ntripf! in 
sucl) lxK)k \\\ih tl»e securities, in order that he may be able to report thereon 
to the Coiuiaittee. 
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The Chamberlain is required to lay out, invest, or deposit the &atiiig^ 

biilaiice^i ill his hands in sucli secaritie?^ only as shall be directed or approved 
by the Oommitteei and to dispose of my such securitiee when required 
by them.

The Account of the City portion of the Coal Daty (now closed) was in- 
cluded in the above. 

The system of accounts is based upon the consideration that tlie Cliamber- 
lain is a Banker, and hie accoiinta are hspt and rmdered in a form more in 
acoordanoe wilii the costcnn of a Benldng bnriness than tibe practioe adopted 
in mercantile ooncema. 

T!ie ancient system of Charjre and Dl^^cliarge is applied to the monies 
receivable on account of the City's Ca-h ;uid the Bridge-House Estates, 
the Charge (of monies receivable) being made by an iiKk'jK-ndent Officer 
(ibe Comptroller of the Chamber) who reports annually to the Court of 
Common Council and to the Anditore the particulars of the Revenuea reoeiv< 
able, the Chamberlain disduuging himself at the Audit by the production of 
the Warrants and Vouchers, with the receipte attached, of those to whom ibe 
monies were ordered to be {mid by the Courts or Committees having the con- 
trol and administration of the Funds. 

Absstracts of all the Accounts are rendered under the signature of the 
CIiamlmrhuD, and the Account of the Produce and Expoiditare of the City's 
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Cash, pi-epaied for the Auditors, is supplemented by a Statutory Declaration 
thftit the Hune is just and true. 

The Accounts of the City's Cash and oertaia Accounts connected with the 
City's Estate, The Bridge-House Estates Account, The Gresham Fund, The 
Epping' Forest Account (Capital and Income), and Ward's People's Recrea- 
tion Ground Fund, are audited by the Auditors appointed by the Livery in 
Common Hall, in pursuance of II. Geo, L, cap. 18. The other Public and 
Tniet Funds are audited by them, and are also audited by the several Com- 
mitteee charged by the Corporation nvith their adminiatrKtioiu After the 
eeveral Accounts have been so audited they are published. 

Some idea of the financial business oi the Chamber of Loudon may be 
formed from the fact that on account of City Cash only, i.e., ezdunve of 
Public and Trust Funds, the receipts in the Chamber for the ten years ending 
the ai.^^t December, 1892, amounted to fi, 893, 775/. 19a'. lit/., and the ])ay- 
ments out during the same i)eriod to 6,902,076/., making a total of 
13,895,852/., which passed in that time through the Ghamberlain^s hands. 

The Chamberlain is appointed Treasurer to the Comnussioners of Sewers of 
the aty of London onder their Acts (1848 and 1861), and all tiie Bates raised 
are to be paid to him. 

He renders his Accounts to the Comniission(?rr;, who audit them, and he 
also sends abstracts of the Aoooonts to Parliament. 

The Commissioners of Sewers, however, have alf^o to keep a set of neparate 
Accounts, which are audited by protes^siunal auditors appointed annually by 
-tibe Court of Common Council. 

The City*8 Cash Account for 1892, is the 360th of the series extant^ 
1638 to 1898. The Aooonnts earlier than 1683 were believed to have 
been destroyed in the Fire of London ; but two years' accounts temp. 
Queen Elizabeth, have recently been discovei-ed among the Corporation 
Archives, as exceptions to that belief. The Volumes are in lull detail, signed 
by the Auditors, and in pertect preservation. 

The present volume is the 109Lh aunual printed Account of the Corporation, 
liie existing printed Aooounts eztwding irom 1784 to the present year. 

The Aooonnts are prepared and stated as durected by Resoluticms o£ the 
Court of Common Council of Che 13th September, 1860, and the 
16tb November, 1871, upon Reports of the Coal and Corn and Finance 
Committee, .and they are i>rinted in conformity with the 46th Standing Order 
of the Court of Common Council. 
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Among iSnB aadent and mpontible duties attaching to the Office of 
Chamberlain of London, ie that of kecping^ the BoU of Freemen admitted eitber 

by patrimony or service, as well as of those persons who have been ^dented 
by him to the Courts of Aldermen and Comnum CooncU, £ar thdr approval. 

The entries on the Fxeemen'a RoU date hack as far as 1S07, vhen one 
Jdm Yan de Lux was admitted a Freeman by order of Edward XL ; but the 
Court existed much anterior to this date. 

The modes of admission to the Freedom of London are : —

Admission by Servitude is obtained by any Male of full age, on satisfactory 
completion of liis apprenticeship to a Freeman. 

Admission by Patrimony is obtained by the child, when of full age (Male 
or Female), of a Freeman^ bom in lawful wedlock after the Father's admissioin 
to the Freedom. 

Admission by Redemption or Purchase is obtained as under : — 

(a.) If of full age and not alien, all Rat*»payers whn-p names are found 

on the ParUamentarv Ri irister, can. on application to the Cham- 
berlain, be admitted to the Freedom upon pa\'inuat of 1/. Is. 

(^,) All Ratepayers, if of full age and not aliens, whose names are on 
the Local Rate I'looks, but not on the Parliamentary Register, 
are also julmissiljle, but must ha approved by the Court of 
Common Council before the Chamberlain can admit to the 
Freedom. (Payment 1/. 1*.). 

(c.) All persons, if of full age and not aliens, res^iding in or out of the 
City, if not qualified as Parliamentary Voters or ivate|>ayers, pay 
a fee of 2/. 6s, 8c/., but must obtain the approval of the Court of 
Common Council before the Cliamberlatn can admit them to the 
Freedom. 

(rf.) All person-, it of tuU age and not aliens, rcsidinii; in or out of the 
City, if not tjuulitied as ParlianieuLtiry Voters or Ratepayers, and 
who are presented through one of the City Compitnies, pay a fee 
of 11. Is.f but must obtun the approval of the Court of Aldermen 
before the Chamberlain can admit them to the Freedom. 

All Fees roccivcl in cnnna-tion with ndmi-'sinn l<i the Free<lom of the City 
of London, urv airried to the creilit oi the accouut of the Freemen's Orphan 
School. During the last ten years, they have amounted to a totjil sum ot 
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3,470/. ; in 1890 they amounted to 351/. Os. 4rf., in 1891 to 567/. 19s. 4d., 
and in 1898 to 588f. 14«., ahoving n constdOTable increase in the numlwr of 
penoDs who, as Freemen, deeire to be identified with the City. 

Hononiy Admission to the Freedom ol London is granted opon resolution 
of the Court of Gammon Coimdl.

Another time honoured inijiortunt. duty of the Chamberlain is the exercise of 
hi» jurisdiction over City Apprcutices. He holds a Court, which existed in 
the reign of Edward YI., for bearing and determining dift'erenoes and disputes 
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between them and their MuMterd, and aUu complaints on the part of the 
MMters themsdive*. This Court is, at tbe present time, constituted of the 
dwDabarlam and tiie Comptroller of the Chamber {who is also Vioe- 
Cbamberlam) as jodges. It is open all the year round, except during ^ 
month of August. Sumnumaea are granted on payment of a fee of 1^., und 
Counsel and Solicitors may represent the parties as their friends." An 
appeal lies to the Mayor's Court, where the ca!»e may be tried before the 
liecorder of T.ondon and a -Tury. According to ancient custom, an unruly 
apprentice may be coniinitted to Bridevveil tor a period not exceeding three 
manths (uaaally leven or Ibmieen days.) 

Decisions of the Chamberlain's Court have been questioned by Mandamui, 

and upheld in the Superior Courts, and the jurisdiction of the Court has been 
preiierved by nuKlem Statutes (30 and 31 Vic, capb 141, sec. and 38 and 
39 Vic, cap. 90, sec. 13). 

Most, if not all, Masters taking upprentioes under Indenture according to the 
custom of London, prefer the jnrisdietioii of the Chamberlain's Court, (when 
thdr apprentioes require admonition or correction), to the concurrent 

jurisdiction oi a Police Court, with its attendant losijciiitiuus ; as was evidenced 
by the presentation of an infiuentially signed Petition by hv^ City Firms to 
the Home Secretary (Sir William Vernon Uaroourt) in 1882. 
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From time immemorial the Citizens of London have had the control of 

their own Police, ancietitly c;«IIl<1 J lu \riitch, and this, indeed* was one of 
their most cherished rights and privileges. 

As fur hBck as biatoiy gow, tlie care and control of the Foliee of the 

City have always been in the hands of the Citizens, either through the 
niPilinm of t!te Train Bands, through the Watch and Wfird Committee, or 
oth( rwise ; this was originally effected by catisiiif,' every Inhabitant of a 
Ward to tjike a personal share in the duties of " Watch and W^ard." Every 
Ward was under the personal inspection and government of its Alderman, 
who kept a roll of the mhabitaata, containing tiieir names, their dwellmg 
jdaeea, and respectiTe trades. No stranger could take np im abode in the 
City withoot the cognisance of one or other of the -Aldermen. - Every 
inhabitant was more or less accustomed to the use of military wrnpnns and 
to military discipline. Disturbances arose in the City from time to time, as 
they hfive iiriscn, and will ar\^c, in f»very town. The "Watch" was 
regularly set iii each Wnrd, and m umes of dihtmljiiuee these were doubled 
and were ordered to be kept by night and day. In 1693 an Act of Common 
Conncil was passed which provided that more than 1,000 Watebmen should 
be constantly on duty in the City from sunset to sunrise, and tliat every 
inhabitant should take his turn. This was called the " Standing Watch." 
There had also been established, from a very early period, for extraordinary 
occasions, a body called tlie "Marehinj^ Watch," whicli was nuisterod 
regularly at Midsummer, imder the Mayor and Sheriffs, until the early part 
of the reign of Edward VI., when it was put down on account of its having 
cansed excessive expenditure. In later times, peace and order were secured 
in the City by the snpervisicn oi City Marshals, under whose care the City 
Day Watch was placed. In 1737 the Night Vatoh of the Cily was regulated 
by Statute (10 Gcnrf:^.^ II.. cap. *22). This was an Act" for better re^inlating 
" the Night Watch and I'cdels within the City of London and Liberties 
" thereof, and for making more ulTcctual the Laws now in being, for 
*' paving and cleansing the streets and sewers in and about the said City.'* 

Under this Act (as was acknowledged by the City Police Act, 1839), ft 
more efficient system of Police was established by day, as well as by night. 

This Police Force was superintended by tlie Aldennejj, and then 
consisted of 63 men, 32 of whom were employed during the day 
in the general duties of the Street Patrol. Twelve were allotted to 
preserve order in Smithfield Market, and 12 were placed in the Station 
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h oases throughout the City, to receive charges. These 56 men constitnted 
the whole of the Day Force, the roraaining 12 wore asnigued as a Night 
Patrol, but without any organised co-operation with the Ward Watclimen. 

This Force ww rabsequenfly iMmd ia be insafficient, and was, 

conscqaently, re-modclkd by the Lord Bfa3'or and Aldermm, in April, 
in the form in which it existed up to 1889. Its duties were entirely 
conlined to the daytime, and the Force consisted of 99 men, ranked as 
follows : —

In addition to these men, there were four who wero siiocially tcrmod 
Police Officers, and six Station men, besides three stationed at tlie ^^!U1'^ion 
House and Guildhall. A Citj' Officer, called the Under Marshal, was 
at the head of Hhe whole Force, and there were also three M arshalmeo. 
A Police Committee of the Court of Aldermen (which body had then the 
control of tiie Force), aat ereiy Saturday, to which a weekly report of the 
conduct of the men was made, called the Superintendent's Beport 

The " Nightly Watch " was a totally distinct and separate establishment 
of watchmen under the control of the Alderman and Common Council of 
the Ward, the expense of which was defrayed by a Ward Kate levied by 
■ntiKoitj <tf the (kmaum GomieE. and odkoted by the Cominon Gooiusil of 
the Wanl, under the proviaiona of the before-mentioned Act of 10 Geo, II„ 
e. 22. This statute was somewhat modified by the Watch Act, passed 
in 1888, but the Begulationa did not materially my from those of fbrmer 
yean. 

When the Metropolitan Tolice Force was hrst established by the late 
Sir Bobert Peel, he took the City Police, as then existing, as his model. 
He, however, desired to ccnsdMaie the two Forces, hut the Corporation 
stron^y objected to this, and advanced four principal reasons for keeping 
them distinct, vis. : — 

1st. — '* That the City so differs in its locality and the nature of its 
prfijierty from otlicr parts of the Metropolis as to require a separate and 
" diliereutly regulated Police Force for its protection." 

2nd. — '* That it would be a great ineonyemence to the inhabitants of the 
City to be obhged to apfdy to the Oommissioneia at Whitehall, in cases of 
" complaint agmnst conataUee.*' 
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8rd. — " That iihe taking away the power of appointing and managing ita 
*< own Poliee would be an interference witb the Charters and Fdvilegea of 
" the City." 

4th. — " Tlmt the inhabitants wonW gnstain a great pecnniaTy Ion*? hy 
" being deprived of the contribntion whicli is now made from the Corporation 
*' Funds towards the expense of the City Police." 

The above-atated reaaons prevailed. The CSoiporatbn and the Gitiietta 
maintained their old oonatitntional ri^t of aelf-govemmentt and the Gify 
reninined nndiatorbed in its aneittit right and privilege of Wateh and 
Waid." 

One argument tlion advanced against the amalgamation of the City and 
Metropolitan Police is of equal cogency now, namely, that whatever the City 
" now does the Government mnat do U the Fotoes were united." The Cor- 
poration wonld begaaneraof about 90,00(ML a year, and the Government Fond 
woold be emmmbeied to that extent. In 1891 the Corporation's 
oontiibation was 80,1162. lU. Sd. ; in 180d, 83.84(V. lU. id. 

In 1830 another attempt at amalgamation between the Metropolitan xaA 
City Police was made. Early in that year the late Lord John Russell, Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State, introdnced a Bill in the Honse of 
Commons " for the further improving the Police in and near tlie Metropolis," 
by whicli it was proposed that the City of London Bhould be part of the 
Metropolitan Police District. On the 12tii March, 1889, the Lord Mayor, 
Aldennoa, and Commons of the City of London, in Common Council 
assembled, petitioned Her Majeaty againat thia attempted infringement of 
the rights and privileges of the City, and on the 2l8t of that month attended 
Her ^lajosty the Queen at Bnckingham Palace with the Address, wherein 
it was set forth that : 

" We, your Majesty's dntifol snlijects, have established a Police in the 
** City of London fiilly adequate to its wants, and equal, if not superior, to the 
Metropolitan Police, and we therefore feel that there ndsts no occasion nor 

" pretence for the measure contemplated by the Bill ; we are most anxious 

" for a tliorougli and complete co-operation between the two bodies, and tlmt 
" such an union may be effected shall carry every wise and salutary 
"principle into operation without interfering witb, or destroying, the 
" immemorial rights and privileges of the citizens of the City of London." 

Her Migesty received the Ikpntation very graciously, and was pleased to 
retnzn the iblkiwing answor, vis : — 

" The Peace and Security of the inhabitants of my Capital require my 
care and Uie attention of my Goveriuuent. 
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"With these objects in view I have directed measurps to be siibmittpd'to 
" ParUament. which will, T have no (l<inl)t, receive their doliiu'rato Lou.suleratiou. 
" 1 lully rely on their zeal lor the welfare of my pe«i|jle, ami their regard 
** for the rights and privileges of all my Subjects." 

Subsequently, a Deputation from the Police and Watch Committee had 
two Confer^ces with Lord John Russell, when the whole subject was fully 
considered, and it was agreed that the Corporatioii should introduce a Bill 
into Parliuufflit in the then Sesmon (1889) for the regulation of their 
own Police, preserving all their Rights and Privileges. Tliis led to the Act 
for regulating the Police in the City of London (2 and d Vict., cap. xciv.) 

In the Preamble of this Act it is acknowledged that a more cfBciout system 
of Police had been cstaljlisliod within the City and its Liberties by day and 
rifjbt. instead of tlu old Nightly Watch, and it is recited that thi* Mayor, 
Aldermen, mid Commons of the City of Loiuluu w ere willing,' and il' r-irous la 
contribute out of the revenues and possessions of the Mayor and Commua- 
alty and Gitiaens of the City a portion of the Wj^esm of the Police Force ; 
and it enacts (by section 8) that the Corporation should appoint a fit 
person, subject to the approval of Her Majesty to be signified by one of Ker 
Majesty's Princijial Secretaries of State, as Commissioner of the ru]i( < F(irce 
of the City of London, and that ITtr Maji .sty or the Court of .Mayor juid 
Aldermen, nuglit remove the said Coiniiiisbiouer, if she or they should see 
occasion so to do, for misconduct or otlier reasonable cause. 

TliP Act further provided, by sec. 0, that the Police for the City of London 

hIiouKI l)e appointed from time to time by the Comniisnioner, in sncli sntficient 
nunihurs as tlie M.ayor, Aldtrinen, and Commons in Common Council 

assembled should iVoni lime lo liiuc du'eut. 

By si'c. 14 tlie Commissioner is empowered to frame such Orders for the 
Goxernment of the Police as he may tliiiik tit, subject to the aj)proval of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, or any three oC Iheui, and also of one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State ; and, as recently as June, 1893, Revised 
Orders and Regulations were duly made under the provisions of this seeti<m. 

Under the same section, t!ie Commissioner may suspend or dismiss from 
his employment any man belonging lo the said Police Force whom he shall 
think remiss or negligent in the discharge of his duty, or otherwise unfit for 
the same ; reporting the same from time to time to the Lord Mayor. 

Under the same seciion, the Commissioner is required to send to the 
Secretaiy of State, and also to the Lord Mayor, such returns of the state of 
crime and condnct of the Polioe within the aaid Gily, as the Seeretaiy of 
State or the Lord Mayor shall severally require. 

Under sec. 20 of the Act, the Coinmiasioncr of Police, with the consent of 
the Court of Mayor and Aldermen, has power to regulate the route and 
conduct of peisons driving stage carriages, cattle, &c., during the hours of 
Divine Service, or on any day app<anted for Public Fast or Thanksgiving. 
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Sec. 22 of the Act empowera the Committioner, with the consent of the 
Court of Mayor and Aldermen, to make BegnlatiomB for the route to be 
ohMrved by vehieLsB, and for preventing obBtmotiona in the streets during 

public processions, and for preventing any obstruction of the thoronghfares 
in tlio inimt<liate neighbourhood of tlie Mansion Ilouse, Guildhall, Royal 
Exchange, Bank of Bngland, General Post Office, and other places of 
public resort. 

By flee. 24 of tlic Act, one of Her Majesty's Prinripnl Secretaries of State 
may, in any case of special emergency, at the request of iho Lord Mayor, 
authorise the Metropolitan Pohce to act within the City of London ; and the 
Lord Mayor may, at the request of the Beeretaiy ni State in any ease of 
especial emergency, authorise the City Police to act wiibin the MetropoUtan 
Police district under the oommand of theur reapectiTs officers. 

Under sees. 28 and '29 the City Police have the regulation of pubUc 
houses, coSee houses, shops, &c., within the City ; also, under sees. 81 and 32, 
the abatemoit of gaming houses, &o. 

By sec. 55, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Coiumous, iu Comuiou Council 
assembled, are empowered to appoint all the Clerks and OMcers necessary 
Ibr Uie purposes of the Act» with such just and reascnaable aalariea or other 
allowances as they shsll think fit; and by the following section (66) the 
G>mmon Council may also appoint one or more Committees to carry the Act 
into execution. In accordance with this latter section a Committ< c is 
annually app oTn'^d called the Police Committee, whose powers and duties 
are referred to elsewhere. 

It is also enacted by sections 57 and 58 that the Corporation of London 
shall contribute out of its Corporate Furuls one-fourth part of the expenses 
of the City Police Force; and further thai kucIi just and oqunl pound rate 
shall be made to defray the other three- fourths of the cxpeuscs of the 
Force, as tiie Common Council may order and direct to be made, laid, and 
assessed in the scTeral Wards of the City by the Alderman or his Deputy 
and the major part of the Common Gonncilmen of each Ward. 

It is further enacted by sections 91 to 93 that the Accounts of the City 
Pohce are to be kept by the Chamberlain of the City of London, and that 
{he aaid Aocounto shall yearly be laid before Farliamenti and before the 
Court of Common Council. 

Under sectiona 94 and 95 of the Act it is provided that the ancient right 
m custom of electing Ward Constables in the City shall be suspended until 
the repeal of the Act, in which event the custom is to revive ; (the right to 
elect Ward Officers at Wardmotes being preserved.) 

The Police Committee appointed by virtue of sec. 66 of this Act are, by the 
Standing Orders of the Court of Common Council (No. 60), to consist, and 
does consist, of the Aldermen and Deputiosof the several City Warda, together 
with 29 Commoners, a total of 84 Members. 
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The Committee appomt ilie Surgeon and Receiver, and carry the 
Tarions Acts relatmg to the City Poltoe into ezecnti<»i, except as to the 
disciplinary portion, which is under the control of the GonumsBioner. 

The Committee have the general management and control of all the 
buildings in the occupation of the Force, PoHce Stations, Ilospital, &c. 

The City Police Force is unique in this respect, the Metropolitan Police 
Force having no Hospital of its own. 

The Committee also pnmde the necessary accoutrements for the Foroe» 

pay Fusions to Superannuated Members thereof, and are now engaged 
in the preparation of a Beviaed S^eme for Pensions to Widows of deceased 
Members of the Force. 

The Committee also make the Ward Bate anthorised to be levied by 

section 85 of the City Police Act, 1839, for the various- chai-ges of Ward 
Clerks and Beadles and other expenses connected with the holding of 
Wardmotes or other Ward Meetings, and for other local purposes connected 

therewith.

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The buildings provided for (he 0i<7 Police are : — 

Chief Office, in the Old Jewrj, 
Six Station Houses, 
A HoRpital, 

Dwellings for married Constables, 

Police Receiver's Office, in (inildhiiU Yard. 

The Chief Office was purchased by the Corporation in 1^11, as a Residence 
nnd OPficp for the Chief Commissioner, and gradually, as the business of the 
Furci- iutreased, the prenuses have become the Administrative Head Quarters, 
and have, from time to time, undergone the necessary alterations. 

Tlio six Station Houses — ono to each Division — ^haveall been built within 
the jiast twenty-eight years. The first, that in Bishopagate Btreet, was 
erected in 1865, and the last, that in Cloak Lane^in 1885. 

The Hosjdtal, which is situate in Rose Alley, Bishopsgate, was erected 
in 18(15, and contains, besides the usual Wards, &c., an isolation room for 
the trcatinf rit of constables suffering from infectious diseases, as also a 
recreation room for the patients. 

A block of dwellings, containing accommodation for nineteen married 
Constables, was built in Bose Alley, in 1876. 

A lease wan taken of twenty-five houses in New Union Street, as dwellings 

for about seventy married members of the Force ; but as the men are now 
pa'mitted to reside witliiu one mile of the City boundary, it is no longer 
noco«;Hary to contiune the provision of these quarters within the City limits, 
and constnpiently, on the expiration of the lease (at Michaelmas, 1893), it 

■was not renewed. 

Under jm Act passed in 1867 (30 and 31 Vic, cap. cxxxiv.) for regulating 
the traffic in the Metropolis and for making provision for the greater security 
of persuiis jinpsing thrnu^'U the slrcc ts, ami tor other purposes (as aini'iidod 
by 31 Vic, cap, v.), the Commissioner of tlie City Pohce has full power for 
the prohibition of scaveugering, except betwera certain hours ; also as to the 
deposit of goods in the streets, on the footways, and oarriage-ways ; as to the 
driving of any cattle ; the making of regulations as to stage carriages ; 
and the prohibition of a<lverti8emeuts. Also with regard to the loadiiig and 
unloading of coal and casks in the streots within certain Imurs; for the 
carriatrc <>f timlier and nlher large juticles, ladders, scaffold-iKiles, Arc, above 
u certiiiu length, through the streets ; or for the driving or conduct along 
any street of any cart, waggon, or other vehicle used for conveying goods or 
merchandise and drawn by more than foor horses; also witii respect to 
the relation of Hackney carriages within Hie City. 

lu 167-1: ail Act was passed (87 Vic, cap. sciv.) for making better 
provision for the paym^t of Snperannnation and other allowances 
in the Police Force of the City of London, whieh after reciting that

secdons 11 aad 12 of the Qfy Police Act, 1839, had made pTovisioii fat 
the f4wiiiatum of a Fund mid for the payment thereout, by Order of the 

Common Council, of Yearly Allowances, as therein specified, to Constables • 
of (he City Police Force ordered by the Common Council to bi' saper* 
animated: and thrtt tho City Polifo Snpemnnnntion Fund won I tl become 
insufficient for its |iur[ioSLs : and titut tlie Coriioratiim desn-ed to supply any 
deficiency of that Fund out of their revenues and possessions and the City 
Police Bates in the proportions in which the expenms of the Gify Police 
Force were then defrayed : and that they also desired to make proviedon 
for the payment of pensions to the Commissioner and other officers of, and 
persons nnployed m, or in connection with, the City Police Force, on their 
retirement from ollico or employment, repayable from the like sources as 
the exjjensef* of the Force; it was enactcu] that the ('ommon Council 
should have puwer tt> grant to the Commissioner, or Surgeon, or any Officer 
■of the City Police Force, or to any Clerk or person employed in, or in con- 
nection with, that Force, on his retirement from office or employment, such 
yearly allowmce, not exceeding in any case two-thirds of the salary of which 
the Grantee was in receipt at the time of his retirement, payable for sudi 
tiiiie, and on such terms and conditions as they might think fit, and such 
allowances were to be considered as part of the expenses of the Force. 

A further Act was obtained in 1889 (52 and 58 Vic, cap. cxxvii,), 
which provides a scale of Pensions and Gratuities in the City Police Force, 
sndaufliMiaeB Pwimcns to retiring Ctmst^les, for life : — 

(a.) If the Constable be certified by the Commissioner to have completed 
not less than 25 years of approved service, and is not less than 

50 years of age, and 1ms given such written notice of liis desire 
to retire, as may from time to time be required by the 
Commissioner. 

(b.) If be be certified by the Commissioner to have completed not less 

than 15 years of approved service, and is incapacitated for 
performance of his duty by infirmity of mind or body, and the 
Snri:. on of the Force certifies that such iutirmity has not been 
caused by vice or intemperance. 

Pensions under this Act may, by Order of the Common Council, become 
forfeited in certain cases, and where any Constable} having served not less 
llian 15 years, and to whom this Act applies, is dismissed from his employ- 
ment, and feels aggrieved at such dismissal, he may, by notice in writing 

within fourteen days after such dismissal, appeal to the Court of Counu<ai 

Council, and such Court shall entertain his apfuication and may (.oiifirm or 
reverse the decision appealed against; wlncli li^dit of aiiiieal has recently 
been acted upon, the appuUant being represented by Counsel, and the City 
Solicitor representing the Police Commissioner. 
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That the system of Police established under the Act of 1839, has worked 
well, iB auflSciently shown by the evidence of the First Commissioner of City 
Police, given before the Royal Commission of 1854, and by the late Sir 
George Grey, then Her Majesty's Prinripal Serrptnry of Rtate, in liis speech 
in the House of Commons, April Ist, 1850, when introducing a Bill for the 
better regalation of the Corporation. 

Sir Georu'o Grey, on that occasion, stated that it was found that under the 
powers of the City Police Act, a most efficient body of Police had been 
established in tlie City, under the control of a very able and effidfint 
(Tommiflsioner, and, alihoagh he would not go so fur as to say that no 
inconvenienoe had arisen in practice from the existence of the City Police, 
as altogether distinct from Metropolitan Police, yet he admitted that 
from the considerable experience he had had, no inconvenience of a serious 
character had been felt. Harmony and co-operation had existed between 
the Metropolitan and City Police, and between the Government and the 
Authorities of the City of Louduu. 

lie ftirtlier stated that the utmost readiness had always been displayed by 
the Authorities of the City to listen to any suggestions made by hitu with 
regard to the employment of the Police, and when it had betiu thought 
necessary to strengthen the PoUce Force within the City by reinforcements 
feom. the Metropolitan Police, the arrangements had been readily acquiesced 
in by the Authorities of the City, and perfect harmony had existed between 
the two bodies. 

Again, on Febroary 4tb, 1858, in moving for leave to introduce another 
Ml for the better regalation of the Corporation, Sir George Grey, on being 
asked by the late Sir John Shelley (M.P. for the City of Westminster) 
whe&er there were any provisions in the Bill for the ecnsolidaiion of the 

City and 'Metropolitan Police under one responsible mnnagement, replied 
that there wore no such provisions m that Bill. He added that when intro- 
ducing the former Bill, he stated so fully his reasons for not including any 
provisions of that kind in such Bill, tliat he did not think it necessary to 
reM>pen the subject. 

Other luiporiant testimony to the good government and efficiency of the 
City Police and its amicable understanding and co-operation with the 
Metropolitan Pdice, was given by the then Commissioner of City Police, 
who stated that he had never known an occasion on which there had been 
a dashing of interests between the two Authorities, ue., the Metropolitan and 
City Commissioners of Police ; their relations liad always been amicable, and 
he had never known an instance to the contrary. 

These testimonies to the good management of the City Police did not, 
however, prevent an organised attempt to deprive the City of (he manage- 
ment of its own Force a few years subsequently, viz., in 1868 (soon after 
(he death of the City's first Commissioner), wiiioh a(temp( led to a remark- 
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able requisition from upwards of 8,000 Morclianta, Bankers, and Citizens 
(beaded by the lute Biiroii Lionel de Koihscbild), calUng for a Mrpting in 
Guildhall to consider the question with a view to protesting against the 
proposed interlerenGe. A MeetiDg was consequently held on May 5tb, 1863, 
•whea the following Besotution was proposed by the GovetDor of the Bank 
of England : — 

** Thai the Citizens of London obtained from the Sovereigns of these 
" realms the right of electing their own Magifltrates, and of keeping watch 
*' and ward within the City, a right which has ever been ezocised for the 

** b'^ne6t of the people and the protection of their liberties ; that Ihe Bill 
** for the Amalgamation of the City of London Police witli the Metropolitan 
*' Polico is an invasion of this right, and is subversive of the old English 
** Constitutiouftl principle of Local Splf-CTuvcmment, which luis fostered 
** the love of freedom in this country, has drawn closer the ties wbicb 
" connect the people with the Grown and Parliament, and under which this 
" City and the Nation at large have so long prospered/' 

In proposing this iiesiolution, the Governor stated that be " knew 
" something personally of tlie efficiency of the City Police. Ho bad recently 
** had a great deal to do with the great forgery case of Banknote Paper. In 
** that way he became acquainted with the Detective Force of the City, and 
** in his life he bad never met a body of men who so well and so thoron^y 
" diaohargnd their duties." 

Tlie late Mr. Samuel Morlev, in proposinj; a KeHolntiou, saiii that ho 
utterly objected to the Bill brought in by Sir George Grey, because its aim 
was to transfer to t&e Home Office what they could do better themselves, 
and he exhorted the Meeting to stand by Local Self-Oovemment. 

Eventually, the Bill was withdrawn. 

The importance of the City in relation to the rest of the Metropolis arises 

not from its area ur its population, although the day population nuu:bers 
between 300,000 and 400,000 persons, or even its ratcal)Ie value (wbicb is 
over 4,000,000/.!, bnt from its contral iiosition, and from the magnitude of 
the mercantile ami pecuniary tnuisactuns which are daily carried on within 
its limits, which include the following important Institutions : —

Of the London Banks, tliere are over 200 carrying on their 
business within the City ; and, with very few exceptions, 
all the great Insurance Companies have their chief offices 
within its area. 

It will be seen from this statement, that within the City the amount of 

wealtli and property is enormous, and it is the very circumstance of the 

City Police havinf: to deal with a comparatively limited space, and having 
an Auihurity al\\Tiys sitting in its centre^that so nuich conducea to the 
safeguard and beuurity of the citizens and their property. 

Telegraphic communication between the City and Metropolitan Police 
Forces has, recently, been perfected, the City Police Office being now directly 
connected with Xew Scotland Yard and the chief Mctrf>politnn Police Stations. 
Telephonic communication also exists between tiie Chief Office and the Bank 
d[ England, the Stock Exchange, the fire Brigade, and other pubHc 
institutionB. 

The City, notwitlistauding the enormous value of the property witiiiu its 
area, is, by night, practically deserted by the three or four hundred thousand 
of its day population, who are content to leave the proteeticn of their 
possessioiifl to the (Xty Polioe foroe— a most doqnent testimany to its 
entire and absdnte efficient^.

The CiTT Lands Committeb. 

The Gty Lands Committee, connsting of 6 Aldennen and S9 Commonas, 
IB conBiderad to be the premier Committee of the Corpumtiun, and its Chsir- 

man is designated the Chief Commoner during his ymr of office. V]nm this 

Committee devolves the mnnac'ement of the Lands and BinMing^s belonging 
to the Corjxtratitm. witli tiie exception uf those which within the special 
province of other Committees. 

The Hevenne derived from the C^oqwrate Estates formic, mainly, the Fund 
which is known n5i the City's Caeh, out of which all the ordinary expenses of 
Civic Governmeut are ptud. 

The net revenue of the Cit/s Estate for the year 1893 was 12(),998/. 1 U. 9 J., 
the annual rental of tlie property under the oontrol of the Committee 
amounting^ in the gross, to 163,480/. 5«. 

The following Officers are in the appoinlzaent of this Committee : —

This Committee, bei«ide» the letting, contrn!, and management of the 
Cor|x>r.iti<)i\ Kstates (as before mentioned), have the c;iie of the Guildhall, 
the MaiiAion House, the Monument (^wiiich during the year 1H92 was visite<l 
by 63,455 persons) ; and other Public Buildings and Monuments belonging 
to the Covpontion ; the management of the Bunhill fields Burial Ground, 
the (Sty 6reea3rArd, and the Artisans* Dwellings exected by the Corporation. 

The Sessions House, Old Bailey, is under their oontrol ; and they also 
pro>ide two Courts at Guildhall for Sittings of the High Court in connection 
with the tirial of Gty Special and Conmum Jury Actions ; the Corporation 
bearing the expense of fitting up the Courts, providing Ushers, de. 

A Sub-Committee is apjjoiutcil Monthly tur viewing pruj>erty, anil Special 
Sub-Committees, from time to time, for other purpose ; and also an Audit 
Committee, for the examination of Accounts. 

The number of houses iH-'Ioiii^iiig to tbe Cor|)oratioii under the control of 
this Committee (including weekly lettiugs), is 2,514. The nundier of Leases 
is about 1,256. 
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Inddded in the 2,314 houses referred to, and under the direct management 
of the Committee, are 284 houses and dwelhngs in the occupation of tlie 
Working Classes. The gross rmtal of these is 4.0G5/. i>cr annum, and the 
out^'^oinnfs amount to ahont 1,301^. per annum (exclusive of iutofcst on land 
and buildings). 

The cost of the ahove Dwdlings was 72 J9<tf. 

The large amount of pnjjierty under the control of this Committee 
ueces^irily entails a very conhiderable amount of work tu be got through in 
the course of the 3rear. 

As slat^»«^ in nn old Minute Book of the rt iirnnf Charle?? TI.. it lias been the 
cuhtoni, froni time imrnemoriai, on the expinition of ijeases, to give the 
occupying tenants the lirst refusal of renewals, at rents determined by the 
City Lands Committee ; and in the eveat of no Agrement heing arrived at 
with the Oocupaers, to advertise the property to he let by Public ' Tender ; 
and the Standing Orders^ of the Court of Common Coundl contain stringent 
relations as to the letting of Corporation propoty. 

In the year ending July, 1893, the Grand Committee met 86 times, and the 
Sub-Committees 18 times. 

The Citt Gbbbktard. 

This is undor the diarge of the above Committee, and is a Depot for nt^tbling 

stray liort*es or other aniiniils bc]ongin<^ to individuals in charge of the Police, 
as well as for housing their Carts, Trucks, It is situate in VVhitecroiiS 
Street. 

During the year 1892, 631 animals, comprising horses, donkeys, mules, 
sheep and goats were taken to the Greenyard by the Police, besides 415 carts, 
barrows, and other articles, i'erishable articles are sold within twenty-four 
hours. The total amount taken in fees during 181)2 wais I'd'-Jl. 1.3s. 

At tiie present ihoie, the Court of Common Council is contemplating the 
exi>enditurc of the sum of 6,300/. for the construction, upon the jire^ent site 
of the ( ireenyanl, of a new Gas Meter Testing Office, new Police Stables, 
new premises lor the purposes of the City Greenyard, and a Gas Examiner's 
Office. 

A jMjrtion of the present site of the Greenyard was formerly the site of the 
old Gresham Almshouses whicli were remo%'ed to Brixtun, pursuant to an 
Ortler of the Court of Common Council of the 23rd November, 1881, and will 
be referred to hereafter. 
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The Cohhittee vor Lettjno thr Bridoe-Hoose Estates. 



The liridge-House Estates are managed by a Committee appointed h\ the 
Court of Common Council, cousi^Ltaj!; of 6 Aldermen and 31 Common 
Coandlmen, of whom any 7 foi'm a quorum. 

The real sites of llie Bridge-House consist of messuages, lands, and heredita- 
ments situate in the CSty of London, the Borough of Southwark, snd tiie 
Coanties of Sumy, Kent, and Essex, a considerable part of whidi is let on 
lease. 

The ntimber of hnnses, &c.. niidcr the mfinatjement of the Committeo is 
alx»ut :i,4i4, of whicii VM shops and otiices, 29 wbarved, &c., 23 wurc- 
houses, 80 stables, and 1,785 houses. 

An estate at Stratford, under the Committee's control, is lishleto oontrihute 
to the support of two Bridges there, called St. Michael's Bridge and P^'s 
Hole Bridgi^ and a pcntion of the roads sdjcining. 

■ 

A eonridenible part of the Bridge*Hoase Estate in St. George's Fidds, 

Soathwark, consists of small houses which sm let to the Artizan or Lalxjuring 
QasB direct from the Corporation, at cliet\per rents than those which are usually 
eliarcrfvl for accommodation in large blocks of buildings. There are nearly 
300 such weekly lettiags, the Corporatiun, of course, doing all repairs. 

In addition to these, the Corpomtion has also provided dwellings for the 
Artizans displaced by tlie removal of houses required for the apj)roachcs to the 
new Tower Bridge, under schemes approved by the Home Secretary. These 
dwellings are also under the conlvol of this Committee. 

The Title <tf the Corporation of London to the Bridge-House Estates is very 
ancient; and the property was generally gmnted or devised by Kings of 
Englandand " charitable and well-disposed {persons," and is held bjtheMayor 

nnd Commonalty and Citizens (jf the City of London upon Trust ; primarily 
tor the mauitensince and sujijKirt of London liridge ; the words used in the 
Conveyances and Grants being |reiier.illy *' To the use of London Bridge," 
" For the Works of London Bridge, " or **§at the insteotation of Loudon 
Bridge." 

The Comptrollar, the Coaveysndng Officer cf tiie Corporation, and who acts 

as Clerk to the Committee, has in his custody Grants and Conveyances as 
early as 1282 and 12»8, containing the above words, and also Leases granted 
by the Corporation prior to those dates, 

B 2 
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AlfJumgh possesMiig no power of mle, the CSorpontion, m Trustees of tiie 
Bridge- House Estates, has alwajs possessed extensive leasing powers, tibe 
term of years lieingctmsideredunUmited. So &r back as 1698, the Corpora* 
tt<m granted n lea»e of a piece of land finming part of these estates and 
•itoated at Dq>tford, for 999 yean. 



In 1274 (Edward I.), a Commission was issued to enquire intx) the 
rpvenue?, &c.. of the Bridge-House Estates, and the Inquisition under that 
Coinmissiun iuuud tiiat tiie custody of tlie revenues of the P>ridge- House 
Estates had alwayti belonged to the City and Citizens of London. 



The annual rental of the Bridge-House Estates amounted at Christmas, 
1892, to 92,486/. 18«. 6</., and the charges upon it (exclusive of the annual 
charge for the maintenance of Ltmdon Bridge, Soathwaxlc Bridge, Bladcfirian 
Bridge, St. Miehaera Bridge, and Peg*s Hole Bridge) amounts to about 
51,0007. a year. 

The annual charge for the maintenance and support of the shove Bridges 

(including the expenses attendant upon paving, watching, lighting, cleansing 
and \vaterin<i: the •iiune') :h 5.354/., and thi?? ndiled to the estimated veafly 
amount requisite for the maintenance of the new Tower Brid<je, now on the 
point of completion, will, in all probability, amount to an aggregate sum of 
not less thpan 12,000^ per aaoum. 



London, Blackfi:ws, and Southwark Bi^dges, as well as the new Tower 
Bridge, are under the control and maintaiance ctf the Cur (juration, and the 
expenses connected with the building and maintenance of these Bridges, 
together with St. Michael's Bridge and Pegfs Hde Bridge, which has fallen 
upon the revenues of the Bridge-House Estates, is about two and a half 
millions sterling, via. : —

How far the interests of the General Public (not merely the Citizens of 
London) have been benefited hy this large expenditure, without recourse 
heing had to taxation, may be Ijest gathered from a perusjd nf the following 
iigures extracted trom the results furnished by the Day Census, talcen at the 
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«xpea8e of the Corporation on the 4th of May, 1891, showing the use made 
«f the tiiree bridges oonBtmicted and maintained by the Corporation : —

or 8,000 pefHons mcve than five tames tiie whole of the populaticu of the 
Gty of Londoii, as estimated by tiie Governmoat (Ni^t) Coosus taken in 
April, 1891, or equal to lu arl y two-thirds of the entire Day popalation of the 

City, according to the Lkjrporation Day Census for the same period. 
Moreover, tho aho\-e deduction becomes the more appjircnt, when one considers 
that, on the same day, 24,598 vehicles entered the City by the Bridges in 
question. 

The following is a short: summary of the history of (he Corporation's 
oonnection with the principal CSty Bridges : — 

London BsmoR. 

' A low wooden bridge was in existenee across the Thames at St. Botolph's 
Wharf as long ago as the year 944, and in 1176 the foondationof the first 
stone bridge was laid, the building of wliich occupied some 33 years, the 
openiniT taking place in 1209. This Bridge stood the wear and tear of over 
five centuries. 

In an Act (29 Geo. II., cap. xl.) was passed tot improving, widening, 
and enhoglng the Bridge, the new worln necessitating the palling down of 
tiie old houses which for many years had stood npon it. 

Tn 1J^22 it was deemed desirable to remove the waterworks which formerly 
exisu il at the Bridge, and an Act (3 Geo. IV., cap. cix.) was passed with 
that object. 

In 1833 it again became necessary to rebuild London Bridge, and to enable 
this to be done, a farther Act (4 Geo. IV., cap. L) was obtsined. 

By see. 64 the Corjxtration was empowered to raise anv sum of money 
necessary for the reconstruction on the credit of the Bridge- House Estates, 
after setting apart 1 2,00U^. per annum for the existing charges and the creation 
of a Sinkiog Fund. 

In 1825 the construction of the present bridge was commenced, tiic uriginal 
contra(r for rebuilding amounting to 426,000/., and it was completed at 

considerable extra exjxinse in 1H31. In 1826 further parliamentary powers 
were obtained by the Corporation (7 Geo. IV., cap. xl.), empowering the 
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Treasury to advance further suiim to the Oorporation on the credit of the 
Bridge-House Estates, the Treasury h:i\-ing been previously einpowervd, 
under sec. 63 of 4 Gen TV., crip. 1.1. to uflvance 1.50.000/. out of tlio 
Consolirlntcfl Fund towards llie ])urj>i)S('s of that Act. In 1 R27 further jx Avt-rji 
were granted to the Corporation in ctinnectiou with the taking of hind ( 7 and 
8 Geo. IV., cap. xxx.), and in 1829 a further Act (10 Greo. IV., cap. cxxx\d.) 
enabled the Corporation to improve the approaches to the Bridge ; the con- 
struction and increased coat of whidi necessitated fiirther parliainentaiy 
powers (11 Geo. IV., cap. Ixiv., and 1 William IV., cap. iii.). The Bridge 
was openeil on the 1st Amn:«t. 1831, but fiirther statutes liecame nece8«iarv, 
principnllv in connection widi ilie approiiches to the Bridge, viz. : 2 an<l 3 
William IV.. aip. xxiii., 4 and 5 William IV., cap. xiii.. 2 and 3 Vict., cap. 
cvii., j and G Vict., cap. ci., and 42 and 43 Vict., cap. cl.xxxiv. The removal 
in 1767 of tolls fimnerly levied on London* ^dge cost the Gorporalion 
30,000f. 

Blackfriaks Bkidoe. 

This Bridge was originally constructed by the Corporation under the 

powers of an Act passed in 1755 (29 Greorge II., cap. Ixxxvi.) at a cost of 
some 230,000/., a portion of wliich was authorised to be raised upon the tolls 
the Corporation was empowered to levy, and the Ixilance upon the security of 
the Bridge-House Estjites. The making of suitable api)roache8 necessitated 
additional Pari iameutar}- powers, which were conferred in 1766 (7 George III., 
cap. xxxvii.), and further powers were ucquii^ under 52 Gwrgb IIL, 
cap. clxxadii. 

In repairing this Bridge an expenditure nf 105,158/. became necessary, 
which wn« provided by the Bridge- Hou-ie Estatos. Tlic Bridgf remained in 
use for nearly u century, but, in 18(13, it having beeome uiisiife. and it i)eing 
anticipated liiat it would be still further endangered by tiie Embankment on 
the nortliem side of the river then about to be otnutructedf Parliament 
sanctioned the rebuilding of the Bridge, and the BlackfriarB Bridge Ad^ 1863 
(26 Tic., cap. Izli.), was passed Ibr that purpose^ by tee. 21 of wMch the 
Corporation was authorised to laise, on the credit of the Bridge-House Estates, 
the sum of 300,0002. 

A teunx>i"ary Bridge was iirtst erected at a cost (iuclutliiig construction and 
luainteuance for a period of five years) of 42,125/., and the temporary Bridge 
was opened Ibr traffic on the 1st June, 1864. 

The building of the new Pennaneut F> ridge was commenced in tiie asms 
month, and on the 20th July, 1865, the £rst stone was laid. 

In 1867 it be<'HTne necossar}' to raise further eapit.il ior tlie conijiletiun of 
the Bridge, und " The JUacklriars and Soulliwark Bridges Act, 1867 " 
(80 Vic, cap. iii.), was jwssed {inter alw) fiw that purpose. 
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The prf'sent Bridf^ was completed ami opeibed for traffic Oil the #th 
November, Uie tutal cost being 401,131/. 

UuJcr the bcfore-iaeiitiuned Statutes, the Bri<lf|;e- House Estiites arecliarged 
with a liabilily to maintain and support tliis Bridge, whicli is toll free. 

SOUTHWAIIK BUIDQE. 

This Bri<lge was erected by a Ct)mpuny incorjwrated under the name of the 
*• South wark Bridge Company" in the yesir 1811 by the Act George III., 
cap. clxvi.. and between that date and 18i4 six amending Acts were jisissed 
iu relation to the Bridge before it came into the pOHbesesiou uf the Corporation. 

In 1865, an Act (S8 and 29 Vic, cap. cxcvi.) was pasged authorising the 
«ale or transfer of Soulhwarlc Bridge to the Corporation, on such terms as 
might be arranged between the Company arid the Corporation. 

An armn;rriii< iit vi-i\< entered mto between the Conijiany ;itid the Corix)ration, 
by whic li tlie Bridge was acquired by the latter and oitemni " iree of toll " on 
the 8th November, 1864, the Corporation paying to the Company u rent of 
1,834/. for the six months ending 7th May, 1865, and 2,7 5QL for each 
auhseqa^t half-year until the purchase was completed. In 1867 the 
CoqKiration was empowered by Statute (30 Vie., cap. iiL) to raise the 
necessary purchase^money on the security of the Bridge- House Estates, and 
the purch!»»4e wuh completed in the year 1868 for tlio ~mii f^f ^ I H,8f!H/.. nml by 
the same Arr rlu' lirid^M'-House Instates were charged with the luuiuteuuuce 
and sup[)ort of tliis Bridge. 

Trb Toweb Bbidgb. 

The enormously increaiscfl vehicular traffic across London smd Southwark 
Bridffi H, ojici ialiy the former, and tlie serious hick of Kridi:v ari uniiinxlation 
below Lon«.lon Bridge became the subject-matter of alino^it daily compUujit ; 
at the same time, there was a growing dislike on the part of those resprassible 
for the provision of additional means of access between the North and South * 
ades of the Thames, outside the City boundaries, to incur the necessary 
'Aspenditure which would, of course, seriously add to the already sufficiently 
hirge Metro|xjlitim rates. So <rnat, liowever, l«H>!mic tlic puMic iu«d and 
demand for inerensod Bridge acconimodation, tliat, liflutun tIil' yearn 1874 
and l88o, some 50 petitions and other representutit ii> Ikuh I'ubiic Boilic^s 
were brought before the Court of Common Council, urging the Corporation 
to step into the breach and undertake the oonstrucdon of a new Bridge. In 
1884, the CorpontioD, after exhaustive (and necessarily costly) enquiry, 
acceded to the public demand, and caused rbc iicrt s>nry Pa^liament^^rJ' Xotices 
to be given of the ])romotion of a Bill in the then ensuing Session of 
Parliament, empowering the Corporation to erect a Bridge on a site (Irongate 
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Stairs immcdiatelj adjacent to the SouthLTii lK)uiiil;iry of the Tower on 
the North side of the Thames and to Hanlev's Whari", Hurselydowu, ou 
the South side of the Thames ; and aHer considerable opposition on the 
part of the Tower Authorities, the Thames OcniBerviuicy, the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, owmaa {woper^ in the immediate ndghboorhood oi 
the proposed Bridge, Wharfingers, Ship Owrjen?, Steam Navigation CSom- 
panies, Barge Owners, Watermen and others, involving great expense, 
tho Bill Avas safely piloted tlirough both Houses of Pnrlinnwnt. nnd 
received the Royal Assent ou the 14th day of August, i88j, and is 
iutiiuled "The Corporation of London (Tower Bridge) Act, 1885 (48 and 
49 Vic., cap. cxcv.), empowering the Corporation within lour jears from, 
it passing to oonatnict sudi Bridge over the River Thames willi all 
necessary approaches. By sec. 64 the Corporation m\< cmiiowered to borrow 
on the credit of the Bridge-Hnn-jp Estiites (and, if considered advantjigeous,^ 
under the provisions of thf Lot ul Lonn-^ Act, 187.5) tlie sum of 750,000/., 
and such further sums as might be nectsssary. Owing to tiie necessity which 
arowi for alteration of the levels of the Soutliem Approach to the Bridge and 
to the tating of additional property, it became impossible to complete the 
Bridge within the time limited by the Act of 1885, and, consequentlj, further 
Parliamiaitary powers had to be sought ; and an eattensicn of time was 
granted hy (he Act of 1889 (52 and 53 Vic, cap. Ixix.) until the 12th 
Ang^Tst, 1S!)3. The time was further enlarged to the 11th Aiinfust, 1894, 
by an Act which receive*! tlie Royal Assent dmiug the present Session of 
Parliament, but is not yet issued. 

The amount of tiie loans raised for the coustnaotton of the Bridge and 

Approaches and dischargitig Loiins in relation to Blackfirian and Sonthwark 

Bridges, to tilt' end of IS!)2, was 1,191,500/., and the amount outstanding at 
that date wad 1,060,000/., of which 25,300/. is drawn for payment in 1893. 

During the year 1892 the amoont expended on construction, dc., waa 
165,387/. Is. 9d, The annual maintenance of the Bridge is estimated at 6,000/. 

During the year ending- Tuly, 1H93, thert- wire 31 meetings of the 
Committee (including 15 meetings of the Sub-Committee). 

In connection with the care of the Bridges are two officers elected annually 
in Common Hall, on Midsummer Day, by the Mayor, Aldermen and Livery- 
men of the several City Livery Companies, whoso principal duty it is to 
report inonthiy to the Hridge-House Estjites Committet; on the condition of 
the several Bridges. The ofl5cc of Bridge Master is a very ancient one, and 
the present occupants of tiie office have held ^eir appointments since 1877 
and 1881 respectively. 
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Tun CuMMllTfiK UN (xJiEBUAM ArVAiltti. 

The Greshain Com!nitt<^e in a Joint ruiniiiittee of 24 Mciiifit'rf?, :i|»iM)iiit<»<l in 
e».|U!il proportions by the Corjxmitiou and Llie Merms' Coiupauy, thowe 
appointed by the Corporation consisting of '6 Aldernief> and it Commoners ; 
uhd the Clerk to tbe Gcnninittee ie the Clerk to the Mercen' Comjiany 
(Mr. John Watoey). 

Sir Thomas Gresham, by his Will, dritiHl the 5th of July, 1 ')7a (17 Eliz.), 
dcvi-iid oiu- moiety of the Royal Exchange t(» the Mayor and Commonalty 
and L ilizeus ul London, and the otlier moiety to the Wardens and Commonalty 
of the Mystery of Mercers, upon trust {inter alia), for the City of London, to 
dirtribiite ananally to four persons to Lecture ia Divinity, /Vstronomy, Music, 
and Geometry 2002>, faeiog 5(tf. to each ; and for the Company of Mercers to 
distribute annually to three persons to Lecture on Law, Physic, and Rhetoric 
l&O^, being 501. to each. 

He also devised his iiian-ioii lioii?>e u» the Mayor, ( itrHiioiialty and Citizens 
and the Mercers' Company, upon trust, to permit and sulfer the aforesaid 
seven Leetorera to occupy and inhalnt the same. This wa« afterwards called 
Gxeaham College, and was situate in Bishopsgate Street In the year 1666 
the Royal Exchange was destroyed by fire, and it was rebuilt at a cost 
ofSOfOOOf. 

In the reign of King Geo. III. an Act of Parliament (S Geo. IIL, 
cap. xxxii. ) was pasjied for carrying into execution au Agreement between the 
Corjporatiou and the Mercers' Company, and tlie Secret^iry to the Commis- 
sioners of Ezdse for the purchase by the latter of Greeham College fiir Ihe 
purpose of building an Ezdae Office. Subsequently, in 1843, the Greeham 
Trustees purchased a site in Gresham Street, and erected the College there for 
the educational purposes of the Gresham Trust. The Collt iic contuns a large 
Lecture Halh aipable of holding nome ^00 persons, and a Library, as well as 
other neccaaary rooms and accommodation. 

In the year 1838 the destruction of the Royal Exchange by fire agam 
occurred, and by two Statutes (1 & 2 Vic, cap. 100, and 5 & 6 Vic, cap. 101) 
the Corporation were authmised to borrow not exoeedbg 190,000/. for the 
rebuilding, and oth«r purposes specified in the Acts. In 1842 the foundation- 
stone of the new Royal Ezdiange was laid by ii.]i.U. Prince Albert. 

The ''ir^ihttm Cuiiimittee, in 1884, ex[>ended a lurtlu-r sum of 20,i)0u/. in 
rofjfiiJt; in the Quadnuigle of the Royal Exchange, and in repuLfti. All 
receipts and payments in respect of the Royal Exchange, are kept by the 
Gresham -Tmsteea (Oty Moiety) separate, and apart fiiom the funds of the 
Covpomtion and sepante accounts in the fixrm of a Trust Aoooont of the 

9 
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Gresbam Trustees (City Moiety) are printed every year. Tbin is done in 
accordance with the position which the Corporation has ahvayb assumed, of 
bdng a Trovtee cf the Royal Exchange and other piojierty held under the 
Wilt of Sir Thomas Greshanit for the use and hmefit of the public at lai^ge and 
the Merchants, Citizens and Traders of the (jity of London. The Gieeham 
Estate ia muuiged by the Gresham Committee, and produces at the present 
time an amiual rental of nearly 19,0002. 

There is a charge on the City's Moiety of the Estatt of 73,800/. for loans 
raised in respeet d tlie re-hoilding of Ihe Royal Exckmgc, the interest on 
which amouuta to some 2,4(>0/. per annum. The loan u bdng gradually 
poid off at the rate of about 8,0001, or 4,000/ a year, but wUl take many years 
toextinguiah. 

Professors in Di\-inity, Astronomy, Gwinetry, Music, Rhetoric, Physic, 
and Civil him, are appointe*! — as to tlie tirst four by the City side, and as 
to the last three, by the Mercers' side of the Committee — who deliver Lectures 
at Giediam College, to wbidi the public are admitted free. 

So fiir as the Gty Prufesaorslupe are concerned, Gandidates are required to 
deliver probalaonary Lectures at the Ck>Ilege previous to election. 

Tiicro is ii furthrr < harije on the City's Moiety of the Gresham Estate, in 
cuituectiuu with ibc Grehham Almshouses at Biixtuu, which are dealt with 
on page 307 of this Statement. 



In the year endmg Slat July, 189S, there were six Meetings of the Grand 
Committee, and two of the Sub-Committee^ 
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Tbk Goal amd Com jod Fwahcb Gomiimi. 

This CSonuniUee oomnstB of liz Aldermen md S9 CSommonen. 

The Coinmittpe. n<! its munv imports, is the Finance Committee of the 
Corporation, and its Mcmljers have also the management of all the Open 
Spiices under City control, except Epping Forest (with Waustead Park and 
Higham Park), and West Ham Park, wliidi are respectively under the care and 
managemeiit of sepamte Committees, but even in those cases all questions of 
Finance come before the Goal and Cora and Finance Committee. 

Notwithstanding its desijniiitinn, tho Coal and Com and Finance Committee 
has now little to do with either Coal or Com owing to theaholitiim of the Coal 
Duties, and the fact that the provisions of the Metage on Grain Act (under 
which the funds for Open Spac^ are raised) are carried out by the Metage on 
Grain Committee. 

The Cord and Corn and Financt? Committee has the control, however, of 
the Coal Exchange, which is a Public Miurket, and of the Fruit Metage under 
the rights possessed by the Curporation in virtue of its Charters. 

All questions of Finance and of applications for grants for the preservation 
of Open Spaces are r^erred to tlus Committee^ including the raising of money 
and the paying off of Bonds ; and by the 51st Standing Order of the Court 
of Common Council no proposal in any way affecting the CStj*s Estates (other 

than the granting or renewal of Leases) can be entertained until it shall have 
Ijeeu 8ubmitte<l to tliis Oimmittee, and no Street improvement, Public Works, 
or Entrrtainment ran he nndertakcn heyond th(! costof One hundred GuineaSi 
unless the Committee has first reported thereon. 

All Petitions for grants of money are refened to this Oommitlee, and tiie 
amonnt to be annually devoted to charitable objects ia fixed by the Court of 
Common Coundl after a report finm it Various sdiemes in connection with 
charitable objects are from time to time referred tn it, as, for instance, the 

Scheme of the Charity Commissioners ]ir. pared under the pnmsions of the 
City of London Parochial Act, (4G and 47 Vic, cap. 36>, and the 

questions which from time to time arise in connection with the working of 
»uch Scheme. 

In the year ending July, 1893, there were 43 meetings of this Committee, 
of which 17 were Sub-Committees.

The Committee also eonrider all qneadona relating to the Fellowahip of 
Free Porters of tho City ( f T>ondon, and have recently carried in a Report to 
the Court of Ojmmon Council, recoramendiiifr the disbandment of the 
Fellowahip under conditions that appear elaewhere. 

To the General Purposes Committee is likewise referred hy flie Common 
Council (which is the Local Authority within the City), the carryini: into 
execution of the Infant Life Protection Act, 1872, (35 and 36 Vic., cap. 

Questions affecting the Union of City Benefices in which tho Cdriioration 
is concerucd, are also referred to this Committee, whicli likewise deal with 
the enf<ncment of the Act of Common Goimcil of with v^Ssrenee to 
the lioendng of Oarto; the Printing and Stationery Gontracta of all branchea of 
the Corporation, the pmviding " soitable Gold Boxes " on the conferring of 
Honorary Freedoms ; the compilation and revision of Standing Orders, when 
reference i? made hy the Court nf Coiiiinun CDUiicil for tliat purpose ; and all 
other matters and things not specihcally referred to any other Committee.

Tlie Lihnxry Ct>inmittec consists of 35 Members, of whom six are Aldermen. 

The Libraiian, two Aaajatant Libnuiana, and tiie Director and Seoretaiy of 
the Gty of London Fine Art Gallery are in the appointment of this Committee. 

The Guildhall Libniry, Reading Room, Museum, and Fijie Art Gallery are 
uniiei- rhf nia)iagcment and control of thi-^ CotnmitttM!, and to it iiro ref.-rrtHl 
all questions nslating to Art, the i>urehas(i uf I )<»iks. medals, nut if|uities, &C., 
and the general supervision of all matters of a cognate character. 



In the year ending July, 1893, there were 13 meetings of the Grand Com* 
mittee and 12 of the SulnCoimnittee. 
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Tbb Pouob GomamB. 

This Committee m the largest Committee of the C(nporation, ccmBiatuig of 
Lotd.]lK7or, all the Aldennen and the Depatiesi and S9 Commonen. 

By the Act for regulutiri'r the Police in the City of London (2 and 3 Vic, 
cap. xciv.), sec. 59, all precincts and places within the City or the Liberties 
thoroof or adjoining- thereto, and not within the Metropolitan Police district, 
are to be deemed parts of the City for the purposes of the Act. By sec. 56 
it is enacted that the Court of Common Council may from time to time 
appoint one or mem Committees to manage and traniact all or any of Uie 
matters or purposes which the Court of Common Coimdl was liioreby 
required to do, execute or perform, and by the 60th Standing Order of tbs 
Court of Common Council the Police Committee is to oondst of the persons 
ahove mcntioncil, and th( m liave been delegated the powsrs of the Court 
of Commou Council under the Act. 

The Committee, brides appointing the Surgeon and Receiver, controlling 
all the Buildings, providing aooontrements, and paying pensions, as mentioned 
elsewhere, have certain powers in connection with the Ward Rates, which 
are raised under and for the purposes of the Act. They also obtain estimates 
and submit to the Court of Common Coundl the amonnt which should be 
raised ibr Police Kates every year. 

By sec. 68 the Committee are empo\vcred to rectify errors in connection 
with the making of rates to be levied under the Act. 

By see. 69 the Aldennan or his De^xity, and tfie major ptrtof the Ooaunon 

Gbnndl of the Ward adfected by the exercise by tiie Coomuttee of the 
powers vested in them under the last section, may appeal agiunst any 
addition, insertion, alt<;nition. or amendment, to the Court of the Mayor and 
Aldermen, whose decision is final. 

By sec. 85 the Committee make the Ward Bate for the ezpenaes connected 
with Ward Ifeettngs and other purposes, formerly paid out of the Watch 
Bate. 

During the year ending July Slst, 1893, there were 10 meetings of the 
Grand Committee, and 17 meetings the Sab>Committee. 
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Thb Gitt ov Lohdov Schooi. Gmanim. 

Thifl Committee conaiatB of 6 AldenncD, and i9 Gommooarfl, and is 
appointed by die Court of Common Coandl under aee. 12 of the Gitj of 
London School Act, 1834 (4 and 5 Wm. TV., cap. 35), by which the Comrt 

of Common Council is empowered, from time to time, to appoint one or more 
Committee or Committers to manage and tran«nct nil or any of the matters or 
purposes which under the Act dpvolTo upon the Corj>oration. the Committee 
cxerci8ing such powers as the Couit of Common Council should think lit to 
delegate to them. 

Tbe Secretary of tibe Sdiool, 1h» Aaaiatant Maatenii and the oocanonal 
Mastov are ftppointed by Ihe Ccxnmittee. 

(The Head Master and Second Master are in the appointment of t^e Court of 
Common Council). 

This Committee ha» the OKtire managemait and omitrol of the School, and 
makes an anDual report to the Court of Common Gonndl thmon. 

In tlie year ending July, 1893, there were 11 Meetings of the Grand 
Committee, and 22 Meetings of the Sub and Audit Committees. 

The Off ic Kits and Clbbks Committee. 

This Committee, consisting of (j AlderuuMi mikI 29 Commoners, has, 
s[>eakiiig general ly, the supervision of the Corporation Staff, save where 
the Members of the same are specially allocated oUierwise ; it has 
the appcnntment, or confirmation, of many of the Clerks, Messengers, 
&c., either with or without llie nominaticm or appointmont of the head6 of 
the variws departments. It deals also (subjject to tlie order and approval of 
the Court of Common Council) with the question of Salaries, Promotions, 
Supoannuations, &c., and generally supervises matters connected therewith. 

The Comiiiiftoe liuvp for sf>mp confiiderfihle time i)ast, under a Reference 
from the Court of the 12th J)r(-( inl)er, lS;tO. had under their com^idfration 
the preparation of a Pension Scheme lor the Officers, Clerks, and Employes of 
the Corporation, which Scheme received the approval of the Court of Common 
Council on the 37th July, 1893. 

The Grand Committee held 16 Meetings during the year ended July, 1893, 
and tile Snb-Gommittee 18. 
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TuE Frexmen's Obpuam School Committke. 

This Committee coneisUi of sis Aldermen and 29 Commoners, nnd has tlie 
entire management (subject to the Court of Common Council) (tf rluf affairs 
of rlip City of I.ondoii Freemen's Oq^lian Scliool, save the electiou of the 
children, who are ballotted for by the whole Court. 

The following Officer* ure in the appointment of the Committee : — 

The Matron, MiBtraee, Assistant Mistress, Second Assistant Mistress ; 
Fir>t and Second Asswtant Masters; Surgeon, Drawing Master, and 

Drill Master. 

(The Head Master is in the appointment of the Court of Common Goandl). 

In the year ending July, 1893, there were 17 Meetings of the Grand 
Committee, and 18 of the Sub-Comnuttee. 

The liAW ASD Cjtt Courts Cohhittbb. 

To this Committee, consisting of 6 Aldormen and 29 Commoners, is 
referred the management and supervimon of two of the City Law Courts, 

namely, The Mayor's Com r and the City of London Cuurt. the ap[>ointment 
of CltM-ks. (fee., receiving less than three pound.-; a week, and the fixing 
of thar salaries (subject to the approval of the Court ot Common Council). 

Under their supervinoD, the City of London Court (owing to the Tequire> 
ments of its increased and increasing business) has been rebuilt, and still 
more recently, further enlarged. Tlie Offices uf the Mayor's Court have 
been also oonaderably enlarged by them for similar reasons. 

To this Committee is also referred the consideration of all Bills introduced 
into Parliament affecting the two Courts above-mentioned, or their procedure 
or Jnrisdlctian. 

The managentent of Ward's School for Girls (now in course of eredaon on 
the Thames Embonkment) has also been refened to this Committee, which 
also conducted the somewhat lengthy legal proceedings arising out of Ward's 
Bequest, referred to at length, hereafter. 

They have the management of Favole's Bequest, involving a sum of money 
beqiuathed to the Corporation by Signor Pasquale Favale, in trust for the 
provision of Marriage Partbns for poor girls. 

The ConuiiittiL al&o examine the Secondary's accounts, and Sherill's" charges 
in respect of the preparation of Lists of Voters for Parliamentary and Common 
Hall Elections in the City. 

During' rhe year ending July, 1H93, the Law ami Ciry Court h Coiuniittee 
held ;jO Meetiugii, of whicli i-i svere Grand Committeetj and 16 6ub-Comimttecs 
and Dentations. 
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Thk LoCAl. GoVtltWMtNT AMU IaXATION COMMITTEE. 

This Committee, cstmristiiig (rf B Aldeimeo and S9 Commotiafly together 

yvith such Membors of the Court of Common Council as aic ^foin1)ois of 
Parliament, have to oonsiHor and report upon all Bills introduced into 
Parliament, and reforrt'd i'or their consideration by the Cotirt of CnmnKm 
Council, and have, recently, actively dealt with thg l-]luctric liailway Bills 
affecting the City, and Bills in relation to Railway Rates ajtid Charges ; the 
latter subject being one materiallj sflfecting the Oitizeiis of London as large 
ooiu%nees of merduuidize, and as to which the Corpocation uteurred consider* 
able eaqnaiae in the oouna of the procee^ngs, and partieoUrs of whksh are 
giiran Bahsequentlj. 

The C(»niDaittee also dealt with the fbrmation of the London Chamber of 
Arbitration up to the date of its recent insiuguration ; since which time the 
natter has been vmdcr the supendsion of u Joint Committee of twelve 
members, appointed cciualij by the Corporation and the Loudon Chamber of 

Commerce. 

Tliis Committee also cjirried out the arrangements for taking the Day 
Census of the City, including that for the year 18^1, reporting thereon in a 
most oihanative manner to the Court ; details of which are ^ven hereafter. 

The Committee also re|xtrt to the Court, annually, upon all Bills in 
Parliamenti. whether refanred to thraf or to anj other Committee. Particulars 
of the ParlJamentairy woric of the CkxrpocatioD since 1880, will be found 
Bummarised in the Appendices A, B, C, D, and E (pp. 331 to 444). 

The Comnuttee have no reguUv montJify daj of Meeting, but ore 
summoned by the Ghainnan as and when he deems it to be neoessarjr. 

In the year ending July, 1893, there were 15 Meetings of the Grand 
Committeei and, in addition, ibur of the Sub-Committee. 
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The Port of London Sanitary Committek. 

This Committee, consisting of 6 Aldermen and 29 Commoners, v:n9 
originally appointed in 1873, and has vince been ao&ualij re-appointed under 
the various Public Health Acts. 

To tlicm is (lologatetl tlie duty of carrvincf ir\tn execution the powers of 
the Corporiition. {n* the Port Sanitary Authority for the Port of -T^onchm, the 
whole ot the expenses of which are discharged by the Corporation out of ita 
onro funds. 

The Committee have the management and control of the Port Sanitory 
Hoa[»tal at Denton, and the dealing (through their Medical Officers) with all 
cases of infectious disease brought into liie Port of London by any vessels. 

It is also part of their duty to prepare tiie necnsary Bye»laws and 
B^nlationa for the approval of the Ocnut of Common Council and the Local 
Govenunent Board, and see to their due enforcem^t. 

The Committee also deal ^th cases of smoke nuisances occurring within 
the limits of the Port, und^ the Public Health (Londcm) Act, 1891 (54 and 
55 Vic, cap. 76). Fuller details of the work of this Committee are given 
elaewhere. 

In the month of Felnniaiy, 1893, with a view to the consideration of the 
be>t menPTircs for the prevention of tlie nitrodnction of Cliolprn into tiiis 
counrry, ami promotint; unity ot action among Sanitar\' AuthuriticH. the 
Committee initiated, aud with the consent of the Court of Common Council, 
held, on the 17th day of that month, a Conference of Port Sauitiu-y Authori- 
ties of England and Wales, which was presided over by the Lord Mayor, and 
attended by 108 delc^tes, representing 41 Authorities. Important resolutions 
dealing with Hospitals, Luisj^cction of vessels, disinfection, and kindre<I matters, 
were discussed and passed, and forwnnled to the Loral Government lioard, the 
President of which, in his place in the House of Conniums :i- rccrntly as the 
14ih of September in the present year, l^oro tcsrimony tu the work of the 
Committee in the following words : " I think tne Port Sanitary Authority 

of London is pre-eminently distinguished for the admirable manner in 

which it has discharged its duty." 

The Port Sanitary Committee has recently received fium Dr. Thomson, of 
the Local Government Board, a report regarding the measures taken for 
preventing the importation of Cbolem and uifectious diseases generally. 

This report was made after a special survey by liini of the Port of London 
and of the precautions adopted, and it expresses the satisfaction of the Local 
Government Bonn! at the very efficient condition nf the arrangements made 
for the prote ction of the Port. The work of the Medical Officer (Dr. 
CoUingridge) aud tiiA Assistants is commended, and mention is made of tlie 
improvements whidi have taken place during the past £ew years, especially in 
rdatioo to the Hospital and the ayatem of disinfectioa. 

In the year ending July, 1803, the Grand Committee held 27 Meeting:^, 
and the Snb-Committee 27 Meetings. 
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The Mctaob oh Graiv Coumitteb. 

This Committee is composed of IS Hmliers of the Corpomtioii. nominated 
lay ballot from those who have sorved on the Goal and CSom and Finance 
Committee, such nominations heing subject to the approval of the Court of 
Common Coundl. 

By the Metage on Gxmn (Port of London) Act, 1872, see. 15, the Court of 
CSommon Council was oinjtowcrtHl to apjK)int ii Committee to tran>M\ct all such, 
mutter^ foriTu ctdl m itli the execution of the Act as they might think proper 
to delegate to tbe L outmittee. 

In pursuance of tliis power tlie Court of Common Council referred to the 
Co;il ;»ntl Corn and Finance r.iTninitffe those matters Avhich arise rclntinLT to 
th< li< t i l iw iiiir ot numcy and the uetjuisition and preservation of Open Spaces 
undtT the Act. The Court of Common Council refers to the iletuf^e ou Graiu 
Committee those duties which arise principally und^ sees. 4, 5, 6, 7, and 16 of 
tbe Act. They telate to the weighing of the gnun brought into the Port of 
London £»r sale (see. 4), to the drawback allowed on re-exportation (sec. 5), to 
themakingof ByedawH and Regulations respecting the ap])lieation lor allowance 
ftnd pnvmont of drawback (sec. G), to the amount of duty payable and the 
recoverv rlu i eof (sec. 7), to voluntary metaj^c or the welLrhiii<r or mpimiring of 
such <^ain and othtr things brought into ilie Port of London as the 
Corporation may be requested to weigh or measure (sec. IG). 

This volunt'^rv mfratfe is ])ertbrmed by the Cor|u)ration at a loss of some 
500/. per auuuni, and inclutlcs such articles us <rrain. seed, pulse, &c.

The Music Committee consists of tJ Aldermen and 29 Commonors, 
and is pnfni«tf>d with the general manafrcmcnt and control of the Guihlhall 
Schi>ol of Music, i iu the Thames EmUuikuient, inelndinp' the engagement of 
tbe Profeiieors, numbering about 100, who are paid by the fees of Pupils, 
wHch amount to some thousands of pounds per annum. 

The Court of Coumiou Cumicil mjikes an annual average grant of aiHuu 
2,000 Guineas towards the support of the School, but in i6y2 it amounted to 

The Prindpal, Secretary, and Lady Superintendent of the School are iu the 
(^pointment of the Court of Common Coundl ; the two fonner being 
annually elected. 

During the year ending July, 1893, this Coonmittee beld 33 Meedngs, 
to being Meetings of the Grand Committee, 11 of the Sub<Committeei| and 
12 of the Finance Sub-Coonmittee.

This i» a reooitly oanstitoted Committee, consisting of 6 Aldennen and 

S9 Commoners, and Las most inii|M r tant functions to flischar<7e, mainly in 
consequence of the pa8sin<x of the L(k ;i1 rjnvcrntnent Act, 1888 (51 and 52 
Vic, cap n\ section fl of whifh traiisfrrrc'l to tlif Majw, Commonalty, and 
Citi/.t!ii.s tjf the City, aciinjj by the Ojurt of Common Council, various powers, 
duties, and liabiliti^ of the Corporation then hitherto adang by the Court 
of Aldermen, or by the Court of Quarter Sessions. Among the daties so 
transfored were those arisuog under the following statutes

Under the Lunacy Act, 1890 (53 Vic, cap. 5), by section 240 of which the

Act, 1878 (41 and 12 Vic, cap. 77) j and the power conferred by that 

Statute of making Byc-Iaws lias been exer«ised, their enforcement resting 
with this Committee, who al^ deal with appUcationti for Licenses. 

A further potver tronafiened to the Court of Common Council by the 
Local Government Act was that of making a County Bate, which would he 
Applicable to the payment of the following : — 

Debts incurred in respect of Lunatic Asylums, and Industrial Schools ; 
Pendons in connection with Prison Officials ; expenses in connection with. 
the recovery of Drowned IJodies, Re/jristration of ^'oters, Pauper Lunatics, 
Tnrin^triril Sehodl-, Coroner, Administration of Justice (Central Criminal CouitX 
inciudinj^ the provision and maintenance of Courts and Offices, and iucidentitl 
expensea ; but the Court v( Common Council has not yet availed itself of this 
power of making a County Rate, having drawn on its Coi:pontte Fonda toot 
the above and other kindred pturposes. 

'riic (\ninry PnTpo-tes Committee also administer the Shop Hours Act| 
1892 (55 and 56 Vic., cap. within the City. 

This Committee took overall ontstanding References to the late Gas and 
Water Committee of the Corporation, :tiid have since had the enforcemmt of 
the provirions of the various Gas and Water Acts applicable to the City. 

They have also been actively engai^ed in tbe j>rciiiiotiun of Bills for the 
better supply of Water to the Metropolis, and in opxK)siug Bills promoted by 
other bodies (see full details elaewhov). 

Thov h:n e alsn hoon in fiTqucnt conimnnicntion with tlip Homp OfRre on 
the >ubjeci dftlic Annjjiduieiit of the Law in relation to Petroleum and the 
Ui«e of dangerous Mineral Oils for domestic pur|x>se8. 

They have also dealt with the importiint question of the inclusion by the 
London County Council in their General County Rate, of certain expense 
notliefore contributed to by tlic Citizens of London ; and eventually secured a 
saving to the City Ratepayers of over 19,300/. 

They have also been recently engaged in opposing, in the interests of the 
Citizens, the Appeals by the London County Council against totals under the 
Valuation (Metropolis) Act, 1869 (32 and 33 Vic, cap. 67). 

Upon this Committee has also devolved the opposing of measures affecting 
^ Corporation in conneetiott inth the Thames and Lea Conservancies ; 
and the important question of the ineid^ioe of Local Tascation. 

fn the yenr endin^x -'nly, 1 893, the Grand Committee held 13 meetings, 
and the Sub-Committee 22 meetings.

The Ca(rpc«atio& Markets an (sabjeet to the Gonrt itaelf) oader the 
<x>ntrot and maniigemeiit of three Ward GommitteeSi the Geatral Market* 
Comnuttee, the Cattle Markets Committee, and the Bil]iiigsg:it« and Leadenhall 

Markets Committee ; which, since the commencement of the present year, 
1803, liMve super-edc'd the Grand Market > Cfjmmittee, which was a double Ward 
CommitU'e having the Manatremiiit ot" ull the Markets. The Central 
Markets Committee has the management of all the ijondon Central Markets 
and Ibe Smiliifield Hay Market ; Hie Oattle Morketa Committee has the 
management of the Metropolitan Cattle Market at Islington, and the Foreign 
Cattle Market at Deptford ; and The Billingsgate and Leadenhall Markets 
Committee has the management of Billingsgate and Leadenhall Markets. 

These several Comndtees consider all applications for space in the Markets 
under their respective jurisdictions, bat they are bound by the I8th Standing 
Order of the Court of Common Council (as amended on the iJnd February, 
1893), to submit them for the approval of tho. Tourt. and in submitting tlie 

pnipfi'^t'il lefting's the Committee have to furni>ii inft)rmation fo the 
dcjicriplion of the pr()]>erty inteiiderl to be let, the term proposed, the rent, 
the amount of premium (if any), and tlie rent at whicli it was last let, also 
If under covenant fbr renewal, as in the case of other Oorporatioa lettings. 

Tn adflition to the ordinary ^lonthly Re[M>rts, Annual Reports are made by 
the various ("lerks aiul Superintendents of (he Markets to the Ctimmitte^, 
who have the iiume printed and laid before the Court. 

In any case of infringement of Market Bye-law.s, it is the duty of the Clerk 

and Superintendent of the Market in (|U('stion to report the fiict to the 
Committee, who direct action to be taken in the matter, as may be necessary. 

Tbb Centbal Mabxets Cohmittbk. 

This C«nmittee, consisting of 6 Aldermen and 2!) Commoners, has the 
•entire management of all matters relating to tlie Central Markets, and of the 
Smithiietd Hay Market, which are iiilly described elsewhere. 

The Committee has the letting of all property in Hie various Central 
Markets (subject to the apfwoval of the Court, as stated above j, and also has 
the power to appoint the necessary officials (with the exception of the Clerk 
and Superintendent, who is ap|v>intfvl by the ( 'ourt of rotnman Council), from 
the Assistant Clerk and ra->hier downwards, there being in all 7G Market 
OtficiaU, to wijoui .salaries lunounting 12,655/. I'Ss. id. are paid aimualiy. 

Some idea may be formed of the work devolvuig ujwn this Committee, from 
the fact that there are 41C holdings in the various sections of the Central 
Markets. 

This Committee (and its predecessor in charge of the same Markets, with 
Sub-C(»nmittees) met 27 times during the year ending July, 1893. 
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The Cattle Mahkets CoMMnTBB. 

This Committee, (X)nusting of 6 Aldermen and 29 Commoners, have the 
entue management of all matters rdfttang to ibe Foragn Oattle Market »t 
Deptfiwd, and the Metropolitan Oattle Market at blington, and have -rinular 

powers und authorities to the Centcal Marki Committeo. This Committee 

is, also, the Executive Committee to carry into execution the powers and 
authoritios which, hy tlic Second Part of the Contupoim Disease'^ (Animals) 
Art, arc coiifcrriMl upon tl,f Mayor, Al<lennen, and Commons of the City of 
London — the Local Authority for the purposes of that part of tlie Act in and 
far the Metropolis. 

The Standing Orders of the Court of Common Council with regard to 
lettings. before referred to, apply also to this Committee. 

The Committcf have the ]x>wer of appointing the <iffiL-ials in the Foreign 
Cattle Market from tlic Sii|>t'riiit('nHent downwards, there Uiiii; at the present 
time 51 employed, to whom salaries amounting to 9,920/. 9rf. are paid 
annually. 

\Vith regard to the Metropolitan Cattle Market, the Court appoints the 
desk and Soperintendent and the Yeterinan,' Inspector ; hut all the other 
officials employed at the Market are appointed hj this Committee. There aie 
S3 poi-sons employed, to whom Bahunes amoontrng to 8,808^. 5d. are paid 
annually.

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The Tisitnxo Coumittbe, Cut of Londoh Lunatic Astldm. 

Previovts to tlie passing of the Local Gorenunent Act, 1888, the Comniittee 
of Yinton wa» compoeed of the Coturt of Aldermen and the ■ Recorder as 

Justices, but by the Local Government Act, 1888 (51 und 52 Vic, cap. 41), 
S€f. 11, the powers and duties of the Justices of the City of London in 
relation to the Asylum were transferred to the Court of Common Council. 

By the Lunacy Act, 1890, tsec. 240, the Court of Common Couucil is declared 
to he the Local Authority for the City of London, and sec. 239 enacts that a 
Local Autiiority shall exercise its powers of providing an Asylum by a Yisitmg 
Committee. 

The Court of Common Council, in pursuance of the authority thus derive<l, 
has appointed 12 of its number to be the Vi«itin£f Committee, of which the 
Lord Mayor and three other Aldermen are members. 

Two of the Aldermen at pieeent on the Committee an Justices of the Pence 
far the County of Kent, which ladlitates the transfierring of patients from the 
Criminal to the Pauper class on the espiration of their term of imprisonment. 

The Visiting Committee npjwint the ^fedical Superintendent ; tlie 
Assis^tant Medi< al Otiieer ; the ('ha])l:un, well as a Minister of tiie KumiUi 
Catholic Church ; a Clerk ; and the usual Asylum Attendants and Servants. 

During the year ending Jnly, 1893, the Yisituig Committee has held 43 
meetings, of which 4 were Sub*C(»imittees. 
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Thb Special (Committee. 



ThU Canunittee, oannsting of 4 Aldomm and 16 Gcnmnonen, was estab- 
liflihed to consider and take actimi on any Bill or Motkn m Parliament or 
other measure or matter w liich miglit be introduced or arise affecting die City, 
and in this onmectiom Iiave liad various B^erenoes made to them. 

The Committee liave no regular monthly day of Meeting, but are summoaed 
by the Chairman as and when he deems it to be necessary. 



The GoMirmiit ov Mawaoibs ot Wbbi Hak Pabe. 

This Committee is composed of 15 Members, 8^of whom are appointed by 
the Court of Common Council and 4 hy Mr. Gnrney (since deceased), who 
was the Tender of the Park to the Corporatioik This ri^t vna conoeded to 

him and his successors in consideration of his^ having sold .the Park for con- 
siderably le-^s than Ito+ market value. The remaining S Mm,bero!af the Com- 
mittee are appointed by the Parish of West Ham. 

The Park was acquired by a voltmtary agreement with Mr. Gurney in 1874, 
fhe Corporaticm obtaimng a Lioense in mortmain to enable them to hold it. 

The Bye-la«« £>r its regulation were made under the powers of the 
City of London Various Powers Act, 1877 (40 Tic, capw viL) 

In the year endinj[j -Inly. 18[)3, there were held 6 meet'mgs of the Grand 
Committee, and 10 of the Sub- Committee. 
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Ths Etpimo Forest Ck)iuirrrsE. 

This Coromittee haa the control of BpFing Forest, Wanetend Pftrk, md 
Higham Park, whiek oontain altogether 5,55^ :u-n<H, and have been noquircd 
!it nn expense to the Corpomtimi of 290,087/. (to the end of 18D1), and they 
involve an annual charge for maintenance of about 5,000/. gross, or 
3,600/. nett. 

By the Epping For* st Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Vic, cap. ccxiii.), sec. 3, the 
F(irt <t h Ut be regulated and managed by the Corporation of London, acting 
iiy the Court f>f Common roimci!, ns the Conservfitors of the Forest, the 
f KiwerH of raanjigement being, however, restricted to such parts nf the Fi irest 
as from time to time belong to the Conservators (sec. 32). For the puipides 
of management the Statute (aeo. 31) provides that a Committee aihall be 
apjMMnted, to be styled the Eppmg Forest Committee, which Committee is to 
have aathorit^r to exerdse those powers which the Conservators aie authorised 
to exercise under the Act, and the Court of Common Coimcil is emj>o«'ered 
from time to time to select a number, not exreedini^ twelve, of tluir Mcmlxr-^, 
to be Members of the Rpping Forest Committee. The 4bur Verdt n rs (wlio 
are elected by the Commoners in pursuance of the Act, sec 30) are also to be 
Members of the Committee, sod have ihe same powers as those Members who 
are chosen from the Court of Comm<m Council. The acts and proceedings of 
the Committee are, by the Statute, to be done and conducted according to the 
seme rules and praetioe as if the Committee were a Ccamuittee of the Court of 
Common Council. 

The Court of Common Council Members are i^poonted finr ibur years, one- 
quarter of the Members gmng out of office every year (see. 81). The Verderers 
are deeted for seven yean, but casual vaauicies are filled up by the 
Conservators from among persona qualified to be elected Verderers (sec. 30). 

Under sec. 83 of the Act the Committee aoquires numerous end eoctenaive 
powers of managmg the Forest, and undo* sees. 36*37 power is given to make 
Bye-lawe for the protection of the Forest, the prevention of nuisances, and the 

preservatirm of order ; such Bye-laws are to be allowed bv the Ranger of the 
Forest, acting with tlie advice and assistance of tlie First ('ommissioner of 
Works. The Conservators are also (ijee. ii.S) to provide and mtuutain otiices 
in the Forest and elsewhere as they think fit for the transaction of business, 
and tbey may employ the Officers of the Corporation, or from time to time, 
with the approval of the Banger, appmnt a Treasurer and other Officers and 
Servants and \yaj them such ft < s or salaries, and grant them such pensions 
and retiring allowances ae they think fit. 

The Sttperintendait of the Forest is in the appointment of the Comndttee, 
who fix hia salary and r^Kut thereon to the Court of Common CoundL 

During the year endiii<r July, ISd^, there, were 29 Meetings of the 
Committee, of which 26 were Meetings of the Grand Committee, and three 
of the Siib-0(Hnuiitte&

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THE CSOMMISSIONERS OF SEWERS. 



" The Commissioners of Sewers ol the City of LonHon " were coiisliiuted 
uuder "The City of London Sewers Act, 1848" (11 and 12 Vic, cap. clxiii.), 
hy sees. 5, 6, and 7 of wliich it ms enacted llwfc the Bok poww d orderiDg 
. . . and scouring all cammon sewers. . . . and of paving. ... the Streets 
trithin the City ehould be -vested m the Corporation, to be executed by sneh 
persons as the Common Coxmcil should fipoto time to time nominate, and by 
deed under their Common Seal, appoint, to cany the Act into execution. 

Sec. 8 enacted that the Authority of the Commissioners for the time being 
should not be suspended or taken away, save by the a|^x»ntment, from time to 
time, of new CommiBsioner^. F.y sec. 17 at every meptin<r of the Com- 
missioners, the Lord Mayor, if present, .-liall preside as Chairman, in-trad of 
the Chairman appointed by the Couiiui«>.siutier3, and by sees. 20 and 21 the 
Loixl Hayor shall, withont any uppointmeut, act as member of all Committees 
in addition to the number aj^Mtnted, and, if present, shall jneside at dl meetings 

the Committees. The^ QiambOTlain of the CSty is the Treasurer of i^e 
Commissioners (sec. 26) and by pec. 46 the Common Council are authorised 
to appoint and to fix the remuneration of three persons (not bein/L:; Commis- 
sioners) to be AutUtors of their Accounts, such remunonitinn fo be jMiid to the 
Auditors by the Chamberlain, and sec. 48 obliges tiie Commissioners to 
transmit every year to the Town Clerk of the City an luimial account of their 
receipts and exp^aditore, and showing the balance. Penalties recovered by 
the Commissionera under the Act (except where otherwise provided) are to 
be paid over to the Chamberlain and to be applied to the purposes of the Act 
(sec. 247). The City of London Sewers Act, 1 S.'T (14 an<l 15 Vic, cap. xci.), 
•vrm pnsspd to ('dntinue the Act nf 184S, which sre. I onlr lipcrnfoil fiir 
two years. By sec. 58 of the Act oi' 1851 it wn*; il( ' land that noiliing tlierein 
should derogate from the estateji, rights, interests, privileges, franchises, or 
antJiorily of the Crown, cae of the Corporataon, or of tlie Lord Mayor, for the 
lame being. 

From these enactments it will be seen — 

1. Tliat the Commissioners hold their offices as the »ptx)intce8 of the 
Corporation (Act of 1848, sees. 5, 6, 7). 

2. That they their functaons in virtue of authority delegated to 
them by the Corporation (sees. 5, 6,17). 

8. That the membership of the Commission is not only determined ab mtSfN), 
but can also be changed from tune to time, by the Corporation (sec. 8). 

4. The policy and conduct of the Commissioners are continually under 
the influence or control of the Corporation (sees. 8, 17, 30, 21). 

The 59th Standing Order of the Court of Common Council prescribes tiiat 
tJie Conumsrion sbali o(«sist of the Lord Mayor, the Recorder, the Common 
S^eant, the AMcrmen. not exceeding six in number, and 83 Commoners, 
to be selected by the Wards in the porescribed manner fiur the ensuing yesr. 
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A» a ruk', at the Hrst Court in January, the numiuiition, and at the uext 
Court, the appoiutmeut by dectl, of the members of tlic Commission takes place. 
The Common Council has, however, sometimes exercised its power of 
terminating a Conuniwion by appointing a new one during the cwrency of die 
year ; as was done in May, 1866. 

The Parliamentary work of the Commishion is performed by the City 
Remembraiicer at the expense of the CorporatitHi, esoept as r^guds actual 
disbursements for House fees and lees of Counsel, &c. 

Under the Biirial Act, 18.52 (15 and IG Vic., cap. 8.5), the Corporation 
was empowered (sec. 43) to authorise and direct the CouuuiMtiioners of Sewers 
to exercise for the City of London and Liberties thereof all the powers and 
authorities vested in Burial Boards under that Act the amount to be 
expended by the Commisaioners in canying out the Act bong limited to the 
amount authorised by the Corporatkm, 

The Corporation, in 1852, aulliorised die CommissionerB of Sewers to carry 
out the Act ; under the provisions of which the Cily of London Cemetery at 
Ufiird, in Essex, has been lud out fmd maintained. 

To enable the Commissioners to raise moneys at a cheaper rate of interest, 
in 1881 The City of London Commisaioneni of Sewers (Artisans' Dwellings) 
Act *' (45 and 46 Vic, cap. Ixxdx.) was passed, empowering the Corpontkm 

to borrow, Ob behalf of the Commissioners, on the secui it} < ( the Bates and of 
the-Revenues and Estates of the Cor[x>ration in coniicrtion with the carrying 
out. In- the Commissioners, of their Artizans' D\vi'lliKL''s Acts. A Loan of 
3l7,(J(Hl/. at 3 per cent, was riiised by the CorjK iralinn U<v the Commissi oners 
in that year, ot which i 18,500/. remains unimid. A turtlier Loan lias been 
nuaed by ihe Coipcvatlan, on behalf of the CcHumissionerit, of 153,00OA during 
the present year. Such loans are secured by the Bonds of the Corporatum 
(commonly called " CSty Bonds **), and the Corporation takes a duuge on, or 
mortgage of, the rates. 

For foil perticulan of the work of the Commissioners of Sewers, see 
separate Statnnent. 

Alrhough the majority of City Iiiiprovemc nts arc ttttctcii in the City 
through the Commissiuni:r.s of Sewers, the Corporation has ullcu itiken upon 
itself cooriderable public improvements, at its own expense, under varioua 
City Luprovement Acts. 

The City has, also, durliif^ the existence of the ^Ii-trupuliun liuarilot" Works, 
and also during the London County Coimcil's tenure of office, contrilnited its 
share (about one-eighth) towards all Metropolitan Improvements, these 
having been included in the Genml County Hate which runs in the City. 

Tlie Cor|xjration lias e.\.|H!n(le<l aiio*;ether in Tublic iiuprovenicnts, Works, 
and Buildings, since the year 1760, upwards of 10,500,000/., of which sum, 
between the years 1792 and 1861, it contributed out of its own iunds the 
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BUin of 908,500/. towards Metropolitan Improvements ; between the years 
1845 and 1861 a sum of 310,000/. towards City Improvenkmts ; maldiig a 
total mm of 1,S18,500<L 

In iulditiun to these amouatH, the Coq>oration voluntarily consented to 
apply the net proceeds (between 1862 and 1890) of their id. Coal Duty to 
City Improvements, including sncfa important alterations o£ Metropcditan 
tharoogh&res as ibe Holborn '^^adnet> Cannon Stieet, Queen Street) and 
Gnoedrarch Street, which duty, between these years, produced 3,100,603/. | 
and, consequent upon the abolition of the Coal Duties, they have contributed 
10i),104/. t(nrards. the diflchar^ of debt and interest on the Uolbom Valley 
Improvement. 

Beyond this, a further sum of 186,031/. l~s. Id. was voted by the 
Corporation out of the City's Cash in aid of setting faadL houses and widening 
streets and thoroughfiures (in all some 76 improvements), among these being ; —

If to this, the sum of 105,806/. be added, which was the amount spent by 
the Corporatioa in Dwellings for the Labouring Poor (from 1864 to 1876), 
and which provided rooms for the accommcKlation of 3(>0 fainiilics, consisting 
of 1,159 persons (exclusive of the expenditure of th(! Commissioners 
of Sewers ofi ^imilnr objorts charirwl ou the rates), it will be seen that the 
total amounts to 4,720,044/. is. id. 

The only (Sty Improvement towards which the London Coimty Coimcil has 
consented to contribute (although it is believed ap])lications have hem made 
hx tlio Commissioners of Sewers for grants in aid of all City Ttnprovements 
(■iirried out by the C<»mniis>i(iiu ra duriiitr the Connrirs existence) is the 
Bioomfield Street Improvement, towards which the Council has agreed to 
OQotiibute 6,000/. or 7,000/. ; but, in connection with Ihe recent widening of 
Ludgate Hill, ^Council has absolutely declined to make any grant whatever, 
leaving the Batepayers of the Oily to bear the eu&ee burthen. 

Tlie Corporation is constituted the Local Auihurity in the City, under the 
Electric Lighting Act. 1882 (45 and 46 Vic, cap. 56). In this, as in some 
other cases, the carrying out of the Act devolves upon the Commissioners of 
Sewers, throng whom the Corporation acts, and the expenses are payable out 
of the Cooaolidated Rate. 
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THE IRISH SOCIETY. 

A few years since, a crj was raised that the City and the Livery Companies 
held (bar estate in Ireland in a fiduciary capacity. Thme that raioed the cry 
foigoty if they ever knew, the terms on which the (My and the Gompaniea 
obtained thia property. The " plantation of Ulster " in the early part of iJse 
Beventeenth century was a work undertaken by them with the greatest rehict- 
ance, notwithj^t'indiriG; the ci^reat pmfit< were at the time held out to 

them a- likely to accrue fnnii the enterprise. .Motives and reasons to induce 
thft City of London to undertake ilie phmtation in the North of Lreland," 
were printed and cuwulated, and among theae trera ^ profits whidi London 
ebonld reodTe by the plantation. The Companies were equally, if not more, 
nnwillmg, than the (Mty, to jom the andertakin||;, and no Utile pressure was 
brought to bear upon diem before th^ gave their consent. 

The connection of the Craparation with the Estates in the Province of Ulster 
over which the Irish Society now exerciaes control, began in the year 
1609, in the reign of Jamea I. 

Owing to divisions between two great fiunilies (the O'Neila and O'Dohertya) 
who, in the reign of Queen BBaabeth, divided between them the whole of the 
Province of Ulster, with the exception of the Counties Down and Antrim, 
and who were in conf;t.ant, rebellion nirninst the English Crown, the whole of 
their estates were forfeited to the Ci-uwu. 

Two Commissioners were appointed, in 1602 and 1609, to enquire into the 
title of the Crowii to the ef^heated lands, and Iiiqiiisitlons wero duly held to 
ascertain and define tht»se that Avere forteited, teitretlier with the riglits, j)rivi- 
lege."*, and fisheries appertaining thereto, and a project was set on foot for 
establishing a Protestant Colcmy <m the asme, which received tibe Sing's 
approval. Certain conditiims were thereupon laid down finr observance by 
the Privy Council, and the English and Scotch people were invited to under- 
take the necessary work. The public, however, not respondintj to this invita* 
tion, King James directed the Earl of Salisbury. Lord High Treasurer, who 
had fir.-t eonceived the project of Protestant ecdouizatitjn, t<j write to the then 
City Uemembrancer (Sir Clement Edmonds), asking for a conference on the 
subject, and the Lord Mayor appointed a Deputation to consider the matter. 
Afber the lapse of a few days, the Lords of the Privy Council and the Corpor- 
ation of London came to an understanding, and the Corporation expressed its 
wilUngness to undertake the plantation, and on the let August, 1609; tlie Court, 
of Common Council appointed four representatives to proceed to Ireland to view 
the fitc of the proposed Colony, and report their proceedings and opinions 
thLTroii. llel'nre tlieir arrival in In land, iii-tructions had Wen sent to Sir 
Arthur Chichester, Deputy in Ireland, to select " discreet persons to conduct 
" and accompany them, who ahall be able to control whatever disparaging reports 
" may be made to them oat of ignorance or malice. Thectmdttetors must take 
** care to lead them by the best ways and to lodge them in Ihear travel where they 
may, if possible, receive Englidi entertainment in Englishmen's houses. . . . 
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" Th»! jMirsuns sewt with these citizens to conduct them must be pn pured before- 
hand to strengthen every opportunity thereof by daiumrttntioni so as they 
" may conceive the conunodities to be of good use and profit," Anything that 
was likely to deter the Comnussioners from repcMting fiivourably was to be 
kept in the background. On the other hand, if they should happen to 
express u wish for anything, " whether it Ije fishing, the Admiralty, or any 
other part which may serve for a motive to induce thcni," it was at once ti-> hi 
concede*!, and no private interests allowed to stand in the way. The pro- 
moters were bent ujxin getting the Citizens of London to believe that the 
undertaking would pay them, and they were not over scrupttloos as to the 
means to aocompliBh this end. After tiie return of the Deputation, the Court 
of Common Council appoint^^tl a C<^mniiltco to confer with the Privy Council, 
and after considerable negotiation. Articles of Agreement Mere (on the 28th 
January, IfilO) entered into bcruci ii tlic Privy Council and tlit- T'liritoration. 
Tlicse Articles* inrluded the misinL; ' y tin- ( ity of 20,000/.. the n -building of 
Derry ; the re-building of Coleraine ; the buyiftg up ol all intcrei>te>, &.c. j 
and the Corporation were to be put in possession of die Estates ; to have the 
patronage of all Churches in Derry and Coloraine } the cttBt(»tts for ninety* 
nine years ; the Office of Admiralty ; Salmon and Eel fishings of the River 
fiann and Lough Foyle, and other rights of fishing were to be granted in 
peri)etuity to the City. 

After the execution of this Agreement, the Irish Sot iety was appointed, 
ct insisting of a Governor (who iimst Ik' an Alderman), Deputy-Governor, and 
twenty-four Assistant*, six A."*»i8tants, including the Gt)vernor, being 
Aldermen of the City (the liccurder being albo an Assi&tiiut), and the Deputy- 
Governor and the remainder of the Asnstants being Common Coundlmen. 

The constitution of tlic Iri>h Sftciety has remained pwi-ely the same to 
the urcscnt day ; ami it is. elected annually at the Comijioii Cminfi! Jiext 
idi lowing tlio 2nd of t eijruary iu each year, wiien 12 new Members are elected 
to take the plsoe of the same number retiring after two years' service. 

Letteiii I'atent were subsequently granted embtxlying the c<mstitution o( 
the Society as above set out, and tlie Society was put in possession of the 
Estates. The Corporation raised the 30,000/. named in the Articles of Agree- 
ment by an assessment on the City Companies (which subsequently had 
]K>rtions of the Estate granted to them), but this amomit being found 
insuHicient, further assessments were made, and the amount raised evoitually 
exceeded 60,000/., a very large sum of money in those days. 

"About the year 1615, the Eatritis in Ireland, except the City of Loiubju- 
derry, the Town of Coleraine, and their contiguous lands, and the wooils, 
" forests, and fi^hprip;*. were conveyed to the res[M?ctive chief Compnnies, 
" according to idlutuient Ui.sed u|kju the contributions of the various Com- 
" piuiiee, and conveyances were executed by the Society, in 1G17, to the chief 
" Companies, of the kmds so allotted. The Towns of Londonderry and 
" Coleraine, with the lands attached thereto, and the woods, fiwests, and 
" fisheries, were retained by the Society." 
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Attempts were subspqTipntly mndc (nntahlv by the Star riiarii1)er, in t"h« 
reign of Charles I.) to Sfquestrate the K.-Jt^itesi, but the sentence ul' the Star 
Chamber cancelling the Charter was 8nbi*equently voted by Parliament to be 
imlnwfal and unjust, although the Corporation of the City of London ytaxd 
a fine of 12,00(V. to Charles II. in respect therec£ 

The Irish Society, in addition to re-building Derry, fortiHed it, and at the 
first Si^ of Derry (1(343) sent four ships toils relief with provisions, 
clothing, acoontrements, and ammnnition. Eadi of the twelve diief City 
ConLpiiniefl also eent two pieces ordnance. 

After the tenmnatioii of the Rebellbn in 1649, the CorpcwatiaQ smt over 
ConuniBBionen to settle aflairs, and a general survey of the land was made, 
which was afterwards lodged in the Si]rveyaar-Cr0aeral*s Office in Dublin. 

On the 10th April, 1662, Charles XL granted a fresh Charter to the Irish 
Society, and finesh Conveyances were afterwards made by the Society to the 
CompflDiee* 

The Corporation of London has always exercised a spedes of visitorial or 
superintending power over the conduct and proceeding of the Society. 

In 1832, an attempt was made by the Skinners' Company to make the 
Irish Socie^ accountable to the City CcMnpaniea for the disporition 

of their fund<, and a Chancery suit was Commenced with that olgect. 
The Corporation and the Irish Society were, however, successful on all points 
in opposing the Bill, and on the IHth Vnv - iiil>or. the Bill was dismissed, 

will) co;Jtp, bv t!><* MfiKter of the iJull^. i lie matter was subsequently carried 
to the House oi Lords, but tliat Inj ly upheld tlje decision of the Matiter of the 
Rolls (Lord Langdale) in every respect. In the course of his Judgment the 
Lord Chancellor (Lord Lyndhurst) said, speaking of the Society, "Now, my 
" Lords, if that be so, the conclosion I come to appears to me to be irresistible; 
" tliev are public officers, tin y have public duties to perft)rin of an imjKjrtKUt 
"kind. By the terms of the Charter of Charles II., indeptudently of any 
" general rejisoning, this pro]>erty i.< ^^iven to them for these very purposes ; 
*' they have applied it for these purfKJses. After they have satisfied the 
" purposes, which purposes are entirely in their discretion, they have been in 
** the habit o€ paying over the surplus fonds, in round sums I think it is stated, 

but, however, they have paid over the sarplus funds tu the diffisrent Com- 
** paniea in projxirtion to their original contributions, but that depends entirely 
" on the will of the Society, I mean as to the amount. They are to exercise 
" their judgment as to wlint is np«"essary for the performnnep nf their public 
" duties, and after they have satisfied these duties, altx-r they have aj>piied to 
" public objects what in their judgment — in the lair exercise of that judgment 
■* — is necessary for those objects, then it is, and then only, that the surplus 

which remains, subject to their discretion, has been usually paid over to the 

Compauiea. 

** Now, it ia perfectly dear, therafina, in this state of things, that they 
« cannot be considered aa Trustees fat the private benefit of the Com- 
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" pnnies. If thny are public officers, and have in any rcsjiect neglected 
" tiieir duty, they are liable to account, but tliey are not liable to 
** aooount to the Companies ; they may be liable to account to the 
** Crown ; they may be li»Ue to aoooimt nuaoonduct, to the CorporatiDn 
of the Gity of Londcm ; they are elected by the CSty of London ; they are 
*' half of them removed every year ; the City of London can exercise a con- 
"trol over tiiem ; if they misconduct themselves they can be restrained and 
" kept in order by the authority <^r tlie City of L(indf>n, or by tbe authority (if 
" these are public objects) of the Crown ; but they are in no respect, as it 
" appears to me, amenable to the private Companiea for the manner in wlxich 
" they difldiarge tihetr dntieB." 

In accordance with the proviwons of tliif Judj^ment, the rorjwrafinn of 
London has always exercised a species of visitorial or superintending power 
over the Society. 

In the year 1889) a Select Committee of the Houge of Commona waa. 
appointed to enquire into and rejiort as to the terms of the Charte rs by which 
their FRtate? in Ireland were granted to tlie Irish Society and to the City 
Conipiinifcs, and as to the Trusts and Obligations (if any) attacliing to the 
ownership of andi Estatea, and aa to the mode in which the sale of their 
Eatates had been effected, or ooald be effected CQDuatently with aucfa Truata and 
Obligationa aa might he ahown to have eodated, or then exiated ; bnt thia Gom< 
mittee only met two or three timea, and \ ery little progresa was made. 
They, however, rejxirted to Parliament that from the evidence of the witnessea 
examined, it npp<»ared tliat there was no complaint as to the manner in which 
the Irish Society had j>erfornie<l its. dutiea ; and with regard to the different 
City Companies, it was admitted that, till recently, they had acted with 
liberalily. Theyliad built Chnrchei and Schoola thftragfaont tiidr respective 
Diatricte, and had aubacribed with great liberality to the Local Chsritiea. 

They further rejiorted that tlie ( 'oinpanies had not, then, had an opportunity 
of giving evidence, or any ciplauation of the all(^tions made against them, 
and thttt aevenlof them had applied to be heaxd by Connad ; and they recom- 
mended that a Coanmittee on the aame autijeet Bhonld be appomted in the 

A Select Committee waa again appointed in the enauing Searion (1890) 
with a nmilar reference, and a masa of evidence waa talcen, bat the Committee 
reported, on the 24th July, 1890, tliat it was out of their power to conclude 
the investigation diu-ing that Session, and they accortlingly recommended the 
appointment of another Committee on the same subject iti the next Session 
(1891), merely contenting themselves by reporting the evidence taken. 

The Committee was re-appointed in 1891, and on the 4th May in that year, 

iflaned their Report ; since tlie date of which, legal jirocoedings have been com- 
menced, and are still iH ndin<r, in the Irisli Court of Chancer}-, to which the 
Corpomtion, t^e Irish Society, and several of the Livery Companies are 
Defendants. 
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PRINCIPAL OFFIOBRSb 



Rbcobdbb. 

The principal Office nndflr tiie Corporatioti is, undoubtedly, that ci 
Recorder, and it w also one of the most ancient. The Office exista hy 
preacripdon, is reoognised and confirmed by various Cliarter^, an<1 i.s of the 
Lijrhpst importance nnd dicrtnty. The Recorder is the Senior l>aw Offircr of 
the Cor] >urat ion and the Kepresentiitivc ot" the Lord Ma^yor and Altlermcn in 
their judicial capacity, and as sucli presides over the Court of Hustiug and the 
Mayor's CSotirt, the latter of which holds almost continuous sittings. 

A record oS his duties is preienred ao ftr hack as 1304, from which it 
would appear that the then Recorder (who was also an Alderman) was swwn 

"To well and faithfully render all the Judgments of the Hustanij:, etc., and 
" also all other Judgments toucliing the City of I^ondon ; to do justice to 
" rich and poor ; to oversee, order and cause to be enrolled all the pleas of 
" the Hunting ; and to come prepared to dispatch the business of the City, 
*' when lawfully warned." 

The Recorder is elected for life by the Court of Aldermen, and admitted 
and sworn in helbre that body ; hut by the Local Government Act, 1888, 
see. 4S, anb^sec 14, his appointment, though complete aa to municipal iunetiona, 

is now subject to the further appointment of Her Majesty to perform judicial 
ftinctions, before exercising such functions. The duties of the Office at the 
present day are very extensive, as will be seen from the following list. 

DUTIES OV BECOSDER. 

1. To advise the Court of Lord Mayor and Aldermen for their Ijetter 
direction in administering law and justice ; taking precedence of the Aldermen 
irbio have not served the Office of Mayor. 

2. By custom and Charter, to record, testify, and declare the customs of 
London by word of mouth. 

By a Charter of Edward lY. it is dedared to he : —

Thib mode o; proving tlie ancient City custom is always judicially 
recognised in the High Courts ; a particular custom oi Londou so certified 
Iwiiig afterwards conndered as settled law. 

3. To Attend and advise the Lord Mayor and Aldermen in the Court of 

Husting, and in the Mayor's Court, for Equity as well as Common Law, and, 
accordinfr fo tlip ctistmn of T.on<lon. to sit on the right hand of the Mayor 
in recording pleas and passing jadgmeute. 

•L. Being by Charter (Edward a Justice of the Peace of the City of 
Londoiu and by a suhaequent Charter one of the qimnim, to attend and assist 
ihe Lord Mayw at the Sessions for the (Sty. 

r>. As by another Charter (Edward VL) he is also Justice of the Peace 
for the Boroiig'h of Sonthwnrk, 5n thnt charactfr to attend and assist the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen in holding the Sessions there. 

6. Being by -virtue of his Office one of the Judges of the Central Criminal 
Court (4 and 5 UTilliain lY., cap. xxzvi.), in thatcapacityto dumgetbe Giand 
/Jury at the commencement uf each Session ; and to attend and sit daily at 
the said Court during the continuance of the Session. 

7. To [itteiid the Lord Mayor upon tlie presentation of Addresses from 
the Courts of Aldermen and Common Council to the Sovereign, Members of 
the Royal Family and other distii^piished personages, and on all important 
puUic occasions. 

N To attend the presentataon of, and to present the Lord llbyor Elect to 
the Lord Chancellor, for the approval c£ the Sovereign. 

9. To uitead tlie presentation of, and to present the Lord Mayor to Her 
Majesty's Judges, on his being sworn into Office. 

Tlii'" Recorder on this occasion rc-nd^ a Warrniit from th? Jt;syi-sr, CnmmonaltT 
and CiUecus of Londou appuiutiug Uieir Attorney to sue, prosecute, defend aud lay 
claim to nil iSbmt Liberties, PriTileges, FWwbiHS, m the Qaecu'l Booob Dintiott 
«{ the Hi^ Ocort^ snt pmjs tbst tbe Wsmst may be raoorded. 

10. To i»epare, when called upon, for the SetTetnryof State for the H<nne 
Department, reports on llie cases of Criminals tried before him whose ranission 
or mitigation of sentcooe is under consideration. 
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11. To attend all Courts of Aldermen and Common Council, when not 
engaged in the other duties of hie Office. 

12. To attend the CommitteeB of the Courts of Aldennen and CommozL 
CoonoU when r^uired. 

13. To peruse and aettle all Corporation Bye>kwa or Bills of Common , 
Council, and other important legal or ofKcial documents, and, without fee, 
to give advicf to the Corporation, or to anj of its Cammittpes or Officers, on 
matters n lating to the City's interests, whenever he may Ix' i-Ltjuired ; and, 
when bo ordered, to appear before any tribunal as an Advtxmte for the 
Corporation, bat not in otiier respects to practice at the Bar. 

The Recorder also holds the appointment of Hi^h Steward of Southwark, 
an Office in the gift ut the Court of Aldermen, and in that capacity holds the 
Courts Leet, as Steward of the Corporation, wliich ih Lord of the Manor of 
Soathivark. He charges the Leet Juries and appoints days for receiving their 
presentments as to nuisancesi &G, The Recorder is ex offieio a Commissioner 
of Lieutenancy, a Memher of the Irish Society, and of the City Commission 
of Sewers. He is also a Governor of the City and Guilds Institute for the 
advancement of Technioal Education, a Gov^or of Christ's Hospital, and. 
of the United Weetminster Schools. 

The present bolder of the Office was appointed on the 8th day of Febniaiy, 
1892, at a salary of 4,000/. \yer annum, and received the san^don of Her . 
Majesty to exercise Judicial functions on the lOth day of the same montii. 

The nomination of Assistant- Judge of the i^Iayor's Court rests with the 
Recorder. 

Chambkrlain.

The present occupant of the Office ^ras elected on liie dtib February, 1893, 

receives a salary <ji 2,000/. per aimum, and is subject to annual election by 
the Livery, in Common Hall. He gives Securit}% in his own Bond, to the 
Corporatk>n for 30,000/., and, by Guarantees, a similar amount. 

Town Cleke. 

The Town Clerk (oripnally called the Common Clerk ) is an ancient and 
chartered Officer, and forms a component part of the Corporation. 

The Office con be traced in the City's Records as &r back as the fifth year 

of the reign of Edward II. (1311-12), and it appears from an inspection 

of the Patent Rolls deposited in the Tower, of th- li' Edwnnl II. (131K). 
that {inter alios) *• the Connnon CU-vk U; vhosen liy tlie ' "oiiinioDuhy of the 
" City, and be removed according to the will of the same Commoualty." 

X 2 
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By Charter of Edward II. aiui again b} the Fifth Charter of 

Edward III. (1 355), the said Office and appointmeot were oonfirmed. 

At the period in question, the Town Clerk was paid by fees, like most of 
the High Oflicers of the Corporation. At the present time, this Officer is paid 
by salary, and he is subject to aimaal election by the Court of CommoD CounciL 

The duties of tlie Oftice of Town Clerk are as tbiiow : — 

To provide a book or schedule and ftarly enter therein an account of all the 
Charters, Records, Repertories, Journals, and other Mimimente, Books, and 

Documents, belonging to the City, in his official custody, and to sign the same 
and verify the receipt thereof within three calendar montlis next after his 
appointment to the Office, nw] to keep the same, at all times, in safe custody,in 
the Muniment I'ooms provided by the Corporation tor tliat purpose. 

To attend the Court of Aldermen, advise the Court on its procedure, con- 
duct its business, and enter on the Minutes and in the Repertories the budnees 
transacted by the Court, and issue its orders. 

To attend tlic Courts of Common Council, advise tlio Conrt on its prrxv^tire, 
conduct its business., ami entcf on the .Minutes and in the Journals the busi- 
ness transacted by the Court. 

To attend all the Committees appointed by the sud Courts, advise them in 

the conduct of their business and record their Minutes (excepting the Irish 
Society, City Lands Committee, Bridge-House Estates Committee, and the 
CommisBioners of Sewers). 

To attend the Common iiuU and advise and minute its proceedings. 

To attend upon the Lord Mayor and Aldermen on all Public and Ceremonial 
occasions. 

To generally advise the Lord Mayor, when so retpired. 

To advise oonceming the Laws, Customs, Liberties and Privileges of the 
City. 

To administer the Oath or Declaration of Utiice to the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, Sheriffs, and every other person admitted to any Corporate Office. 

To issue all Precepts to the sevmd Warda for the annual Election of Common 
Couneilmeu and Ward Officers, and to the differmt Companies of the CSty to 
assemble in Common Hall, whether for Elecdons or other purposes, and to 
issue all other Precepts that may be required, to the -several War Is and 
Companies of the City. To receive the Returns to such Frecepts and alao the 
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Wardmote Indentures, and the Return^ of t]ie annual election of WardOfBcere, 
and to perform such other duties us the Court of Aldermen and the Court of 
Commoa Council, or any Committee duly authorised by either Court, may 
from time to time impose or require. He hu also to carry out the dutiea 
especially allotted to him under the City of London Ballot Act, 1887) 
(50 and 51 Vic., cap. ziii.) 

The Tovn Oerk is one of the three Corporation Tnistees, He is, ex ojicio, 
a Commisrioner of Lieutoiancy for the City, and, by Statute and otherwise, 
an Inspector of Lamb's Charity and of Donkin's Charity. 

The present holder oi tlie Ottice was apix>inted ou the 17th July, 1873, and 
now receives a salary of 3,o00/. per annum. 

Common Sbbjkaht. 

This Office is, also, one of great antiquity, and the date of its creation ia 
not precisely Icnown, Iwt it is, like the office of Town Clerk, traceable as far 
hack as 1311. Thb Officer {wier aluw) was, by Letters Patent, dated 8th 
June, 1319 (confirmed by Charters of Edward II. and Edward IIL), directed 
to be chosen and removed by the Commonalty of the City. 

With respect to the duties of the Office, the name of the Common Seijeant 
has been inserted in the Commission of Oy^r and T^miner and Gaol Delivery 

at the Old Bailey for more tlian a century and a half, and is now ins« rti ! in 
the Act of Parliament (4 and 5 William IV., cap, xxxvi.) for establishing the 

CpiiTral Crirniiin! Court, and informations are filf^d in his nante njjainst 
jH']-snns fniuduleiitly obtaining their Freedom, or couimittiiig ott'ences subjcct- 
iijg them to disfranchisement, whenever such cases occur. 

The Common Serjeant attends at tlie Sessions House, Old Jiailey, during 
tli<- whole of the Sittings of the Central Criminal Courr, and presides a- one 
oi the J udges. In the unavoidable absence uf the Recorder, be charges the 
Grand Jury. 

He also •^its. in the absence of the Recorder, as one of the Judges of the 
T.ord Mayor's Court (20 and 21 Vict., cap. clvii.) ; a duty nercssitating his 
presence on two days, at least, at each of the monthly Sittings ot' the Court. 

He attends the Cununon Hall, and, in the absence of the Recorder, advises 

the Livery. He also <ubmit5i the names of candidates at tlic elections of Lord 
Mayor, Shi rifrs, Chanilierlaiii, Bridge- Masters, .Auditors, and other Officers of 
the Livery, and reix)rt» to the Court of Aldermen, in the name of the Sheriffs 
(whose adviser he is on the occasion), the results of the different elections. 

The Common Serjeant attends, when re'iuii ed, (and when not engaged in die 
other duties of his Office), and advises the Lord Mayor, the Court of Aldermen, 
and Common Cnimcil ; he also attends and advises the Committees, wlten so 
reriuired. He attends the Lord Mayor upon all public and Ceremonial 
occasions. 
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He is one of the Law Ofiioera of the Ckxporation. 

Until the passing of the Local Govemtnent Act, 1888 (51 and 5S Vic,, 
cap. 41), tiie dedaon to this Office rested with the Common CoimcU, but hj 
eeCi 42 (sub -sec. 14) of that Act, aU fhture appointments were vested in the 
Crown, and this new power was exercised by Her Majesty for the first 
time in August, 1892, bj the appointment of the present bolder to the Office. 

As the privili^ of fixing the salary and of defining the duties of the Office 
still remains -with the Corporation, the Ooort of Common Coundl resolved, oa 
the 28th <luly, 1892 (the date when the late Common Serjeant's resignation 
was accepted), that the future salary should be 2,000^ per annum, and that- 

*' the duties of the Office be as at present, subject to nny alteration the ronrt 
"may hereafter see fit to make, and esnhjerT to jKjwer being reservctl tr» tlie 
" Court of Common Council in case any permanent intirmity or other special 
" cause should at any time diaable the Common Serjeant, or that he should not 
" be competent duly to execute the Tarioos duties of his Office, to require sudi 
" Officer to resign, and in the event of his not resigning, to amove him 
" tfaerefirom.'* 



JUSQB OF THE ClTY 07 Lo»JX>N CoUKT. 

This Officer discharges duties similar to iJioae of a County Court Judge^ 

and in addition, exercises a special local jurisdiction given by the Lundon 
'(Cily) Small Debts Extension Act, 1852 (15 Vic., cap. Ixxvii.), and the cus- 
toman,' jurisdiction of the old Sheriffs' Courts. He lias the wnne jurisfliction 
in li(juity as the Judge of a C(Huity Court, iiirludiiiL'' the Windini^-uji of 
Building and other Societies, and Companies, In addiiiuu to all these duties, 
be exerciaea Admiralty Jurisdiction, the District thereof including five County 
Court Districts on the Nor&k side of it» Thames, and five on the South side 
of the Thames. 



JuDQB or THB Shbbitjs' Cov&t Uoldbk for thb Poultrt Cohftsr. 

This Officer, in addition to his duties as Judge of the City of London Courts 
is one of the Commissioners of the Central Criminal Court, and occasionally 
assists in the trial of prisoners at the Old Buley.

OOMPTBB. 

This Office is vacant ; but the holder of it is oititled to be put in the Com> 
missions of Oyer and Tenniner and Gaol Delivexy for the Central Criminal 
Court 
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ASSIRTABT JVDOB OF TBB MaTOR's CoOBT. 

The Recorder, who is the Senior of the Jud^^e> of the above Court, has 
power, under the seventh section of the P>oroiigh and Local Courts of Record 
Act, 1872 (3o and 36 Vic, cap, 86), to appoint a Deputy or Assistaut Judge, 
being a Barrister of not lew thim seven yeara standing, to ezecnte my 
particaUur duty or portion of duty of tlie Judge^ the app(»ntment to lie undo* 
atxdi Rnles and Refrulationa as Her Majesty, by order in Council, migbt 
direct* 

Her Majesty, by order in Couucil dated the 26th June, 1873, directt'd 
tiiat every Anivtant Judge appointed under the above Act, should be 
appointed by an inetrumeat in writing under the hand of the Judge, specifying 
the partimilfflr duty or portion of the duty of the Judge he is appointed to 

execute, and also the cause rendering such appointment expedient, and the 
period over u liich It is to extend ; the appointment not to be valid or take 
effect without the ajiproval, in writing, of the Lord Chancellor, and (in the 
-case of any Local Court of Recor<l of the City of London) without the further 
approval of the Corporation, under the hand of the Town Clerk. 

Owing to the great increase in the business of the (^ourt, it became 
necessary, in L^74, to appoint an Assistant Judge of the Mayor' !s Court, and 
the powfi s conferred by the above seetion were accortlingly exercised hy the 
then lU'corder, and an Assistant Judge was appointed *' for the hearing and 
determining any proceedings in, and any matters and things of, and relating 
** to, the llayor^a CSourt ; " whose appointmMit was subsequently confirmed by 
the Lord Ghanodlor, and by the CSorporation of Lcmdon. 

Since the date in question, it has been found necessary to coutiaue the 
services of an Assistant dud^e. the present occupant of tiie Ollice liaving been 
originally appointed by tlie lute llecordei" in 1888, and his appointment 
was oontinaed by the present Recorder j both appointments having been duly 
•confirmed and approved as above mentioned. The present salary of the 
Office is 1,200?. per annum. 

GOHMISSIONBB OF TBB GlTT POUCB. 

This Officer i<? re*<pons!hlt' tor the efficiency of the City of London Police 
Force, and for the preservalion ol' order in the City. t;|-Kju him mainly 
devolves the carrying into execution of the City Police Act, 1839 (2 and 3 Vic, 
cap. zdv.). He is appointed by the Court of Common Council, subject to the 
approval of Hot Majesty, and may be removed from office by Her Majesty, or 
by the Court of Aldennen, for misconduct or other rea8«Miab]e cause. 

The present CScmunissioner was appointed in 1890, and receives an annual 
salary of 1,300/. 
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COMPTKOLLEK OF THE CUAMBEB AND OF THE BrIDGE HoUSE ESTATES. 

Tilt rnmptroller of Uie Chamber, who is also Vice-Chamberlain, holds an 

ancient ( )ffici>, ■^\ lii<-li wns in existonre prior to the rLMirn rif Edward I. He 
is tlu- custodian oi tlio Title Deeds, Leases, Plans. &c..of the City's Property, 
aud is Clerk to the ( ity Lands and the Bridge-House Estates Committees, 
whom he advises, and whose Minutes he keeps. 

The Cornptmller, who is a cGrtifirated Snlicrtor. the Conveyancing Officer 
of the Corporation, and the following is a detailed list of the duties performed 
by him : — 

To attend the Court of Aldermen, when raqaired. 

To attend the Court of Common Council upon all occasions, and to attend 
the Lord Mayor at Common Halls, and upon all Pablic and Ceremonial 
oocasionB* 

As Vice-Chamberlain, whenever the Clmmbcrlain is prevented by illness or 
other cfiuse. and during a vacancy in the OtFu e of CiuiuiL»erlain, to admit 
persons to the Freedom of the City, under projier Orders and Kegulations, and 
to settle diaputee between Ifastera and Apprentkes, and to perfarm certain 
otiier duties of the Ghamberlaiiu 

To prepare aud lay before the Court of Common Council at tlio fir^t Court 
in February in every year, the abstract of the ciiarge upon the Chamberlain, of 
the Uents and Hevenues of the City and Bridge- House Estates. 

To prepare and engross the (Stjr Plate Indenture, and witness ihs Lord 
Mayor's execntkMi of the same. 

To keep in safe custo<ly the Title Deeils, Leases, Plans, and other 
Doeuments and relating to, the City and Bralge-Hoase Estates, and the 
aeveral Markets of the CmrporatiQn. 

To complete the general rental of the City and Kridge- House Estates, the 
accounts of fines and premiums received for Leases ; to attend the Auditors 
of the City and Bridge-House Accounts ; to produce and examine the said 
rentals, &c.,a8 a che^ againrt llie Cbamberlain, and to produce iJia oontmcta 
and proceedings of the (^ty Lands and Bridge-House Estates Committeesy 
and the Accounts of CoUectoia, Stc, aa toucIiwb to ^bib Auditors. 

To compile and lay before the several Market Committ-ees-, at eaeJi monthly 
meeting thereof, a return of the rentals, tolls, stallages, dec., of the several 
Markets, that the same may be compared with' the QttmberlaiiL'a xeturn in 
relation theretOb 
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To jjrejtarc and examine all Leases. To draw and sij^n all money bond* 
and securities, and prepare coupons to the same, when ordered. 

To investigate all Titles, prepore all Deeds, Conveyances^ OoDtracts and 
Agreements relating i<> Estates purchased by i2ie CSorporation, in whatever 
capacity, and generally (as before stated) to act us Conveyancer to th» 
CorporatioD, in respect of all or any of the Eittates, in trust, or otherwise. 

And to perform such other duties as may from time to time be directed by 
the Court of Coromon CouncO. 

The Comptroller is one of rhe three Corporation Trustees, and is (me of 
the three Custodians of the City Seal. He is, also, ex oj^do, » Trustee of 
Lamb's Charity, and Keeper of the Moniunent. 

The present Comptroller was appointed on the :i!6th June, lis79, and 
reoeiTes a salary of l,750f. per aonum. He is octt of the Law OflScers of the 
Corporation* 

He is appointed by tiie Court of Common Coundl, and is subject to annual 
election. 

Cmr Bemembbanoer. 

The duties of the Office of ReinemlinuK er are divided into three classes, 
viz : Ceremonial, Parliamcntaty, and Legal. 

The office has been filled oonlinaoasly from Elizabethan timea, and 
alliioagb it was orif^nally, and continued for many years to be of a Ceremonial 
and Secretarial chnrncter only, it apparently involved constant commonication 
with the Court and Ministera. 

In the year 1 (IS"), !in order was made for the Reriietul)r.incer to coutiuue 
to attend rarliameut and the offices of the Secretaries of State daily, 
and acquaint the Lord Ibycr with the public affiura and other bonneaa 
transacted there, rdating to the City. 

Thp Ceremonial duties of the Office involve all the arrangements necessary 
to be made upon the presentation of Addresses from the Corporation to the 
Crown, the Members of the Royal Family, or to either House ot Tarliament, 
the Corporation binng entitled to exceptioDal privileges on lliese oceasiona, 
ibr the due maintenance of wbieh the Bemembrancer ia re^Kmnble. 

On the dnmise oi the Crown, the Remembrancer has to take measures with 
respect t<> tlie Accr^ision and Pmclaniation of the Siiccesfor. He has also to 
attend the Court of Claims appointed at Coronations, make the Claims of the 

Y 
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Lord Mayor iiud Citizens, obtain their allowance and receive the orders in 
relation to the execution of them, and .to attend the Lord Mayor to 
St. James' Palace. 

On the Election of a Lord Mayor, he makes the necessary appointnient 
anrl :irraiij^cments for the presentation of the Lord Mayor Elect to the Lord 
Chaacellor, when the Sovereign's approbatioo is signified. 

On occasions of public thanksgiving and funerals, he takes the requisite 
meaaures for preeerving the privileges and dne precedence of the Corporation 
in Procession and Oathedral. 

He invites the Members of the Koyal Family and the great Officers of 
State to the Guildhall Banquet on the 9th November, and has to nrrnri'^e the 
receptio!! of the Comj)any in the Library and thfir seating in the Hall, and 
to pertorm similar duties on the occasions of other Entertainments in Guildhall. 

On the occasion of the Sovereign entering the City, he attends at the 
offices of the Lord Chamlierlain and the Master of the Horse, to make 
the necessary arrsnoementa connected with the ancient ceremony of snrrander* 
ing the Sword. 

The Rcmembninccr applies for, receive?, and distributes the Venison 
Warrants, to which the Lord Mayor, the Shcri(}'>. and other City Officials are 
periodically entitled, in acknowledgment of the ancient chartered right of the 
dtizens to have their " chaces to hunt " in Middlesex, Surrey and elsewhere. 

He also sends oot the " Goaeb Orders/' or Official Invitations, for the 
Eoster Banquet at the Mansion House. 

Tiie Parlinm mtirv flutios of" th-^ R'! n ^mS 'iri'^'^r involve a daily attendance 
at the Houses of Parliaiiv^iit. anl require ;i constant watching of all 
measures introduced, or proposed to be introduced, in order that the 
Corporation may be m&mted of all matters likely to aflect its interests. 
These duties necessitate constant communications with the various Public 
Departments and the Ministers and pormanent officials. For this purpose, 
the officuiils of both Houses of Parliament give him facilities of admission 
and attendance, and he eigoys the privilege of a seat under the gallery. 

He rqiortB to the CSonrt of Aldermen, or to the Court of Ccmimon Council 
(as the case may require), all Bills or Parliamentary proceedings that in any 

way affect the Corporation, and receives its instructions thereon, acting 
as its Parliament iry Agent when no other Agent is specifically instructed. 
Hp als > uL'ts in :i similar manner for the Commission of Sewers, but that 
hj ly doji not contribute rtnythin? towards the salaries or expenses of the Office, 
which are borne by the Funds of the Corporation.

The work of the Office has practicdly doubted in the last decade^ and Ju» 
now necessitated the Remembrancer having a pennanent Office at WestminBter, 
in addition to the Office at Gaildhall. 

The Remembrancor is otic iif tlif T,!nv Offifers nf the Corporation, and it is 
his duty, with his Colleagues, to advise the Corporation, or any of its 
Conunittees, on such pointe of kw as they may at any time desuie to aufatnit. 

The present holder of the office is paid a salary of 3,0(Ktf. per annom, in 
respect of the whole of his dutiea, &nd holds no other appointment and 
recoives no other emolument whatever. 

CiTT SOUCITOB. 

Altliongh this Office ia not of so ancient an origin aa some of those 
already dealt with, it nevaiheless appears from tlie City's Records that the 

•first appointment tliercto wns nv.vlv hy the Court of Aldermen so long ago aa 
the year 1545 (8th December, 36 Ileury VXII.}. 

Since the year 1755 to the present time, the City Solicitor has been 
appointed by the Court of Common Counal, and is now sulgect to annual 
dectum. 

The duties appertaiiiing to the Otlicc consisted from the earUest times in 
oondacting all legal proceedings on the part of the Corporation, for doing 
which he was formerly paid entirely by fees ; but, on the appointment of the 
late Sir Thomas Nelsm, in 1862, that system of paym^t was aboUshed, 

and a fixed salary was attached to the Office, clear of all Office exi^enses, 
and to include all emoluments wliatsoever. At the same time, t)ie Clerks in 
the City Solicitor's Office were prohibited from practisiDg as Solicitors. 

The following is a List of the Duties now pertaining to the Oflfice : — 

To conduct all proceedings whatever, at law and in et^uity, to which the 
CofporatioD is a party, and such other general business aa he may be 
ordered to do by the Court of Aldennaif the Court of Common OouncU, or 
by the Committ^ appointed by those Courts, and to attend, when necessary, 
all Meetings of such Courts or Committees. 

To prt'paro all Acts ot Common Council, 13ye-law8 and R^ulationB, and 
prosecute parties for disuijeying the same. 

To prosecute persons presented by ihe Inquests of the several Wards of 
the City for various offences and nuisances. 

To defend the Magistrates and OfHct i s of the City in proceetlings 
instituted against them for acts done in the execution oi their respective 

T ft 
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OlHces and tiie discharge of their several <lutiu«i, and to pror^ecute persous for 
assaults on Police and other Combitilee of the City and other Civil Oi&cers, in 
the execution of their duty. 

To pro^ipciitp nnd bring to Justiw nil moh porsons as the Court of 
Aldermfu, tiie Lunl Mayor, or the Silting Mniristratvs tor the time being 
may think proper to order to be prosecuted, where no public fund is provided 
for the purpose, and in coses where, from the parties being unaUe of themselves 
to prosecute, the delinquents would otherwise escape Justice. 

In carrying out this portion of his dttde^, he practically occupic? the saine 
position in the City as the Solicitor to the Treasury does in reganl to the 
rest of the '"ountry nnmfly, that of Public Prosecufor : frir. except in ca.sea 
of nuirder, the Public Fn»ci:mor invariably leaven oileiicc?* agaiii»L the 
Criminal Law occurring in the City to be dealt with by the City Solicitor ; and, 
consequently a large amount of criminal work is thrown upon him, the expense 
of which is mainly home hy the Corporation. 

To support convictions ; to bring actions for Offcncps nffectinpf in a fr*"neral 
point of view thi- iuhal/itaiits of the City^ — .such, lor instance, as stlUug by 
ialse weiglits, bulances and measures ; and comprisiiig a variety of Actions 
fi»r enforcing the provisbns of penal Acts and otherwise, as circumstances 
occur. 

To attend the Lord Mayra* an<l Sitting Aldermen, when rfKi|tnre<1, and 
advise as their Assessor od the hearing of special matters brought before tbcm. 

To support the judgments of the Mayor's Court and City nf London Court 
respectively, and to show cau^ on behalf of the City Judges against Writs of 
Prohibition and Mandamus. 

To sue the City's Tenants for arrears of rent ; to bring actions of ejectment 
to rcfover |>ossession of premises : to institute Suits for the performance of 
Con tracts : to support and defend tiie City's righls, privileges, and 
exemptions ; to institute proceedings against persons refusing to serve 
Corporate Offices ; to sue persons refusing to pay the several Tolls and Dues 
payable to the Corporation ; to conduct all prosecutions on the part of the 
City Police, and to enforce the observance of all Corporation I'yt -laws 
made under the several Acts relating to the Corporation Markets, the 
Public Hcttlth Act*, tlie Hii^lnvav;* and f,ocomotivo< Act.<. the Woi^ht^ anrl 
Measures Actii, the Petroleum Acts, rhi> ilx |)]n-lve< Acr.tiie Metropolil4in Water 
Act^, the City and other Gas Acts and other Acts relating to the City, or 
under which the CorporslioD is die Local Aii^ority ; to conduct all legal 
work (Conveyancing or otherwise) in eonneetion with Open Spaces under the 
control of the Corporation ; and to transact all such other business as may 
relate to^ or concern, the Estates or Revenues of the CorpcHration. 
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To attend the Queen's Remembrancer, and receive the Warrant of 
approval hy Her Majesty 'nf the Sheriffi of London. 

To attend befiire die Qaeen'a Remembraneaf to rend^ ancient aerviee, on 
behalf of the Corporation} in connection with certain property held of the 
Crown, 

To act as City BaililF, and cheek the receipt ci fines and forfeited 
recognizances by the Secondary of London, and to receive from him the 
same, on the part of the Corporation. 

To deliver in, piu'suant to the 4th Standing Order of the (^onrt of Common 
Council, at the first Meeting of the Court in April and October re->j>-'Ctively, 
a statement in writing (to be printed in the Minutes of proceedings of the 
Court) of all causes, suits, prosecutions, and other business then pending, or 
being carried on fay him by order of any branch of the Corporation, showing 
by whom ordered, and when ; aho the st^ite or stage thereof^ and the amount 
of any sums which shall have been pnid or advanced on account thereof, and 
the d;ite of every such piynient ; :iUn, ar t\w s-ime time, U) report all s,nch 
causes, suits, prosecutions, or other malwrs, or business which shall have 
terminated aiace bis last Report, with the results thei'eot^ and the amount of 
the ooets and expenses incurred in &e Mtme. 

The City Solicitor is not permitted to hold any other appointnRiit 
whatsoever, nor to en'4a;^'^c in the transaction nf professional busiuKSh toi-, or 
on i>elialt"of, any otiier parties tiiun the Corporation; but is required tj <ie vote 
his time and attention, at all times, exdusivdy to the business connected 
with his Office. 

The Office of City Soliritrir is di-^tinctly recognised as a Public one by the 
Act for consolidating and nincmiini^- tho several Laws relating to Attornej'sand 
Solicitors practising in England and Wales (ti and 7 Vic., c. 73). 

The City Solicitor also acts as Legal Adviser to the Commissioner of City 
Police, to the Visiting Committee of the City of London Lunatic Asylum ; and 
is one of the Law Othoers of the Corporation. 

He is afaM> Legal Adviser to the Governors of Emanuel Hospital, and the 
Trustees of the late Alderman Wilson's Charities. 

The present City Soliciuir wns apfKiinted to the Office on the 12th March, 
1883, and his salary is now 2,0U0^. per annum. 

SeCOiMDART. 

The Otlice of Secondary is auother ancient CSvic Office, the holder of 
it performing all the duties which ordinarily attach to an Under Sheriff 
tiie tenn " Seoondaiy " being synonymous wi^ that of Under Sheriff. 
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By the Charter of tiw S8 Henry VI., made with the Banction of Parliament, 
it was granted to the GitisenB of the City of London and their suooesBors to 

choose as often and whenever they slunild see fit all Under Sheriffs, Clerks, 
and Baiiiifs of the SbenSs of London of such for whom they are willing to 
answer. 

In the City Reooide of the thvd year of Edward II., 1309>10 [Liber D. 
Pol. 1] will be found the Oaths of Under Sheriff and Secondary. 

Fonnerly there were two Secondaries ; one of the Poultry Compter, the 
other of the Giltspur Street Compter. On the death of the Secondary of the 
Giltspur Street Compter, in 18SS!, the filling up of the Office was deferred for 

twelve months, and suhsequently for a further period of twelve months, 
during which time, at the request of the Court < >C Common Council, the duties 
of the Office were |)erformed by the Secondary ot the Poultry r<irTipter, ^vho 
receive! the emoluments of the Office, nnd who, on (he 20th December, 1854, 
was appointed Secondary pro tern, of the Giltspur Street Compter. 

On the 'leath of ^h>■ then ?( condary, in 1S7I. an Act of Common Council 
(16th yrivrmVxr. 1871) was passed, repealing tornu r Acts ;ind Rfp^l!ntions, 
and < niii ting that the name person should fill the Offices of Secondary of the 
Poultry Compter oud Secondary of the Giltspur Street Compter, under the 
title of Secondary of Ihe City of London. 

The Ofhce ol Secondan- is held d!r('< t from the Corporatiou, wliich in liable 
to the Crown for any misconUuci ou die part of the Sheriffs, Secondary, aud 
Sheriffs' Officers. The Sheriffs, personally, derive no pecuniary benefit from 
thdr Office, and they and the Corporation ore indemnified ajpiinat loss by the 
Secondary, who gives a Bond to the CorporatioD, himself in an unlimited 
amount and with two Sureties jointly and severally bound in the sum of 
2,500/., to efficiently discharge all the duties devolving uyton him as the 
representative of the Sheriffs ; his official place of business i^eing called the 

Office uf the Sheriffs of Londou." 

TBX VOLLOWINO ABB THE nmES OT THB OFFICE! — 

1. To execute and return idl Writs and prrw'ess directed to the SheritlV of 
the ritv (jf Linidon. Writs ot inquiry issued out of the High Court are held 
in the Secondary's Court before the Secondary and a Jury sitting at Guihlhall. 

2. To cnqnirr into the responsibility of persons offered as bail, and accept 
the same, if sufficient. 

3. To attend the Sittings of the Courts at nisi priits for the trial of CSty 
actions at the High Court of Justice, and to attend the Sessions at the Central 
Crinunal Court during the trial of the City of London prisoners. 

4. To obtain frcun the Authmities of the several Wards, Returns of persma 
qualified to serve as Jurors, and from the Ust of persons returned to empanel 
Ccnnmon Juries, summoniiig them finm the Warda in rotaUon, and to eactract 
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the namei of sack penons as are described m the Return as competent to aerve 
on Spedal Jnriea, to be afterwards numbered and drawn by lot bjr the 

Secondary or his representative ; to attend such Officers with tlie Special Jn^ 
book, and ;4eneraliy to perform all such duties as may from lime to time 
devolve upon the Sherifl« of London in respect of the preparing' of Jury Lists 
and the Bnmm<inin<r and r<»turn of Jurors lo ihc resjxjctive Court-; of Queen's 
Bench, CajuUiJ Crimiuul Gmrt, Mayor's Court, City of London Court, and 
Secondaxy'a Court. 

5. To execute Precepts for empanelling Compensation Juries. These 
prcf-eptf nrv ipsuM by Railway Companies nnd Government Departments to 
tlie SheriJls ul" ilic City of London uncier the Lands Clauses Consolidation 
Act, Post Office Sites Act, and Special Acts. The hearing is before the 
Secondary and a Special Jury, who, in most of the cases, have previously viewed 
the premiaes. By reason of the enormous value of City property, the cases tried 
are mostly important ones, and occupy several days. Leading Queok's Counsel 
are usually engaged for the parties ; and it is no uncommon thing to record 
verdicts of from 15.000/. to 30,000/. Appeals have taken plncc to the 
Divisional Court, and e\en to the Oonrtof Appfa!, que^til)uin:: tlie Secondary's 
directiou to the Jury, or the jurisdiction of tiie Jury, but, hitlierto, unsuccess- 
foUy. 

G. To superintend and direct the duties to be performed by the Serjeants* 
at'Maoe and their Ycomuu. 

7. To attend the Queen*s Remembrancer, with the CSty Solicitor, on the 
receipt of Warrants of approval of the new Sheriffia by Majesty. 

8. To attend belbru tlie Queen's Reiuenibruucer oii the iilsL Octoijer, to 
render the accounts of the Sherifis of London, and give such assistance as 
may be necessary in p.'tsing the same. 

EBTBSA.T8 OF FINKS, ^bc. 

9. To levy and eolln t ;t!! fines and fui-fritcd rffognizniifcs in tite City of 
London, and to bund over the proceeds to the City Solicitor, as the City 
Bailiff. 

The Corporati<ML is entitled to all fines, forfeitures and amerciauients. and 
also rof^'onrFiiznives and sofurities for keeping the peace, by the Chnrter of King 
Edward ill., dated (ith March, 13"27, and by the Chart*!- of r!ie iiird 
Henry VI. By the first Chartw of Cliarles L all recognizances Ibrfeited at 
aiuy Session or Sessions of the Peace, holden for the City of London, are 
granted to the Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizena of the City of London. 

The Sheriffs, under the custom of tli(« City, were allowed tO take tlu >i 
fines, &c.. i\o part of tlieir emoluments, but nn Act nf Common Council, of 
the 28th October, 18(>U, was passed abolishing this custom. 
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The SSnd and 23rd Charles II., cap. 22, which regulates the levying of 
fines, due to the King, contains a saving clause for the rights of the City. 

The 3 George IV., cap. IG, <^Ives a n;:lit of a{)])t'al fn Quarter Sessions with 
reptrd to foi-foitw! recognizances, uud also contains regulations for Sheriffs 
levying tines, &c. ; and sec. 16 saves the rights of the City. 

The 3 and 4 William IV., cap. 99, regulates the rendering of Sheriffs* accounts 
to the Crown. 

10. To attend the meetings of the Courts of Aldamen and Courts of 
Common Council, when mattns relating to tiie business of the Sheriffs are 
under consideration, and aid the Lord Mayor and Sherifis witJi his counsel in 
the maintenance of the peace of the City. 

11. To take securities on the part of the Sheriffs, firom Uie Serjeants-at- 
llaoe. 

l^AULIAMEMABY ELECTIONS. 

12. To superintend and conduct) underthe Sheriffs, Elections for Members 
of Parliament for the Cily of London. 

The Secondary, on vaceipt of the Writ, gives notice of the day <tf nomination 
and election, and the day of poll. He provides rooms for the nominatioii and 
election, and in the event of a poll, polling stations, presiding officers, poll 
clerks, &c. 

He presides over and superintends tlie poll, and the casting of the votes, and 
makes the return to the Cleric of the Crown, and generally p«forms all 
matters connected with the election as prescribed by the several statutes. 

.BLSCTtOHB nr COMHOK HALL. 

13. To superintend and conduct all Elections of Corporate Officers by the 
Livery, such as the dection of Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, Chamberlain, Bridge* 
Masters, Auditors, Ac. 

On a poll being demanded, the Secondary, by virtue ot the City of I-oiidon 
Ballot Acf, 1887 (60 and 51 Vic, cap. xiii.), becomes the Returning Otficer, 
The election (wilik certain modifications) is ctmdocted in the same manner as 
an election unda- the Ballot Act, 1872. 

RBOISTRAIIOV. 

li. To perfbrm all the prduninary acts necessary to carry into eftet the 
provisions of the Acts of Parliament for forming a Register of Parliamentary 
and County Electors for the City of London. Under 6 Vic, c 18, sec 56, 

and amending Acts, in the City of Lcndon (f< r B^stration purposes), the 
Secondary acts m a similar capaci^ to the Town Clerk of a Municipal B<»ough. 
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By sL'c. 20 of the same Act. on or betort' the 2ut\i July in every year, the 
Secuudary issues his precujjt to the Clerks of the Livery Companies, requiring 
them to make a Return to him, on or hefore the last day of July, of the 
penons qualified to vote at the Election of Membm of Parlianient. These 
Returns are exhibited by the Secondaiyat the Royal Exchange and Cruildhalt, 
fi>r fourteen days. 

On or before the 25th of Av^ust, the Secondary makes out, bigus and 
publidies, the Usts of Claims and Objections to the Livery Lists.

On bdng notified of the api>ointment of the Revising Banister, the 
Secondaiy gives pabhc notice in the several Qby Parishes of the time and 
place for holding the Revision Court.

As soon as j»«sible after rhe 2oth of August, ibf Secondary forwards to 
the Revising Barrister an abstract of all claims and objections. 

On the Barrister giving dates for evenmg sittings, notices of the same are 
published throoghont the City. 

Till- SLcoiirliirv nttends all the SittiriL'^s of the RevisiriLr l^nrrist T's Court 
and arnuii'es witli the Ki visiuir barrister w hen the several lists are lu be revised 
llic Overseers' Costs taxed, and gives notice to the Overseers ; and on receipt 
of the lists from the Revising Barrister a copy is made for the printer. 
Objections sustained are struck out, and Claims allowed inserted. The names 
in the lists are numbered consecutively, and a full and complete index is 
I»«pared of the Livwy Companies and Parishes. * 

The preparation of the City of London Register of Pfirlianieutary and 
t'ounty Eltitors involve^ con-iilor;i!t!y mure lalK)ur and cjii-e than other 
Registers of ihe like iiuluif, o\v lug to liiu great number of lists, viz., those of 
76 Livery CiJiupanies and 116 Parishes.

15. To prepare a Register of Electors In Common Hall, in accordance with 
the provisions of sec. 4 of the City of London Ballot Act, 1887.

all the duties oniinarily appertaining to the office of a Returning Officer. 

lie issues lu8 pi*ecepi to tiie Overseers ot tijc several I'juitslies vviUiin ilie « 
Borough, reodves the Lists of Voters, Claims, and Objections, attaids Revis- 
ing Barrister's Court, and performs all such other duties connected with the 
Register of Voters for the Borough as are required by the 6 Via, cap. 18, and 
amending Acts. 

His duties further include the receiving of Requisitions from the inhabi- 
tants of Southwark, the appointment of Public Meetings on Petitions, 4&c., to 
the Throne or to Parliament, the presiding at such Meetings, and the 
presentation of any such Petitions, &a, as tuay be dftoided upon.

(although the basineas tranaacted ia now, uaoally, of a femal ehaiaeter), 
and to attend himself. 

lie has, also, to attend the Aseizeti and Quarter Sesfeious for the County of 
Stirrey, when required by law : To execute all proooanes of the Borough 
Court of Record and appoint Offioera of that Court : To fix days in cadi year 
for the hearing of complaints airainat any of his Officers, and to lay a copy 
of the noiikse bafixe the Court of Comman Goundl ; to hoar such complaints,

The Coqxjration pay* this Officer a wnrlv salary <if 10.'/.. in additioii to 
which he receives tlic urilinary fees pjiyaljle l<> a U« i iirniuf^ Utticcriii cmmection 
with Parliamentary and (Jounty Elections, an<i tiie prejiaration of the R^jisbers 
of Voters ; he was appointed in 1885, and be is subject tu annual election. 

GOBOKBR VOR LOMDOM AND SomCHWABK. 

The Lt>rd Mayor in, hy custom, the Coroner for London, but the officiating 
Coroner is electetl by the Court of Common Cf>uncil, in pursuance of the 4th 
Charter of Edward lY., and is admitted to office by the Court of Aldermen. 

The rig^t to elect a Goroner for the (Sty waa purchased by the Corporation 

fbr the sum of 7,000/. The right to elect a Coroner for Southwark was 
conferre<] upon tlie Coqwration (also in consideration ot a money jxiyment) 
by Chnrtpr of Edward VL Tliif officer execute;* the usual functions of a 
CoriJiit r in tlie City of London (including the lemple, »Scc.) and also in 
Soutliwarii;, and his juristliction includes the Thames opposite both the City 
and Sonthwark. He makes an annual return to the Home Secretaiy of all 
Inqueata held during the preceding twelve months, with minute particnlara, 
and also a return of deatha irom stamtion and priTation, and (recently) 
from the use of revohren. 

s 2 
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Tn addition, he perfomis very iinportnnt. fuucr'u»iis under the City of Loiulon 
Fire Inquests Act, 1888 (51 aud 52 Vic., cap. xxxviii.), which was obtiiiived by 
the Gorpooration as a private Act for the better protection of the City of 
London from fire, and provider for the holdhig of Inquc«t« in cases of fun 
where no deaths have arisen. 

The roniTnisjiioner of Citv PoHre riii<! tho Ohipf Offir-cr of tlie Metnipn]tt;iri 
Fire Brij^dt* are required to forthwith report to the i'oroner all fires ixicurriiij; 
in the City of Loudoa or the Liberties thereof, where there hu^ bceu loss or 
injury ; and the Coroner mnst hold an enquiry if he is of opinion that proper 
cause eacwto, or if the Lord Ifoyor, or the Lord Chief Justice of £nghuid, or 
one of Her Mi^esty's Principal Secretaries of State, so order. 

The Coroner exercises similar jurisdicti«»n under this Act to that exercised 
by him when holdiuj^ {x>8t-m(jrteTn Tnqtiesf*, and the enquiries are to bo held 
in the same manner as a post-mortem Inquest. 

The Jnry may find a Yoxliet of Arson, and their Yerdict or liiquisition has 
an the fixve and effect of an Indictment. 

If any person found by the .lury giiilty of Arson is not present, he is to be 
arrested and taken before an Alderman sitting at the Mansion House or 
Guildhall Justice Kooni-j. \\'it!nn sevpn dny^^ of the termination of such 
Inquest, a report in writmg is required to be sent to the Lord Mayor and tjo 
the Home Secretary, with a copy of the depositions, aud any remsirks thercou 
as may he deemed necessary ; and fiill power is given under the Act to the 
Coroner and jury, not only to view the pranisea where the fire has happened, 
or where it may be suspected to have orirrinated, but also otlier premises, even 
altliough forming part of the Liberties of the City of London situate within 
the County of London. 

These Inquests are very iiuportfiut, iiivolve much care, and occupy a con- 
siderable time, and are believed to have had a deterrent ^Gact In some 
cases of targe oonfiagratioDB it bos been &und expedient for the City Solicitor 
to attend and watch the proceedings, m the interest of the Public. 

The City G)roner daily receives from the Metroi)olitan Fire Bri^nide n 
rejHjrt of all fires which have occurred the previous day tliroughout the 
Metropolis, fix>m which it is his duty to extract jmrticulars as to those which 
have occurred within the City, and to bold Inquests where he deems it 
necessary. 

As will be seen from the annexed Statement, tlu; number of Fire Inquests, 
where no dcnth has occun*ed, held sirici' the pis^inir of the Act in 1H.S8, to 
the 24th June, 1893, is .59, and for the extra work caist u|h>ii the Cxjroucr by 
this Act, the Corporation allows lum an additional 100/. per aimum. 
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The immber of ordinnry post-mortem Inquests held in the City from 1885 
to 1893 (inclusive), ma 1,<!89, the number held in Soathwark daring the 
same period, was 3,40S. 

Tin- (Vir|Miration also piys out of its own hinds 935/. per annum (making a 
total siilory of 1,0352.) to present Coroner, and he receiver from the 
London Couatj Council, out of the rotefl, (in consequence of the proriaons 
of the Local Grovemment Act, 1888), a sum of 133/. towards hia salary for 
the dischai^ by hint of bis dutie.s as Coroner for South wark, }mng the 
amount which waa previously paid by the Surrey Magistnitea.

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Clerk of the Peace. 

This OflSce waa ori^ally attecbed to that of Town Clerk, and the duties 
were executed by a depnty appointed by that officer, until the year 1801, 
when, upon the death of the then Town Clerk, the Coort resolved that the 
same should be a distinct and separate office. 

The Clerk of the Peace for the City uf London formerly, h1»o, held the 
office of Clerk to the Licensing Mi^strateM, but the two offices were sqnmted 
in 1859. 

The Office was in times past paid by fees, the original scale brin'jf fixed by 
the Court of Common Council nn the 7th of Dc<:cmber, ISOl ; Imt Ity 
8ubse<|uei)t Acts of Parlianxent miiiiy of such fees wore tnken away, and by 
the 14 and lb Vict,, cap. 65, the power to make a sicale of fees was given 
to the Justices, with the sanction of the Seoetary of State ; aecL 9 of the soid 
Act also giving to the Justices the power to fix the remuneratirai of the office. 

Upon the severance of the offices of the Clerk of the Peace and Clerk to the 

Justices, the salary of the Clerk of the Peaoe was fixed by thf Jiiriticis in 
Quarter Sessions at 210/. per annum, Iil' payitig the salary of clerks, stationery, 
Ixwks, &c., the fees from that date being [wid mto the City's Cash ; and the 
salary being pud under an order of the Court ctf Aldermen. 

Since 1S65, llie salary baa been 2001. a year, indoding all expenses ; the 
fees, as fonncrly, bong paid into the Chamber. 

The present occupant nf the Offirp was appointed on rhv. 1 Jth Se[)tember, 
lH6;'j, at a salary of 200/. yter annum, to include all the expenses of his Office, 
aud the salary remains the same at the present time. 

His duties an «sfi>l]ow : —

evidence.

Court, and to draw up the same hr the use of the parties interested. 

To prepare and pacss Bills of Indictment to be preferred to the Grand Jury, 
and to enter the Pleaa, Verdicts, and Judgments, and other Proceeding* 
thEreon* 
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To make out for the of the Court lists of the thuls and busiucsa to be 
done. 

To nuke Alwtnuits of all iDdictmeata for the use of the Court. 

To file nil Ifocriiriiizanccs and Convictions returnefl to the Sesaious, anil 
a,\so all Petitions and Appeals, and to draw up all Orders made tliereon. 

To take Affidavits, and to Adminieter the Oaths of qualification for 
Offices, and to enter the appeamnoes and de&ults of the partieB bound bj 
Eeoognizanoe. 

To make out a Calendar of prisoners convictefl, acquitted, and discbar^^ed 
by proclamation, and those touching whom any piulualar orders are made by 
the Court, and to disehaxge the recognizances of persons who po^fonn the 

conditions thereof : and put in process to tlie Sheriffs or Bailiff at tlie vnd of 
each Session the rpcognizancea of persons who make default, either before 
the MofriBtratc' or tiie Sesgtons ; and also all fines and amerciaments set 
and iin])osL>d hy tlw Court, and subhcquently to disdmrge such as may be 
remitte<l ; and lu deliver a copy thereof, yearly, to the High Court of Justice. 

To issue process upon indictments found; and to make copies of 
indictiut nts, records, coavictions, and other matters, and to certify such 
copies when required. 

To empanel Juries in Compensation cases under the Act for widening 
the streets of the Metropolis, and to draw and engross all Kecords of the 
findings of those Juries. 

To prepare and make the necessary zetums to writs of error and eeriioran. 

To file notirc*?5 of Freemasons' Lodges, and appointments of ComraissionerB 
of Income Tax within the City, and to deliver out Certilicatee of the 
eurulment of such appointments. 

To make a Return to the Seeretary of State, each year, of all Prisoners 
committed or held to bail, showing the nature of the indictments presented 
agamst such of them as are indicted, and the verrlicts thereon, together with 
the judgmenti^ of such as are convicted ; and also a Ketom of Appeals from 
<xmviction8 by Justioes out of Sessions. 

To receive and retain all Maps, Plans, Sections, Bodts or Writings, or 
Extracts or Copies of the same as shall be deposited under the Standing 
Orders of dtber Hou^e of Parliament, and make such Memorials and Endorse- 
ments on, and give such Acknowle<lgmeiitsS and Ret-eipts in resjxict of the 
same as thereby direntfl. atifi r<i {Krmit all jKjrpous interested therein to 
inspect the same, aud make extracts Irom or copies thereof 
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To tiix Co>^tn ill matters of Pnrish, imr\ othor. Appeals and the General 
ButiioeM of the Sessions, as also all matteris cuimected with ParLsh iiusiuettii. 

To attend the Meetings of Magistrates whei required, and to make each 
vetums and reports aa they or the Secretary of State or Parliament may from 

time to time reqiiiro ; and gcnpnilly to perform such otlur duties, and to 
preimre all other docmuents under the orders of the Court, or retj^uired by 
statutes. 



The i)resent Clerk of the Peace apixjinted a Deputy on the 12th April, 
1870, which appobitmeiit was sanctioQcd and allowed by the then Lord 
Mayor, and entered amongst the Records of the Peace, and baa beeo oontioued 
to Uie preeent time. 

Grrr Susvbtob. 

This Officer was fcvmerly designated Architect and Surveyor, but on the 
appointment of the present occupant, although the duties of the Office remain 
much the same as formerly, the designation was altered to that of City 
Surveyor. 

His daties inetude attendance on the Court of Aldermen, Court of Common 

Council, and Committees, whenever required : Making surveys and valuations 
ot all Cdrporate Estates, wht'ihcr Trust property or otherwise ; advising 
as to the lettiugs of all pro|)en v. Market or otherwise ; prei>:irin£r all ncce^ssary 
Plans for the puri»ose ; surveying all pro|>erty agreed to be let ; u> see that 
llie terms of Contracts, whether for new buildings or repiurs, are beuig duly 
carried out ; pre] taring ail plans necessary £ot the Agreements and Leases ; 
directing the«ale of materials of old buildings ; paying the proceeds to the 
Chamberlain ; determining all ijuestions between Tenants relating to p:irty 
walls, &c. ; examining all Drawings relating to intended nrw liuildiiigss du 
the Estates ; surveying every year i»remif«ej< the T.en«e> rif which will expire 
within the following three yejvrs ; prejwiring Schedules of dilapithitions 
thereon ; re-survepug as may be required ; iiseeHsiug value of dilapidations 
where re^piired ; advising with respect to the preservation of inghts 
appertaining to the property ; correding Plans of the property and preparing 
new ones aa may b* re<|iured ; advising (in conjuTiction with the Remeu)- 
brancer) u]X)n all Parliamentiu-y undertakings, whether projKjsed by the 
Corjioration or (ither?» ; prejwring Plans an<l Kstiniates for the arquisition nf 
property. &c. ; giving Evidence whenever rc!<|uired ; advining luid uegutiating 
in Compensjition Casea j advising and negotiating for Purchasing, Selling, or 
Ezdianging ui' pr()])ertie8; advising in connection with Entertsinments, 
Receptions, &&, to be given by the GorporutioD ; supa^ntending the fitdng 
up and adaj)tation of Rooms, Ac. ; exiunining all Bills in ouinection there- 
with ; directing all Works of Repair to public buildings and property in the 
occupation of the Corporation ; e.xaminiiig the Time Sheets and paying Wagea

preparing annually Schedules of Muterials, &c., required for work ; directing

Tho present occupant of the Oflloe was appointed in 1891, at a salary of 
1,000/. per annuin, and he is snliject to annual Meetion, 
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THE LIEUTENANCY OF LONDON. 



The Lieutetum^ of llie City of London is a OommiMion named by the 
Crown and issued under the PtivySesl under an Act passed in 1678 (Id and 
14 Charles IL). 

The Commission is issued frau time to time on apiilicatiou to the Secretary 
of State for War hy tlie existing ComnussionerSj or by the Lord Mayor, who 
38 head of tlie r*'iiniiiis>ioQ, and the Commissioners have similar powers to 
those vested in a Lord Lieutenant within his Counly, so &r as relate to tiie 
Besenre Forces. 

The Commission consists of: — 
The Lord Mayor, 

The Aldermen, 
The Recorder, 
The Chamber lain, 
The Town Clerk, 
, The Common Serjeant, 

The Deputies of the Gtj of Lond<»i for the time heiog. 

(All the aboYe are e»-0jkw Lieutenants.) 

Tlie Lord Mayor may also recommend to Her Majesty, for apj>ro\Til by the 
Secretary of State for War, Directors of the Bank of England, and other 
eminent Merchants and Citizens, for inclusion in the Oonunission ; and it has 
been customary to continue in every new Commission those gentiemeu 
Hpecially named in the former C<jnimission, although they may have ceased to 
hold the appointmnit 1)y virtiu' of wliieli tlu v were nri<nti:illy nominatod, 
and unless any of the ( 'mnLiiissioiiers in the toriner Commission should iiave 
become di^qualitiet^i by Uuikruptcy, insolvency, or other sufficient cause. 

The ix)wers of the Commisskmas are regolated by the following Acts of

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The pay, anning) clothing, of the Militia are defrayed by the Govern* 
ment in the aame way as the other Uilitia Regiments of the Kingdom. 

The necessary charf^cs and inculental expenses (includiiif;; those of the 
Commission, and the ^upjiorf nnd niniiit^^nanrr of the Urad Quarters nf the 
Militia) are defrayed out uf thv Tropliy Tax, whicli tlie C\jituiuji(»i»HK;rs are 
empowered to levy every ) car (but wlucli, as a matter of fact, is usually 
levied ahout once in three years, and amonnts on an average to a rote of 
about ^d. in the £.) 

The Trophy Tax or Militia Rate, (there beinj^only one rate levied) is raised 
nndrrthr Warrnntof the Cmwn by virf ue of 1 .'^i and 1 1 Tnr. II., np. 3. iipoti tho 
precept of tht' d iinmis<?i()ners dLieettd to tht; AUh rman and Deputy of eaci» 
Ward commanding them to assess their respective Wanls, and in case of 
de&nlt the same power is given to the Commisabners ; but, by 1 Geob IV., 
cap. 100, no Warrant can he issued for the purpose until the Aldermen (aa 
Justices of the Peace), or the majV»rity of them, at some General or QuainT 
Sessions of the Peace for the City, shall have examined and allowol the 
Account? of the Trophy Tox last raised and rertifi^^l tlie mme to the 
Commihsioin rs. nnd a dn]»li< atf dI such Account certific<i under a Declaration 
mode before a Magistrate, is re<|uired to be delivered by the Clerk to tlie 
Gommiseion, to the Court of Common Conndl. 

A saving clause was introduced into tlie Army Regulation Act (34 and 35 
Yict, cap. 86), preserving the right to levy the TrQ|diy Tax. 

Her Majesty's Lieutenants for the City of London have the priviK i.'-o, by 
custom, of being received, upon presenting any address, by Her Majesty n[X)n 
the Throne (the same as the Corporation) ; the Lord Mayor, as the head of the 
GonmuBsioo, presenting the Address. 

To oonetitute a Court of Lieutenancy, CommiBsioners are required to 
be present, and the Lord Mayor or au Aidemum must form one of such 
quorum. 

The Court, which meets monthly, appdbits a Clerk and oliier necessary CSvil 
Officers. 

The Records of the Conimissicm are preserved, it is hdieved, m a r^lar 
series from the year 1676.

The Lmuitie Asylums Act, 185S (16 and 17 Vic, c. 97), bttving requind 
that saturate provision should be made for the care and treatment of the 

iiisune }»oor, it beaune neoessaiy to provifJc an Asylum for those of the City 
of London (purtlj chargonble to tlie City of London Union, and partly, in 
the abh^ence of a County liate, to the Cor|)orati(»n"). then located in different 
l>icen»ed houses in und near the Metrojx)li8, and at!ommittee wasc<)U»e(iuently 
appointed by the Court of Common Cooncil, in tlie year 1863, to parchflM fl 
site and arrange far the construction of the Institutiaii. This BuQding 
CSomnuttee comprised 11 Aldermen and 46 Comicilhirs, and sat regularly 
between the yean 1862 and 1866. An appropriate site of 33 acres was 
found at Stone, near Dnrtford, Kent, and was pnrehfi?pd hy the Corporation 
uiu of its own fund-', and thereon wm ei*ected at the Corporation's expense 
(and not by meaus of a County Rate), and at a cost of about 77,0004 
(including the purchase of the freehold), an Asylum for the reception of 12$ 
patients of dthor sex. This Asylum was opened on the 16th of April, 1866. 
On its completion, the Building CJommtttee gave place to the Oommittee of 
Visitors, composed of the Members of the Court of Aldermen and tiie 
■Recnfder, in their cnpncify of Justices, and anntially apix)inted at tlio LannnrA' 
t^uartei' Sessions for the City of London, and who dischaz^ged their duties 
under the provision** of the Lunatic Asylums Act, 1853. 

Aldermen pen in|r the nfficp of Sheriff were exempted (under the Standing 
Oixlers of the Court of Aldermen) from serving on the Committee during 
their year of office. 

This (Committee continued to control and govern the Asylum until the 
coming into operation of the Local GoTemment Act, 1888 (51 and 52 YiCf 
c. 41), wben, in pursuance of sec. 41, sub^see. 1 (a) the powers and duties 
ofllie City Justices, so far as regards the provision, enlargement, maintenance, 
management, and visitation of, and other dealings with, the Asylum, were 
transferred to the Conrt of Common Council, which, in pursuance of its 
powers umh'r this Act and the Lunacy Act, 1890 (53 Vir., cap 5), by section 
240 of which the Common Council is constituted the Local Authority for tiie 
Cily of London, has apjiointed twelve of its Members as the Visiting Com- 
mittee. This Committee consists of four Aldermen and dght Common Coundl- 
m^, and is annually appointed. It meets weeUy, except during the Autumn 
recess. 

The orders for the admission of {lauper patients are signed by any <^ the 

Aldermen in their capacity of Justices, and two Aldermen now serving on 
the Committee are also Justices of the Teaee for the County of Kent, which 
is of advantage in transferring patients fix>m the Criminal to the Poupia: class 
on the eacpiratton of thear sentences. 

Since 1866, additional buildings have been added to the Asylum, and 
structui-al alterations carried out, whereby accommodation was found for 212 
nudes and 231 females, malon a total of 443 patittits, llie whole of whidi 
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accomniodatinii Is fnllv mnrlp mo of. jm will ho seen by the following 
particularH oi the Iniuiitcs of the Aeyluin on the 30tU August, 1893, viz. : —

Tbe average number of patients in residence during tbe past seven years 
has been 416. 

In 18*S8, 107 addiliunal acres of land, in tlie ininiefliate vicinity of tbe 
Asylum, were purcliaaed by tbe Corporation (wbo acquired poflsearion of tlie 
Bamo in April, 1890), and further additions and alterations were, and are still 
being CMTied out, including the pntvision of an alternative water supply, and a 
new sy^item of sewage disposal by irri^nitiun. In tultlition to these matters, 
considerable px|>enf!e has been incurred in stnictural alterations and re-arrange- 
ments Nvliict) have been executed since 1887, comprising an improved system 
of venuiuLiuii and lighting of the buildings ; the enlargement and re-dcooraiion 
of many of tbe Wards ; tbe renovation of all tbe dormitaries, and the laying 
oat of parts of tiie grounds ; and lurdiar expense is still being inconed in 
repairs to the fabric ; the laying of ncAv sewage mains and sanitary fittings for 
botb male and female divisions, and the renovation and re-decoration of Warda 
yet unimproved. The expenpc of th(» acquisition of the laud, and the various 
matters referred to, (exc(']>t the provision of the alternative water supply, and 
the new system of sewage clisf^osal), was borne by the Corpejration out of its 
own ftmds ; and the acquisitiQn of tbe additional land formed tbe subject of 
fikvourable comment in the Beport of the Lunacy Commissioners, dated 
the 9th July, 1888.

number of extoidve rejmrs to, and improvementB of, the Asylum LuiUliiif;^, 
includinff the rc-organizntion of fbo wliole system of draiuii^, wliicli will 
materially add tr> the exjienditiire frilling'' iijum thp C]tv'< Cfi^h. rfmsirlertihln 
expense lias also beeu incurred in re-modelling the Farm attached to the 

Ay luiii. 

This Asylum was the first in Englaud to uiidertjike the systematic trjvining 
of Attendants and Nurses by annual cntir~rs of Lertnrr?, Clintral Instruction, 
and Examinations, and Certificates were is&ued from the City of London 
Lunatic Asylum after examination, until the Medico -Psychological Association 
undertook to grant GertificateB of profidoicy after aimOar tinaning. 

The Recovery rates from ISSS to inclusive, wore 51-25, 66-6, 64-58, 

and 60 per cent, on the adun.ssiuiih (excluding transfers), the average Asylum 
Recovery Rate for England and Wales for that period lieing 39*29. 

The death rate of this Asyhmi hns nlwavs been oonsideraMy below the. 
average Asylnm Denth R:ite for England and Wales, which for 1892 was iHiS, 
The Death nite at the City of London iVsylum has never reached this figure. 
The following Chai-t gives Ihe death rate for each year from the opeuing of 
the Aaylum : — 
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It is generally admitted, at tlie present time, that Asylums with not more 
than 600 patients are those which offer the hest chances of recovery ; ket the 
recent coaes are not readily lost eight of in a erowd of chronic aofferers, and 
the individual patients are known to the Superintendent.

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THE CJZTT KABKXIB. 



HarketB have been in exiatmoe in tJi6 Qty of Londcm for more than a 

thousand years, and the Corporation lias, for many centuries, been the 
Market Authority for London. Rillini>sgatc wns used for the sale of fish 
1,000 years ago, and Smithfield wa& an existing Market in 125B. 

The flnNrtaon of MaiAeta and Fain flamed a part of tiie King's prerogative, 
and none could exist ezeept by direct grant firom the Crown, or by long and 
immemorial unge and pfeacriptioD, whidi pre-eappoaes sucb a gxaat» 

Tho adviintagc of buyhiir in " Mrirkot overt," or open Market, according to 
Common Law, was tliat it iiriplied a warranty of title. Market overt in the 
country is. only lield ou special days and is coniined to a H|>eciul spot, but in 
the City of Loudon and a few other franchised towns, every day, except Sunday, 
is a Market day, and every shop where goods are ex|x>sed publicly for eale ta 
a Market overt fiv anch goods. 

In order to assist the grantee of a Market towards meeting the expense 
necessarily involvefl in its erection, maintenance and supervision, it was 
usual to allow him or them to take certain lixed tolls of those frequenting the 
Market, and further it was customary to provide that no other Market should 
be allowed to be set iq» within a oertdn ladina of the original Market, lest 
enatomfira abonld be drawn off and the grantee defrauded of his 1^1 tolls. 
Any Market erected within rli- ^ radius would be a " naisanoe," and liable to 
be al)at«(I accordingly. Hence it was that Henry IIL covenanted by Charter 
with the City of London not to frrmt p^rfnission to any one else to set up a 
Market within a radius of ^vm miles from the City. The reason for this 
limitation of seven miles was because a Market set up withiu that distance of 
an original Market was esteemed a " nuiasnce.** 

It will thuH U 8oen that the Market rights and privileges of the Gorpomtiaii 
of London originated in very remote times. 

It is not, however, now necessary to cjirry research back, in any ffreater 
detail, to that antiquity. It is sufficient, for present purposes, to commence 
with the Charter cdT the first year of Edward III., dated the fith March, 
1S86, which was in effect an Act of Parliament, becauae it was " a Charter 
in Parliament," having been granted by the King with the aaaent of 
Parliament. 
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" The Charier hegina wilih tihe neitat of clanie m Magna Charta, by 
" which it ia declared that the City of London should enjoy all ito ancient 
" libortieB and franchises. It is then stated that at the thne when M^fm 

" Chartn was jrninted, and also in the reifjns of Edward the Confessor, 
" Williiuii iho. Conqueror, and iifln r the Kinu['s jirogenitors, (he Citizens 
" enjoyed various Lilierties and Fninohisos as well hy Royal Charters, as by 

ancient customu witliout Cbiirter ; and that nuiriy of surh Kranchint^ had. 

been queBtknud, and fitSwra ahrogated by judgments in the King's Courts, 
" or by Statute to the contrary. The King, therefore, grants that the Citiaena 

shall hold their Franchises according to the tenor of Me^foa CftorAs, and 

that all itnpeditncnts or usnrpationa to the owtrary shall be revoked or 
" annulled. Hence it apjiearn that Mtrrrnn Chartn might ))e construed as 
" a spcci il f oTifirrnntir>n ni' the City's Frauchise." {Report of the Commissioners 
on .yJuntcifhtl Corponitions, 1.H37.) 

This Charter granted and confirmed to the Citizens of London, exclusive 
Market rights and privilRfrns within seven miles from the City, and was, sub- 
sequently, confimod by another C'harter in Parliament (7 Ricliani IT.), and 
by the Infipexiinii?* Clmrtcr of Clwrles I. It was. moreover, defhucd by Her 
Majesty's .luii;_'-(>< to Ikivo the force of nii Act of Parliament, and to be 
gotxl in law (in re Islington Cuttle Market Bill, 18^5, wheu the Judges were 
called in to adviae ; see 3 Clark and Fenelly's Reports). 

The legal effect and op^tion of this fundamental and most important 
document of the title of the Corpontinn to its Markets and Market Rights has 
been so lucidly expoundetl by the Law Lords in theca.se of ilic dmit Eastern 
Ritilway Comjiany v. Goldsmid (9 Ap]!. Cases, House of Lords, 93^), that it 
is c<.)nsidered necessary tt> give somewhat copious extnict« from the judgments 
of their Lordships : first premising that the City's rights in rehrtun to 
Markets have beat over and over agsin confirmed by successive Sovereigns ; 
by Parliament ; and by legal proceedings, upon Write of od guod damntm. 

In tlie course of his judgment, the Lonl Chjmoellor (Lord Selbome) said : — 
'■ Tlic ' locument of Ist yc^ir of Ivhvard IIL may, 1 think, perhaps be justly 
" reckone<i, allowing for the dilferencc of the usage of very andeat times from 

that of the times in which we live, as bdng in dtlicr l^e same category, or 
" a aimihtr category with those statutes whidi we now call private^ cur local 
"and personal, .Vets of Parliament .... My reasons for thinking so are 
" shortly these. The document is one which does not appear upon the Rolls 

of Parliament of that date, altliong^li those Rolls are exfcint anil ap|«irent!y 
" jierfect. Hut it purports u]xm tlie face of it to Lave Ik:oii madi- bv " tlie King 
'* with the absent of the Prelates, EiU-ls, Barous, and all the Commons of the 
" Realm assembled in the then Parliament ; and there oertsinly wm a 
" Parliament at that time, in that reign ; and it ends with the words * by 
" * the King himsdf and the whole Conndl of Parliament.*

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*' I «»nfeH8 that I think it S!ifej»t to treat this as a document which being in 
^ the same form, it is proper, so ftr as it tit neceaeary or right, having regard to 
" the conteact and nature of the doniinentitfielf, to regard m heing not the wile 
'* act of the King, but as iin act of tlie Kin<^ (he being ihm a inioor of very 
" tender yearp) with the ns-i nt <»f Parliament ; mA. therefore, that if tb^ 
" be any t.hin[r>' in it to wliii h tlie absent of Parliament wns necessary, as 
■'perhaps there in;iy 1n'. tiie gmntt^s will have the bentsfit of the assent of 
" Parliament in respect of tlujse matters. 

" Hut that (Iocs not absolve vour Lordship? from thn tifrfs^itv of considering

" Pai'liaraent. In the Roll which is referred to, the mjirginal entry is, according 
'* to iny recoHec£i<Mi (it is not printed here) ' To the Citizens of London * ; 

and the entire ocmtext and contenta of tfie doeument are oonclusive to my 
" mind, that this in sintply a Cliarter to the Citizens of London by the Crown 
" (and by * the Citizens of Lond(m ' I understand to lie meant the 0>rponition 
*' of the City of LotvIotO : n (^hnrtor by the Crown to the Corixiration of the 
" City tif London, amtirmcHi by I'arliument. It is, therefore, strictly in the 
" nature of a grant of a private, or, at all events, a local and personal Act 

of Parliament, and onght to be construed and to receive eflect according 

to its nature. I will not trouble your Lordshlpa by travelling all through 
"the document, and through every |)artof it; but it apjMiirs t^i me tliu In 
"every part the evidence of that character and nature is perfeetly conclusive. 
"It begins ' The King to tho Arcbbisliops,' and so on, ' frrccfinir ' — a form 
" which, altiiough perfectly cuiusi.stent with the nss^ent ot Piirliament, yet 
" indicates that the thing is, properly considered, a giant by the Crown which 
^ Parliam^it has enabled the Crown to make. ' Enow ye that we for the 

* advancement of onr City of London and for the good and ctHnmendable 
"'service which our l»eloved the Mayor, Aldennen, and Commonalty of the

" ' ptN)frenitors, witii the n-i^ent of Parliament, have confinnerl for us and our

" And T cannot but think that on tVie fiice f>f the document fliis is pretty 
" strong evidiMirc rliat. il" not nil, at uU events tin- iirr^ntvr part ol" i.\h: suiipje<;i 
" luatterH of the gr.uit are Liberties previously granted, mth or without 
" salfictentauthori^, and now to hecoofimied, and not matters of independent 
" legislation. In Ihe first place, there is a oonfirmalion of former Charters, 
" notwithstimding the impeachment of them at divers Eyres and in the Courts 
"of the King's Progenitors. Then it goes on. " We will and grant for us and 
"* our heirs that the same Citi/.enn rnay liave their liberties according to the 
" ' form of the Great Chf>rfer, atid that those impedinifnts and usurptious 

' sliould be rcvokeil and antudld.' Over and over again in the Charter, and 
" in a manner which covers really every portion of it, you have these words, 
" *■ We will and grant* this and that. And coming to the particular matter 
" now in question, similar words occur as to the matter now in controversy. 
" ' Als*j we have gnmted (inter alia) that no Market within seven miles n>und 
" * about the aforesaid City shall be granted by us or our heirs to any one.' 
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" And then the whole thing winds up with these words ; — * Wherefore, we 
" ' will and strictly c-oimnand for us and oar heirs that the aforeBiiid Citizena 
" ' aiul their heirs and >iiKre.«s<)rs sliall have all the Lihurties and free Customs

" The Citizens are memhers of the Gorpontdon, the Commoiuilty of tiie 
" Cor|x>rataon are Citiaen»,' and in all tlie grants to the Corporation the

" and if, ats seems to lie tfic f-jise, some jM)rtion.x of the gnuits to the Cor|)oration 
" here inade, or hern cMulirtiu^l, are specially buiieticial to individual Citizens, 
" that does not in the least degree alter the character of the gnlut«^ as bcmg 
" made to the Corporate body, and in whidi the Citizens, as iar as they ore 

interested, ajie included, inasmuch as tliey can take through the Corporation 
^ of which they are members, and by means of a gront to the Corporation. 

" That bemg the general chanictei' of the document) I think it conclusively

" a private or personal Act, a Parliamentary Assurance. That bdng so, and 
** it being to be inferred, I think, from the document itsdf, at all events it 
lieing iiofnrious alhiiule, that this ancient and imnieinorial Corporation had 
'•certain Market within the limits of the City, wliicli Market IJii^lits, 

" aixordiiie T'i the L^Liicral presumption oi law, would be entitled tr a eertttin 
" amount oi protection, primd facie extending to a distance of nearly seven 
" miles from the pkkces in which they might be ezevcised, we find in tiiia 
" grant to the Corporation those words which I have read,' * We have granted 
" * that no Market within seven miles round about the aforesud CSty shall be. 
" ' grantctl by us or our heirs to any one.' What is the true construction of 
"such worls in ^iioli n L'rant ? Manifestly, as I understand, that it shall not 
"be graniwl iu >li rotation or projudice of the Rights, Grants, and Privileges 
" of the City ol Lon<lon. it tliac be it-s true meaning and construction, it is 
" not to be turned into a general law for the geneml benefit of all the subjects 
of the realm, that there nev&t shall be an exercise of aU the Royal power 
to make any such grant within those limits. It is a/iM infroductum far the 
"particular benetit of the City of London, and it falls within the general 
" {trineiple of law. U'l^r^fftt's/pte potest rmnttnare fun pr'O mo mfrndticfo ; a 
"principle not only nf niiiiout Imt also of modern application, ajiplicalilt ev«n 
" where Acts ot I'uriiauuait huvf bi-en passed of a nnich more public ctiaiaeter. 
" In such cases, when the rights given have been only private rights, unless 
w ibeee has been also in the Act of Parliament a clanse excluding a power of 
contract, it has been held that by contract or by voluntary renunoiatioii,

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"such rights, as far a« they arc personal rigbts, may be parted with and 
"renounced. Theiefiire, tJiere is nothing in this document whicli goes further 
** at ill eventSf than this, that the City of Loniion would have had a right to 
" complain if a grant of this description, which is here promised not to be 
" made^ should have been made to their prejudice and without their oonsent'* 

" It is jperfectly consistent with the evidence which you have in the present 
"case that this particular privily of the City may have been waived over 
" and over again, either with the actual consent of the City u|>r)n particular 
" occasions, or in a more genenil way. There are fiicts appcjiring incidenttlly, 
" indopendently of those directly in controversy here, which strongly smuggest 
" the prohuhility that that may have Ijoen tlie case iu point of fact, and at ail 
*' events warn your Lordships most powerfully against auy rash conclusions 
"to the oontrsry, because it appears inodentally in this evidence that the 
" Spitslfields Market is not the only Market now eodsting within the limit of 

seven sules from the City of London, of which the City of London, tn) &r 
" as appears, is not the owner, though, indeed, the aigoment for the Apjiellants 
" went to the length that the Tri nvn v^mld not have given any such Market 
"to the (/ity itaeU. We find theif is tJovent (innien Mnrkft, of whirli it has 
" been admitteil that the origin was not in any Act of I'arliunicni, but in a 
" Charter, I think, of Charles U. to the then Earl of Bedford. Besides that, 
" there has been refermoe made to a modem Act of Parliament of a local and 
" personal kind about Iftie Newport Market, which shows that, whether validly 
" or not, there was an actujil gmnt made by James IT., -which has ever since 
"been acted Ujxin, Tncidciital niontinti h;i« Ikvii made in (lie rtnirsr of these 
" proceedings of the Hungerioid Market unci the Strfitfoi l Maiki i (1 d. not 
"know under what circumstances they were catablisheil) and the Jioi-ougb 
" Market, all primd faeie inthin seven mika of ^ City of London."

" The Court of Appeal have thought, and, in my opinion, quite rightly 
" thought, that if the City, down to the 3 1th of Charles IL, had unimpaired, 
" and atil! existing, the privilege whidi is expressed in the terms which I 
"have read from the Gharto' of Edward IIL, there was amply sufficient

"particular Mai^t (Spitalfields Market) by the Charter of the 3itk of 
"Charles II."

Lord Blackhi'HN, in thf roursu dI his J iidLiiiitnt, said : ''Charles I. and 
*' Charle-^ II. :dso ^^raiitrd. as tlicy liad a jK^rfect. right to do, Charters of 
" Tnsi>ection and Coniirmulion to the City of London, s;iyuig that they had 
" e.xamincd all the previons Charters, and that they then confirmed thm and 
" re-gnnted them. And amongst Ihose they enumerated and stated this 
" dutrter of Edward IIL in the very terms in whidi we have now got it" 
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" Now the wonis (|uuted (by the Lord Chancellor) wu the words which 
upon the face of them are proper to CKpress what the King does by hia 
" prarogative grant. And farther, though he oould have granted it hunaelf, 
" by his prerogatiTe, be recites that he does it by the advice, and with the 
** oooflent, of the Lords of the Council ; and, so far, it would give, perhaps, 
*' more solemnity to it, but it would give no additional force U) it. But lie 
" also adds, ' and all the Commons of our resihn assembled in our present 
" * Parliament.' If those woi-ds were meant to show that^ tliough iu the form 
" of a grant by the Crown iu that way, it wbb done with ih» oonaent (tf the 
^ three branches of the le^alature, the Uouee of Oommona, the Houae of 
" Lords, and like King, all three uniting as an Act of Parliament, there is no 
" doubt that tlmugh in the form of a Grant in that way it would be an Act of 

" Parliament, and have the effect of an Act of Parliament."

Lorrl FitzGerald. ill the course of delivering a lengthy judgment, said : 
** I concur in opinion with the Lord Chancellor that tlie Charter of Edward III., 

though not to be found on the Statute BoU, was gnuited by the Crown with 
^ the full assent of Parliament, and has the full effisct and oporation of a |»ivate 
** Act of Parliament. The form of the instrument, its language (differing so 
" e.s.Hentially fr«ini an ordinary Grant fn>in the Crown), and its conclusion, all 

point to its true character being that of an Act of Parliament and not a mere 

Charter."

Billingsgate is the most ancient Murki/t h( liiii<;in<( to the Cririviratioii. <l;iting 
from time immemorinl, Dociuiientary evidence exist.s in the shajx* of a 
Proclamation, dated making mention of the *' Market at Billingsgate." 

The first Act of Parlinnn'iit relating to the Market was pasficd in (10 
and 11 William III., cap. xxiv.), by whicli it was made a " fnr and open 
" Market, for all sorts of Fish whatsoever ;" and under this Statute the dues to 
be takm at the Market were annually set by the Court of Aldermen ; but, so 
early as the year 1400, the dtisens of L<Hidon were invested with the office of 
coHecting toll and custom in Billingsgate (Charter <^ 1 Henry IV., 25th 
May, 1400, subse<|uently confirmed by the Fn.speximus Charter of Charles II.), 
and flic Cmirt of Common Council, in 1463, and subsequently, contliiuaUy 
made ordinances iu respect of the same. 

By statute 9 Aunt-, cap. xxvi. (1710) passed for the preservation and 
impcovement of the Tiaames Fisheries, and to suppress the abuse of forestalling 
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(aince repealed), tlie Court of AinstsntB of the FiBluiK«gen* GomiHiny 
were sothanBed to make Bye-laws, whidi were to be appraved by the 
Court of Aldenneii ; and tectiou 8 of the Act prohibited the " regrating " 
(or xemle) of Fiah at BillingBgate. 

Acts were paasai (22 Geo. II., cap. xlix.) au«l (2iid Geo. III., cap. xv.) 
for regulating the supply of Fish in London and Westminster, and in 1796 
an Act was passed anthoriaing the sale of Fish at Billingsgate by retail 
(36 Geo. nL, cap. oxviiL). The last two Acti have since been repealed. 

Tlie Act 12 Tioo. Ill,, cap. Ixxxviii. (18();i) was pasfsef! tor the Iw^ttpr 
regulation ol the sak; ot Kish by wholesale at liilling-sgatt' ; und the 9 an 1 ID 
Vic, cap. cccxlvi. (184G) consolidateil and amended the several Acts 
previously [tassed, and enacted that on every day of the week, except Sunday, 
BiHingsgate Market should be a Iree and open Market for the wholesale and 
retail sale of all sorts of Fish, and in any quantity. 

In 1871. an Act wne paswd for the exteriHinn «»f' the Market (34 Vic., 
cup. Iv.), i;ii<k'r which the Corporation wa.s uutlHiri^ed to purchase additional 
lands, and to raise a sum of 150,000/. for the purjxjse. The Market Buildings 
were exempted from the operation of the first part of the Metropolis Building 
Act, 1855. 

, The supplicK t>f Fi»ii to Billingsgatf arrive both by laud and wnter, the 
proportion being two-thirds by land to one-third by water ; the latler both troni 
Brilaah and Fordgn Seas. 

The avcra^je weight of Fish rctfivwl jier week is al)out t«»ns, or 

upwards of 400 tons daily, the average toll charged being under three-iiulJiingB 
per cwt. 

The total sum expended by the Corporation since 1849 in the enlaigement 
of Billingsgate Market hi\s been 318,981/., and the existing debt amounted 
at the end of 1892 to 268,000/. 

The receipts of the Market for ^ina year 1891* were 24,306/., and the 
expenditure 20,072/. In the year 1692, the receipts were S4,794/L, and the 
expenditure 30^450/. 

Bye-laws have been niarU by the CoriKirarion tor the regulation of the 
Market, with the approval of the Boanl of Trade. 

In 1888, in response to a Petition from the London Fish Trade Association 

(composed mainly of Tenants in liillingsgate Market), the CorjKinition, at 
considerable cost, a^xjutred lulilirif inal land, and put up a block of buildings 
to be used lur purpost-> akin tu liilliiig^gatc Market, opposite to that Market, 
and knowu ai> Billingsgate Buildings ; but, up lo the present time, the«e have 
been a oontdderable loss.

(The lattrar eetafalished on the diwontniuaiice of Farringdon 
Market, in June, 1893.) 

Old Sioithfield Market was founded in 1614 for the sale of live ^k, and 
the dead Meat Market, called Newgate Market, wae oerried on in the neighhour- 
hood of Newgate Street untO the openuig of the first portion of the New 

Central MnrketH in 1868 (the Live Stock Market having been removed to the 
Caledonian Road, Tslington, in 1854). 

The Act establishing the Meat, Poultry and Providon Market, waa paseed 
in 1860 (38 and 24 Vie., cap. exciii), and aathorised the utilization of part 
of tisp site of Old Smitlifield Market fur the establisliinent of the new Market, 

nn*l ;ilsn cnnff-rrfd jwwers of purchasing additional land. Althotif^h a portion 
of the site of this Market was outsidt; tlu* Ciry, it was, hy the Act (Sec. 11), 
declared to be within the City, anil to form a i)art of the Ward of Farringiion 
Without. 

The Act authorised the borrowing of 235,000/. for the purchase of the 
additional land required, and 200,000^ for the conBtniction of the Market 

By the 2i Vic, cap. lii. (1861), Newgate Murket was to be dificontinued 
on the opening of the New Market at Smithfielii. 

The 2') and 26 Vic, cap. clxxiv. (1862) was pai^ned for the purpoee of 

improvincT tbo ^\''e?!tern Ap]>roarh in the New Market, and further Hums of 
70.111 lO/. and llo,000/. were authorised tu be borrowed for the purposes of the 

Act. 

Another Act was paHsed in 1864 (27 Vic, cap. xv.) authorising the raising 
of further capital. 

The Market was opened on Docembfr ls?t, 186R, and it is believtvl to 
Ix?, at the present time, the largest Dead M«it Market in the world. Tiie 
following figures will exemplify tlie steady increase of the trade there 
carried on : —

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The deliTeiy of meat has reached, ui ooe day, aa miieh as 2,936 torn. 

The total for the year ISO?, viz.. 323,085 tons, included 69,495 ol 
American killed meat, and 37,819 tone of Aiistralinn and New Zenluud killed 
meat, the latter having increased from 566 tuns in 1881, when the first 
importutiuu took place. In AugUBt of the present year, 4,225 tons were 
imp(»ted from these Goloniea alone to iMs Market 

American killed meat wa» first introduct d in 1^*71). whrii it amounted to 
5.513 tons. In the month of August of the present jear, 4,62i) tontt were 
consigned to this Market. 

During the same motilh, the oonngnmenta of British Heat amounted 
to 1S,634 tona. 

Extenaive Cold-air Stores exist under the ICariEet, and are hdd under Leaae 
from 1h» Corporation. 

The Market, is strictly wholesale, except on Saturday atWrnoous, when the 
People's Market is held, and is attended hy thousands of the poorer dasaes 
from all parts of London, when a large retail bosinesB it carried on. 

The Market affords employment (direct and indirect) to y,000 persons. 

The total capital expended on the London Central Meat Market has been 
1,075,000/., oi which 113,000/. has been paid off, and the outstanding debt 
at the end of 1892 was 962,000/. 

On the Centra! Poultry and Provision Market, the total expenditure has 
been 332,000/., of which 85,000/. has been paid off, and the outstanding debt 
at the end of 1892 was 247,000/. 

The Buildings of the Central Markets are exempted from the operaticn 
of the first part of the Metropolitan Building Act^ 1855. 

Bye-laws have been duly made by flie Coiponition for the reguLation of 
theae Markets, and approved by the Board of Trade. 

London Central Gemerai. Ma&ket. 

This Market is an extension of the ori^nal Meat, Poultry, and Provision 
Markets, ittid embraces tlirec Sections : Meat, Poultry, and General Pro- 
visions i Inland Fiah j Fruit, V^etables, and Flowers. 

The first of these Sections wa^ constructed under the powers of the Londun 
Ccntml Markets Act, 1875 (38 Vic, cap. lix.), and was orij^inally intended 
for a Fruit, Vegetable, and Flower Market, as expressed m the preamhle. 
An Act was, however, obtained in 1882 — " The Metropulitiui Marki ts 
(Fish, &c.) Act" (45 and 46 Vic, cap. civ.) — for the conversion of the Market 
into an biland Fish Market, and it waa, in due course, opened as aach. In 
1886 fiirthar Parliamentaxy powera were obtaJned to extend the area of the 
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Iiilarul Fi»li ^Tarket mvl m:ik*' it nvnilnhlr for the sale of Fruit, Fiowfrs, 
Vegetnbles, and other Mark»»table cuimm>t,litie^ m well, and the LoiuitHi 
Central Market* Act of that year (49 Vic, cap. viii.) authorised additional 
land to be acquired for tlie [*iiqK)«e. 

To meet the exi^'oncies of the time, the Market, ori<ni«vny inteiide<l as a 
Fruit. A'l Lii'table, and Flower Market, was convert*>d into an additional 
JIarket ibr ilie sn!e of Monr. I'liuhry. luid General Provisions ; and an Inland 
Fii*h Marker was buiit on a site immediately oj)[H)site. The Fruit, Vef^etahle, 
and Flower Section was erected by the Corporation on land appropriated for 
that i)nrpo$e lying to lihe North of Charterhouse Str^r. and was opened on 
the 13th June, 1893, upon the diacontinQanoe of Farringdon Market, which 
had become inoonvenient and incommodious, and the site of which hus i^incc 
Ijeen sold pijr«nnnt to Statute (38 Vic, cap. lix.), and thr* pny^eorls rlevntod 
towards psn inp; off the debt on the London Central .Markets, in accordance 
with thfj provisions of the London Central Markets* Act, 1886 (49 Vic., 
cap. viii.). 

This Section has cost (in addition to the value ti the site) about 70,0001., 
of which 41,000/. was spent in the suhstmcture and the extensive l^asement 
works required in apcordnnce with tlie terms of an A«^recment enterr ! into 
with file (Ireat Northern itailway Company, which substructure i» now leased 
to that Company. 

The Railway Company has a total area of about 100,000 feet under the 
Central Markets on lease from the Corporaticni, with large hydraulic lifts to 
the level of the Markets and inclined roadways for vehicular traffic 

The total sum ex|)ended on the various .Sections ot" liie General Market 
has been 538,000/., of which no part has been paid off, and the existing debt 
on the whole of the London Central Markets at the end of 1893 was 
1,742,000/. (the annual diarge for mterest being 59,366/.). 

The total receipts in respect of the whole of the Central Markets in 1892 
amounted to 112,974/., and the total expenditure to 93,09o/. 

Bye-laws have been duly made by the Corporation for the r^^tion of 
these various Markets, and approved by the Board of Trade. 

The following particulars yy\\\ clciirly show the rea<ions tint influenced the 
Cor|>onition in varying, from time to time, the ori^^inal purpose for wliich tlie 
building authorised to be coti^rriu Tnl by the Metn>iM)litan Markets (Fish, »fcc.) 
Act, 1882 (45 and 46 Vic, cap. civ.), was intended ; and will prove most 
condurively how illuaor}- a public demand end (so^»Iled) requir^ent may 
be, the Corporation Ftinds having anlTered severely teem its readiness to 
respond thereto. 

2 0 
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In Julv. ISj^l, the Court of Comnion CiMincil took into mnsl leration the 
Teport of the Markets Committee, contaiuing the following recommeudatiou : — 

" That^ taldng into oonndenitioik the present unnatiBfRCtory state of tlie Fish 
** Supply of the Metropolis, it is «qiecUoit, in the interest of the geneml 

public, tliat An Inquiry be ma<1e into (Ir- ( au»e thereof, end for that purpose 
n Special Ward Committee be appointed, with power to incur the n»vesenry 
*' exppnso of cx:irainin<f senl^'r^^ rnrriers, salesmen, nnd tishiaongers, and to 
*' report the best mode of facilitating the supply of fish, and lessening the coat 
■" thereof." 

In such rejHjrt the Committee stated ('j'nter aita) : — 

** We have also had before us the further Reference of the 16th day of Jane 
last, on the Letter from tlie Secretary of Sfcite for the Home Deiwirtment, 
transmit tin 2" a copy of the Ueporr of Mr. Spencer VValpile, Tns]i«*ctor of 
Fisheries, on the destruction of Fish at Billingsgate, in confseqiience of the 
*' alleged inadequate accommodation at Billingsgate Jlarket ; and requesting 
^that the Secremry of State might he informed ^ what measnres the Gorporataon 
** * propose to take to remedy the defect* pointed out in that Report aa to the 
** * acoommodatioo aflbrded for the sale of Fish.' *' 

The S)>ecial ^^'^;trd Committee was duly ap|X)inted, and sat at Guildhall for 
fourteen days fur the examination of witnesses, and as an outcome of such 
Inquiry, the Corporation determined that one Wholesale Market, such aa 
Billingsgate, was calculated to meet the requirements of the Trade and the 
interests of the Public. 

The Report of the Special Committee contained the following : — 

" We beg further to state, that alt!ioagh in our judgment the Fish Market 
*' ought to bp at the waterside, yet. sih mld the Court be of opinion thnt an 
*' Inland 3Iarket fur the reception and sale of railway -borne fish is also required, 
" we, in that event, suggest either of two sites, viz. : one in Farringdon Road, 

to the north of Charterhouse Street, and the other the site of the present • 
" Farringdon Market, as appropriate for the purpose. Of the Market itself, 

we are of opinion that it shonid be one ba^ed up jti the same sy.'item as is at 
*' prt>=ent in existence in Paris, viz. : a wholesale, a «eini-whiilc>u!i'. and a 
"retail niurket — all under one roof. We rccotmnentl tliat n*» re.-^Lnction 
" whatever sltoiild be uirule as to hours of business, but that the Market 
*^ should he free and npen at all reasonable hours calculated to facilitate the 
"reception, sate, and distribution of fish. We further Tecomroend that an 
*' Auctioneer should be ap])ointcd as an ofticial salesman, acting under the 
"direction and control of the Markets Committee. Such Official Salesman 
" Avould, howevw, only act at the special request of a consignor desiring his 
*' uervices." 
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On the Szd Kovembo', 1881, the Court of Cooimon Council, after Teiy fiill 
discttflflion, agreed ; — 

That in addition to a Warersicle Market there shouKl be an inland Market, 
and that the neoesaary Parliamentary powers ahoold he sought to enable the- 
Corporation to appropriate, for the purposes of an Inland Fish Market, thfr 
building, then nearly completed, for the New Central Fmit and Vegetable 
Market. 

Parliamentary powos were obtained, and the Market established aooordingly. 

Tlip rlmnnfe thus made, in olwdience to n dcarlv oxjireJ^^efl publiL- opinion, 
whioii opinion, however, the CorjKjration distinctly jitnted it could not endorse, 
cost the Cor|X)ration a very considerable »um of money. 

After fair trial the ^fnrlcot did not realise tin- cxpoctations! that luul hcvn 
formed of it by the Pulilic (especially as a Wlioksale Market), and involved the 
Corporation in an annual loss, necessitjiiiiij; the obtaining of fresh Parlia- 
mentary powers for its removal to a small triangular nte adjacent, thaa 
permitting the alteration and adaptation of the Building thereby set free as 
a Gen^l Market, and, more particularly, as an extension of the existing 
Poultry and Provision Market. 

By sec. S3 of the London Central Markets Act, 1875 (38 Vie., cap. Ii\.), 
all money borrowed or advanced by the Corporation before or after the 

passing of tliat Act, under or for the purposes of tlu Mi ti i politan Meat and 
Poultry Market Acts, 1860, 1862, and 1804, were charged, without distincfi< n, 
on al! Toll.-s, Rents, Estates and_ Properties in those Acts made security tor 
money l)orrowetl or advanced thereunder, and for that purjx^se all those 'IV»ll3 
and Rents were to be carried to a comuion account, and the amounts of 
Beceipts, Expmditure, and Liabilities in respect hereof anialga mated. 

By Rw. 19 of the London Centra! Markets Act, l^^G ( lf> Vic., cap. 8), the 
above section was to be read and have eltectas if the London Central Markcta 
Act, 1875, the Metropolitan Markets (Fish, &c.) Act, 1882, and that 
Act, had respectively been named in that section and included amongst the 
Acts therein mentioned. 

Metkoi'oi.itan Cattlk Mahkkt. 

As l^efore statetl, this Market was formerly held at Smithfield, but was 
removed in IHhrt to its present site at l»lin«rton under the powers of the 
Metropolitan Market Act, 1851 (14 and 15 Vic, cap. Ixi.), 

This Act recognised the necessity for the removal of the Market, and 
provided for the apix>intnn'nt nf fi\ e Commissioners as a ^^a^]<c^ Authority, 
with lull jjowers to m < t :in l rnvry on a Market, appoinr ( Itlicers, make 
Bye-laws and receive lolls, unless the Corjiuration within six calendar 
months after the pr>ssing of the Act diould signify its desire to undotdke the 
execution of the Act, in which event no appointment of Commissioners was 
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to be made, and tlie Corpontion was to exercUe and perform the datiea'by the 
Act to be eserdsed and per&rmed by the GommuBioners, and to be at liberty 

to defi-ay the expenses to be incurred thoroby oat of its own fun<ls, and to 
reoeivfi for its own use the Tolls, Rent-* aiid payments authorised by the Act| 
wiiicb should be applied as the Corporation might direct (sec. 38). 

The Market, which, prior to its removal, proilue^nl a profit on its working 
of some 6,000/. a year, has ance that time resulted in an annual loss nearly 
equalling that sum. The removal vas effected entirely in the public interest, 
and for the public convenience. 

The entrii'« in tin* ln'^t year of the existence of the old Market were 
232,828 beasis ami l.(jlfi,.'jt>7 Hiit*p, but the total (;i!trit«< for the year lft02, 
owing to the restrictions placed upon the removal of auiuuds by the Hoard of 
Agriculture on account of Cattle Disease, were only 991,100. 

The new .Market occupies a site of about 75 acres, and was opoied on the 
13th June, 1855. 

It affords aoo(munodati<ni for — 

7,190 Beaata. 
35,946 Sheep. 

1,920 Calves. 
1,440 Pigs. 

As many as 10,100 Beasts and 38,500 Sheep have been brought to the 
Market in one day. 

Tlic Market limU cmployiiienL lur J,(iijO [m i-^mjis, nnd trt n 'oluck-' of iiiudel 
dwellings have been ei'ceted in the ^larkct arwi, uccommodating 124 iiunilies. 

In consequence of the appearance of disease among Foreign Cattle, this 
very important branch of Food Supply was, un>lt r tlte provisions of the 
Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1869 (33 and 33 Vic, cap. 70), removed 
to the Foreign Cattle Market at Deptford. 

The total sum expended by the Corporation in aajuiriug the site of, and 
erecting, the Metropolitan Cattle Market, has been 504,8422. The loans 
raised amount to 478,600^, the whole of which are still outstanding, owing 
t4j the annual loss in the working of the Market, which haa to be met out of 
City's Cash. 

Alter tile extinction of the ilebt on the Fon iiiu ChIiIc Market, the surplus 
prolits of that Market are to be applied in reduction of the debt on tlie Metro- 
politan Cattle Market (32 and 33 Vic, cap. 70, sec. 28 (3)). 

In 1892, the total receipts were 27,793^., and the expenditure 41,212il 
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By the Act 14 and 15 Vic, cup. Ixi. (before referred to) the sum of 
200,0002. was authorised to be raised. 

By tlie Metropolitan Market Act, 1857 (20 and 21 Vic, cap. cxxxv., 
under which this Market is principally worked), a further sunt of 200,000/. 
mras authorised to he raised. Undor sec 15 of thia Act, Smithfield Market 
having ceased to be a Market fen* the sale of Cattle and Horses and 

the Metropolitan Cattle Market li:i\ inir been s^ubstitiiteil by tlie Corporation, 

it was provided that no new Market for the sale of Cattle or Horses should he 
ojM'Hcd in the Cities of London or Westminster, or the LiHi rtic-^ tlien n*'. or in 
the liorough of Southwark, or at any placi; distant Ic.s:^ than seven uiile;* in a 
Straight line from St, Paul's Catheilral. 

In 1805, an Act : -S mui 21) Vic. cap. rrviii."^ \vn>* f);i«sc 1 fop removing 
doubts ;).•* to the nature of the borrowing powers ol the t'<»r|«JialH<ii in i:*>n- 
nectiou with tbi.s Mai-kct ; but no further borrowing powers were conferred 
by that Act 

hi lain an Act (38 Vic, cap. xlvi.) was passed, varying tiie Leasing 
powers relating to [mrtss of the site of the Market. 

T:>3*e-laws for the regulation of this Market have been duly naade by the 
Cor j»orution, with the approval of one of Her Majesty '>» Principal Secretaries 
of State. 

FoREiov CattxiX Market. 

In ] 869, with a view to the prevention of the introduction into Great 
Britain <rf Contagious Dim ast-^ among Animals, by prohibiting or regulating 
the importiitloii of Foreign AnimaU. an Act was passed fB2 and 3.3 Vic, 
cap. 7" i mi'ler which ( Parts 1 1, and 1 [ 1 . t the Corporation of the City of London 
"WAS uKvie a IjQcal Authority witli power to appoint lns])eetors and also to 
pHivide, erect, and tit up Wharves, Lairs, Sheds, Markets, Houses, and places 
for the landing, reception, sale, and Bhuighter of Fordgn Animals, and for 
this last ea]}eeial purpose the Corporation was appointed the exdtmw Local 
AuA^frkif in (vi ! h r the MrtropoUn ; subject to its providing and ojK'uing for 
puMiCQSea Market before the 1st January, 1S7-2 ; and on that day the .Market 
provided, by the Corporation at Deptford was duly opened. 

The Market was subscfpie.ntly enlarged, and additional land acquired under 
the ])owers o[' St Provisional Order of the Local Government Board, dated the 
7th April, lb81. 

The Market now covers 30 acrea, and occupiea the site of the old AdmirtUty 
Dockyard. 

Every animal received is slaughtered within the Market, after insjiectioii by 
Officers of the Bcnrd of Agriculture. 

Diseased animals are at once conngned to what is called the " Digester,*' 
and reduced to ashes. 
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There lue 12 loixagea, <»|»1de of acoommodating 5,000 cattle, and S2,000 
iheep.

Tilt! j^reat dimiimtiou in the last year arcwe from the prevalence abroad of 
Cattle Disease, and the consequent check to importation. 

Trans-shipment of Cattle. &c., from the lar^e Ocean Steamers is cnrried on 
hy means of two smaller ves>el< Ix ldngini^ to the Corporation, one of which, 
in 1891, made as many as 2 10 voyages to Gravesend, Tlianies Haven, and 
the vorioaa Docka fat the purpose. The aniuiBls generallj arriTe in good 
condition, and the lose in transit is only about four per 1,000. 

There ai-e Gii slaaghterliouses attached to the ]^Iarket, moat of the meat 
from which goes to llie Central Maricets. 

1,900 persons are emjdoyed in and about the Market, which also aflbrds 
employment for a large number of people engaged in the Leather trade. 

Chill Booms for the preservation of the Carcaaes were ereeted in 1888, and 
extended in 1891, thej are capable of holding 800 aides of beef. Much waste 
la l2iereby prevented, and the meat kept in good condition until required. 

The total sum expended by the Corporation in acquiring the site and 
oonstructing the Market has been 379,500/. 

The receipts and expenditure on the Foreifrn Cattle Market for the year 
1891 were t— Receipts .^7,9Hf;/., Expenditure 37,4l6i. For the year 1892— 
£eoeipts 51,981/., Expenditure 37,071/. 



The Accounts of the Foreign Cattle Market an kept separate from 
thoee of the other Corporation Markets, by virtue of the provisions of 
see. 28 (3) <^ the Contains Diseases (Animals) Act, 1869, directing 
how the money reodved by the Corporation for charges made under 
Part ITT. of the Act is to be applied, viz : first, in repayment of principal 
and interest in respect of mnnevi? lK>rro\ved for the ]>nrpnses of the Foreign 
Cattle Market, and next in repayment of principal of money isorrowed in 
oonneetitm mfli Hie MetropdUtan Cattle Market under the Metropolitan 
Market Acts, 1857 and 1867, and subject thereto in discharge of expenses 
incurred in the execution of [Part 111. of the Act. The presoit debt 
on this Market is 66,000/. (10,000t, having been paid off in Jannary, 1893.) 
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The annual surplus, amounting, on an average, to 21,850/. has always been 
applied in accordance with the provisions of the Act cf 1869, and no portion 
of the revenue k canied to the credit of the CSty'a Cash ; or, appropriated 

for it« own uae ** by the Corporatioin. When the debt upon this Market ia 
extinguished, any future surpluses must be applied towards the discharge of 
the debt upon the Metrop<^litan Cattle tdarket at laliogton, as directed by 
Statute (32 and 33 Vic., cap. 70). 

The Corporation, in the public interest, undertook the establishment of the 
Deptford Foreiijn Cattle Market, though convinced that the result must be 
considerably to diminish the income derived from the Metrojjolitan Cattle 
Market at Tslinqton, upon which they had expended m large <um of money ; 
hence the protection afforded to the Corporation Market iSond-liolderH by 
the provision in the Act that any surplus revenoe from the Foreign Oattle 
Ibrket shall, after r^yment of the moneys raised for its acquisition and 
construction, be applied towards the discharge of the debt on the Metropolitan 
Cattle Market. 

AIL the Corporation Markets have heen either built, reoonstructed or enlarged 
ainee the year 1854 ; and m thatyear the surplus revenue amounted to 13,8932. 
Whilst the Markets were being reoonstructed, and since, wliatever surplus 
revenue? there Tnoy have been on any of the Market* have been absorbe<l by 
the 3 early (Icticiences of revenue on other Markets, especinUy the Metropolitiin 
Cattle Market, or else applied towards the construction or enlargeimint of 
the Markets generally. The result has been that, sinoe 1854, the before- 
mentioned revenue of l:f,898/., which, in virtue of the Corporation's Chartered 
Righta was applicable towards geneml Municipal expenditure out of City's 
Casii, has liecri lost to the Corporation. The Market account shows that, at 
the end of 1892, instead of the City's Cash having derive 1 anv income from 
the net profits nf the Markets, over 30,000/. bus been expen<ied out of the 
City's Cash beyond and in excess of the receipts from the !ilarktiti», in addition 
to the loss of tiie large annual revenue before alludecl to. 

The Corj)oration has, tl»erefore, as the owner nntl the Market Authority, 
provided, maintained and managed all the Markets under its (onti-ol 
for the benefit of the whole -Meti'opolis, without any Rate being lev ied upon 
the inhabitants of the City or the M^ropolitan District beyond, and has 
hypothecated its own estates and revenues generally to the holders of City 
Bonds to the amount o( the very large debt outstanding on Markets Account* 
which reaches a total of 2,o87,6U0/. 

Bye-laws have been duly made by the Corporation, with the approval of 
the Lords and others <^ the Privy Council, for the regoladon of this Market, 

Leavsnhall Mabiobt. 

This Market has exist^^d fmrn very earlv tiiiie^. ;ui<i was an ancient 
prescriptive Market for the sale of Meat, Poultry, Game, and Provisions. 
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In the year 1G72 the Corporation, by Act of Comnmn (.Council, mr.(]r < inlcrs 
and R«giiIationa for the several Public -Markets within tlie City, including 
Leadenhttll Murket This Act was repealed by an Act of Common Coundl 
passed in 1674, whereby further and other Regulations were made. 

Parliainentary Powers were conferre<l upon the Corporation by the 
Leadenhall "Mnrlccf Act, 1*«71 (Si and 35 Vic, cnp. liv.), with respect to 
its cxten&ion and iin|iruvciiient. This Act was repealed by the Leadenhall 
Market Act, 1879 (42 and 43 Vic, aip. cii.) 

The last-named Act abolished the then existing Market, and conferred 
powen tiiiDti the Corporation for the improveuient of the land then occupied 
by siu-h Market, the layin;^ out and formation of new Streets, and the 

cniTtrnrtion of n now Market for the salo of Meat. Fi-di and Potiltr\ . :ii d other 
Piuvi.-ionis oi) hucli part of the apjtr iiiiriri il lands, and tlic uthw lands 
authorised by the Act to be acquired, as it luigiit think proper ; and authority 
was given to borrow 99,00li^. for the purpose. 

The new Market was opmrd on the loth December, 1S81, and tlie total 
amount of capital raised for the n biiildinn. Together with the cost of the 
Appmnclics and Avenues, was 247,^00/.. of wliirli no portion has bcnn piid 
oil', uiul this is the amoimt of the present debt uu the Market, including the 
Approaclies and Avenues — namely, 99,000/. for the rebuilding of the Market 
itself as authorised, and 148,800/. for the Approadiea and Avenues ; the latter 
amount having been borrowed on the credit of the General Revenues of the 
CorporaticiD. 

The Beceipts f«r 1891 were 7,546/., and the Eicpenditure 5,840/. 
In I89S the Receipts were 7,667^., and the Expenditore 5,805^. 

Bye-lnws bavf hocn dulv made by the Corporation for the regulation of 
this jilarket, with the approval of the Board of Trade. 

SurruFiELD Hay Market. 

This also is a very ancient Market, having been for some centuries held at 
Smithfield in conjunction with the old Market there for the sale of Cattle, 
Shpf]>, and Hor<es. When The '\Ictropolitaii Market Art. 1831 (14 and 
15 We., cap. Ixi. j. \v:is passed, wiiich provided for the removal to another bite 
ot the then existing ('utile Market at Smithfield, no provision was made 
for- the removal of the Hay Market, and it, tha«fore, still continues to be 
held at Smithfield in the open space adjoining the London Central Meat 
Market The Mark* ( Is regulated by the 36 Geo. Ill , cap. Ixxxviii. (1796), 
UM !( !• which a Clerk or Toll Gatherer was directed to be app^^iiited by the 
Corporation Im tbe pur{X)se of collecting the Toll authorised by thar Act to 
be taken, and of keeping a Kegister for entering an account of all Hay and 
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Straw sold in such Market, antl such Register is to be open between 9 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. 'Inily for the inspfrtion of any person, on payment of Id. The 
Act also pnn ides for the keeping by the said Clerk of proper Scalea and 
Weights for the weighing of all Ilay and Straw required to be weighed. 

By the 19 and 20 Tie., cap. cxiv. (1856), the Clerk, or Toll Clerk, is 

FPfpiirfd ro weigh any Hay or !^traw offered for sale upon comj)Iaint being 
made that .such Hay or Straw is dclicient in weight, and i^* authomed, in the- 
ca«e of deficiency or adulteration, to sumiuon the oft'enders. 

The sj>acc within which tlie Hay and Straw Market is to be held i;* deducd 
by sec 8 of the Meat. and Poultry Market Act, 18G0 (23 and 34 Vic, 
cap. cxciii.), as modified hy the Metropolitan Meat and Poultry Market 
(Western Approach) Act, 1862, (25 and 26 Vic., cap. clxxiv.), and is tor 
eyer reserved and appropriate*! as an open public space, subject to the use of 
the same as a Market for the sale of Hay and Straw. 

Certain persons ore t'Xemjit from the. Toll. s<i far iw their own goods are 
concerned, namely, Freemen of the City and Tenants of certain lands at 
Enfield and Havering-atte-Bower, and other places spedally exempted hy 
Charter, and occupiers of demesne lands of the Crown. 

The business done is not large ; the reonpts for 1891 amounted to 
1)7/. Cul, and the payments to 2 U. Ids. 5rf. In 1892, the receipts WCTe 
86/. L6s. Od.i and the expenditure 10/. 5s. 9d. 



From the jiarticulars alivady given of the title of the Corporation to its 
Market lJi<rht.s, ir will bo seen that the Markets and Market revenues form 
part of the Kistatc.-* an l Hevenues of the Corjxjration ; and, as such, they also 
f'oriu part of the security, not oidy of ^lurket Bondholderij for the interest aii'l 
piincipol of unpaid Lq^s raised for the establishment of such Markets, but 
of the holders of Bonds given by the Corporation in respect of Loons 
unconnected with Markets, by way of s(;curing the princijKd and Ultcrest of 
oth« unpaid Loans raised by tiie Corporation, with Parliamentary Siinction. 



Ill the final Rej>ort of the Royal Comtni^<>ion on Market Rights ;uid Tolls, 
date<l in ISitl, after dealing generally with the (luestion of the authority under 
wliii h Market.s are held, the Commis^inuers dwell upon the pa.-it history of the 
Markets in London. In retierring to the Charter of E<lward III., before 
alluded to, the Commissioners add : *' If the terms of hi:j Chartei- had been 
strictly observed, no Market could have been established within what is now 
the Metropolis as defined by the Metropolis Management Aet, 1855," and 
i[Uote the evideru e of the City Remembrancer that. in recent dmes the policy 
" of the Corporation has been to ree<.>gni.se and assist in every way the 
" establishmeut of Retail Markets all over the Metropolis."

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Tli»' nei)i>rt further *tjnes tliai every day in the City is a " Market Overt," 

und tilt; " City it>eiris a Marktl Overt." 

An<l, apiin, in reporting upon the accommodation fjiven in return for the 
charges levie^l in !Mark' ts, tlio ronimissioners say (p. no) : As an example 
" of the liighei' kind of accuiuaiodation in jihojjS, \vc may give the following 
** description of a hhop in the Metropolitan Central Meat Market. The rent 
*^ covers a shop ynth a floor ahove eztendiDg over a portion of the premises, 
** and containtjig* a room, a lavatory, and a water-closet. It also includes the 

use and niaintenanoe of the meat rails and hooks, the gas fittings, desk and 

other fittings, and the supply of water." 

And on p. IIS, in discussing the suggestion of" iree and open Markets '* 

the Commissioners say : " We have it in evidence that the Markets belonging 
"to the C(iri>oration of London, including the Deptford Foreign Cattle 
" Market, yi(;ld a very small surplus applicable for the extinction of an 
*' enormuu8 debt." 

As population increased, and the suburbs of the City grew, applicatioos 

>vere from tiuK^ to time made In' ]>rivate indivitluals, for licence to set up a 
^farket. In some cases the- ■ wi re opj>osed by the Corporation, as being 
derogatory to its Charter rights, in cither cases, the City h&a waived its 
claim ; but in every case the Corporation kib shown Itself ready to march with 
the times, and to increase the Market accommodation in proportion to the 
growth of population, and the requirements of the Public. 

Objection bus Ixxu niised against the Corporation for presuming to levy 
tolls in its Markets ; although it is difficult to see how, without them, the 
Markets could be carried on. It cannot be supposed that it is in any way 
incumbent upon tlie Corj)oration to erect ^Iar!o 1 Imildings, and to undertake 
all the dutie-' > >:ini^cted witli su]>p]ying London with provisions, entirely at 
the expense uf itb own Corporate funds. 

The Corporation clums that, as regards Markets, it has exercised its 
rights and privilege*' for the public benefit, and has ever met its vastly increasing 
rosjKnisibilifii's in the matter ol' Market accommodation for the food supply of 
London ; and that at the present time the five uiillions of Tnli'iHifrttitH of the 
Meti'opolis may justly boa&t of a &ei"ies of Jlarkets unef^uaibxl throughout 
the World.

Before tlescribing tlie \vt)rk oi the Girpoi-atioii in relation to Open SiKices 
in and ftroiind the Metropolis, hotm account should be given of the Metagc 
on Grain Fund, out of which (with contributions from the City's Gash) they 
hftve been raunly provided and maintained. 

From time immemorial, the Corporation had been accustomed to uiea.sure 
all Grain of every Und, and all other Morchandizea, Wares and things 
whatsoever, measurable, landed, conveyed or brought in or to the Port of 
Lwidon, upon the water of the Thames, and in the Medway, with full right 
to receive all Wages, Fees and Profits to the same belonging. 

In the Archives of the Corpomtion are contained notices of the appointment 
of Com Meters as early as the reign of King Edward II., besides numberleaa 
instances of the exercise of this right and of other rights connected therewith. 

In the third year of James I. proceedings by Quo (Knronto were commenced 
in the Court of Exchequer, impugning the right of the Corporation to die 

Conservancy of 1 1 10 Thames, and to the MetagQ of C< >t'ii ;ni.l otlii r iii'tidis 
brought into the Port of London. The City ap|>eared, and plea<led therein 
inimeriiori;il custom, and nfror the case ha«l gone to trial, and the evidence on 
the City's bi'lialf ha<l Ix'cn heanl, the Attorney-Generul, Sir Kdward Coke, 
submiiled to judgment against the Crown. 

After judgment was thus obtained in favour of the Corporation, its 
rii:]ir, was further secure<l bv Charter of »biines I, ( l(i(>')). an<l otlier subsequent 
Charter!*, although the Corporation's right was again culled in (juesitiou in the 
Quo Warranto proceedings of Charles II. and James II., but eventually 
satis&ctorily secured by Statute, 2 William and Mary, cap. H ; and it vtm 
continually exercised down to the year 1871, when, to enable Epping Forest 
to be actpiired as an Open Siwcc fir tlie public Ix-nefit, the Corporation 
volimtarily offered to surrender its right to eonijtulsory Metage Dues, and 
Ci»nsiNjuentlv (as will more fully ap])e;ir herealler in the at^'ount of the 
acquisition ol Kpping Forest) iu 187i, the .Metagc on Gi"ain (Port of London) 
Act of that year was passed (35 and 36 Vic. csip. c.) 

Thi^ Act abolished Compulsory Metage on Gniin iin]" irt^^'il info tli<^ Pnr*- of 
LoikIou, and counnuted the Metage Dues received by tiie Curjxiration into a 
fixed due, and created a Fund to be applied towards the preservation of Open 
Spaces near London, and to oth(?r pur|>oses connected therewith. 

The preamble recites liie ancient chartered and prescriptive rigiiis of the 
Lord .Mayor and Corporation of London. Section 3 abolishes Compulsory 
Metagc and Metage Dues as from the 3l8t October, 1872, and by Section 4 
the Corporation is empowered to demand and receive in lieu thereof, for a 
period <rf 80 yean frotn such date, a duty at the rate of thrce-si.N.tcenth.s of a 
penny per cwt. in resj)ect of all Grain brought into the Port of London for 
sale, to be called the City oi London Grain Duty, and to be held by the

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•CorporatitMi for the preservation of Open Spaces iu the ueigbbourhood of 
London, not mthin the Metropolis as defined hy the Metropolis Mana<renient 
Act, 185A. 

By Section 0, tbe Cor]X)iauoii U empowered to borro^v the necessiiry tiinds 
for the preterration of Opea Spaces, on the credit <ii the Duty and of its 
Ccnporate estates and revenues, to an amount not exceeding 99,000f. 

Uy Sectiuii 10, all money borrowed under tbe Act ib lo be secured l<y Bond/* 
under the City's Seul, and to be iu such form as the Corporatiuu uiuy tbiuk 
expedient and to be assignable by endorsement, the Grain Duty heang the 
piimary, and the City's Estates and Revenues the collateral, security far the 
repayment of the money borrowed. 

Seetion 12 gi\es pow^ to pay off and re-horrow the whole amount 
laised, to he repaid within BO years from the Slst October, 1872, i.e., before 
the 31st October, 1902. 

A separate account iii kept by tlic Corporation under this Act (s. 14), au 
a-bstract of which is annually laid bdbre Parltam^t. 

SLi -i(iii IG provides for the <lisc[);5rf!;e ui' vulumarv iiiuUi^e by tlie 
Corixiration j and by Section 18 tlie cliartoretl and prc!?criprive rights of the 
Corporation are to revive in the event of the Metsge on Grain Act being 
repealed within the 30 years* period limited by the Act, or in the exeat of the 
Oity of London Grain Duty being discontinued by Parliaments 

By the Citj' of London (Various Powers) Act, 1877 (40 Vic, cap. vii.), 
sec. 3, the Corporation is empowered to borrow, in addition to the before

The Corporation of London (Open Spaces) Act, 1878 (41 & 42 Vic., cap. 
exxvii.), sec. 9, authuriM il tlio Cui-poratioii to Ixjrrow, on tbe same security, 
the further mhu ofoO.OOO/., and l<» a]>ply all the inuucyM borruwcl under the 
aforesaid Statiitdvy )M)\vers, and any urlier moneys lor the time iK'inir bplong- 
ing t(» it, or luider its control (excej)t Trust moneys), for the i)iu*po.se of 
the pre.>er\ aTiiin of any Open S|»accs iu the neighbourhood of London within 
the mean in <^ of the before mentioned Act of 1872. 

By the lli;j,h«;ale and Kilburn Open Spinets Art. l^Sti (49 Vie., cap. 
sec. a, the Corporation was einpowei'ed to inmrnv 16,000/. fiir tlie pui'posc of 
that Act, which ix)wer it has exercised to the extent of 5,000/. 

As will appear by (he table set out below, the various 0[HiU Spaces under 
the control of tbe Corporatiiui comprise u total area of U,4<SiSa, Or. 21p., which 
have been ac(piircd at different jKiriods by puivha^K*, and in \ery few instance:* 
by gift, and are (with the exception of i^i>i ^ug Forest and Bunhill Fields 
iSurial Ground) held tmder the powers of the several Acts already referred to. 
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The total cental espraditare (also shown in detail in the table below) 
«monnted to 341,498/, 10«. to the end of the year 1892.

At the 
eiid of IHd'^ tile auiouut still rcumiiiiug clmrged ou the security ot ilit; Grain 
Datj and the City's Estate was 214,000/. ; the sum of 15,0001. having been 
paid off by the Corporation during that year.

The total charge fur maint^iuance of tliew OiHiu biKices avcn.i^i s nearly 
7,jU0/. per annum, of which about one-third is jwid out of City's Cash, the 
{vooeeds of the Grain Duty, after allowing for interest on loans raised, not 
bang sufficient to defray the cost of management of die Open Spaces acquired.

1. — Bu^uiLL I'lELDs Burial Ground. 

Conjprising an area of Dearly four acres, is an ancient Burial Ground 
which twii ci'nturies ago, huM mit ]>y the Corpomtioi!. It formed part nf 
tlii^ Fiiistuu y Esutc, held by the Corporution on lease from the Ecclesiastical 
C«;mmissionors, and when the lease of the Estate expiretl, negotiations took 
place between the Corporation and the Commissionen, which resulted in 
the Burial Ground bdng preserved as an Open Si>ace. 

Iti the year 18G7, an Act (30 and 31 Yict., cftp. 38) was passed by 

which liurial Ground was preserved as an Opf^n ^^JXlce, and the 

C<>r|Hjnilioii was, at its own costs and cliarges, to maintain and keep it in 
rejHvir. Power wu^, however, reserved to the Ecclesiastical Conunis.-iouers to 
assume the management of the ground as an Open Space by giving six months' 
notice in writing to the Town Clerk. The sum of 3,015^ expended 
' by the Corporation, out of dtj Ooah, in laying it oat, has prodded a pleasant 
breathing space in the cmtre of a densely popidated locality. It is 
situate (Hitside tlie City Boundary, and adjoins on the South side the premisra 
uf the Hou. Artillery Company. - 

The total cost of maintenance for the year ending December 31st, 1892, 
was 802/. Us. 6d:, paid entirely out of City's Cash.

Consisting of 77 acres, was purchasoil in the ycjir 1874, of Mr. John 
Gnrney, the Corpf)ration contributing, out of the Grain Duty Ftmd, 10,000/.

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The dej*inil)ili(y <it prcscrviiiir this Open Spnce wan bmugiit to the notice 
ol the CurpoRitiuii, in tlie first place, by a Petition of inhabitants of West Ham 
and Stratford, prapng the Court of Oommoik Council to twaist them to 
purdiase it fay a grant from the fund created undw the M etage on Grain 
Act, 1873. ThePetition was laid before the Court on the Ist May, 1873, and 
was in due course referred to tlie Coal and Corn and Finance Conunittee, who, 
after Coun!>el had advised that the Cnrp 'ration amid leg^tllv ' i iii* r'luitc out 
of the Grain Duty Fund towards the propu:<ed j>urchase, i*ecuaiujuuded that 
aa Annual suui of :^,000/. for five years should be granted accordingly. 

The piu-chase-money was fixed at 14,00(tf., towards which'ajauni of 4,0001. 
was locally eubacribed. 

A License in Mortmain was obtained on the 22nd May, 1874, enabling the 
Corporation to hold West Ham Paric as an Open Space, and therenpoD the 
Corporation ))aid the first instalment of 2,0007. to Mr. Gurney, the Vendar. 

Tlie Corpf>rrition acceleratc l the liquidation of the balance, and on the 20th 
July, lft74. jK^ul the remaining 8,00U/. to Mr. Guruey, who duly exccutal 
a conveyance of the Park. 

Besides thus contributing 10,000^ tonrards the purchase, the Corporation 
expended a large sum of money in laying out and beautifying the Park, and 
the total expenditure in res|)ect of this Open SjMice, to the end of 1888, was 
thus brought up to the aggregate sum of 18,544/., (exclusive of the cost of 
annual maiuteuauce). 

Under the terms of the Agre^ent with Mr. Gurney, the Park was to be 
managed by a Jcant Committee of fifteen Managers, dght of whom were to be 

appoints 1 by tlie Corporuiion, four by Mr. Gnrney (and his successors), and 
three by the Parish of West Hum. Owing to the diafli of Mr. Gurney, and 
the minority of his son, there are temporarily two vacancies. 

The Court of Common Council, in pursuance of Sec. 5 of the CSty of London 
(Various Powers) Act, 1877 (40 Vict, cap. vii.),nade Bye«laws (approved by 
tJie Local Government Board) for the regulation of the Park, which is referred 

to in the Statute as Open pu Mic grounds and gardens for the re.sort and 
" rccre^ition of adults, and as Playirrounds f<jr children and youth, to be 
*' holden by the Corporation for ever," 

The cost of maintenance of this Park is defrayed out of Oty'it Cash, and 
amounted in 1892 to the sum oC l,3o7/. ISa, 4d» (less rents received, 24t^, 11«.), 
leaving a net cost borne by the Corporation of 1,01^. 5«. 4d. 

The Park Keei>orri' and (JarJencrs' Wage- •iiuouutotl, with allowance for 
clothing, to 7:^7/. l'2s., and a Dand of Music i.-> provi led, towjU'ds the expeuae 
of which tlic Corporation contributes annually lOU/. 
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3. — Kppixa FoHEST. 

This Porest, under the otmtrol and managment of the CorpoTatioii, as 
Conservators, ia, by &t, the largest Open Space placed by Parliament under 

the control of a Public Representative Body, and comprises a ma|>-iiificent 
stretxih of diversified Common and Forest l;unl, extending from W;tnstea<l 
Flats in the South, to E])[)ing in the Xorrli, a dtstriTice of Ticrirly I'J miles, 
utid containing a tot.al area (excludinj^ Wansteiul P;irk and iligham Park, 
which will 1x5 separately dealt with) of o,'6-k7 acrtw, which has beeu secured 
to the public by the Corporatfon at a cost of 291,087/. 

On thf '2'>t]\ ^^ay, 1871, the Court of ComnuiM Council referred it to the 
t o;il and Coru and Finance Committee to seek a coulijreuce with tier 
Majesty's^ Mintsten, in order to asoortain on what terms and conditions the 
Corporation could secure to the people, for purposes of public health and 
recreation, those parts of Epping Forest whidi had not been enclosed with 
the assentof rlu; Crown, or by legiil authority. The Committee also had to 
consider a ictfer frntn 'he Riufht Hon. W. Cowper-Temple, M.P., addressed to 
the Lord Mayor, u|)ou the same subject. 

A Conference took place on the 6th June, 1871, between a deputation 
of the Committee (attendeil by the Kecorder), and the First Connnissioner of 
Works, at the House of Commons. At this Coiiference a voluntary offer was 
made on iK-lialf of the Corporatif<n to alxinfion its right to Conipulsorv 
Metage, aud to devote the revenue arising from a fixed Duty which it was 
proposed should be le^ed in lieu thereof, to the preservation of Fp[>ing 
Forest; and as already mentioned, this offer resulted in the passing, 
during the ensidng Session, the Metage on Grain Act, 1872 (35 and 3ti 
Vic., cap. c). 

Prior to this Statute, the Govenimeut procured the passing of the Epptiig 
Forest Act, 1871 (34 and 35 Vic, cap 93), empowedng the Crown to is.-ue 
a Oomrai^ision for the purpose of ascertaining the various rights of all [)arrie» 
over Ep|>ing F()re>t. The period of two yeiirs within which (by sec. 'J) the 
Fin;d luport of the Commi-^sioners was Tn by laid before Parlianu iit was 
extended, li-om time to time, by the 3.) aud 3(5 Vic, cap. 05 ; the oG Vic, 
cap. 5 ; the 38 Vic, avp. G ; and the 39 Vic, cap. 3. 

A very !;irge ?mmber of Meetings took place fi'om the Kith May, 187l'. to 
tlie ^*oveml>er, 1876, all of which were attended by the then City 

Solicitor (who appciued lor any Commoner desiring to avail himself of hi.s 
services), or by Counsel on behalf of the Corporation ; the principal object of 
the' Commissioners bemg to ascertain what illegal enclosures had been made 
during the ])eriod of twenty years immediately preceding the pos^ilug of the 
Eppuig irorest Act, 1871. 

On the 14th August, 1871, a Chancery Suit in the public interest was 
commenced, before the IMaster of the Bolls (the late Sir George Jessel), by the 
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City Sulicitur, by dij-^tiou of the Corporatiou, but iii the uame of the (^unnnis- 
ftioaers of Sewers of the Gty of London, as owners of Ilford Cemetery, on bdialf 
of themselves and all other owners and oceupiera of lands and tenements in 

Eppiiig Fot-est, against Lcvds of Matior»s hi the Farest, for the purpose of ^itayiiigf 
aay further il- - iiclosures, and also for the purpose of obtaining a fleclar- 

atioii that nil dwiicrs :ni(l <)frti|)i<M*s hinds an<l tfnenionts within the regard 
of the btuor w ere enlitie«i to riglit> i a coiuiuon of pastureaii'l psinnajre overthe 
whole of tlic Waste LiqiIh of Kpping Forest. These proceedings were ultimately 
BUOoesBiiil. 

Several su})plemental iJills wen; also filed against some of the Grantees of 
unlawful encloHures, and -^teps were takon by the Corporation to n>vivo the 
Meetings of the Am-ient C^tavi of Verflerers ; they being the Judicial Olhcen* 
of tlie Forest Coiu-ts, ^vho had power to deal with unlawful enclosures in the 
Forest. 

In roTi-^fquciMT nl I lie ai tion of the ( nirpc tratioii, a Writ wjjs addressed by 
the Lord I'hancellor ui tlie Sheriff of Kssex, directing the election of three 
Yoderers, and the Court (which had held no sitdng ainee 1848), was thus re- 
constitiited, and sat on the 16th September, 1871, at Woodibrd. The City 
Solicitor attended, and presented to the Court a long list of unlawfal 
encloeores in the Fofest. 

From time to time, mops were taken hy the Corp »nw ion toaiicertaui whether 
any further illegal enclosures woe taking place, and eventually the action of 
the Corporation proved eff^toal in preyoiting farther encloeures. 

During tlu^ year 1S72, at the iiHtmoft of the CMrporation, the Com- 
mi«sionors pmhiintcil various iicts of destruetiou in rcrtaia parts of the Forest, 
and early in Ih/ii, a geiienii order applying to the whole of the Forest was 
made. In consequence of this order a pennan^t staff of Watchers was ap- 
pointed by the Corporation, who were afterwards subetitated by the ggiatiiig 
body of Forest Keepers. 

Oil rhc 17th Novemlier, 1K74. the Master of the Rolls delivered judgment 
in the long j>endiug Chancery suits, iii liivour of the Corporation, holdhig that 
the right of common of pasture throughout the entire Forest was established, 
and he ordered all the Lords of the Mancvs (with the exception of the Lord 
of the Manor of West Ham, wh* > liad practically parted with all the Waatea of 
that Manor) to pay the costs of the Suit. 

During the course of the prooeeduigs already relerred to, the history of 
£])ping Forest was carefully traced from the time of Edward the Q>niessor, 
by searches in the Public Record OflSoe, the ftritiah Museum, the Bodleian 

l^ibrary at Oxford, the University Librar\ at Caiulii idLje, the Libraries of 
Lincoln's Inn, the Itnier and Middle Temples and the Law In.-titntion. besides 
the Corpomtirin Keconls the ( iiriHuation itself |x)»«e0cdiig certain ancient 
rights of Jiimtiug, «kc., over the wastes of the Forest.

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The tirst Report of the Eppiug Forest Cuuuuissiuutirs (datwl 27tli February, 
1875) was presented to ParliBmeDt on the Idth March in that yenr, and attier 
detailing the various steps taken by them in regard to their enquiries into the 
illegal encIosureH of forest land and the rarioii8 matters referred tothvni,they 
reported that they had arrived at the following conclusions : — 

" That <)\'er those jwrts of the Wasff witliin tlie regjvnl of the Forest over 
which Her Majesty's righto had not b»ien rcluused or conveyed, such rights 
still existed. 

" That all enclosures within the regard of the Forest made since the 21st 
day of August, 1851, where Her Majei»ty*s forestal rights had not been 
conveyed or released, were iiiilawful as a<niinst Hor Majesty and the 

C«»nimoners, and that where Her ^I;ijt'>ry's rij^lits ]m\ l)een convevt-il or 
released, enclosures within the regsu 1 oi tins Fon st iii;»<le since the 21st day 
of August, 1851, were unlawful as ugaiust the Uummouers. 

" That the tuvtiers and uccupitirs of lands and tenements within tlie r<'<riinl 
of the Foi'est, nui l)eliig Waste of the Furest or enclosureh from Waste, had a 
right of oommcMi of pasture Amt comnMnable cattle within the Forest, namely, 
horaea and neat beaeta, levant and oouchant, on thehr lands and tenements 
aforesidd, as appurtenant thereto, over all die Wastes of the Forest, aoeording 
to tjie assise and customs d the Forest. 

** That the then prciient Waste of the Forest witliin the regard there(»f as 
ascertained In tlu- rommissioners, was 6,0il a. 0 r. p., of this quantity 
3,014 a. 1 r. 0^ p. were Open Waste, and ;ioof> u. 3 r. p. were criflosed ; 
that over 3,568 a. 1 r. 10^ p., Her Majesty's forestal rights had been conveyed 
or released, and over 2,462 a. 3 r. 17^ p. they still exinted. 

" That although the public had long wandered over tlu; waste laiuis oi 

Eppiug Forest without let ix hindrance, the Gcnnmissioners could find no 
le^l right to such user established in kw, bnt that such user was a matter 
for coustderation, in the settlement of the Sdieme.'* 

In consequence of the Decree of the Master ol' the Rolls, a largi? extent ol 
Uie land fcmnd by theEpping Forest Commissioners to be unlawfully enclosed, 
was thrown open. 

In the Session of 187:i, the Cor|M)rdtiuu pruuiutod a ijill in Parliainent for 
the permissive sale to the City, by the Viiriout) Ijords of Manors, uf their 
interests in the Forest, but this foiled to pass, through the strength of interested 
oppodtion, and consequently, after the Decree in the Chancery Suit, negocia- 
tions were opened by the Corpoiatian for the attainment of its object by 
voluntary agreement 
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Tlie first nepfociation l)rrnight tf) f» satUiuctory termination was in relation 
to the Jlaiiur of* Chiugford. The Waste lauds in this manor cxivercd au urea 
of 375 acreK, for which the Cbrponition paid 4,000/., including the timber and 
minerala, and the Wastes were conveyed to the Corporalioii cm the S7th 
November, 1876. 

Thefopen Waatea of the Manor of I.<*n^diU)u, oonsisting of 992 acres*, were 
also the auhjeetof an agreement with the Lord of that Mancv, and the 
purchase money for that portaon of the Forest Land was fixed at S0,000/., 
inchidinir timber, minerals, and the sum paid to the Crown ^theextinguiah- 
ment of Grown rights. 

The Conveyance to the Corporation was duly executed on the Ist August, 
1878. 

J'lie iitxt Agreement tor vi>hnit4iry purchase was in the ctim uf the Waste 
lands of the manor of W'altham Holy Cross, consisting of 768 acres of 
utiendosed land, far which (including timber and minerals) the sum of 
17,000^. was paid. 

The Manor ol Ilighain Ilills followtd, J?,420/. being jKiid for the 123 acres 
of Waste lauds (wit^ timber and niincmls) in that Manor. 

The Waste landa of the Manor of Sewardetone were then bought for 81,000?., 
the area b^g 674 acres. 

Subsequently, the Manor of Cunu Hall, containing 73 acres of Waste lands, 
.with the timber, minends, and Crown rights was acquired for 1,720£. 

The Corporation !il>o liono-bt, for 7,000/., t!)e Manor i)f Chiiigfurd Earls, with 
142 acres of waste liuuls and thr nuuKjriul ri^lits in Qiwn Klizabeth's Liodge, 
besides some very valuable anci ornamental oak and other trees. 

In all tliese cti>^e», a he|)amte License in ^lortinain was obtained from the 
Crown, to enable the Corporation to hold the lands purchased aa Open Spaces 
forever. 

It having become neoessaiy to have the lands already aeciuired carefiilly 
watched, a Suporint^dent of the Foveat and a staff of six Keepers were 
accordingly appdnted. 

In July i87H, the Epping Forest Commissioners published their Draft 
Sdieroe, to which the CoqK«atioD stvenuonely objected, because, if carried 
out, it would, in effect, have allowed the retention of 1,016 aerea of unlawfol 
enclosures, one-sixth of the enl^ Forest, which would have ooat to puiehase, 
under the Scheme, between 150,000/. and 200,0007. 

Uu the 23rd February, lb77, the Eppmg Fuitis,t C^Jiumibsioners publishe<l 
their Final Scheme, and qn the 8th May following, their Final Beport was

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prp^t nted to Parliament and printed by (trder of the House of Coramons, and 
it then appeared that the insiin objections of the Cor[>oration to the Draft 
Scheme of July, 1876, had been overrulec}. 

Under these circumstancct*, and having regjird to the fact that the Govem- 
ment of ihy dav did not hrinj? in a Hill to give effect to the Conimissioner't* 
Rpport, the ( 'iir|)omtinn intrfKlnrod a I'ill. in the Sfjsinii of !X7H. for tlie pur- 
])<>st' ul coutirming^ the arningenient.s ulmuly iiDwie hy i hetn, and tor authorising 
them to acquire the reumiuder of the Forest by Agreement. 

This Bill, however, was re-modelled and enlarged in its scope and (after 
having all leference to Epping Forest struck ont of it) eventually became the 
GorpoFatioii of Loadoa (Open Spacer) Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Tie, cap. 
cxxvii.) ; and by arranireinent with the Corpuration, the. Oovrnimcnt doalt 
Hpecificaily with E|)]>ing Forest in a separate inrn^uri'. \vlii< li Ixciiiiiu law 
under the title of the Eppiug Forest Act, 1878 ( J I and i'2 V'i<T., ciip. ccxiii.) 

See. 3 of that Act provided for the regulation of the Forestt by the Cor- 
poiatioti, as the Conaervators. 

Sec. 4 disafforested the Forest and provided for tlie cessjititm of all Her 
Miije^itv's rifrhtr* therein and the nlKilition of nil Forest Coiirt.s, (irants, 
Apix)intnientei, atul Offices, and tor the transfer of the Deer to the Couaervatonj 
to be preserved as objects of ornament. 

By sec. 5 all rights of conunon and of pasture and of common of mast or 
pannage were to continue ; and fay the following section ( (!) ull rights of cuttiDg 
down trees, digging gravel, &c., were to be sttbjeefc to the Act. 

S(»o. 7 direot*'H the (^'onserrator?* to, at all times, keep the Forest unenclosed 
and uidmilt upon as an Oj>cn Spsice for the recreation and enjoyment of the 
public, and they were directed by all lawful means prevent, re^ibt, and 
ahate aU future enclosures, encroachments, and buildings ; not to alienate any 
portion thereof and to preserve, as fiur as posuble, its natural aspect 

Sec. 12 required the Conservator.* to purchase sudi portions of the Forest 
as they had not alrejidy nciiuin-d ; iind sec. 26 renden»<l :i License in Mortmain 
unnecessary to hold lauds acquired after the passing of the Act. 

See. 29 continued the right of the several Forest Parishes to nommate their 
Beeves and Assutant Beeves. 

Sec. 30 api>oint<^d four Verderers to hold office until tho l^'»th March. 1880: 
after which, elections were to he lu;ld M'liit nrnnlly, the Elec-tors being the 
Commoners of the Forest, and the Verdei-ers to l)e resident in one of the 
Forest Piarishci^, but not to be Members of the Curpomtion. These Verderers, 
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with twelve nu iulicrs to be appointed by the Common Council (sec. 31), were to 
feint the Epping Forest C^munittee, which were to have authoiity to 
the powers and discretion and do the acts the Com^rators were empowered to 
exercise and do. 

Sec. 33 fully detineii the jwwers of the Conservfttois, including the felling 
and manogemait of timber and otheae trees, digging of gi-avel, making tempo- 
rary enclosures, regalation of the rights of Commoners, the appointment of 
the persons nominated as Beeves and Assistant Beeves, dbc, Ac. 

Sec. 36 gives power to the Conservators to make Bye-laws, and sec. 37 
dealft with the manner of their allowance. 

Sec. 38 empowers the Conservators to appoint all necessary Officers. 

Sec. 39 provides for the establishment of :i rarest Fund to Ixi contributed 
to by the Corponition out of thr City of London 'irain Duty, or from ofher 
sources, nnfb Fund to rrvTifist oft wo [lart^. r!;i])ir:i; riiul liK'ome Acroiints, (he 
Gipital Arrt)UiiL (.s«»c. 41 ) to lie iippiietl ia |Kt viiicut ot purchase-money or com- 
pen?<jition, or erection of necessary buildings, &c., and the Income Account to 
be applied in payment of roits, salaries, and othor necessary expenses of 
management. 

Section 42 require* the yearly audit and printuig of the Accounts, and the 
delivery thereof^ free of charge, to any person interested in Epping Forest, and 
a printed copy is also yearly to be presented to the Banger and to the First 
Gommiseioiner of Warks. 

The remaining provuiioiiB of the Act (4S to 54) relate to miscellaneous 
details of management and modes of prooedure, which it is not necessary to 
lefisr to in detaiL 

Up to the date of the paasiug of this Act the total expenditure of various 
khids (exdnsive of amounts paid for purchase of Waste Lands to Loxds of 
Manors) amounted to j)7,98U 6«., 83,489£, Is. id. of which was charged 
upon the Gnun Duty Fund and the City's Estates, the bolanoeof 4,49S^ is. 4d, 
being paid out of City's Cssb. 

No time was lost, after the passing of the Act, in bringing raatteis reqmring 
settlement before the Arbitrator appointed by the Act (Sir Arthur (now 
Lord) Hobhoii^e), and a test case was taken as to the value of the rights 

of fuel possessetl by some twenty-four owners and occupiers of landu in the 
Manors of WnltlinTn Holy Crfiss and Sewardstone, over a total acreage of 
:t72 acres. I'he Arbitrator awanicii •J4l. an nrre in thi- tt-st ease, and on this 
basis all the owners of these " Fuel A?it«igiiiuuiit» " wei-e couipcui^ted, which 
involved on expen^tnre (including costs) of about 15,OO0JL 

The Arbitrator's powrrs having been extended by thf Epping Forest Act, 
1680 (43 and 44 Vic, cap. cxxx., which Act als<j ojtilerred certain jKAvcrs of 
exclmuge of land on the Conservators), many orders were made embling the 
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Gonaemtora to purchase 1,843 additional acra* of land, ^ther from Lorda of 
Mi»nor8 or their Grantees. If to this be added the 3,554 acres purchased before 
the Act paBsed, and the arei (>:iiineHl by the several exchanges carried out in 

pursuance of the {K»wer conferred by the Act of 1880 (sec 4)^ ^e tot«l areHof 
th.i' F'irv^t fiiu liiii'my Wanstead Park, but not Fli^^ham Park) mil be found 
to t>c :\,r>2U acn s. For the 1,842 acres ymrchascti um.lcr the orders of the 
Arbitrator, 77,5U()/. was paid for purchase-money and 17,032/. for costs. The 
price per acre varied fircan 25^ to 800^.t and aireniged 701. In each enae a 
separate inTestigntion of the vendor^B title had to be made, and no fewer than 
127 Oonveyanoes were taken hy the Corpotataon as ConaennitoFa of Doping 
Foreat. 

A flum of over 8,075^. (for ooropenaition and ooeta) was also paid in respect 
of the claim of the inhahitants of Loughton in respect of their Lopping Rights, 

and another sum of 8,000/. for equality of exehaiio;e in acquiring Wanstead 
Park (consisting? of 182 acres of the most beautiful part of the Forest). The 
t-ntn! stiTn pntfl from the date o( the pa^^ning of the Act to the close of the 
Arbitration (^after deducting the amoiiut^i j>aid t<»the Conservators for quieting 
the titles to the 485 acrc» allowed by the Arbitrator to remain enclosed) was 
109,505;. 

The rrmilt of the loiig-eontinnori persistent effort^ ntirl large exjxinditure 
of the ( i irj)uratioii, was that oi the 3,000 acres of illegal cnclocurps existing 
at the time of their lirst Agreement with a Lord of the Manor in i87(j, only 
500 acrcH (in round figures) remaiued cucloscd at the end of the Arbitration, 
2,500 acres having been restxned to the Forest, in addition to the 3,000 acres 
of then eodating open Foreot land. 

Bve-laws have b<'e!i duly ma-le in 1880. 1882 and 18S4. for the regulacion 
oi Kpping Forest and VV'anstta<l Park, and t'urtlier Uye-luws for the regula- 
tion' of the Forest are bdug prepared. The general work and numagement 
of the Forest and necessary worics of drainage and improvement have been 
and are beh^ earned on, including the making of a Green Bide twelve mites 
in length, whieh is now complete. 

In the year 1879 Her Majesty was pleased to apptnnt H.R.H. the Duke of 
Gonnaught and Stcatheam to be Ranger of the Forest^ pursuant to section 2 
of the Epping Forest Act, 1878. 

On the 6th May, 18S2, Her Majesty the Queen visited the Forest iu person, 
and formally declared it open to Her people for ever. 

In the year 1889, fifteen acres of Woodland at Theydon Bois, known as the 

Oak Hill Enclosure, were, by the generosity of Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton and 
Mr. E'lwnrrl "N'orth T'uxton, added to tlie I'orcst, and placed under the care 
ami management of the Conservators. A {x>rtion of Higham Park was 
jKirchased in the year 1891, f*»r the sum of 6,000/,, of which the Corporation 
contributed one half, namely, 3,000/. out of City's Cash, and this now forma 
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part of the Foreftt. Tt coinpriHcs over thirty acres. iiiclu<liiiji: u fine sheet of 
water, and is situate near Woodford, in the i*arish of Walthanistow. 

The total cost of Epjnng Foreot, Wanstend Park and Higham Park 
(exeiuaive df expenses of manageme&t) to the end of 1892, was 291,087A, 

and the cost of maintenance and management since its acquisition hjis aveiiiged 
abont 5,000/. |>er annum, t«iwarrls which, however, there if^ an Tncome from 
Wuod Thimiings, Fees for Liceiiaeii aud Keuti$, amounting, on an average, 
to about 1,000/. per annum. 

From the yenr 1871 (before the passing of the first Epping Forest Act) to 

the Final Award of the Arbitrator in 18.S2, i li \ c n yi'sirrf of incessant work in 
and out of l*nr!i:ini(.!nt, devolved upon tli«" ('orponiti'm, the business and 
research coinicitcil \v\i}\ !p</islation, litigation, mid tiiuiuce. being of a 
peculiarly heavy and res(M)iisible cliaiucter. From .May, 187i, t«j November, 
1876, tlie large number of meetings of the Epping Forest Commissioners were 
attended by the CSty Solicitor, fireqoently as representing Commoners. The 
ArUtratton under the Act extended over nearly four years and neoei8»ttated 
114 public sittings, besides many sitriiiL! - iimerd, often lasting the whole 
day, and involved tlie making by the Arl>iirator of T-S? Ordci -, jtH-essarily 
imposing upon the Corporatikm aud ita Otiicerti enormouii labour and ejswpense. 



4. — BuRNHAM Beeches. 

ThiM was the first of the Open Spaces acquired by the Corporation under 
the powers conferred by the Corpcontion of London (Op«a Spaces) Act, 1878 
(41 and 43 Vic. Gap. cxxvii,), and aa such it will he convenient to deal with 
that Act here. 

As alreiJtlv statetl in connectinn with Fpping Forest, this Act was originally 
iiitr(.>rluced into Pnrliiniietit in the Session of 1878, as the Epping F'orest Hill 
of tliat year, but owing U) tlu' arrangement come to between the (ioverumeut 
and the C(X|wcatioii, under which the Government itself introduced a Bill for 
dealing with the Forest queatiou, the Bill of the Corporation became the 
Op<Hi Spacea Act of 1878, receiving the Ro^'al Assent on the 4th July in 
that year. 

It enact;* (by sec. 4) rliat the ( .'oriKinition may ucqiiirc In- |Mirr]iase, gift, 
or otherwise, the treehoitl of any Conuuou, Commonable Lain! ur i)peu Space 
not within the Metropolis as defined by die Metnipolis Management Act, 
1855, but within 25 miles fix>m the City boundary, with the Common rights, 
Ac, over the same ; and by sec. 5, any hm l- puirhasitl under the provisions 
of the Act are to be vested in, and held by the Corporation in mortmun, as 
Open Spaces tarevee. 
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General powers of management in resjx?ct of all Open Space* to l»e acquired 
under th« Act Are conferred by sec. 10 ; and of making Bye-laws by sec. 11 ; 
and sec. 13 provides for the allowance of such Bye-laws by the First Com- 
nuBsaoner of Works. 

Burnham Beeches is situate within the liiuits prescril>ed by awU Act, and t he 
attention of the Court of Common Coundl having been called tolihe deflirability 
of its acqunition and preservation aa an Open Space, the Court, on the 26th 
June, 1879, referred the matter to the Coal and Corn and I'^inance romniittoe, 
with power to ent^r into a Provi^^ional Contntct iar its purchase, subject to the 
approval oi the Court of Common Council. 

Exactly a fbrtmght from the date of that reference, a Provisional Agreement 

was entered into with Sir Henry Peek, Bart., the then owner, for the pnreliase 
ot 37 hi. 2r. I28p. of the Waste lands of the MuTior of Allerds, in East Burnliam. 
it) tlie ( oiuilv ot" l^iHc<. eoiTiprisinj^ an (Jpen Space known us Kri-t l^nni!i:iMi 
(Jominon ami Burnimm iieeches, the latter tauiud for its ni:igtiili(H'iit iH'ecli 
troeo. 

The ['nn ]i:i>(' wa> contplete^l. ami this ^jtlctnlit^ Rpcn^ntion Grontid convyvcd 
to the Corporation as an UjR*ii Sjwicc fur rlu' rccn^atiuii and ciij" i\ intnt of the 
public ou the 2ud July, 1880. The purchH&e-money was fixed at (i,000/, 
and 1,624^. IGs. for timber, but the total oost to the Corporation, incLudisg 
conveyancing costs and road improvements to die end of 1888, was 10,241^. 

The land was conveywl tu the Coriioration subject to all rigia* of cununou, 
&c.f afTccting it, and uko tiubject to a re^rvation as to nhootiug, in iiivour of 
the vendor. 

The CorpDrution has alwo agreed tu (ia\ a proporrion of fhr cost of lon^i nirt- 
ing certain ro.id8 across the Beeches, winch will involve it in a very heavy 
expenditure shortly — ^tiie plans not having been yet finally approved. 

The cost of m»nnL''cinrnt of this Open Space ibr the year ending December 
3l8t, 1892, WU8 3U1/. 7a. (id. 

Bye-laws were duly mtwle for the nianagenu nt of Burnliam IVeches by the 
Court of Common Council on the 16tb DtccmbLr, issit, and uiluwed by 
the Firat Commissioner of Works ou the 3ii>t Uctober, 1681. 

5. — St. Paul's Chubohtard. 

The question of the o|)ening to the public of the railed space around St. Paul's 
Cathedral was originally brought to die notice of the Court of Common Council 
in the year 1874, and on the 22nd October of that year, the Court referred 

the matter to the Coal and Com and Finance Committee, and eventually (in 
July, 1878) an Agreement was entered into between the Dean and Chapter 
and the Cor|>oration in pursuance of the ]>'iwf»r given by Sec. 3 of the 
Corporaliuu of London ^Opeu Spaces) Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Vic, cap. cxxvii.) 
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tJnler this Agreement the niliiigB arotind the enclogure tvere lowered, and 
the encloeiire itself was laid oat and planted as an Ornamental Garden, and an 
oenomentil drinking fountun was erected. The whole coet of the alteratamis 
And incidental expenses, amounting to 5,606/., was borne by the Corporation 
out of City's Cosh. 

That the provision ot" this Open Spixce iu the very h<jurt of the City of 
LoodoD, is a great booo to the public, is . eyideneed by the large numbers 
who daily frequent it 

Bye-law8 were <laly made by the Court of Common Council for the regulation 
of St. Paul's Churchyard on the 10th of June, 1879. whirh rtn-pivpH the 
appnjvnl of the Chapter Clerk uu tlif :.'3rd June, and were allowed by the First 
Commissioner of Works on the lith AugUiit following. 

The cost of maintenance is charged to the Grain Duty Fund, and amounted 

in 1892 toASl/. 78. 4d., 163/. 18«. 6d. of which was fijr Special Police services, 
provided in accordiuice Mith a clause in the Agreement referred to. The 
cost of repairs carried out during the year 189^ amounted to 221L 19«. 

At the time when the throwing open of the Churchyard of St. Paul's 
Ciathedxsl was being oonsidoed, the Cbrporation was also endeavouring to 
obtain the opening to the public of the Gardens <^ Finsbury Circus and 
Trinity Square, and the City Solicitor investigated the matter ; but it was 
found that the circumstances relating to the format; ; '\ nership, and use of 
those GruYleiis were t<x» complicated to be dealt u ith oiliei vvi~e than by n s{m rial 
Act of P;irli:uni ut, the promotion of which threatened to meet with >rrenuoUH 
opposition on the part of profei»»ioual men and others occupying houses and 
offices in the immediate ykamtj, 

6. — ContaDoir Cohmohb. 

In the year 1877, two gmtlemen named Hall, of E«dey, near Ooydon, 

having taken legal proceedings, with some success, in the Chancer}' Division of 
the High Court to prevent the enclosure of Coulsdon Commons by the Lord 
of the Manor, subsequently jx'titioned the Court of Common Council 
to tike the necessary steps for securing their preservation. The Petition 
was, in due course, referred to the Coal and Com and Finance Committee on 
the 18th July, 1878, and they, after negotiations with the Lord of the Manor, 
recommended the pnrehaae of his interest in the 847 acres of the unendoeed 
portions of the four Commons known an Riddlesdown, Keuley, Farthing 
Downs, and Coulsdon, for the sum of 7,00(tf. 

On the 5th February, i8H3, the purchase by tiie Corpomtion was complete^l 
for 7,157/. 10^., including the cost of the Conveyance.

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These Commona were aequired under the powers of the Corporatioa of 
London (Open Spacej«) Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Yict, cap. cxxvii.), before re£nred

The cost of maintenance, including wages of keeper, planting trees, ftc, 
amounted in 1892 to 331^ 4x. Id., charged to Groin Duty Account. 

Chancery procei^ings were commaioed in October, 1886, against Mr. Halt, 
for cutting and canning away fern on the Common, which proceedings, 
however, remained in alieyance, owing to the defendant undertaking not to 
offend in future. The defendont hoe since died, buttheundertaldqg has been 
continued by his ezecutoro. 

Bye-laws were duly made for the manoganent of Couledon Commons, on the 
1st February, 1883. wliich were allowed by the First Cfxnmienoner of Works 
on the 24th March. followLog. 

It should be mentioned that the Conveyance of these Commons was 
executed subject to a notice to treat which had been s»ved upon the Lord of 

the Manor by t\w London. Hrighton and South Coast Railway Comiany, 
for n -imall jmrtion of Riddlesdown Commo.T (containing 3 a. L' r. 22 ji.) 
f n- till' |jiir|H)se of their Railway. In due course of time, the Company 
exercised tlieir statutory jxjwcrs of purchabc, and a Conveyance to the Contpany 
of the land m question was executed by tiie Corpomti(m, in whidi the Lord 
of the Manor joined. 

7 and 8. — Hiohgatb Wood and Kilbubk Park. 

These Oi»en Spaces were offered to the Corporation on behalf of the 
Eocle«astical Comnussioners, by a letter of Esrl Stanhope, laid before the 
Court of Common Council on the 12th February, 1885, on condition that the 
CorfKiration would obtain Parliamentary sanction for the Commissioners to 
apprnpriatc to the jxirpetnal use and enjoyinent of thp inhaVntants of the 
MetroiK>lis the lands* in question, and unticrtake to lay out and maintain the 
two sites as Parks in perpetuity ; Highgate Wood contains 69 a. 1 r. 13 p. 
and Kilbum Park 30 acres. 

The letter was reft ritil in ilir Cml and dnn and Finance Committee, who 
reported in favour ot tiie acceptance ot tlie otter, and ou the 29th October, 
1885, the Court of Common Council instructed the Bememlnancer to give 
the necessary Parliamentary Kotice, with a view to the intraduetton of a Bill 
into Parliament in the neact Session to carry the arrangement into effect. 
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The C<>r|x>rat!on hn*] been iit thU time considmiiGr t!ip practicability of 
utilising, in the LTecrion of Lalxmrorb' D\vellin<r'<, tlu' rcsiiluary bofjue'^t of the 
late William Wanl (wiiich had been left to the Corporation for the crtiition of 
ft Fund having for iti object the benefit of tbe poorer classes). After 
proceedings bad been instituted in the Chancery Division of the High Court 
for effectuating its object, the Corpmntion found that le^gal difficulties 
prevented its accotnplishmcnt, and accordingly the Liw and City Courts 
Connnittee recommended that Mr. Ward's Bequest shoulil be appliod towardf? 
the maintenance of the Open Spaces now under consideration, or one of them. 
A Scheme was accordingly prepared for the purpose, which received the 
sanction of the Court, but it limited the application of the Fund to the 
miuntenance of Kilbnrn Parb, giving power, however, to ih» Corporation to 
carry in a further Scheme if the income of the Fund should not be entirety 
abswhed in the maintenance of that Park. 

It will thus be seen that the oost of maintaining Highgate Wood is thrown 
entirely upon the Cctfpo«atlon, which is also pledged to ihe maintenance of 
Kilbum Park. 

An Act wa« obtained in the Session of 1886 for enabling the Ecclesiastical 

Commissioners to convey to the Corporadon, the lands at Highgate and 
Kilbum, entitled the Hifrbgnte nnd Kilbnrn Open Spaces Act (19 Vict., 
cap. ii.). sec. 2 of which vested »uch Open Spaces in the Corporation in tnort- 
mjiin in |ierjjetuity, as Public Parb* or Open Spaces for the perjietual use 
thereof hy the Pnblie Ibr «xercifle and recreation ; and tlm section contamed 
a direction (so far as Highgate Wood is concerned) that the natural aspect 
thereof was, so fiir as possible, to be preserved. 

Under sec. 5 of the Act, the Corporation ha.s borrowed a sum of 5,000/. in 
0(»nectton with the necessary ex{)enses of laying oat these Open Spaces, the 
interest being paid by the Corporation, and the Corporation Estates and revenues 
bong primarily liable for the prinripal. 

Immediately after the passing of the Act) the Court of Common Council 
referred it to the Coal and Com and Finance Committee to carry such Act into 

execution, and on the 6tli May, 1886, the Court authorised the ap]iointment 
of a Keeper of Highgnte Wood, an<l the esqicndlture out of City's Cash of 500/. 
for rf'|wirs of fencing, i^^.. nnd the erection of a Keeper's LoH^e. On tlip 10th 
D'Hi iiilK r in the sann' vcar the ('ourt autliorised a fnciliiT exju'inlii un' out of 
City's Cash of oOi'/. ; and ;j,UOU/. for the drainage, lasiug out, and enclusing of 
Kilbum Park. 

The Cliamberlain's Accounts show that from the years 1»«6 to 1892 (ho

The capital sum at present standing to tlie credit of the Fund known tm 
Wajrd's People's Recreation Ground Fund &r the maintenaooe of EilhunL 

Park, is 19,000/., which is invested in Tower Bridge Bonds, puying 'i^ per 

cent., but the interest of this Fund Ijein^'- Insufficient to meet the hcjivy 
expense iuciured in Inyinfj; out the Park and maintaining^ it, the Corporation 
has from time to time contributed the tbllowing amounts out of City's Cash 
towards those purposes, v\z.

The totiil cost of mnintenanci: last year was 1,1-14/. O.s-. 2(i., and at the end 
of the year tlicre wan a balance due to the Tmisurer (the Chamberlain) of 
267/. 19«. 3rf., so that there is little prospect of " The Ward's Peoj)le's 
" Becreatioii Ground Fand " being available for the maintenanoe of High- 
gate Wood for many years to come ; on the cootmry, the mamtenanoe of 
both of these Open Spaces, will, doabtless, necessitate an annual contribution 
out of Gty's Cash. 

Bye-lawH for the rpfjulation of these 0]>en Spaces have been duly made and 
allowe<^, tliose for Highirate Wood beino; dated 5th .\ug^ust, 188fi, nnd allowed 
by the First Commissioner of Works :^:;iii<l October, 1886 ; and those for 
Eilbum Park bang made SOth October, 1887, and allowed 3rd November, 1887. 

9. — West Wickuam Commok. 

This, the most recently acquired Open Space by the Corporation for the 
benefit of the public, is situate in the Parish of West Wickham, in the County 
of Emt, and consists of 25 acres of Common land. 
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On 2iid June, 1892, a Petition was presented to the Court of Common 
Council, on l)ehalf of u TjOcjiI Comniittei! which had been formerl for the 
prrs(>rvution of Wesr W'ickham Common, praying the Court's astiistance, and 
tlie Petition was referre<l to the Coal and Corn and Finance Committee. 

It appeared that a Provisional Agreement had already been entered into 

between the Local Preservation rommittfp mul tlic Lord of the Manor, for 
the tjmditiciiul sale an 1 juu cIkisc of the Common lor the sum of ;i,000/., of 
which 1,500^. had been ali"eady collected. 

After ^me nerrixnations with the Lord of the Manor, a Conveyance ol 
the land to tlie Cor|>oratiun was executed on the 2>th October, 1893, the 

Corporation paviii? the balance of tho pnrrhiise-nioney (5002.) and thee3EpenM8 
attcndiuj^ the I'oriuul opening of the Common, 12^1. XQs. 

This Open Space was acquired under the proviuouB of the Corporation of 
London (Open Spacer) Art. 1S7>; (41 and 42 Vict,, cap. cxwii.), and ia 
under the management of the Cual and Com and Finance Committee. 

Bye-htw8 for its reguluti<m were made on the lit Novemher, 1892, and 
duly allowed on the 28th Fehruary, 1893. 



In addition to tl>e Open Sjiaces already referred to, Shiplake Island, 
(in t!)(> Thamos>. was purchased by the Corporation in 1891, to preserve 
it from being built upon. 

This Island is situate in the County of Oxford, and contains an nv&i of 
la. 2r. 17p., but, iniwrnuch as it is Ijeyond the twenty-five mile limit alUiwed by 
the Cor]x>n»tion of London (Open Spaces) Act, 187>^, it could not ije purchased 
under tlie pruv isii>us ot that Act. A License in Mortmain wois consequently 
necessiiry, and the total cost of acquisition was 836i. 128. Bd, (the purchase* 
money being 700/.), whidi waa paid out of City^s Caab. 

The Island is largely used by camping-out parties, and is open to bather*, 
r^tdatiouti having been drawn up lor itn management. 

It ia a great boon to the river-frequenting public. 



Another instmcc of property liaviug been purchu.'4ed by thti Corponition in 
the public interest is that of a portion of the Xork Park Estate, situate nt 
Walton-on-tbe-Hill, in Surrey, oonsiatiiig of 62a. 2r. 39p., which waa 
purchased firom the Earl of Bgmont, on the 29th March, 1892, under the 
sanction of the Chancery Division of the High Court of Justice, the 
purchase mnnf-y beiti:^ partly found by the Cor(K)ration out of Ciiy (.'ash, 
and jiartly hy moneys in Court stin ling to the credit of the Corporation 
applicable to the purcliuse of real t^tate. 
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Although this purchase mny be <lescril)ed as a beneficial one to the 
Corporation, yet the sole object m view iu acquiring the property was that 
a locus skmdiia the praservataon of llie ComnionB in the parish of Walton'Kin- 
ihe-Hill might be seemed to the Corporation, should any attempt be made in 
the future to ent roach on the right* of the Commoners ; "^e property in 
qofistion having valuable rights of common attached to it 

The (,'orporation, in addition to the foregoing, has, also, from time to time, 
contributed out of City's Gash, various sums of money for the preservation of 
Open Spaces under the control of other bodies ; as, for axamplc (to give the 
two most recent instances) : — 

1,000/. towards (■(»>[> incurred by the Banstead Commons Preservation 
Committee, ( 1 .S»o) ; and 

900/. towards enabling the Mitcham CbmnvHi Conservatora to acquire 
the Manorial rights in that Manor, (1S9S). 

The Corjiorntion bns nlso made the following grants, in recent years, 
towards the protection of the rights of the public over Biverti and Broads, 
namely : — 

The Norfolk Broads Protection Society (1890), 2101, 
The fiiver Mole Defence Fund (1890), 105/. 

In the evoit of Ifae Meuige on Grain Dues (wliicb expire in 1903) not being 
renewed by Parliament, for a farther term, l2ie probably large balance of the 
various Loans reaoainmg due at the expiration of the Statutory poiod, wilt 

&11 upon the Estates and Revenues of the Corporation, together with the very 
conaidetable annual cost of the maintenance of the Open Spaces refierred ta 

In addition to the responsibiUt^ which the CovpoEationhas l&uscast upon it 
in ocmnecticai with Open Spaces under its control, the City Batepayers con- 
tribute about onc-cighth of the amount expended for similar purposes 

by tlie l.oiiddii County Council, such expenses being charged to General 
County Kate, to which the City, with the rest of the Metropolis, contributes.

The Corporation of London was leffally constituted the Port of London 
Satiitarv Aiithoritv in 1872, bv the 20th section of the Public Health Ac t of 
that year {'65 and Sfi Virt.. cap. 79), which is as follows : — The Maynr, 
" Alderiiieii and Conunonn of the City ot London shall be deemed to be the 
Saniterj Authority o£ the Port of London, and shall pay out of thdr 
^' C(Hrpomte fiuida all their expenses as saeh Port Sanitary Authority." 

The Aft also defined the limits of the Port to he thoso of the Port as 
established lor tlie purposes of the Customs Laws, and guvi' the Local 
Government Board ])ower, by Provisional Uiilcr, to assign to the Port 
Sanitary Authority any powers, rights, duties, &c., under the Sanitary Acts 
or any of them. 

On the 17th September, 187^, the Local Government Board issued an 
Order assiguiug certaiii powers to the Port Sanitary Authority under the 
Nuisance Remoyal Acto, 1855, 1863 and 1866, and the Sanitary Act, 1866, 
together with all the powers, authorities and duties contuned in the last 

mentioned Act in r^ard to Ships and Waters and Persons eng.nge<l therein, 

and ill roirard to providing Hospitals fir the sick ; and also the duty of 
appointiiiLT a legally qualified Medical Practitioner to Ix? the Me<lif';il Officer 
<jf Health, and ul»o a compet<'nt person to be an Ins|jector of Nuisances. 

The above mentioned powers were only assigned for the period ending the 
2oth )[arch, 1873, and the Order was annually re^issued without aiteratioii 
until 1883. 

The Public Health Act^ 1875 (38 and 39 Vict., cup. 51), repealed the Act 
of 1878, and all the other mentioned Acts, and sec 291 re-enacted die 

section constituting the Corporation the Port of London Sanitary Authority, 
with similar authority as before to the Local Government Board to assign 
powers, &c.. under the Act, and with n sintilar provision in regard to the dis- 
charge of its exj)enses by t!u: i.ttrjKjraliou ont of its Corporate Funds. 
The Local (tovernnient Board, iiovvever, continued to rc-issue the original 
Order, giving powers under the repealed Saiutary Acts, but this anomaly was 
eorrected by a ckuse which the Corporation caused to be inserted in the 
Diseases Prevention (Metropolis) Act, 1883 (46 and 47 Vict, cap. 35, sec 8), 
which is as follows : — 

^' The Local Government Board shall be deemed to have been empowered 
to assign to the Port Samtary Authority of the Port of London for the 
*' whole of the said Port, the powers, rights, duties, &c., which diey have 
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assigned to them ; and the said Board may from time to time assign to the 

"said Port limitary Authority for the whole of the said Port, nuy [owers, 
" riglite, duties, «!icc., of an Urban Sanitary Authority under the Public Health 
Act, 1875, with such modMcations and additions (if any) as may appear to 
" the Board to be required/' 

This section &ho gave the Port Sanitary Authority power to acquire and 
hold kndg for the purposes of thor cooetitat&on, without any License in 
Mortmain. 

On the 20th March, 1884, the Local Government Board issued an Order 
under the above Section as^gning certain powers under the Act oi 1875, and 
re-assif^ing the former ]>owers as to the apix)intment of a Medical Officer of 
Health and Inspectors of XuiBunces, togethtor with Assistant Medical Officers 
and Assistant inspectors. 

Rules were duly made by the Corjxjration, and approved by the Local 
Govcrnnicnt P.onrd on t!ie 4th March, 188-1, for the removal to Hospital of 
peibojia brought wilhia the Port by any ship or boat infected with a 
*' Dangerous Infectious Disorder," which expre^ion was defined to meau any 
one of l^e following diseases : — 

DiphtiM»ia« 
Erysipdas, 

Measles, 
Scarlatina, 

Small Poy. 

Typhoid or Eut<;ric Fever, 
Typhus Fever. 

Tn 1885, frosh Uffjitlation^' wore made which included Cholera in thp list 
of J)ise4ib<js ; but with rr-minl to this latter disi'use, special Eegiiiatioiis have, 
from time to time, been made by the Loail Government Board, under which 
it is the duty of the Medical Officer to visit all ships axriving in the Port <^ 
London, whether in&ctsd with Cholera, or coming from an infected port, and 
examine all pefeons on hoord. 

Fresh Regulations were again made in 1890 with regaixi to persons brought 
into the Port of London suffering from a dangsrous infectioas disorder, such 
disorders including only those named in the Order of 1884. 

By further Orders of the Local Government Board, dated respectively the 
7th June, 1887, and the L^6th July, 1887, the Port of London Sanitary 
Authority was constituted the Registration Authority and the Authority for 
suppljong copies of Regulations made hj the Local Government Board under 
the Canal Boats Act, 1877 (40 and 41 Vict., cap. 60), in respect of the 
following Canals and River, vi^. ; — 

Gniiid Surrey Canal, 

Regent's Canal, 

Thamei» River. 
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By sec. 142 of tlie Public Health (London) Act, 1891 (54 and '»5 Vic, 
cap> 76), sec. 291 of the Pablic Health Act, 1875, constitutin<r the 
Corporation the Port of London Sanitary Authority was repealed, bat 
sec. Ill of the later Act practieallj re-enactefl the repealed section by 
enactinf^ that "The Mayor, rommrmnlfy uml Citizens of the City of London 

shall continue to Kp the i*«*rt Sanitary Authoritv of the Port of London, 
" as esUiblislunl fur the j>nrj»oses of the laws relating to tiie Customs of the 
** United Kingdoiu, and shall pay out of their Corporate Funds all their 
" ^penses as sach Port Sanitary Authority." 

Section 1111 of rlic -ntnc Act t'lnu i s rhjit fftr the ptirj)(j.ses of tlie Act any 
vessel lyiux in any river or otiier water in tiie district of a Sanitary 
Authority shall (subject to the provisions of the Act ivith respect to the 
Port of London Sanitary Aathority) be subject to the juriadictiun of that 
Authority in the same manner as if it were a house within such district, the 
Master of the vesad bong deemed to be'the occupier thereof. 

Section 112 of the Act gave the Local Government Board pow^ to assign 
to the Port Sanitary Authority any of the powers, rights, duties, capacities, 

Habilities, or obli{i:ations of u Sanitary Authority under that Act, or under 
the Publi<' ITi ilth Act, 1875, and any Art extending; or amendinj^^ the same, 
and an Order was neefirdin<r|y made by tlie Bojinl on the ^.'Vth March. 1892,

The iimitfe ul' the Port are fl( tiiuni by Treasury Minute, dated the lf<t Aug-tist, 
1883, aud extend down both sides of the River Thames, from higli water 
mark at Teddington Lock, to au imaginary line drawn from the Pilot mark 
at the entrance of Havengore Greek, in the CSounty of Essex, to the Land's 
End at Warden Point, in the Isle of Shepp^, in the County of Kent, such 
point being the Xorth-westem limit of the Port of F;i\ ersham, and extend 
tip and include both sides of the Rivpr ^ledway to an imaginary straight line 
dnnvii from tlio South-erist point of hitid westward of Cnalniouth Creek, thence 
across the said liiver Medway to the Westernmost point of the piece ot land 
which forms the Eastern side of Stuugate Creek, ur iu other words the North< 
west point of Fleet mark, and from tbenoe in a Southwly direction to Swale 
Church in the County of Kent, and thence in a Southerly dirsetaon to Elmly 
Chapel, in the Isle <if Sheppey, a supposed direct line from Elmly Cliapel to 
Swale Church lieing the western limit of the Port of Faversham, and include 
the Islands in Hnveiitrnre Crock, railed Potton nnd Hushly Islands, and so 
much of the said Creek and Watercourse as extends from it to the Town of 
Bocbford, and also including all other Islands, Rivers, Streams, Creeks, 
Waters, Watercourses, Channels, Harbours, Docks, and places within the 
before mentioned limits. 

The Corj)onu ion. as ilip Port of London banilary Autli(triry, for some years 
provideti a Hospital Ship tor the purpose of receiving and treating j^ticuts 
entering the Port of London suffering from infectious diseases. The ship

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\sii» statioiictl on the River TliaiiK -^ nlmnt a mile Ik Iow Graveseiul, where 
vcMsel!* nrriviii^j^ in tbe river. lx)nn(l lor Loiuloii. are by law i-equired to stx)p 
for ins])cction by the Officers of Customs as w(!ll for Uevcnue as for Health 
piu-po«e». In the year iSH:J, the ship being out of repair, it was considered 
advisable to provide a Hospital on land, in its place. A suitable eituation for 
8ttch Hospital was sought for and a piece of land at Denton was selected, with 
the advice and assistance of one of the lleflical Inspectors of the Local 
d iv( rTuncnt Board, and purchased by the Corporation. Tln' TT(i-]>itil was 
Imilr aiiM lommlly opened on the 17th April, lb84, since which time paticuts 
have betin continuouiily received there. 

Durinjf the years 1882, 1883 and 1884 the expenditure in connection w i'h 
the acipiisition of the Hospital Site and the erection of the Hospital amounted 

to about 5.000/. 

Durin'T the ten years. ]88.'^-1892, the ordinary expenditure of the Corixjra- 
tion as the Port Sanitary Authority for the Port of LoTidnn nnionnt<id to the 
sum of ;^8,702/. Os. Hd., and the extraorduiary ex|>enftes (^iiicludinji; jxvrt of 
the expenses of providing the Hospital) to 16,041/. 10^. 5d., or a totol of 
nearly 6.5,000/., the whole heing provided out of CSty's Gash. 

A Mcflirnl OfHrcr of Health was api>ointed in 1873, and an Assistant 
Medial i Olhcer to take charge of the Hospital Ship, which was moored at 
ijhiivesend. 

One Inspector was uppointetl in 1873. 
A second in 1888. 
A third in 1883. 
A fourth in 1888. 

A fifth in 1892 ; and in consequence of the increase of work and responsi- 
biiity, the Committee have decided to appoint two additional ones. 

A steam Laundi was at first hired, and afteiwrardB purdiased. 

In 1878 a steam Launch was sjxjcially constructed for the Port . Sanitary 
Authority, and was employed until 1884^ when she was replaced by a larger 
vessel. In 1893, a second Lanneh, still larger, was constructed. 

All rn<ps ot" infectious disease are conveyed in a 8{)ecially constructed 
Ambuiuiice boat, either rowboat or steam launch. Disinfection is, in all cases, 
carried our gr ituitously by the Authority. 

Re- vaccination is offered free to tiie crews of all vessels irom wliich cases 
-of snuili-pux are reuun t d. 

The river is patrolled by two Sanitary Inspectors in Steam launches. 

An inspector visits each Dock daily. The duties of the Inspectors ai« to 
inspect the ships generally, and U) make careful enquiries as to the; he:dth of 
the crew ; refming all matten of douht or difficulty to the Medical Officer of 
Health. 
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Eri juirRs nn made also as to whether clothing, the property of persons 
will I iiasc .lie<l abroad, is carried on borud. und the cause of death : ilisinfecf - 
ina wliere necessary, nnd notinjr all <"i>i-s in whicli ?:tractnrnl ultt-nitiutib are 
required for the improvetaeut of ventilation or iight^ or to abate any nuisance. 

One very important work tmdertaken by the Port Sanitary Autliority hm 
"been die repres^tftticm. (ocnitiiiued iwd repeated) of the nuisance, and ite 
attendant danger to the Public Health, caused fay the diediorge of crude 
Sewage into the fiiver Tfaamea. 

An important port of the duty of the Port Sanitary Authority ie the 
carrying out of the provisions of the Canal Boata Acts, 1877 and 1884. 
Under tlietfic Actn, Oonal boats in the river and docks are constantly 
enpervised and inspected. 

The Medical Officer of Health lias repeatedly callwl attention to the marked 
improvement in these boats since the oontinuoos inspection has been carried 
out) and this oi»nion has been confirmed by the Local Government Board 
Inspector of Canal Boats. 

In 1873, the Port Sanitary Auiliurity wa?*, for the first time, constituted a 
Registration Authority uuder thasis AvU. There arc uow 230 bouts on ^iieat 
Register. 

Special attention is psiid to the supply und ^uivnixv of Drinking \Vat<T on 
buard. Vessels. The Water Barges are under the constant Buperv'ision of the 
Medical Officer, as are, also, the storage receptacles on Vessels. 

The examination of cargoes ()f frozen meat, fruit and vegetaWes, u & 
very inip>nnnt port of the work, and on account of its mngnitiirlp ocrnpieR ft 
very lar^rc pruj>ortion of tlic Inspt^ctors' time. Large seizures occur from 
time to time, and bmuller seizures are very fretj^ueut. 

CHOLERA. 

Naturally tlie prevention of the importation of Cholera into London has 
engaged the earnest attention of the Port Sanitary Authority, iiitijcrtu witli 
success. At Gnivesoid, a Boarding Hulk has been provided, where two 
Medical Officers are always on du^. One of these OffioN« viaitB, in 
■conjunction with the Customs AttthoritieS| every vessel arri^ng from forngn 
ports. If the vessel arrives from any port consideretl dangerous he sees every 
individual on board, and if any are infectwl they arc removed to Hosjiital, 
the vessel fumigated, all effects disinfectefl, tlie bilges diseliarged. the drinkini; 
water throwu away (after disiufectiou), and the tanks cleaned. In thi» way 
4,293 vessels have been medically inspected between August, 1892, and June, 
1893, carrying crewa to (he number of 54,190 and 14,419 passengers. 
Twenty-five coses of actual or suspected Cholera have been detected and 
-dealt with. 
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The following are the exi^tin^- P.ye-Inwi^. wlikli were allowed by the Locnl 
G< A eminent Buiird on the 27th January, 1893, aud replaced those allowed ou 
the 7 th May, 1886 : —

2. Every Master or other person haWn^ charf!^' of a vessel arriving in the 
Port of London, with any person on boarrl. wlietber a passenger or belonging 
to the ship's crew, suffering iruiu a dungerous infectious disease, shall stop 
on arrhral off the Cuatom House at Gmveeend, and fortiiwitli weoA notioe to 
the Medical Officer of the Port Sanitary Authority etationed at Graveeend, 
Ibat thwe is a penon on board auffermg from such a diaeaae. 

8. The Master or other person in charge of the vessel shall cnnse her to 
reinaii^ off the Custom House until the Medical Oificer of Health has 
boai'ded her. 

4. The Medical Officer of Health to whom notioe ia given, as aforesaid, 
shall as soon as practicable visit the vessel, and ascertain whether the person 
referred to in the notice is suffering from a linfrerous infectious disease, and 
if in tbo opinion of the Medical Officer of He.ilth he is, nnrl ran properly be 
reiin>\ e<l, and proper accommodation cfin l>e provided for him in the Hospital 
of the Port Sanitary Authority at Gravesend, or in some otlier Hospital to 
which the Port Sanitary Authority are entitled torraoove pattents, the Master 
or other person having charge of the vessel shall forthwith cause audi person 
to be reniovt 1 to audi Hospital according to the directioiis of the Medical 
Officer of Health, 

5. If any dangerous infiectioua disease shall break oat on board any vessel 
arriving in tibe Port of London, and after she has passed Gravesend, the Master 

or other person having chai^ of each vessel shall give notice to the Medical 
Officer of Health of the Port Sanitnrv Authority, at Office ut Greenwich, 
that there is on board a person suffering Irom such a disease, and if, upon 
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eacamiiuKtioa, the Hedin] OfHast of Health Bhall find libat he u suffiaring, 
the Master or other person in charge of such vessel shall forthwith oaase such 
person to he removed to a Hospital to which tbe Port Sanitary Autli. irity are 
entitled to remove patioitaf as directed by the Medical Offioor of Health. 



PSNALTIEB. 

G. Every person who shall offend agiiinst any of the foregoing Byc-Iaw» 
shall l>e liable for every such offence to a penalty of live pounds, and in tl»e 
case ot a continuing offence to a further penalty of forty shillings for each 
day after mitten aotice of the offence from the Port Sanitary Authority. 



Provided, neverthelessi that the Justioes or Court before whom any 
fiompbiiot may be made, or any proceedings may be taken in respect of any 
Snch offence, may, if they think fit, adjudge the payment as a penalty of any 
sum less than the full amount of the penalty imposed by this Bye-law.

POLLVTZOll OF THB BI7IB THAHES. 



On the ISth Fehniuy, 18S1, l^e Medical Officer of Health of the Port 

of LoikIoii reportcfl to the Port Sanitary Committee of the Cor]K)rsitu>n, 
that, during the previous summer, the insunitary condition «»f the Thames hnd 
attmctod tho nttention, not only of the Officers of the Port, hut also of the 
gencinil public, t»wuig, princijuiliy, to the discharge of tinormou» quantities uf 
Sewagie into the river. 

Ahout tho s^:itno time, the CorjK)rntinn cauncfl letters to Ix; written to 
Ri|Mirian Autliorities who nl!owe<l Sewsige to How into the Thames in their 
Districts, csilliug upon them to discontinue tlic practice. These letters producetl 
very important changed in the Sewage outfalls in the districts of the Upland 
Riparian Aiithoritiea. 

In Octoljer, 1881, the Court of Common Council matle a reference to the 
Port Sanitary Committee to enquire into the sanitjiry condition of the River 
Tbames in the neighbouifaood of CroBsnesB and otiier out&llfl ; and that 
Gommittee was directed to report what steps should, in thdr o{»DioD, he taken 

to remedy any existing evils thereat, with authority to confer with Her 
Majesty's Gnvornment thereon, and directing lliai :iji|)li(atinn I f made to tlie 
Home Secretary tA>take action under the provisions of the 21st and 22nd Vic., 
cap. 104, sec. 31. 

On the 15 th Dccemher, 1881, the Port Sanitarjr Committee made a Report, 
from which the following is an extract : — 

On the 28rd Kovemher, 1881, and the 3rd December, 1881, the Committee 

proceeded to the {xiints in (picBtion, inspecting on the former date, and taking 
samples of the lower part of the river, viz., from Gravescnd to AVoohvich, 
and on the latter dato, of the upper part as high ns Tt^ddit)gton Lock. They 
then instmctfd ihv Medicnl OfHcer of Health to make analyses of the water 
obtained, uud report fully thereon. 

They also instructed him to engage the services of Professor Wanklyn to 
make iriili j>endent analyses of the wnter. The lenjiective analvse^* of these 
gentlemen were made, and the reports were carefully considered by the 
Committee. 

In the mind« nf the Committee there was no dfMilit fhrit the action of the 
Metropolitan lioard of Works, under llie Metropolis l^ocal Management Act, in 
taking the Sewage of tbe Metrojjolis down the river to Crossness and liurking 
Creek had materially benefitted that part of the Thames which is immediately 
adjacent to London, but equally, without doubt, the state of the river at 
those pcnnts (althon^ bang greatly affected hy constant meteorological

changes, it must of necessity vary iunn time to time), was, in consequence of 
thegiiaC out|)ouring of Sewage, ahvayn in a most unsanitary condition, and 
in times of drought and great heat, it» very pr^odieial eflect upon the public 
health was obvious ; uiul beiiringin mind the fact that the <|iiatitity of Sewage 
had enonnouHly increiised. ntid was constantly iticreasiiig, the Connnittee felt 
that the time !ia<l airivtHl when some definite action slioiild hv trikt n in rite 
matter, and, therefore, uOer full cnnsideration, they deemed it expwliuiit that 
the Corporation should uvuil iisii U ui the step, uhich, by the Main Dminage 
Act, 1858 (31 and 23 Vic., cap. 104, sec. 31), ap]>eared i>}ien for adoption, 
and the Committee accordingly recommended that they should be authorised 
to apply to the Secretary of State, with the view, under that seotioD, of 
remedyiiig the evils complained o£ 

The Comraittee cuueludeil their lu-port by addin;^ thiit, as tlie Metroi)oliran 
Doai'd of Works were ahout to expend the sum of 1(JU,000/. in enlarging the 
Outfitill Worics both at Crossness and Barkmg, the recommendation made 
should be adopted and carried into e^t at as eariy a date as possible. 

Immediately their rejnirt was agree<l to by the Court they directed a 
letter to be written to the Honu' Sromt.nrv acei^rdinirlv. who, in reply. a>ke<l 
to Imj furnif^hed with the evidenee ujmju which the ('<>riH)iaiinii n liwl, in <»rder 
that he might cull upon the Metro^wliiun licxird of Workis to answer the 
mum ; which information was, in due ooune, fiimished. 

On the 31st March, 1882, the Home Secretary forwarded to the Corporation 

a copy of a letter he had reo^ved from the Metropolitan Board of Works, in 
which they statetl that they were tiot tlien in a |vi)sitiftii to niaki- a entnplete 
rej»ly to the allegations put ft-rward by the (xa'prnitimi, as rhev (K>irt rl to 
continue the investigations tliey were then making during the time that the 
hot weather prevailed, and when the state of the river was al)^^ to lie at 
its worst ; and added that, so ftr as their examinations had then already gou^ 
they pointed to the same result as had followed on all previous investigations, 
namely, that the statementn with respect to the jKilluted condition of the 
river juid its t-ffwt <m the {lublic health, wvr(\ if Jint totally unfounded, at K a-t 
i^muly ex.ngirenited. They further stated tliat thi v admitted, without 
iiesitatiuu, that llie water of th(? fhaimcn was not s(» j)ure as could U' wished, 
but that there were other soorocs of pollution besides the sewage oat&lls, 
which would go fiir to account for the condition which gave rise to the 
complaint, and they were sanguine that the further information to be sapplied 
them would confirm the view they tht-n held that the sewage OUtlalls COUW 
not l>e charg( d witli tlie jxillutlon of the Thames so fiu: as to cause serious 
nuisance or injury to the public health. 

Haviug heard that the Government pru|Kjsed to appomt a Commission to 
enquh« into the state of the wator of the Thames, a lettor was addressed by 
•the Corporation to the Home Secretary, suggestmg that the Inqouy should

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extend ovet the whole of the district within the control of the Port of 
London Sttnitary Authority, instead of merdy between London Bridge and 
Gmyesend, ae originally propoeed. 

Tn July, a Cntiiiniwion wan jipptintol, w1iin]i decided to heiir Couusd 

ou behalf uf the Corjxjratiuu uud the Metropulitau Board of Works. 

The first meeting of the Commission was held on the 25th July, 1882, 
when the Corporation, the Thames Consarvoncy, and several other bodies 
appeared as Complainants, and the Metropolitan Board of Works as Re* 
spondents. 

A hvisv inniilHr uf" witnesHex were ca1l< *l. including son)C of tbo most 
euiiuetit En<;ii»eer.s and Clieuiistjj of tlie tiay, ami the Commission iield 46 ' 
sitlangs. 

The first report of the Commissioners was, in due course, published, and they 
found,' substioitially, that the (Mtniplaiuts as to the stutc of the river were well 
fouiidc^l. rni'l that it was desirable to procwd with the Iiiqnirv, wliii li \v:\< 
accorditigly dtnie. In niti^fi|ut'nce of certain complaint" IniviiiL;' U'en ii>;«le t-o 
the Home Office iu July and August, 1884, by the iletropolitim Police, us to 
the foul Btate of the rivw, a correspondenos took plaoa between the Home 
Office and the Metropolitan Board of Woriks diereon. 

This correspondence taking place at the time the Commission was sitting, 
T.(*rd Bi-amwell (Cliairnian of the Coinmissiun ) w:is onnsulted by the Ilonie 
Othce on the subject : iuid, i?t n-plvto the fir-t m Mr. Liddell's letten^. I'tntetl 
that he, with four otlier Gomnnssitmers, had examineil the condition of the 
river, and they were ol opinion that the river was in such a state as to be a 
^ disgrace and a scandal to the Metropolis and civilization." 

The Commissi! iu> r>, in their final report, confirmed and emphouzed the 
existence of the evils arising from the discharge of the sewage into the Thames, 
and they added, We believe these evils iitipprnttvcly demand a prompt 
remedy;" and, ui tlieir report, they proceeded tt> jntint out what, iu their 
judgment, the remedy should be, tem{)orarily and permanently ; with the 
result that very soon after the second report was published, the Metropolitan 
Board of Works commenced the c<nistruction of extensive works at Barking (the 
tender price lor whidi was 406,000/.) ; and, subsequently, of works at Crossness. 

The Inquiry before the ronnnissioners cust the rnr]K>ratinii the sum of 
2(),0y6/. 75. Gd. ; with the sarisfaction, however, i-l" knowing that it luul 
succeeded in proving it«i ciise, ;uid so bad rendewl an essential Public service, 
iirithout any contribution whatever from the Katepayers of the Metropolis. 
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WATER SUPPLT. 



Frrnn thn (^arlipst titno-^, tlio r'()r{x»rati<)n of LoiKlori lias made every 
cnfleiivxmr in its fK)Wt;r, not only ho far as the waitUs of the City ibWilf were 
concerned, but aWo tlie wants of the Metropolis, to obtain a good and cheap 
supply of water for [>eop]e living within the Metropolitun area. 

The following facts will ahow the part taken by the Corporation in thia 
vital question : — 

London was originally supplied with water from the springa flowing from 
tlie hilla around, and thenoe taken to public fountains or conduits, whence it 
was freely fetched by the inhaMtanta. 

In 1543 the Civir Anthorities wen' pmpowered l>y Statute (^^o Henry VIII., 
cap. X.) to enter the <i;ruuiKl.s. a> wrll (^t'the Kin«^ as of every other j)erj>on, 
where they should fiud any ^priJlg>, and there dig pits aud ditches, erect 
heads, lay pii>e8, make Taults, and do all things necessary for the conveyance 
of water to the City. 

As time grew on, the supply was 8Ui»{)lemente<l in the year l.jSl (in the 
rei<rii of Qnmi Elizabeth) by some waterworks at Lnndo!! l>riil.!v. w ln rc nue 
Peter Morrys u.-^ed the ebb and flow of the tide to pump the 1 lianies water 
into the City, iu which work he was sisisisted by the Corporation to the extent 
of the ^ large sum of IfiftOl. 

In 1G06 the Corporation obtained an Act of Parliament (3 James I., 
cap. xviii.), which emix)were<l the Mayor, Commonalty, and Citi/.t'ns of 
London, and tlieir Su(tc ~si irs, at any time, to o|)en a tn tirh fur the purpose 
of bringing a tresli .-Uetuu of running water to the North (Kirls nf the City 
from Chadwell aufl Amwell, Lu the County of Hertj*. histuad of undertaking 
the work, and reaping the benefits therefrom, on thdr own reKpouHibility, the 
Corporation deputed the enterprise, after a lapse of three years, to Hugh 
MyddletoQ, Gtiacen and Goldsmith, of New Biver fame. Myddleton's offer 
to carry out the work was miule on the 28th Mrucli, IGOJ), an<l a formal 
Agreement betwee n him and the Corponition was drawn up and executed, an 
Act of Common C\>uucil having been ixissed on the 28th day of March, IGIO, 
authorising this. The Lords of the Council gave orders for every assistance 
to be rendered to him in carrying out the voric. Nevertheless, he met with 
great opposition, as it was thought that he was executing the scheme fur his 
own private l>enefit. The work, indeed, would never have been execuled had 
it not been for the pecuniary assistance rendered by the King in oonsideratioo 
of receiving hail' the protits. 
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Myddlcton himself was ruined over the business, and took the opportunity 
of \m brother ThoniRS occupying the Ma^'oralty chftir, in 1614 (the ycarafter 

the New Kiver liad been opened), to petilion tiie Corponnion for u loan of 
iJ,OUU/. Tho Irtin was granted for tlire« years, and rcuuiincd utn)nid at 
Myddli'ton's (?f';ith, in A few years later tlie City voted his Avidow tlie 

mm of IjOOti/. and this mm was, by her request, alloweil to be accepted in 
part itayment of the money advanced to her lmsl>und. 

The worlcs at London Bridge were gradually increased down to 1767, 
and continued until 1834, when they were purchased b\ the New River 

Conj|)iiny. under an Aj^-ecinent witli the Corpomtion, that they would not 
raise the price of water to the diatrict supplied by those works. 

Upon the work being completed, the Kin«r granted a Charter to tlie New 
River Company (the earliest Water (Tompany), by which he inco) pc»ruted Sir 
Hugh Myddleton and his co-adventurers. Ko particular area of supply was 
■rnuite^l t«> the Company, and there was no limitation of capital in the Charter. 
A Srlcrt Coniniittee of the House of Commons, in 1821, stated the original 
cuHt to huve been 3tid,60O^ 

Down to the year 1852 nothing whatever took j)laee to alter the original 
condition of things, so far as the New Riv^ Company was concerned. The 
other seven Companies, which, with the New River Company, now supply 
L n,lMtu liad come into exii>tence as London increased, the dates of their first 
formation and their names being as follow : —

liy their Ai-t of 1 '^■'"i J. tin- Xew T{ivi i- ('ninpany. n< i;li-t.iii<1iii;;f all their 
previou.s practice and pn>le.-»!?ions. and iheir engsigeuu nt \\ itli tiie City not to 
charge more in the district .supplied by the old London Bridge Waterworks, 
which extended to one-third the City, obtained power, for the first time in 
their history, to tax the whole of their district according to the annual value 
of property supplied, after certain standards set forth in the Schedule of 
the Act ; an obligation being also imixtsed for the lirst time upon the Company 
to supply water to anyone in thdr district who required it. 

More or less, the private Acts of the various other Companies follow the 
New River Company's Act of 18'»2, and amlnt i-e all of thctu U> charge rates 
on the annual value, but based upon nothing like equality of prices one with 
the other. 
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In the St'SMioii of 1884, the Corpomtion, haviiiji cx|>en<ie«l several thousand 
ponndg in experiments, introduced a Rill to regulate the supply of water to 
the Metrijpolis, and all the placeo outside the MetmpoliB wtthia the limits of 
supply of the eight London Water Companies. 

The ob|ect8 sought to he obtained hj that Bill were first of all (Clauses 1 
tu 16) to give the option to any water consunun' to require the Water Com- 
pany to supply him mth water by meter. 

A t t}»iit time most of thf Oompdnips mid he cnmpellcil fo snpplv water 
by meter tor tratie arul iruimifacluiinLr jmrpuse^j, hut nut frsr nnliiiiu y <li iiiu'>tio 
et>ii!suiu[)tion. It was obv'u)Us that tiie sui>[>iy <•< water by meter was the 
fairest arrangement which ooukl exist between a Water Company and the 
ounsumerK, because tlie Company would be paid for what was consumed, and 
it would be the business, as it would be the interest, of the consumer to see 
that the water was not wasted. 

Tht^ Hill provide<l tliat the Board of Trade ^hjjuld make regulations 
for haviujif all meters testc<l, so that eaeh consumer mi^jht purchase his own 
meter if ho plea.se<l, iiwtead of hiring it from the Compjiny. Those provisions 
were analogous to the taw aflfectwg gas meters. 

The second object of the Bill was, where a consumer did not desire to take 
his water by meter, to ffve legislative effect to the decision of the House of 
Lords, in Dobbs* case, throui;|ii lut the entire area of all the Loiulon Water 
Companies' districts, nam< 1\ . that the Water Rate shoultl Ih* cIkiil;. .1 on the 
Rateable \'alue as settie<l by the Poor Rate, :ind which, for all {lurpo.sns 
except Land Tax and Property Tax, was binding for every nite and tax 
deiH>udent iiiion annual value. 

The third object of the Bill was to apply the Watorworlcs Clauses Acts, 
1847, to all the Water Companies. That Act prescribed that the dividend 
should be limited to 10 per cent 

The Hill, following the example of all modern Gas Legislation throughout 
the country, rcjuii-ed any of the Water Companies wanting t<t mi'^c ;uiy more 
.sliare capital, to sell it by auction, and apply the premiums as capital, itisteail 
of diviiling the new shares, as they did in l.S,S4, among the shan.>hulders, and 
puuiiig the premiums into the pockets of the proprietors. 

The Bill received the support of the Government, and alt the Metropolitan 
Members i»f Parliament who were present in (he H(tuse mi the II th March, 
1884, when it came up for Seconil Reading, voted for it, but it was rejected 
by a iiiaiority of 45; tiie numbers being tur the jSocund iteading, 152, and 
aguiniit it, 1U7. 
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The (lay after the rejectioQ ci the Corporation's Bill, on the 12th llLkrdi, 
1884, the late Mr. W. H. Smith gave notice of motion for a Select Committee 

U) enquire into the conditions under which the Metropolitan Water Companies 
obtaincKl tlieir then existinj^ pow«s of rating, and the manner in which the 
powers had been exerdbed. 

In the year 1886 (4th February) the Court of Common Council maJe a 
reference to the Gas and Water Committee, to consider and report on the great 
disproportion which existed hetwem the water actually consumed by the 
ownert* and occupiers of preniise- cxclu-is cly used for business purposes, and 
tlie contributions exacted from tiiem by the Water Companies, and the best 
way of mitigating that tax on trade. 

At tiie same Court there was also a further reference to the same Committee 
that in considering the Bills of tiie Water Companies then before Parliament, 
viz. : the Southwark and Vauxhall, the Lambeth, and the East London, for 
an increase of capital, it was to ho, an instruction to the Committee to take 
such fltepe as they might be advised, to protect the interests of the water con- 
sumers, and to report thereon. 

On the 25th March, 18S6, there was a further reference to the Gas and 
Water Committee to consider the whole question of the enormous inereaae in 
the Water Rates of the Oity, and to take each steps therein as they might be 
advised, and to report forthwith. 

In lliiK year. al«n, the tht^n Metropolitan lioard of Works intro<luc«! a Bill 
into tilt' House of Cummons tor tlic jmrposf of onubliiiL^ them to oppose the 
Metropolitan Water Compauief>" liills in Purliaiutiit, aud also, if they thought 
fit, to take steps for obtaining an independent supply, which Bill was reject 
by the House of Commons, on the Second Reading, on March 5tb. 

With regard to the action of the Corporation upon the three Bills referred 
to above, via. : — 

The Eaf?t London Water, 
Tho r.aniboth Water, and the 
Southwark and Vuuxhall Wat^r liills, 

which souirht for powers to enable tlie Companies to raise additional capital 
by the issue of debenture stock, the following may be stated : — 

Having regard to the nltbnate pnrdiase of the Water Undertakings of the 
Metropolis, and to the fsct that the raiaing of additional capital would tend 

to increase their value, the Corporation and the Commissioners of Sewers 
petitioned against the Bills, with a view, not of preventing the raising of such 

further capital as intu'lit ha leptiinately required b_y the Companies, but of 
iiru'iii^' i1k' claims of the public to l^e heanl with regard to the terms upon 
wliich the additional capital was to be raised. 
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Ab only one of the three Companies (the East London) suitply nnj i>ortion 
of the Gty, conwderaUe tedinkail diflScuIties had to be overcome to enable 
the Corporation and the Commissionerg to obtain a I'cu.^ standi against the 
Lamberh, nnH Soutliwark and Vauxhall Bills, but ultimately a hybrid Com- 
mittPB of nine Members was nominatefl, of which Lord Claud Hamilton wan 
api)ointe<l Chairman, and the Corporation and Commissioners of Sewers were 
admitted to oppose 

The Bills also opposed by some of the Local Authorities mterested, but 

as their opposition was confined solely to matters of detail, a- to {tosition of 
stop-cocks, interference wirli r<)a<ls. ami did not deal with the financial 
question, or thf ]>m•^■i^ioIl^^ of the P.ill aiiVcting tlie interests of the public at 
large, these liati to be conteste^i by the Corporation and CommisHioucrs alone^ 
on behalf of the whole Metropolis. 

The Metropolitan Board of Works, although th^ had deposited petitions 
against the Bills, and had an undisputed locus standi, did not appear upon 

the petitions. This was in consequence of the rejection by the House of 
Commons of a Bill promotcf! 1>y the Board for the purpose of enabling them 
to apply moneys in opposing Water Bills. 

But for the timely interventira of the Corporation and the Commissioners 
of Sewers, the Water Companies would have bad their own way, practically 
unopposed. 

The position the Corporation and the Commissioners took was, that they 
were not the opponents of the Water Companies in the sense of being hostile 

to them, but they had, on behalf of the public, in accordance with the 
deliberate resolution of the House itself (after the Hou^^e liad denied a similar 
position to the ^Ietropf>litan Board of Works) to watch the proposals of the 
Companies, and to take care that xirn atl.iitional Parliamentary powers that 
the Companies desired, shoidd be hedged round with such safeguards as 
should not render the ultimate purchase of the Companies' undertakings more 
difficult. 

l'|)on the rnnclii-ion of all the oises, tli>' ('(iinii)'ittce passed the preambles 
of tlie tlirce Ullli-i, and announced tlieir intention of inserting clauj^es to carry 
out the objects put forward by the Corporation. 

After considerable discussion ujK>n the wording of the clauses, and an 
adjournment for further <'on?id(Tntion, the standard Auction clause? were 
inserte<l in all fhe WWh, liu that the debenture .^t«'ek mised under tlieui 
should be offerctl for public competition, aiid not allotted amongst the share- 
holders, and the premiums, if any, obtained, should form part of the Oapital 
proposed to he raised ; and also the fbllowuig clauses with reference to the 
fiwmation of a Sinkmg Fund, with a view to the eventual purchase of the 
Companies' undertakings on bdialf of the public : — 

Si 
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** From and after the expimtion of three years from the issue from time to 
" time of any debenture stock under the powers of this Act, there shall be 
** carried to a sinking fund, in eadi year, such percentage on such amount 

" of debenture stock as shall he equal to the excess of the average perceotage 
" of the dividend or interest paid for that year on all the caj)ltul of the 
" Comj>an}', whether shnrc cnpital or borroweil, above the interest, together 
" with an additional one [xt centum per aniiutn u<liled thereto for manage- 
" meut on »uch debenture stock, such sinking fujid to be held and ajijilied by 
the Chamberlain of the (Sty of London, as trustee, for the purpose of 
purchasing and extinguishing the share capital of the Company, or for such 
" other purposes as Parlianmit may from time to time determine." 

^ The Company shall not have power to convert into share capital any 
** dehentnre stock created under the powers of the Act" 

The I'.ills \vt re unopposed in the House of Lords, and received the Koyal 
Assent in due course. 

From the foregoing it would ap|>par that Parliament aocppted it) their 
entirety the views of the (-orpomtioii so iur as the scfipe ul thiit inquiry made 
it possible. That although the three Companies did not supply the City, the 
City Chamberlain was to be the Trustee and holder of the sinking fund for 
the benefit of the whole Metropolis^ and that the Metropolitan Board of 
Works was not to promote any Water undertaking; so making the 
Cor|K)nition de faeto the "Water Authority" for London, a positioa which 
the Select Committee expressoi their intention that it should occupy. 

Parliament, as will be seen above, on this occasion, rccognise<l by express 
enactment that the Wat»> Companies were eventually to be bought up by 
the Public, and that they were not to he permitted to take any steps to 
enhance the price of tbnr undertakings or render tiie purchase more difficult, 
but were only to receive, as occasion might reqniro, sucli additional statutory 
jx)wrrs !is sycrp nf>eessary to keep their undertakings in the position of a 
protituble 'j^niii;- cuiicern. 

On the 2Hth July, 1887, the Court of Common CouncU decided not to 
re-introduce the London Water Bill of 1884. 

In the jear 1888 (5th July) the Gas and Water Committee made a report 

to the Ciiurt on the subject of u constant supply ol' water to the City, and the 
Committee conferred with the SiqH nntcndont of tli- New KI\ rr (^ impnny, 
who stated that the Company were (pilte y>repart'd to give a constant sujiply 
if called upon to do so, provided tiie reiiuiations pre!*cril>ed by the -Metropolis 
Water Act, 1871, were previously complied with, and with a view to placing 
all the fiicts before the Court, the Committee set out in brief form what those 
regulations really were, and the following is an extract from the report : — 

The ( '( iiimittec was informed by the Superintendent of the Xew River 
Ocumpany that the Company had lately been called upon to provide a

constant supply to the Parish of St. Pancras, nnd he estimated that an nvernge 
cost of at least 5/. would be mcurred bv each owner or occupier of premises 
in providing tlie requisite fittings, and tiiat the expense in the City, owing to 
its eixceptional ciicumBtanceB, would ]»obably be oonsiclembly more. Li 
addition to diis, if » new lead pipe from the Main to the house were required, 
tile expense would be very considerable, and the occupier of the property 
would not only have to pay for this but the coat of pulling up the pftTement 
would also have to be defrayed by iiim. 

The Committee were also informed that in case of a constant supply being 
provided, all existing fire-plugs would have to be removed, and it had heea 
estimated by Gaptain Shaw (the then Chief Officer of the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade) that the number of hydrants would in sudi case have to be doubled, 
involving a very large apenditure. 

It was also |x)inte<l out that a danj.'er existeil, of pipes, charged with the 
high pressure of a consuint supply, bursting, and the water flooding tlie cellars 
of wardiouses, great damage resulting in such an event to silk goodB and 
other property. This applied espedally to the City of London, where many 
warehooses wore shut up and left fiom Saturday afternoon till Monday 
moraing. 

Another 1111 purtai It ( i iii>i(lL'ratiun was alleged tobethnt miili r tlie intermittent 
sy^tcia it was founil tluit the sewers have always been better flushed. Some 
few mtrntbs before the Committee reported, petitionB had heea sent to the 
Corporotion to nse their influence to compel the New River Company to 
provide a constant supply, ai»d these Petitions were referred to the Gas and 
Water Committee to consider and report upon, and when tlie Committee 
discovered that there were certain diffirmlties in the ^^-r\v. tlipv held a 
Cfiiitt rtiuctj with some of the Petitioners, wliu stated that they would cousidcr 
the objections pending a further uiterview, but as no communication was 
aftOTrards reodved fix>m them, it was concluded that it waa not their desire 
that any further steps should be taken. 

Sul>sequent to this-. oiLi i' Petitioners attended the Committee, among them 
being Mr. Archibald Dobbs, and further negotiations took place with the 
New River Coni|xinv. wlio state^l tiiat provideil it was within their jxiwer, 
and the rirmnistancca warninte^l it, tliuy were prepared to provide any 
individuu! tirin with a constant supply, if desired, a very slight additional 
charge being made in respect thereof. 

Resolutions from several Vestries in the City were received in fiivour of, 
and also agninst, a constint supply, and the Committee came to the conclusit)n 
that it w[i- not expedient in the iI1tero>r^ of the citizens irenendly to tnke any 
steps ill tli« din * tioii indicatetl, and the Court agreed to the Committec'tt 
report on ihu 2uili September, 1888. 

2 I 2 
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In the Session of 1888 the Keafc Waterworks Company obtained further 

power** to (-uiible thorn to ronstrnrt new works to supply certain [i;irt> of 
Kent, and to misc 100,000/. of Debenture Stock, and the Act so obtained 
also ajntained tlie Auction and Sinking Fund Clauses, which, at the instance 
of tinGocpomluiii and the Commissioners of Sewers, w«re inserted in the 
various Water Acta relating to tiie Metropolis passed in the Session of 1886. 

In the year 1890 the Court of Common Council authorised the County 
PuTposea Cwtmittee (which, in consequence of the passing of the Local 

Ooverument Act, 1888, had stiperaeded the Gas and Water Committee), to 
hold a public inquiry upon the question of the water '<'ipply of the Metrc^iolis, 
and devoted the sum of 2,000/. to the expense of auch inc^uiry. 

The Committee offered Sir William Guyer Hunter, M.D., K.C.M.G., the 
positiaia of President, which he accepted, and the inquiry was opened on the 23rd 
May, 1890, iSbem being in in all thirteen sittangs, during wMch thirty-aeven 
witnesses were examined. 

The result nf tlic exainiiiation of thi' witiiL'-»ses tcndetl to show that there 
was a consensus of opinion that the supply ol water should be in the liauds 
of a Public Authority. 

A laige amount of evidence was p.vea showing numberless inconvenienaea 
and injustices inflicted under the present system, and ii{X)n one point it 

seemed c]enr that consumers, who, from their position or wealth, coul l make 
exceptional trims with the Companies, were thus able to (.)>t;ii!i a^lvanr iLr<*s 
which were not shared by the general public. This st;uenient was made in 
public, and although the Companies were invited in general and in specific 
terms to take part in the inquiry, no contradiction was forthcoming. 

The Committee \nsited Manchester and Glasgow to enquire the tenns and 
mode in wliirli the administration of the supply was nirrie<l out in those 
Citip^<. ;inr] the Cumuiitree irt their Heport ^tate<l that the iinpn ^-ion left on 
tlieir minds by the evidence given in Loniion, was streugtlieucd by that given 
in Manchester and Glasgow. In eadi of those (Sties Ihe offidals examined 
gave evidence showing the advantages and conveniences that bad accrued to 
the ooDstuners and to the (Xties themselves from the supply being in the 
hands of a Public Authority. 

The Cummiuee retoimnciKU' l that the Corporation siiould suggest to 
Parliament a Representation til" the Areas as the most ert'ectual way of 
governing the water-shed and manajpng the supply, with power to confer 
with the Conservators of the Thames and Lea, and that on the Water 
Authorit}' should be placed liepresentativea from the various Munidpal 
Corjx)raiions, County Councils, and Sanitary Authoritaes over whose areas the 
Water Authority would have control. 
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In rlic year 1890 the London County Council huuirlit for, and subHequently 
obt;iined, Hiirliaineutary powers to spend 5,000/. to enable them to prosecute 
and oondact " ecquiiies and n^tiatioiii relative to the finpply of Water, or 
Companies Bupplying Water '* ia or near London. 

On the 2l8t October, 1890, a letter was read in the Court of Common Council 
from the London County Cotmril in nfercni o to Water Supply, and anking 
whether the Corjioration was pre{)!irtd to aulliorif^e a Comniittee to confer 
with tlie Council s Special Committee with a view to the promotion in the 
next Seeskm of Parliament, jointly by the Corporatbn and the Coandl, of ft 
KII for revifling the method by which Water Companies charged on the hoais 
of rating, and giving powers fur e>taltli>liing an independent supply for the 
County of London, with a copy of a Resolution (forwarded with such letter) 
of the Council authorisinir their Comrnittrc to enter into tentative neirotiations 
with the Water Companies for the jiurpo'-e nf n-irprtaining upon what terms 
1hey would be prepared to dispose of their uuilortukings to the Council, in the 
event of Parliament empowering than to acquire snch undertakings. Such 
letter was reforred to the County Purposes Committee of the Corporation for 
oonsidenition and report, and on the 30th October that Committee reported 
to the Court, and recommended that they should be enijwwered to confer 
with the Cor.nrir<? Special Committee upon the subject <rfnerally of the Water 
Supply, but without in any way adopting the direct suggestions of the 
letter iu reference to a proposed Bill j wluch recommencbtiuu the Court 
assented to. 

On the llrh December, 1890, the draft of a Hill on the subject of the 
Wiit< r Supply of t!ic Me tropolis wan approved, and referred to tlie said 
County Piu-poses Couuiuttee to prosecute. 

So &r as this Bill was ooncemed, the London County Coundl were in 

accord with its oliject and scope and the duties to be throMm upon the new 
Authority, but they did not agree with the mode in which that new Authority 
wag to be couiitituted. 

As the result of various Conferences between die County Parposes Com- 
mittee of the Corporation and the Spedal Committee of the London County 
Council, it was agreed to instruct Counsel as follows :— 

1. Appoint a Water Ci>iiuuittt;e as hereuiaiier dchiie<l, viz,, seven-eiglith!4 
to be apiximted perio<Ucally by, and U^ be members of, the London County 
Coundl, and one-eighth, fit and proper persons, by the Corporation. 

To be a Statutory Committee and a Committee of the London County 
Council. 

2. Power to the Coitiiniit( (' to pronujtf I'.ills wliii ii may i>e approval by 
the London County Coiuicil tor (a) new .supply of water, (/») puroluissC, (c) or 
both. 
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S. To tak« ft limit of time, if forced to do so. 

4. Charge the costs of Act and administxation of Committee and of promo- 
tioQ on General County Kate. 

5. To leigialate as to Committee this year (1891) if poeaible. 

6. If impowible, Corponit3<m and Londoa Coonty Council to prcHnoteBills 
next year cm tiieae lines, the expoiBe of such Bills to be bcwne by the Carpm- 
tion in case Bills do not pass. 

7. The supply of water in eacli dLstrict in the Metropolitan Water Area, 
ODtside the boundary of the County of London, to be, as ftr as pradicablei in 
the hands of the Local Authorily of each district ; and within the County of 
London, in the hands of the said Statutory Committee. 

8. The Comndttee to have full power over detail, but questions of principle 
and policy to be reserved to the London County Council. 

Tlic Si lrct (Viiumittee of the House of Cominuusi, to whuiu iIk* Corponitiuu 
liill and a Water Bill promoted by some of the Vestries and District Boardtt 
of London had beoi referred, ime informed of all that took place between the 
Corporaticm CcMnmittee and the London County Coundl, and lliough aware 
that the London County Council weare acting in complete accord with the 
Corporation, they, nevertheless, exprci^setl an opinion that it was hardly likely 
that anv effefrivc leijislntioti rnnlrl tnko ])hce that Session, and in the result, 
after hearinj^ >peec!ie^ by CouuMel on behalf of the different I't ritlonprs, 
dccidal not to pass any Bill, but to make a Special Report to the House, of 
whidt the following is a copy : — 

Thni with regard to tlu; Instruction of the House of 20th Marcii last, " That 
" it be an instruction t^) the Conunittee on the London Water Conunission 
" Bill that they have power to inquire into all matters connected with the 
"nature, prioe, management, sources, and suflidency of the Water Supply of 
^ London and its Suburbs, and to insert in the Bills such provisions in oon- 
''nection therewith as in t1>> ii judgment are expedient," the Committee have 
agreed to the following S[)ecial Report : — 

Your G III 11 1 lit bee liave proceeded upon the assumption that in the 
opinion ot I';iriiament it is desirable to establi-sh a single public repre- 
bentativu Water Authority for the Metropolis, 

The Royal Commission, presided over by the Duke of Richmond, 
reporter! in 1S(>!I, " That the ftitnre control of the water >n]i{ily should 
"be entrusteil to a responsible public body, with powers < onfnrred on 
•• them tor purcliase and extension of existing works, and for levying 
« certain rates refiwred to" And the Sdect Committee, of wbidi Sir 
W. y. Haroourt was Chaunmn, and which examined into the provi- 
sional agreements for purchase containc<l in the Government Bill of 
1880, reported " That it is expedient tliat the supply of water to the 
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" Metropolis should be placed under tlie control of souie Public Body, 
'^irhich shall represent tiie intensta and oonmunid the oonfidenoe of 
" the water consumers." 

Since these Reports, much valuable experience has been gained of 
the growlii of popalution, and of the imdertakinga of the Water 
Companies and the demands upon them. Parliament also, rinee 1886, 
has adopted tiie poliey df enibmnng more stringent providona in case of 
the issue of any fresh capital. An important enquiry into the w hole 
matter, tno, has rofpntl\' Vf>n helfl 1iv tlic Cf)rporatioii of tlic 
City of T.niiduu ; and it is evident that there is much fi-esh light tor die 
consideration of the question from every point of view. Your 
Committee, thocfore, ooawider it to be most deniable that the problem 
should be carefully and deliberately examined by tiie newly coDstituted 
Municipal Au&ority, the London County Council, in the interests of 
the water consumers of the Metropolis. 

The London County Council were, iulhe Session of 1890, cntrus^tcd 
with powers to initiate negotiations with the Water Ci;uip;uiiee, and to 
incur certain limited expenditure in preliminary inquiries, but those 
inquiries are necessarily as yet incomplete. 

Your Committee recommend : — 

L That powers should he grant«i to the Loudon County 
Council to expend such farther sums as may he reasonably 
necessary, in order that they may examine thoroughly for 
themselves, as the responsible Municipal Authority of London, 

the whole position of thf metropolitan water supply, and come to 
ri r. inclusion as to the policy which, ibr financial and otlier reasons, 
it is deii'irable to adopt. 

2. That, if they should so resolve, they should have power to 
proimito a l»ill or IJills in Parliatneut for tho piirjxKe of con- 
stitutuig 1 l;ijin«<'1ves the r^sp »nsihk' WatL-r Aut In icii v l'< ji- Lnnflnn, 
acting through a ^taluLuly ooinmittee, appointe<i either wiioily hy 
themselvei^, or partly in conjunction with the Corporation of the 
City of London, as suggested to your Committee on behalf of 
both bodies. Sudi statutory committee to comprise a certain 
number of members possessing; special knowlt^dge and qualifica* 
tiona, not necessarily members of the body or bodies appointing. 

3. That the London County Council, if constituted Ihe Water 
Authority, should be required t<' [ i ' r ither alone or in 

conjunction with such of the Autlmi it ii - ot tiie outside areas as 
rnnv he arranged, the undertakings of tlie eight U'ater Companies 
except possibly certain lands of the New Kiver Com|jaiiy) by 
agrceuicut, or, failing agreement, by arbitration, within a fixed 
period. 
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4. Thatt sulgect to any such airangements, the new Water 
Autliority flbould take over the duties and obligatiims wMch the 

present "V\''ater Companies now have towards the consumers of water in 
the districts outside the hmindaries of the County of LondoDf but 
within the limits of supply of the present Companies. 

5. That in the event of purchase by tlie new Authority power 
should l»e given to that Authority, and to the Authorities of the 
outside areas, to nc^utiato for the purchase hy tlie lartcr (a) of so much 
of the works of distributiou as is appropriated to the district of suck 
I^OCttl Authorily, ai^ of tiie n^t to a supply of water in bulk frcm 
tbe new Authoritj ; or (6) possibly of scmie of the sonroes of 
supply which, with their works of distribution, it might be fi>nnd 
practicable and advantageous to sever from tbegenerat scheme. 

6. That those Local Authorities, which, like Croydon, Ridmuund, 
and Tottenhom, are situated within the Metropolitan water area, 
but have their own independent water supply, should, in the 
event of the pui-chase of the Water Companies by the new Water 
Authority, be guaranteed in the exercise of their present rights. 

In the event of the undertakings of the C«m|>anies not being acquired 

by ]iurchase, the Committee recommend that there ^hi>;i!d be a 
Parliiunentnrv inquiry. Iiffore wliirh the interests of tlu' w liole of the 
consumci-s within the area of the present Metropolitan wati-r supply 
ought to Itc represented, into the statutory jniwer.s and ol)ligations of 
the Water Companies, and the control whieb is nowexerdaed by Public 
Departments and the Metropolitan and other Authorities over them, 
fn the Ajqjcndix to tlie Minutes of Evitlence will be found a 
Memorandum setting out the existing conditions, l)ut it might possibly 
be foxmil advantageous to make tlie obligations and tbe control more 
complcle. 

Your Committee found it impos.'^ible, within the limits of the time 
at their disposal, to conduct siitisfiictorily any examination int<^> the 
quality and (juantity t»f the Lt)ndon water su]ij>Iy. But. apart from 
that consideration, they are of opinion that these cjne.-tioiis will 
naturally form a part of the complete inquiry which it will be the 
duty of the London County Council to conduct, with the assistance of 
the professional advice wbidi, as your Committee have recommended, 
should be at their disposal. 

Although your Committee have not been able, for the same reason, 
to examine into any of the cases sought to be established before them 
by the various Local Ai tliuritii - of tin are^is in whi . h aie oontained 
the })resent sources of supply, for the j»rotection of their separate 
intt-rests, your Committee have received sufficient indication that then- 
exist complaints, founded or uufouuded, that those sources are m 
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soiue quarters Ijeifig even ulmuly overtaxed. Yoor Onmmittec do 
uot «ee their way to recoinmouding auy practicable nuitiiod for the 
eflW^Uve amodation of auy of these Auth<Hnties with the uiquiry, for 
which the London County CooncU must be responrible. But they 

are of ( '[liiiion that in any such inquiry, regard must be had, on the 
one hand, to the statutory ri^lits of the present Water Companies, and, 
on the other, to the le<jritiniate wants and Mrfc^-ities of the iidiubttatits 
of those areas. It must remain with Parliament ultimately to de<.:ide 
upon the merits of auy scheme suhuiittetl. 

In view of the poesibilitj of it« being ultimately established that the 
present stmrces of supply caiuiot be extended, and that additional 
sources are required, and in view also of the fact that the possible fresh 
areas of supply are limited, and are already being draiueil for other 
large oommunitie», your Committee think that Parliament may well 
connder, before granting any powers for forther encroachment upon 
thoee areat, bow iar proviMoii ought fairly to be made for the possible 
requirements alike of the Metropolis, and of the other lai^ pppulatjona 
upon the lines of supply. 

Of the two Bills before your Committee for the constitutitm of a 
new Wat^ Authority, neither appeared to them calculated to effect a 
satisfactory solution of the problem, but your Committee desire to 
place upon reconl tln ir opinion that Ixfth those Bills were promoted 
in the public interest, and to cousidemble public advantage. 

It was therefore prt)posed that the neiessary steps should be token to 
introduce a Bill in the ensuing Session, for the following parpoees, vis. : — 

To give statutory powers to the Joint Committee of the Coarpora- 
tion and the L<»idoo County Council : 

To authorise that Joint Conuuittee to <^iv€ notices to treat to the 
Metropolitan Water Coropsaies within four years, and to nudcethe 
giving of such notices obligatory at the expiry of that period : 

To constitute a tribunal to ascertain the price to Ix; paid ; and to 
clothe sTich tribunal with the fullest powers of inquiring into and 
deciding upon all such questions as it may oondder necessary, with 
a view to purdiase : 

To enable such tribunal to decide as to the purchase by Local 
Authoritaee outside London of the works of distrtbution within 
thdr district, and also to dedde as to the supply of water in balk 
to such outside Authorities (of reeonmended Ay Ae Sdtd C&mmttte^» 
M^portf p. iv., stA'tee. v.) : 

To pay for the undertakings by Stock having the ullamate security 
of the County Rate. 

2 K 
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During the Parliamentary Session of 1891, the Corporation continued its 
mtehfalnew ' in respect of Reyenl Water Bills iAnea introdooed, nod in 
particular aeeurad the adoption (£ tbs Ancticm and Siddng Fond dauses in 
-the Sonthwark and Vauxhall Water Bill, which reodved the Boysl Assent on 
the 21st fl;iy of July ; the City Chamberlain aj^in being appointed Trustee 
for the public. 

In the jear 1992 the London Water Bill (No. 1) was introduced into the 
House of Commons, being promoted jointly by the GorporatiQn and tiie 
London Coanty Council, for tiie purpose of appointing a Joint Committee of 
the Council and the Corporation to deal with tiie question of the Water 
Supply of the Metropolis. 

The Bill carried out the agreement of 13th May, 1891, between the 
<!Sorporati<Ni and the London County Coundl fixr ooncerted edion, whereby it 
wss agreed that a Joint Water Oommittee of the London County Council and 
the Corporation should be oonstitated for the purpose of promoting Bills 
TelatiQg to the Watv Supply. 

The l^ill pnipnsed to confer npon the London (lountv Council power to 
promote, from time to time, Hills in Parliament for all or -any of the following 
objeets : — 

1. To acquire, construct, and maiutiin waterworks, aquetlucts, 
wells, reserroirs, and other works, and do any neoe^ry acts in 
connection therewith, to afibrd a new or supplemental water supply. 

2. To iK*f]u!re, or take on lease, any existin*]^ or future wntcrworks, 
or the undertaking]^ of ;inv Wat^er Compaiiv or unv part tlicreof, or any 
interest therein, or any water or right to take or convey water. 

3. To provide for the dissolution and winding-up of any Water 
C impany who^e undertaking should be acquired by the London 
County nonnnl, ami for the adjustment of any interests in any such 
uudertiikiug, which should have been partially m ;u;quired, and 
generally for all purposes connected with such acquisition, including 
snperannaation allowances or gratuities to officers and servants of such 
Companies. 

4. To ftell. lease, or dLspo>c of :iny su li uutlertakuig or portion 
thereof, or works, rights, or interests at any time vested in thcLondon 
County CoundL 

5. To make provision Ibr the raising of such moneys as fnight be 

required for the purpose of carrying into elFest the provisions of the 
intende.'l. nr any Act of Piirli;i.ini?nt, promoted or obtained by the 
London County Council in pursuance of that Act. 
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6. To supply the inhnbitantB of any County or LfK al Authority 
or Corporation within such area, [and on such tcrui**, as Parliament 
mi(^t ftom time to time autfaorise or direct, with water, by meter or 
othOTwise, for public end private purpoMfl, 

7. To carry on, consolidate, enlarge, and improve such under- 
takings as the London County Coinicil miglit, by authority of ParUa« 
meatf acquire or coaiBtract, or to provide by arratigement with the 
Water Companies, aa to any equitable diviuom of future profits. 

8. To obtain such further powers m the London County Council 
might deem expedient for giving effect to tiie objects of the Act, or of 
any such Bill. 

It was also prc^Kwed that ^e Water Committee should have power — 

(a.) To make and enfiiroe r^gulatiooe from time to tame for pre- 
scribing the strength, character, weight, and mataials of fittings and 

appliiinrp?! to be used for provpnting tlie waste, misuse, and undue 
consumption of wator, and otherwise in relation thereto. 

(6.) To make any public or private enqniry as to the existing supply 
of water within the Metropolitan water area, and the charges made for 
Uie same, and :is to the possible sources of stipply, and to enter into 
negotiations witli any Public Authority, or \\'iit<::r Coiuj^ny, or persons, 
for the acquisition or taking on lease uf any of their powers or under- 
takings, or any part thereoH^ and (subject to latificatioiiby the London 
County Council) to enter into and eanry into effect contracts in rsq»eet 
thereto. 

The Bill further proposjed tiiat tlieresliould be delegated to the Water Com- 
mittee absolutely, and without reference to the London County Conndl, all 
admimstralive and executive functions of eanying ou the supply of walor 
from sny works acquired, taken on lesse^ orconntructed by the London County 
Council ; provided always that the proposed Act should not delate to the 
Committee any power of— 

(a.) Porcbising, or acquiring, or selling, disposing of, or letting on 
lease any sudi works. 

(6.) Constructing any new Works, or enlarging any old Works, Ibr 
obtaining water, involving capital expenditure. 

(c.) Kaiiing money by creation of stock or borrowing (otherwise 
than temporarily, for such purposes, and not exceeding such a limited 
amount as the London County Comioil might frtmi tame to tune 
determine)* 

(rf.) Fixing or altering the rates leviable for water, or the principle 
of charging or levying rates in respect of water supplied. . 

2x2 
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The Bill was introduced into the House of Commona by Sir Regmald 

Hanson and Sir Charles Hall, on behalf of the Corporation, and by Sir John 
Lubb(K ]v and Mr. James Stu:irt on behalf of the London County Coundlfand 
waa read a first time on the 29ih March. 

Eorly in the proceedings a question was raised hy the Parliamentary Affnut 

to the T.utiilon Coun^ Council as to whether the Corporation or the CouncQ 

were entitled to the conduct of the Bill in Parliament. The question was 
referred to the Counsel of the Lortl Chairnran of Cominitteea, who decided 
that tlie conduct of the Bill rested witli the Corporation. 

A number of petitions were lodged af^ninst the Dill by Water Companies, 
Corponitio!)s and other PuliH*" I^odies. hnt the opposition was practically 
eoniiiied t<» tiie MetrojKtiitan Water Com})anies. Upon consultation with the 
Loudon County Council, it was determined to limit the l>ill simply to 
eonlierriug powers upon the London County Oonncil, from, time to time, to pay 
the costs and expenses of promoting Bills in Parliamoit relatiDg to the supply 
of water ui the administrative County of London and neigbbouring Conntieflf 
and the Bill passed Second Beaditig without a division. 

The Bill was refened to a Select Committee^ and evidence was given on 
bdialf of tbe Corporation and the London County Conndl. 

Xu evidfcucti was ciilled for the \\ attr Companies. 

Upon the conclusion of the case for the Bill, the Committee intimated that 
they were of opinion that those portionn of the Bill which projKused to 
ixjustitute a new \V;it< r Auiliuiity with |>owers of impiiry aiul negotiation, 
should not be ])roceeded with, but that there was not any objection to that 
partoftbe Bill which allowed applications to Parliament by the London 
County Council, and thor e^p«iding monies on inqdnies, and the Committee 
«djonmed for the purpose of mabling the County Coumdl and the Corporation 
to confer as to the course they would take with regard to the Bill. 

A Conference accordingly took place between a Committee of the Corpomtun 
«nd the Committee of the County Council, at which it was decided to proceed 
witii the Bill for the purpose of enabluig the London County Council : — 

(a.) To pay the costs and expenses <tf promoting Bills in 
Parliament, and to make inquiries as to the existing supply of water 
within the Metropolitan water area and the charges made for the 
same, and as to tbe possible sources of supply, and frotn time to time 

to piiv the costs and expenses of such inquiries and of any co^r^ iiicun'cd 
by them in iuquiiiea before Royal Conuuissions or other wim;, to an 
extent not exceeding 10,000/., in addition to the sum which tJie 
Coundl are authorised to \n\\ for similar purposes by Section 3S of 
the London Council (General Powers) Act, 1890, and to pay all th&t 
eosts and expenses in the execution of the iutended Act as payments 
for General County Purposes within the meaning of the Local 
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Government Act, 1888, and the costs, charges, and expenses 
prdimmoiy to, and ofj and incidental to, the pre])ariiig, applying for, 
obtaining, and passing of the Act. 

In this form the Bill passed the Select Committee. The consent of the 
■Corporation Committee to the Bill proccefliii^^ t^lvcn upon the (ri>tinct 
umlerstandiiig that the position of the Corjwnitiiju with reference to the 
promotion of BilLs relating to the Water Question, under the Agreement of 
the 13th May, 1891, was to be upheld | and at the Meeting of the Committee 
•of the County Coundl held at the Houae of Commooa on the 25th Muy, 
previoualy to the Meeting of the Select Committee of the House of Commons, 
the £>llowjng reaolutions were passed : — 

" That, with tiie assent of the City, the Bill he proceeded with on 
the linei* suggested by the Committee of Parliament." 

"That this Cominiftef will recommend the Council to adhero to 
the arranii^emRnt cxibtiug between the two Bodieii so far an Parliament 
may permit." 

The Bill passed the House of Lords without opposition, and received the 
Bqyal Assent on the 87th June, 1898. 

The London Water Hill (No. 2), which was identical with No. 1 Bill, was 
promoted by trie Curix iration alone, in order that it might he procccilL-d with 
in the event of the Luu<lun Ujunty Council being under any distdnUty in 
regard to prooee^g with the joint Bill 

Finn HTDRABTS. 

The Corporation of London for many years had under theor consideratiaii 

the question of providing an adequate number of Fire Hydrant.H in the City, 
having regard to the very large number of Warehouses and Offit o- i xisting 
therein ; and towards the latter end of the year 1S78, new tire hydrautts were 
laid, by its order, and at its exjjense, tlirougiiuut tlie City. 

Although it ^\■as clearly the duty of the then Metropolitan Board of Works, 
ftetiii2f under the Metropolitiui Fire I'riir.i^ie A i t. to see that a sufficient 
juiinfier of these fire hydrants were su|»plied in the City, by arrangement 
with tiiat body, the Corjxjnitiou agreed to fix and maintain them to the 
number of 888. 

Tlie Coniniis-^joners of Sewers acfreed at <ine tunc to contribute towanls the 
expenses, as, in some instances, the hydrants were u>i <l itv Them for washing 
or wateruig the streetij, imd it was considered only liiii* and reasonable tluit 
the Ratepayers should make a small contribution on that account. 
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By aa arraugetneiit uiiitle Ijetwecri the Corponition and the Coramissionere 
of Sewers in the yeai 1890, the Corporation handed over these hydrants to 
tlmt body, which has since that time maintained them.

The Gorponttion has ev«r been watchful of the intetMits of the Citkena of 
London in connection mth the supply of Gas, and has froin riiui- to time 
e\'i>pn(!orl r'f)n-iiler;ible suln^* out of it.s Corporate revenues, both ia oppoaing 
and ill promoting legislation upon this important subject. 

By an Act passed in the oZthycar of Gto. III. (57 Geo. III., cap. xxiii.), the 
City of L<mdon Gas Light and Coke Company uras incorporated for a teem of 
46 years, with power to supply (mier alia) the City of London with Gas. 

After the raising and expenditure of a larj^e ninouiif of c;i]iital and income, 
with the principal effect of enormously incrc«!<ing (lie nominal vahie of its 
gbans, the Compiny ohtaincKi Parliamentary sanction, by the passinj^ of 
"The City of London Gas Company's Act, 1X59 " (I'l'and Vic, aip. liii.), 
to tlie raisin*; of further capital, and to its perpetual in<;()rponition, under the 
name of The City of London Gas Light and Coke Compatiy." Power was 
given to the Corporatian (sec. xx.), on reo^ving a requisition signed by not 
less tlian five consumers of the CoiniHuiy'H Ga8, complaintngoftheuisufRciency 
of the ilhnninatinf;^ jKnver of the (ias supplied, to apjMiint some competent 
j)erson to procee*! to the Comjuiny's Works and t«*st tltc tjuality of the Gas- in 
course of supply ; ancl if found iioL up to the pn^Miribcd stjindard to institute 
proceediugft before the Lord Mayor, or one of the Aldermen, or the Recorder 
(Justices of the Peace fer the City of London) ibr the infliction of the penalty 
imposed by the Act. By sec. xliz. tiie Company was restrained from acquiring 
within the f -ity of London a greater quantity of land than that possessed by the 
Company inunefliatcly Ix'fore the jxissing of the Act ; an<l notices convcnitjg 
anv ?ne('ting of the roni|iany were rcquireil to lie published in some City of 
I.oiiilon or Westminster Newspaper seven days, at least, Ijefore the holding 
of such meeting (sec. 1.). 

In 1860, the various Gas Companies supplying the Metropolis with Gas 

having agreed, as far m possible, to sevwally limit their supply to separate 
diatricts. the Metropolis Gas Act, 1S60 (23 and 24 Vi(«., cap. 125), was 
passed sanctioning tiie assignment of distri< ts to the scvend (Jas Companies, 
subject to triennial revision, an<l authorised the ajtpointmcnt by the H(jme 
Secretary of luspeetoi-s to invetitigate complaints made by Gas Consumers, 
and gave po%ver to the Local Authorities mentioned in the Act to appoint 
Examiners for the purpose of testing from time to time the quality of the Gas 
supplied. The Act, alao, conferred) powers upon the Gas Com])anies, the 
exercise of which .soon l)ecame the subject matter of repeated a>mplaints on 
the piirt <irtlic Mctnijiiilitaii 'I;t^ Consumers : the ]»riiicij«d grievance liowevcr. 
being the <!'>ini; away by Put liuuicnt of the coiupctitioii which liad previously 
esiiited between the several Comjwnies, and the existence ui' which Imd 
undoubtedly tended to the benefit of the Conaumoa. The diasatisfiiction so 

2l 
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genenlty felt led to iJie promotion by the Corptvation, in tbe Session of 1866, 
of ft Bill, haviDg mainly for its object the right to compete for the supply of 
Gas. The Bill, with several others on the same sul>je<-t, m\» referred to a 
Select Coimnittee, who, in due course, reporte^l (i7it€r alia) that London was 
worse served than man)' other hirgc towns of the Kingdom, both in respwt of 
the purity tuid UlnininatiiiL; pnucr ol" its Gas ; and that since the Act of iSfiU 
the price of Ga.s had iucresised, whilst it«> value had decreased. The Curponitioii 
sttbaequeDtlj gave notioe of its intention t^) promote a Bill in the Session of 
1867, to include a provision hr the purchase of the interests of tbe Companies 
supplying the City with Gas. The Bill was not pn>cceded with in 
consequence of tbe Government of the day bringinjr in a l>ill to tleal with the 
grievances of Gas C-onsumers, which was ultimately f-riit tua Select Coitunittee, 
lietore whom the Corporation npprarpd hy Couiihel ; and. with the late 
Metnipolitan Board of Works, Ibuud itself in the unenviable |«j»itioii of 
having, in ihe interests of llie Coosumers, to oppose many of its provimons. 
The Committee, m the course of their B^rt, admitted the Corporation's 
contration that the Act of I860 had been eminently favourable to tbe 
Ctimj)anieB, and that the interests of the Ct»nsuniers had been ver}- inadequately 
profc'cted ; and added (infer alia) : " It seems to your CoinTTiitf lm\ therefore, 

that the Consumer cammt rely njKin tin* jtruhnblr inri Hlnciion of new 
" Compauies m comi>etition with the jwwerl'ul organisation whoiie existence 
" has Ima. eoufinned by liw Aet of 1860, and tiiat, if the consent of the 
" Compames to a proper amendment of that Act cannot be obtained, the 
*^ iproper remedy will be for Parliament to concede to the City of London, the 

Metropolitan Board of Works, or other Lixal Authorities <rf the respective 
"districts the power of supplyiiiir tfinsr districts in the manner in which the 

Corporation of Manchester )»upplici> that city and the surruuuUiug neigh- 
" bourhood." 

I^egotiatioiiB subsequently took place between the Cor£M>ratioii and the 
Gas Light and Coke Company, t)ie City of London Gas Ll^t and Coke 
Com|Muiy,and the Great Central Gas Consumers' (.'ompany, being three of tln^ 
G:i> Companies sn]>p!yinir the City with Gaa, with tin- result that in the 
Session of 1 K(i8, tlu' City of Lnn<inn Gas Act, l.Hl>.s (Ml and l^'J ^ ic, uij), 
cxxv.) was paH»ed, containing (among others) the following important jiro- 
visions : — 

1. The Act was to be read as (me with the A< t of 1860 {'J'.i ami -2 I Vic., 
cap. 125), except tliut part ol s»^ctioti 2. sH ctinns 7 to 12, both inclusive, «ec - 
tions 25 to 3i, botli inclusive, section 37 and sections -iO and 41 of that Act 
were repoiled so fiir as they related to the City, and any pai-t of any Special 
Act cf any Company inoonsistoit with the 1868 Act^ so far only as it related 
to the Company and the City, was also repealed. 

2. Power was given to the Corpontion ut any time within three years aiter 
the pasnng of the Act, to pardiase, and to any Company to sell, so &r as it 
snpi^ied the City, tbe undertalcing or any part of the undertaking of such 
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Comi)any. pr<)vi<]e«l thiit.»!l three Coinpanu's consented to such pnirhase and sale 
(wc. 4). In the event of piir( lin=!(\ the Special Ants relatinjr toeaL-li Company 
uii'l the enactments therewith iiu orporoted, and the provisions oi' the 1868 
Act were to upply to and he binding on tlie Corporatiou as if named therein 
(ew, 6). Dnc provision was niadfi m to the Ibim of iShib ooi»ii]emti<Ki to "be 
paid, the manner and mode of raisiiig it, and for dehta and Ualnlities of the 
vendor Company, aa alao for the application of the income aocming to the 
CorporHtiun through such purchase, the balance of which, after satmfyini; 
outstniidinq^ liahiliticR and tin- expenses of executing the Act, waa to be applied 
in aid of the funds of the Corporation. 

3. Sectiona 18 to 24 contained powers for the three Oompaniea to amalgamate 

after tlie expiration of six months from the l aseiog of the Act, subject to a 
Srheme to be approved by the Board of Trade, and havinp^ for it-* object the 
rcdiirfifni (tf thf exp niliturc m1' t}ip rt>m]>anieH ; thf TVjrporation to have the 
ri<j;ht to :iubmit reprcdeutations to the Board of Trade tliei^u. 

4. Section 29 empowered the Board of Trade to appoint tiiree Gas Relb^, 
two to form a qutmim, and, at least, two to concur in every act or detrnnination 
of tlie Referees. A copy of esich (^rtificaU' of the Gas Referees required by 
the Act was to be scut to the Corixiration, and to ea«^h of the Comijuinies 
(see. Z'2). Vfirirnis ]iro\ isidiH were inserte<l in connertion with tejstinfr for 
ilhnninating jxuver and purity ; but these have been repealed by the (jras 
Light and Cuke t'ofupany'a Act, IHfiS (31 and 32 Vic, cap. cvi.). The Act 
also contained proviAiona fot the appointment by the CSorporation of Gas 
Examiners, and for the Ck>rporatiria'8 control of the Testing Places and 
Ap|iaratiis ; hut these have been repealed and re-enacted {post) 

5. Sec. 85 enipoweivd the Companies and the Commissioners ol Sewen to 

affix tfiTMch Inrnp in t!ie nit',' a Street Lam]) Governor, and to liuve aecess 
thertito, and sec. 8G hmited the charge for txa.s supplied to the public lamps 
in the City. 

6. Sec. 88 directed each CWpany to keep, at its principal office, a correct 
map of all mains and af^tianoea beneath the public ways ; smbject, in case of 
de&ttit, to the impositioa of a penalty of 50/. (sec. 89). 

7. The expenses ot tlie promotion of the Act were to be borne by the 
Corporation and the Companies in equal moieties. 

In 1868, during the same Session, the Gas Light and Coke Company itself 
promoted and obtained the Roya! Assent to a liill consolidating ecrtiiin Acts 
relating to the ('orn|>imy. and authorising the mising of further capital and 

the fv»nstnietif>n of new Gas W^orks and other work?? in ef>nneetiou 
tlierewitli ; and s<» liir as the same relatt^d to the undertiiking of tlie Ct)mpany 
l)eyond the liniitii of the City and iis liberties, the various provisions of the 

21.2 
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Iftst-mentionedl Act (31 and 38 Vict., cai>. ckw.), n-eremiide it[>|tlicab1e to the 
Metropolitan Bfwrd of Worics, as if named therein (tiec. 109, 31 and 32 
Vic., cap. cvi.) 

By see. 4 of this Act, the Company's Acts of 1810, 1814, 1816, 1819, and 
1823 respectively, and its Charter and all bye- laws were repealed ; the 
Company, however, hwxg re-inoorporated in per[)etiiity by the folloiring 
set^n. Gkueee for the protection of the Streets and- Sewers of the City of 
London were also inserted. 

^^<'c. 61 ein[K)were<l the Company to vi\u-r into nijreompnts with other 
Mctrojxjlitaii Gas Corapaiiies for the supply of Gas within cacii others dii»trict8. 

In 1870, the Gas Light and Coke Company purchased the undertaking of 
the Victoria Docks Gas Company, and secured the passing of an Act 
(33 and 34 Vic, cap. cxxi.), in cooneotion with the same ; and in the 
followitt>{ S^ -siiiii of Parliament (1871), procured the passing c^ an Act 
(31 and 3'> Vic. c:ip. Ixxv.), enabling the Comjuiny to construct a short 
connecting; line of railway between the ('omp;u»v's work« nt Hf ckton, and the 
Gresit Eusti^rn Iljiilway O^mpany to erect new Gas Wurks, and U) amalgamate 
witli the Et^uitiible Gas I^ight Company. By sec. 56 of such Act, sees. 18 to 
24 inclusive of the City of London Gas Act, 1868 (31 and 32 Vic, 
cap. cxzv.), relating to amalgamation were made to extend to and apply to 
the several Gas Com})ame8 widiin the Metropolis, as defined in the Metropolis 
Gas Act, 1860 (23 and 24 Vic, cap. 12d). 

On the 31 st March, 1S<U, iii pursuiiucc uf sws. IS to 2i of the City of 
London Gas Act, 1868, a scheme of amalgamatiuu between the Giis Light 
and Coke Company and the City of London Gas Light and Coke Company 
was confirmed by Her Majesty fay Order in Council, and on the 6th July, 
1870, a si^'henie of anutlgiiination hetween theCumpanie« so amalt;aniiUe<l, and 
the Gresvl Centnvl Giis Company was also a|»proved by Her Majesty by a 
further Onler in Coiinni!. n\\<'r the coTisid^'nitioji nn<l nllowmioe by the R<«ird 
of Trade of certain represenlalioMsarid nio<lilicat ions made and suggested by the 
Cor|>orution on various points, and especially in connection with tlie cessatiou 
of die manu&cture and 8t<^)rage of Gaa within the City of London, and such 
amalgamated Companies secured the passing of the Gaa Light and Coke 
Comiianies' Act. 1872 (35 Vic, cap. xxiiL), autliorising tlie r;iising of 
additional capital and the creation and issue of debenture stock, rhc share 
cnpital not to exceed in the whole 1.000,000/., and repealing sor. .V.i of the 
(jus Company's Act of 18(lfS { '.U and 32 Vic, cap. cvi.), and authorising the 
ai»plic{itiou of the proceeils of sale of Bupertluous lands to uew works. A 
fnr&er Act was obtained in tiie next Session of Parliament " The Gas Light 
and Coke Company's Act, 1873 " (36 and 37 Vie, cap. cxvi.), conaolidating 
the Acts of 186S. isro. ]s7i. 1x72. andthat Act, and authorising tlie purchase 
and use of collier ships, lighters, and vesi^els in connection with the making and 
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sellin^T of ClixH. Se". 7 of the Act pmv'nle'l tint tlic Comprtny ^^ImnM not, 
oxit of the pn»fir,s ofaiiv li:iir \ <nr in wliif!li they were entitled by the sMiiction 
of the lioju'd ot Tra<le. U) vh-.trge any hi;;lier j)rice for Gas thau the price 
autliorisetl by tlieir Act of 18G8, pay a larger dividend on the capital 
(150,0U0/.) aQthorised to be bo expmded, than at the rate of seven per eent. 
per annum. 

Ft will easily Iw gathered from the fon'^oiiif^ faets 1k)w enormously the 
bii«incs5 of the Company, as amalgainnted. vv;is irrowiiiir, 'ind how extensive 
ilu'ir powers were becoming; it, conwqiicnt.ly, beliovoil rlie C-oriMjration more 
than ever to Ik* on the watch in the interest ot" the Gas Consuraern. lu 
December, 187S, the Gas Li^t and Coke Comi)atiy oommtinicated with the 
Corponition to the itfect that a further increase in the prioe of Gaa was 
neceaaary to ena1)le the Oomjmnyto meet the extiaordin uy e\-|>enditure for 
tlie e.nsiiin«r year (1.S74), and t^) pny the rom]>any's authorise*! dividend. 
OinimiwHioner'^ were duly appointed by the Pxmnl of Tnide to consider the 
Gas (JonijKuiy's applieation, and by tht ii' ( ■crtitieatt , dateil the Slst March, 
1874, they fixed tlic price of Ga«, as from the 1st Jaaimry in tliat year, at 5s. 
per 1,000 cubic feet) being an addition of 1«. 3d, to the price fixed by the 
Act of 1868, and an addition of Sd. to the price allowed for the yeur 187S. 
The Corporation took tlie matter up in the interest.s of the public, and 
communieat^'d with the lioard of Trade as to the legality of the additional 
<^ia]^ and alao complaining of the amount of sulphur in the Gas supplied. 

Considerable correspondence ensued with the Board of Trade on the above 
and other pdnts. The whole matter wae reported upon very fiilly by the 
Gas and Water Committee of the Corpoi»ti<m to the Court of Common 
Coimcil, and that Tourt, in October, 1874, instructed the Committee to take 

whatever stej>s niii^htbe neeessiirv. bv aj>plieation to Parliament, or otherwise, 
to ensure a siitisfiietory su[)ply or lo the l itizciH ;if n reaponnble rate. In 
Novenilwr of the san>e year the (. ojiimitte*; were turtlier ;m(horise«i by the 
Court of Common Council to ctj-opemte with the Metixnwlitan B«Kird of Works 
in the introduction of Rills into Parliament : — 

1. For entering into competition with the then eKisting Gas Companies 
by the erection of new works. 

2. For the acquitiiition, by purcha^sc, of tlie pro{>crty of those Cuiupauies. 

S. For an improved and uniform system of n^rnlatioii of the Gas 
Companies. 

Three separate Bills for carrying out the above objects yr&ee introduced 
into Parliament by the Corporodon of London and the Metropolitan Board of 
Works jointly, and were read a first time, but o\\ Ii^l^ to the Government not 
being prepared to siip|K>rl the second r>ill, that and the first were withdniwn, 

but the remaining liill, for flic reL;iil;ition of the Companies, was ])roceeded 
with. Tiie Hill was vigorously opjjoseii by the Companies, but on the 
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13th Maj, 1875, it vfos md a Moond time by an ovenrhelming majority. It 
raftered to a Select Gbmniittee, and on the 35th June, after an immense 
amount of evidence bad been taken, the preamble of the Bill was pamed. 

B«'in<»' n piiblif Bill, however, it was now<!»rv tliat it slioulil go throush a 
Cotmnittee of iIr' wliole House, but the state of public buuiness preveated 
this itjeiiig done that Session. 

The fiill was re*introduoed in the following Session of Parliam^t, 1876, 
and road a first time, the Gorponition agmn acting in muson trith the 
Metropolitan Board of Works. A Joint Committee of the two bodies was 

rippcjintoil tti confer witli the Gas Compuiiit ^' Uepresentativo nnd with tlie 
li<mrd of Tniflc, anil ;itVei- much dif't"ii!<«5ioii upon n Rill which tiie (nus Lij^ht 
aiiJ Coke Com])aiiy had themnelves introduced iiiUt i'arliamcnt, the Compajiy's 
Bill -was settled by the Iktard uf Trade to the satis&etion at the Gra^poration 
and of tike UetropoUtan Board of Works ; and, as it carried oat the provisions 
of The Metiopolia Gas Oompaniea' Bill introduced by those bodies, it 
became nnneoessaiy to proceed with the latta*. 

In due titiie, tliis Bill became the (r.is Light and Coke ( "oin]miiy's Art, 
1876 (39 and JO Vic, cajj. ccxxv.), the authorised capital being tixed at 
8,265,000iL Beniides seciu'uig to the consumers of Ga!< all the advantagcii 
sought to be obtained by the Bill introduced by the Cor|M)mtion and the 
Metropolitan Board of Wtwlcs, it enacted (sec. 10) that the dividend on the 
ordinary share capilal should not exceed 10 per cent., and it als«o provided 
that all future capital raised, but which was not to exceefl in the whoU; oni- 
million jmunds (sec, 11), instead of IwitiL*^ nllocatcnl amoniryf tht> fxiKtiiiir 
Shareliolders, was to l)c oft'erc*! for sale by public auction or li-nder witiiin the 
Metropolis (sec. 13), the reserved price not to be Icijs thiu» the imminal amount «»f 
such shares or stock, and notice of the amount of smih reserved price was to 
be given to the Board of Trade not less than S4 hours before tiie day of 
auction, or the last day for r(!cciving tenders in the manner prescribed, and 
no priority of tender tu be allowctl to any existing holder of shares or sUn-k.

]>}■ section 1 5, shares or stock not sold at tlie Jiuction were to be offered at 
the reserved jiriee to the boldtTK of the ordiTinrv shares or ordiTiary ?tock of 
the Company, and if not a(;«'epied witiitn the time prescril>ed l)y tlie 
Companies* Clauses Act, 1863, were to be agjiin offered for sale by public 
auction or by tender in the manner and subject to the provisions of sees. 13 
and 14 before set out. 

Section 16 declared that an v sum of money arising from the iasue of anv 
shares or stock by way of premium, after deducting the expenses of and 
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incident to their issue, should not be consideixjd as proffit« of the Company, 
but be expended in extending or improving the Ooni|)any's works or in 
paying off loans, nor should it be oonudared as part of the ci^tal of the 
Company entitled to dividend. 

Tt wtiH oiitiivly owin<i; f'l the action taken I.y tlu> Coriximtion and the 
MetrojMilitaii I'murd of Works, h1m)Vc reterml l<>, loLfi tlu r with the pressure 
brought to itear by the Board of Trade uikju the (..ompnies in refusing to 
sanction <^e Amalgamation Scheme unless the Audamt Clauses were inserted 
in the Bill, that so much suocess was attained in the interests of the poblic 

Sec. 17 ^riive {Miwxr to Kirrow upon Mortgage a further sum of 1,000,0<MM., 

subject to the following refttrictions : — 

When the CxmiiMiin- liad miwd hv shun-ia nnd stock and hv borrowiiijr aii'I 
hv the issue of dclMMiturc slofk. or liy any of those morles. tIu- sum of 
i,UO<j,0UU/., tlie Company slionld tliencet<>rtl», in the exercise of their jxiwert* 
to issue fnr^iOT shares and borrow further monies, prove to the satitifiictioa of 
the Board of Trade on the report of some impartial person to be appcdnted 1^ 
the Board, that the sum proposed to be raised was necessary for the purposes 
of the Toiiipany during' the next three year?, ami further, that before the 
roit<i.lcnitit)n of the matter by the iJoard t)f Trade, the Corporation and the

125), and by 
Bee. 53 of (Ms latter Act all penalties adjudged irithiu the City of Lonidon 
and Liberdea to he paid under the Act (and not otherwiae appropriated) ahall 
be {isiyable to iJie Chamberlain of London in aid of the expenaee of the CSty 
Police.

(15 and 10) directing the remuneration and all exiK.'nses properly incurred by 
the Chief Gas Examiner to 1k' Unrne by the Gas Cuinimiiy (itiid the remunera- 
tion of tlie Giis Examiners ;i]i]">iiit« '1 by th(^ Corpnratimi and the .Vletropulitan 
Uoard of \\ orki respectively, and all cxi>euses properly incurred by tljem 
to be paid by tlic Commissioners <^ Sewars and the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, respectively. 
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By sec. 57 of the Gas Light and Coke Company's Act^ 1876 (39 and 40 
Vic., cap. oczxy.) sa\ Auditor of the Compsiny's ucoounts was to he appointed 

from time to time by the Bmrd of Trade, whose duty was to forthwith 
investigiite the aecouiits of tlu* rompniy.aiid jm ^cribc fnmi tiiiic to time the form 
of accounts to be kept by tlie Company, and audit the same every half-year. 

The Act made no provisiou (or his remuneration : but the delect was 
ranedied by " The City of London (Various Powers) Act, 1877," aec 15 of 
which directed the same, together with all expenses properly incunred, to he 
paid by the Gas Company. 

The provisions of t\ip Tias Li^tand Coke roinpniiy's Act. 187(> (39 and 40 
Vic, cap. ecxxv.), of the t'ommerrial Gns \« t. 1S7:, ( and 3!) Vic. rap. cc), 
and the Sourli Mrtmpolitan Giis Li<;ht mh I ( \»ke Comiwriv's Act. 1S76 
(39 and -40 Vic, eap. ecxxlx.), wit!) respt-ei tt) tlie testing of Gas and the 
forfa.tttres imposed by the same, provuig iusufficient, the Corporation of

The same Authority was, also, to appoint 
Iii8pector» of Sibters, a sepamte Inspector hwag allotted to each IKstrict ; but 
by 24 and i5 Tic, cap. 79, these powi^rs^ in the Metropolis (oatside the City), 
were trsiHfern'd to the Metropolitan Bosird of Works ; nil ex|K;ii8es, liowever, 
were to be defrayed by tbe Hoanl out of Kates leviable within their jurisdic- 
tiou, exclusive of tbe CiQr of London.

Tlio action tak*'n l)y tlif Curporation in Tlir alK,v(> iiKitrer oxtfnrls over a 
periotl ut"8^ yours, C(»mnu'nciii'^ in Janimry, i8tS5, when Bills were iuirixlucc-^l 
iato Parliament by the prineipal Railway Coini>anie8 for the purix>se uf 
oonaolidating and revising thor Bcales of Rates and Charges fur the conv^once 
of goods. By these Bills the Compoaies sought to increaae dkdr maximniu 
Rates in almost all classes and o^er all distances. 

As till' [ini]nisn!? <if" thf Bills wm* fif so serious a nature, and nffpoted the 
inteix'sts t4 tlie l'ui>lic ami the trade au<i commerce of the country in a 
manner m projudicial, it was d^samined by the Oorparation to offer the motit 
strrauous oppositicMi to tlie Bills. For that purpose, communications were 
opened with all the GorpwationS} Local Authorities, and Ghamfaors of 
Commom' in England, and Meetings were held In London and the principal 
manufactviriiin; Tnwn» fi>r tlie purpose of org-anizing nnitnl and concentrated 
opposition. Forms of Petitifm were jiroparcd an<l dispatched, and iiifoniiation 
and assiptanc<', legal and 8tatistical, were afforded by the liuiutiinbrancer's 
Department of the Corporation to a very large number of private Traders, 
Public Bodies, and AssociatioRS throngfaout the Kingdom. 

About a thoosuid Petitions were presente<1 against the Billsi and the 

opfxjsition that was organize^l wa,H sosfmnp^, that, affer several jX)8tponenient8, 
the Railway Companies decided not to submit them fur a Second Reading. 

Towards the end of the year firoceedingB were taken by a Mr. Hall, before 
the Boilway Gonunissioners, agUDst the London, Brighton and Sontli Coast 
Railway Coni|wtny, in wlnVh Jennie of tiic points jn-oposed to be dealt with by 
the (company's nills were raiser! ami dn itli'.l ;iM*aiiist the r'<,iiip;iriv. They, 
however, appejiled to the Queen's lieneh Division, where the decision ot tiie 
Commissioners was reversed. The matter being one of supreme importance 
to the mercantile community, the Corporation, with other public bodies, 
contributed a sum of money towards the cost of an appeal against the decision 
of the Queen^s Rench Division, the Appellant being unable to bear the expense 
of such appeal himself. 

In 1888 the Railway and Canal Traffic Act was passed, and by an Order 
of the Court of Common Council of the 14th February, 1«S9, the Clas*iti- 
cations of merchandise, traffic, and Sdiedules of maximum rates applicaUe 
thereto, as proposed by the Railway Companies and submitted by them to 
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the H^»ani of Trade under the provisions of the Art, were referred t<> their 
Local Government atid Taxation Coiumitteu fur cuusideratiou. Having 
regard to the great importance of the cost of carriage on the food supply 
of the Metropolia, the Oomniittee oonferred with the traders in the dilFerent 
^larkets. Connnunicntions were also sent to the variouB Chamberi of 
Commeree and Agriculture throughout the kingdom, invitiiig their vieira. 

The fullest information having beeu acquired li-om all parts of the country, 
objeetions wre lodged to the proposed Classifications, Ac 

On the 26th July, lR89f in porsuonoe of a reeommendatioD of the 

Ci)r|M>r:itioti Coinmitteo, n lar*»e Meeting, ]>re8idetl over hy the then Lf)rd 
Mayor (Sir Junios Wliifclicnd, Kurt.. ^f.P.), wascjilledat the .Mansion House, 
of lifpn -riitativesuf Miuiicipal C«)r[>urations, Tnidinf^, At;TiciiIt ural nitd other 
liodies inierested iu the question, for the purpose of discut^tiiug and dotcrniiiiing 
upon the best method of coutes^tiug the very large number of iniportiuit points 
raised by the formal objectbm which the Corporation^ aa well aa the other 
Public Bodies, had lodged againat the Bailway Gompaniea* proposals. 

T}ie outcome of that Mei tinsr was the feT^yt*"?) of the Mansion House 
United Association on liailway Hates/' 

The Corp(»»tv»l haa since appointed representatives on the Assodatlao, and 
sttbecribed to ita ftmda. 

The Curpor.ition ap]>eaml by ronnsel at the Board of Tni<le Knqnirv on the 
question of lijulwuy liateh, wiiich commenced on the 15th October, 188y,.aud 
continued until the 21st May, 1890. 

Counsel was instructed to give a general support to the objertions of 
Trailers, and tt> work in harmony with the Mansion House Committee, but 
espwiully to ur^e before the Tribunal the strong objections entortnitit d to the 
whole system of Terminal t hari;»-.s, and the existing high nites tor l''i<h,and 
the proposed increase for botli Fish and Meat, in regard to which, as Ijefom 
stated, the Corjx)ration, iis the Market Anthoirity for London, was more 
particularly oonowned. 

Witnesses were called, and the expenses incurred by the Corporation^ 
on thiii Enquiry aluue, exceeded 1,000^ 

The outcome of the Enquiry was, on the whole, fiivourable to Traders, 
certain concessions having been obtained.

Assistance wa« also affinrded to the Master Carmen and Goatiacton* 
Association iu their endeavonr to obtun an increased rebate from the Railway 
Companies for cartage. 

\\ hi ll rlu' .Iciiiit ( I iininitice of ParHanu'nt was constimtttl in rlic early part 
of the year l.SiH, for tlie purjxjse of couHidering tlie liillts introduced by tlie 
Hoard of Tmde, Counsel was instructed to watch the proceed ingA on behalf

By Charters 1 Edwiird III. and 1 Edwarrl IV. the Lord Mayor was con- 
stituted Clerk of the City Markets, in which rliunu ter he acquired full pinvcr 
und uutlioritjr tu regulate the weightti aud mea8urec> usied iii all tlie Litndoii 
Murketii. 

IS Edward IV.. in eon «i deration of 
7,000/. ]i;ii t I if iiHinr\ ~ lUie to the Cttriwiratitm from the Kiiif>;, the office of 
Gau^^er wiiliiii tlie City w'jis jjiranted to rl>o Corporation. Thi.s ;^'atJt was 
confirmed hy Letters Patent dated IStli Oi tober, 11 Car. L, uud 2-lth June, 
16 Car 11-, aud by Statute 57 George III., cap. Ix. 

Under the combined operation of these nnd othw muuimeuts of title, the 

L'-nl ^^ay(»r i» the ■|;au<(er of all wine, • i'. uml other ?au«jeable article? brought 
into the Port nf Loinlnn. and he is (as tlie liead of the Corjmnition), in virtue 
of fhartors ot I F.<h\:in] 1 1 1., and 1 Edward IV., and > I' Henry VILjUnd 3 James I., 
tlie meter ^or measurer ) of all grain, fruit, aud other measurable articles. 

Not only is the right of ganging admitted by Statute down to the year 
1835 (5 George IV., cap, 74), but the rights of metage are recognized so 
late as 1872 m " Tlie Metage on Grain (Port of London) Act," (35 and 3(5 
Vic., cap. c.). which recites tluit by ]>rescription and rliiii tcr tlie Corponition 
is, or claims to be, entitled to tl»e Office of JTcnsnrer of Grain and all other 
things measurable brought to the Port of London, and to receive for it,* 
owu u»e the profits of such office. This Act is fully dealt vrith under the 
heading " Open Spaoea." 

Scrtiun 16 pro\ndes for what is called vohnit;ii \ metage, which i-^ the 
measuring or weighuig of grain, <tc.. by the Corporation upon retjue^t, and tor 
which the Corporation is authoriaed to charge, aiid their oflictts directed to 
give a certificate of the weight, which ia admiaaible in all Courts as evidence. 

Thiti voluntaiy metage ts perfi»med by the Corporation At a loss of some 
500/. per annum. 

Section 18 enacts, lhat, if within 30 years after Slat October, 1872, the Act 
is repealed or the duty i:^ discontinued by Statute, the lights and privileges of 
the Corporation shall revive. 

A9 regards ike artide Bracu^— The Statute 3 and 4 Geo. IV., cap. cvi., 
repealed all the Acts then in force, and prescribed the regulaticms under which 
it might ibr the future be sold within the City, at the same time saving all 
jirescriptive rights, (sec. 33). This Act has recently l>een anbended 1^ the 
Weights and Measures Act, 1889 (52 and 53 Vic, cap. 21.) 
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j'l.s rminlx the meamnng anrf treinhing of Cc^/ - Tlte chartered and statutory 
duties k'viiibie by the Ooriionitioii on Coals were us irom the oth July, 1889, 
extingukbed by the London Coal Duties AbolLtiuu Act, 1889 (52 and 53 Vic, 
cap. 17), wludi received the Boyal Assent on 9th July, 1889. The OaqKnii> 
tlcxi is, however, still the Local AttthorHy in tbe CUbj for Weights and 
Meiisurcs both by prescription and under the L«xal Government Act^ 1888 
(51 and 52 Xk:, «ip. 41, sec. il), and the Weights and Measures Act, 1878 
(41 and 42 Vic, cap. 49, w e. 50), and the Weights and Measures Act, 1889 
(5i iiiul 5;} Vic, cap. 21, sec du). 

By 1 nnd 2 William IV., cap. Ixxvi.. sec. 52, every carriage laden with 
cuils t<>r j^jile, or to Ix- delivered, must uury a perfect weighing machine, duly 
marked at ( Juildhall. 

Tiic [Mcscrlht'd tiirin rlnn of may be altered hv notice to the Loni Mayor in 
tlie •' London (jazette, ' and by 1 and 2 Vic, cap. ci., sec 5, it shall not be 
denned perfect unless proper weights are carried therewith, and any other 
just balance with an even beam and legal weights sihall be deemed perfect 
though not marked at Guildhall. 

The Court of Common Council as tiie Local Authority in the City far 
Weights and Measures has made Bye-laws as to the sale of coal, requiring 
that the name and address of every seller of not exceeding S cwt shall be 

registered, tliat the coal shall be sohl in sacks containing either 2 cwt., 
1 ( svf.. I rwt., or \ fwt., with a Tnet;il la1>i-! attacliod indicating the correct 
weiglit, and that a stanipfHi weigliing inslrutiieiit, duly verified, shall be 
carried in every cart, dLc. Also that the seller of not exceeding 2 cwt. shall 
deliyer to the purchaser a weight -note before tlte coal is unloaded. 

retfurds giiwjeable liquors — By 5 (ieo. I V., cap. 74, sec. 25, all vessels of 
wlue, oil, honey, and otlier giuigeable liquors brought into the Pcwt of Loudon 
and landed within the City may be gauged, by the Lord Mayor, as Ganger, 
or by his Deputies, the cmtenta being ascertained by the Standaid Measure, 
and insttffident vessels, \\\\\\ tlu ir contents, are liable to ferfidture, tbe L<wd 
Mayor accounting to the Crown for a moiety thereof. 

By the Weights an«l Mcastves Act, 1878, sec. fi7. the rights of theFoimders 
Cvjmpauy are saved, and by sec. 68 the rights of the Corporation and of the 
Lortl Mayor with respert to th*' st(nn|)iiifj- or sealing of weights and measures, 
and tlie gauging of gsiugcaljlc liqiuirs are al<o saved. 

By the Wciirhts and Mtasun s Ai t. 1.HR0, sec. IC, the City is excluded 
from the juri^tliction ot the Cuuuty Council, and b)- sec. 17, a [XTwiri using 
weights and measiu*es in the City shall not be I'equired to have them veritied 
or stamped by more than one authority. 

By the Factory and Workshop Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Vic, cap. 16), the ' 
Weights and Mcitsures Acts are applied to weights aiid measures used in a 
fectory or workshop in checlring or asoertsiniiig the wages of employ^. 

A large inunlx'r «>t" prosecutions has been successfully instituted by the 
Corporation (as the Load Authority) for infiringements of tiie above Acts.

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The alterations relating to inspection and titamping iutrmiuct^ hy the Act 
of 1889, oonaidenbly increased the expeuditnre under that head in the City. 

The salaripf of the Inspectors and other expennes are paid out ot the 
Coujtolidateil liiUt', but the fee:* received hail been always from ancient tijties 
paid into the Chamber to the credit oi the City's Cash ; luid the Statutets 
which have been paacwd have not affected the inimemorial right of the 
Gorporatioa to receive those feee. 

Ujx»n the appointment of the new InsjK'eUjrs, after the waning into ciperation 
of the Act of 1 885), separate Districts were assifriie<l Ut them, covering tlie 
whole area of the City, the Chief Inspector being responsible £Hr the work of 
testing and etamping.

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THE LONDON OHAXBEB OF ABBITRA.TION. 



The London Ohamber of Arbitnition gives effect to the incrauing desire 

for the scttli'incnt of rlisputes and diiFerenoes by arbitration, which had for 
some time before n< (••itablishmeut been expre;*!*ed in the City and elsewhere. 
The Corp<iration London sou;:;Iit to mepf this want in a practical manner, 
and oo-operated to that end with the Lou Ion ritnniber nf romirmrce, the 
result of their combined efforts being the iuauguratiou, un N<iv« iul)er the 23rd, 
1893, of the London Chamher of ArtntrRtkm, ef which, at the inaugural 
ceremony, it mM mid hy the Right Hon. A. J. MimdelUt (President of the 
Board of Tnulc). " if it succeeds here it will not stop here, but will extend to 
**al] the great industrial and ocxnmercial centres of this country/' 

The Chamber is under the control of a Joint Committee of Ibnagement 
compoeed of twelve members appointed in equal proportioos by the Corporation 
of London and the London Chamber of Commerce. 

Its olgect is "the speedy and inexpensive Bettlemeot of disputes arising in 
the course of buriness, witiiont having recourse to litigation.*' 

The Rules an 1 Forms lia\ e been very carefully settli:<l by CouiiHel, and 
provide for tiie holdiii!! ol Arbitratiuuti before either one Arbitrator, two 
Arbitrators and an Umpire, or three Ailntmtors, and the forms of Submission 
are so drawn as to constitute a Unding cnntract betwem the Parties and the 
Arfaitrators. The Officers of the Chamber are appointed by the Court of 
Common Council. 

A hegiA Assessor to ^bA Chamber has been appointed, whose services may 
be obtained when necessary, and a Re^strar has been also appointed. 

The fe«'s are exceptional iy low, and the Rnie-s admit of a very speedy settle- 
ment of disputes. 

The Registrar s fee is fixed at One guinea, to include all the necessary 
forms. 

The Arbitrations are, uiidw the Rales, to be held at Guildhall, or in such 
other place as the Corporatkm may direct 

Sevml Arbitmtions have already taken place, and many others are srt 
down for hearing, the amount in dispute being, in some cases, very con- 
nderable. 

There is a panel of some 1,143 Arbitrators (nominated liy llie London 
Chamber of Commerce and appointed by the Corporation) representing nearly 
every Inanch of Commerce, Trade, and Industry in the Cil^ of London, and 
the (objects steadily aimed at in the conduct of business are celerity, economy, 
and finality.

The Cmr of Ltuisoii School. 

llie endowment of thU School k derived from the profits of certain lands 
mid tenemente beqaeathed to the Corporation, in th« rdgn of Henry VI. 
(1443), by one John Garpenter, then Town Cleric of London. The bequest was 
'* for the finding and bringing up of fonre poore men's children, with meate, 

" «lrinkt', ap|)arell, learning at the Schooles, in the Universities, etc., until they 

" be j»refeiTe(l, an<l then others in their places, for ever." The property was 
situat«>(l in TliuiiieK Stf^t, Rrifl'jp Strenf, Hnimdsditch, and the neijjhbonrhood 
of Alfred Place, Tottenliam Court Uoud. The rental, originally very !*mall, 
gndoally increased ; tmt in lH'Sd umouuted tu only 49/. ia«. id. 

# 

From time to time various schemes were framed eittending the educational 
ben^t8 provided by tlie bei|uebt. On the 18th January, 1832, the Court of 
r'omimm Council resolved that, at an annual cost of 4:J0i., four boy from 
cii^ht to >;ixto<>Ti Vfurs of ;i!re, sons of Freemen (to Ix? nominated from tinie to 
time by tije Lord Muyor), nhouid be sent for Education and Maintenance to the 
Skinner's School at Tonbridge, on leaving whicli, each should receive a 
premium of lOOi!. to be applied towards his advancement in life. Sub>e>|uently, 
furtlier stepe were taken by Members of the Court of Common Council, and 
especially by Warren Storraes Hale, Estj. (then Deputy for the Ward of 
Coleman Street and afterwards Lord Mayor), £cir further eulaiigtng the scope 
of Carpenter's benefactions. . 

Eventually, in the year 1834, the Corporation applied to Parliament for 
leave to discontuiue one of its Markets, called Honey Lane Maricet, in Milk 
Street, Cheapside, and to erect on die site of the saanfi a School fat the 
Education of Boys, offering for that purpose to charge certain lands, 
tenements, and liereditaments called the Carpenter Ei*Lites (and which up to 
tlnit tiipp lunl been clmrffed Avith a vearlv mm of \{)f. 10.«. in connection with 
the John Car|K;nter Uequest) toj^ether with other hereditaments belonging 
to them, with the perpetual annual sum of 900/. towards the support of such 
School ; and on tile 13th Ai^ust, 1834, an Act (4 and 5 Wm. IV., cap. xxxv.), 
was passed discontinaing Honey Lane Market, and aathorising the GorporatiOD 
to erect the proposed School on the site thereof, such School to be for ever 
thereafter tuainfMined by the Corporation " for the Religious and Virtuous 
" Eilucation of lioys nnd for instructing them in the higher branches of 
*' Literature :md all other useful learuing." 
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The erection of the Schuol uu the Milk Street site was then procf'ede<l with 
at au expeuse ot nearly 20,000/., the foundation stuae being laid by Lord 
Brougliain on the 21st October, 1835. 

Tbe School wiie completed and opened for work oa the 2nd of Febnitry, 

1837, when upwards of 400 pupils jissembled, and a cai*eer of success was 
commenced which has since been not only nndntained, but has steadily 
augmented. 

In 1843 it became meoeiimry to appropriate the H«d l^Mter^a residence to 
School purposes, and again, in 1871, a similar use waa made of the Secretary's 

residmoe, but even these aillitions proved insufficient to meet the growing 
re«|uiretnents of the School. Tiie Honey Lane site proving too confined for 
further extension, it was at length resnU'ed by the Court of Cointnun Council 
(on the 4t1i November, 1878), to remove the Scliool to land belungincr to the 
Corporation on tlie \'icloria Kmhankraent, nutwithstimding its grtxit value — 
upwards of 100,00011 Aoo(»dingly the Corporation proccmd ^e passing of 
the <Sty of London School Act, 1879 (42 and 43 Vic, c. Ixiii.), under the 
powers of which statute the Corporation, at an expenditure of about 100,0002., 
erected the present School buildinga. 

Power vvoii given by the Act to sell or otherwise disposf of the site of the 
old School and to carry all moneys arising from sucii sate or disjKisal to the 
credit of tbe Funds of the CSorporatiou ; but, even after availing itself of this 
power, the Corporation had expended out of ita own moneys in the provisiaa. 
of the new site and School over Two hundred thousand pounds. 

Oil the 12th of December, 1882, the new Scliool was opened by H.R.H. the 
Prince of Walt « ; \ldermau Sir H. E. Kuight (au old boy of the School) 
being then Lonl .Mayor. 

The Building on the Embankment waa designed for the acoommodation of 
680 boys ; but the pressure of application has been such, that tibe average 
number of pupils is 700 (in one recent term, 735). The number on the 
books on the 3l8t July, 1893, was 701. 

The course of instruction includes tlie English, Lstia, Greek, French, 
Gennan, Spanish and Italian laiiguages, iMathematics, Arilhmetie, Writing, 
Book-keeping, Geography, History, Shorthand, Practical Chemistry and 
ITatural Philosophy, Elocution, Vocal Music, Drilling and Gymnastics, and 
Bmwiiig. 

The SchiXil is divided into two Sections — the Senior and the Junior ; the 
Senior Section is divided into Classical and Modem Languages sides. Before 
boys leave tbe jQni<» section, their parents are ccmsnlted as to the side in 
the Senior section on which they are to be placed. On the Classical side 
beys are prepared for the Univ^ties, the Lcmdon University Matriculation 
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ExamumtioB, and the kamied |»ofe88ioni». Boys oa tiie Modexn side are 

taught sabjecte specially suitable as a |pri^R.nition for mercantile pursuits. 
Facilities are given to T>oys who wish to pass the ExaiiiinationB of tlie Civil 
Service Commission, the Preliminnr}' Law and Medical Examinations, and the 
Examinations for Commercial Certificiites. 

In addition to the ordinary Classical and Jfodern Si;Ie^, there is a Natural 
Science Side, into which boys may bp admitted who liave attained a certain 
standard in Literary and Mailjeniaucal Education, The object of tliis Side is 
to prepare boys for; Science Scholai-sliips ; for the Preliminary Scientific 
Examination of the UnivCTaity of London, and for Engineering parsnits. 

Tiie J?( hool is })rnvii It'ii with a C;ir[H'.titer'.s Shop, for admission to which 
there is no extra chaise, but boys pro\-ide their own tools. Drawing is the 
only extra. 

There are optional cla-jaf s also (held out of School hours) in Latin, Writing, 
Book-k(e{)ing and Arithmetic. Oprmnn, Shorthand, French Conversation, 
Spjinish, Practical Chemistry, Elocution, Vocal Music, and Carpentry, to enable 
boye to sapplement their regular Class woi^. 

The Head Master is the principal Classical Master, and the Second Master 
is the principal Mathematical Master. 

These two Masters are apixjinted by the Court of Common Cotincil, but 
un'Ti-r ser. 7 of tlip Act of ]8??4 ( \ and 5 Will. IV.. cap. ?>5), no person 
njay he apj»ointed one of the two principal Mastcrf5 unless ho shall have been 
examined by the Professors for the tijne being of Divinity and of Classical 
Litemtnra and of Mathematics at King's College, London, and the 
ProfesBoro, fiir the time bong, of the Grade Laagoage, Literotnrei 
Antiquities, Mathematica, and Natoral Philosophy and Astronomy at 
the University of London, and unless he shall have obtained a Certi6cate 
sifrnf 'l bv the mnjority in mimber nf sucli six Professors that he is a tit and 
propi-r jjcrsriii, utkI qualified to iH-rlorm the duties uf such Master ; and, prior 
to any appointment being made by the Court of Common Council, the Court 
must advertise in two or m<ne of the London Daily Kewspapers the ibct of 
tiie office bdng vacant, and of the time and place at which the Profesaors 
will meet and examine such persons as shaU be Candidates for such office, and 
If more than three Candidates present tfaemseh'ea for examuiatiou, the 
Profesfiors rf>ndnptjng the Examination are rflqnired to cortify to the 
Corporation which three Cnndidatcs. in the opinion of the majority, are found 
to be the best qualified. Botli the Head Master ami Second Master have to 
present themselves annually to the Coturt of Common Council for re-election. 

There are 2Ci Assistant Masters, who attend daily for the whole school time; as 
also do the two Gyuaiubtio Musters. Tlie occasional Masters (ten in number), 
two German, one Singing, one Elocution, one Spanish, one Shorthand, and four 
Dmwing, attend about four hours a we^. These Maaters are appointed by 
the CHy of London School Committee, to whom (under section 12 of the 
Act) certain duties are dalsgated.

During tlie existence of the School vnriouR benevolent persons, and some 
of the City Gui!<ls, lune pre«entffl Don;ition^ uiitl Scholarships to the value 
of 1,792/. lOs. ad. a year, besides which Book and Medal Prizes, worth about 
200/. a year, are aimiially given to the boys. 

The number of Scholarships in conneettoa inth the School is 47, tenable at 

Oxford or Cambridge, the Landoo University, and the City of Lt u'lon 
School ; eight of which are in memory of John Carpenter, the original founder 
<jS the School. 

A great many boys have proceeded from the School to the UniversiliBa, and 
ainoe the opening 2ib Honours have been obtained, of vrhidi 183 were of the 
Fint Class.

The School is by no means self-supparting, even with the Statutory 
amiual Grant of 900Z. by the Corporation. 

Boys are admitted at any age between 7 and 15 years, and may renudn 
'until the age of 19 ; or longer, by permisBicHi of the School Gommittee. 

The charge for eadi pupil is 122'. 12s. a year up to the age of 12, and ailer 

that age, 15^. I5*'. a yctir. The charge for Drawinir (the only extra) is 1/, Is. 
or 21. 2,9. a year, according to the time devoted to the subifH-t. Ti e mode of 
admission is on the nomination of an Alderman or Common Councilman, 
subject to examination by the Head Master. ' 

The receipts from Ibea are about 11,20(ML a jiar, which the Corporation 
snpplements by annual grants out of the City's Gash to counterbalance any 
excess of expenditure over receipt?. This ^rant ammmtei! in 1891 to 4,619/. 
and in 189:2 to 4,161/. ; to which, huwever. in order to e>Tiiii.it«' the deficit 
during these years, the statutory grant of 900/. a year must be added. 

Between the years 1885 and 1892 the Ccnporation has expended a total sum 
upon this School ^nduding the value of the site) of 331,02U 16«. lid. 
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Fbrbbixv's Ojifban School. 



This School waft erected hy the Oarporotum, and opened in the year 1850, 
raider the aotbcHity ci the Freemen's Orjdiftn Sekool Act of that year (13 and 
14 Vic, cap. 10). and was estftblished "for the maintenance and the religious 
** and virtuous education of Orphans of Freemen of the City ni London/* 

TTuB Sdiool is partially supported hy the rents of freehold estHteS} defnecd 

in former times by charitable persons connected Avith the Corporation of the 
City of London, bat its principal aouroe of income is City's Cash. 

The follomng is a short statement of the otifpn of the Fund, whidi 
eventoally led to l2ie eetablishmaitof the Institution as it at present eadsts : — 

By the 13 and 14 Car. II., cap. 12, intituled "an Act for the better relief 
*^ of the Poor of this Kingdom," a body of Governors was inooipavated, 
fioninsting of the Aldermen of the CStj of London, and 52* citizens to be' 
ehosen by the Common Council (of whom the Lord Mayor tar the time being 

was to be the President), and who Arere empowered to purchase and hold, 
without license in mortmain, any lands, tcrument^. or horeditamentSj not 
exceeding the value of 3,000/.. per anuum, for the purposes of that Act. 

In pursuance of the powers given by the above-mentioned Act, the 
President and Governors purchased, in or about the year 1 703, the freehold of 
certain mc^ajres in or nenr !»ifihopsg;ite Street, in the City of London, 
afterwards known an the London Workhou^>. 

hi 1706, one John Rand, Citizen and Joiner of London, devised unto the 

said Governors, by his Will, ccrtnin freiLold inesHH!ic;es aiid tenements in 
Prit'st Alley and Warwick Lane, upon trust to found an A])]>n-uticcship Fund 
for "the puttuig out and placing lurtU of jxjor Freemen's Cliiidren of the 
** City of London, both boys and girls," residing in the said Workhouse. 

• 

In 1706, Sir Robert Clapton, Alderman (who served the office of Lord 
Mayor in 1679), devised ])renii6es in Crippk^gnte for the use and benefit of 
the said Workhouse, and in 1711 a Dr. Williams devised the reversion of one 
moiety of an estate in Cambridgeshire to sinular uses. 

In the course of time, the London W Orklioux'. tuuntled in the reign of 
Clmrles IL, which served a very usetul pur^wse lor nearly two centuries, 
became unneoessazy for the purpose for which it was established, owing to the 
reroovfti of tlie Labouring Poor to the outskirts of Londtm, and the erectioD 
of Houses of Coziecdon and Parochial Workhouses within the City. 
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An Act was accord iiig-ly obtained in 1829 (the 10 Geo. IV., cnp. 43) which 
enabled the President and Governors of the London Workhouse to »ell or 
grant Leasesof the WorkbouBeimd other hereditaments vested in them, and to 
porehaae o&nef Estates for the edncatioD and apprenticing of poor ehildnn. 

ThereatBaml moomeof the Ghnritj were directed to be applied (1) in 
paymeDt of the neceeauy expenses of management ; (S) in apprenticing poor 
Freemen's children to trades and employments ; (3) in supporting a School for 
the maintenance and education of poor and destitute children in the doctrine 
and discipline of the Uuited Church of £ngland and Ireland, and in apprentic> 
ing ail or any of than. 

Thp Statute further (leclMrod that the Govorniiifr Body of the Cliarity 
should cuHiiiiit of the Aldermen ol'the City of London and sixty citizens, chosen 
annually by the GmnoKHi Coandl, and snch odter persons as should give not 
less liiaa iSH. fat the pnrposee of the Charity ; the Lord Ibyor for the tune 
iMang nmaining President. 

Between the date of the last mentioned Act and the year 1850, the numher 

of the Governing Body of the Charity had increased by some 35 persons, who 

had become Donation Governors by gift« of 20/. each or upwards, and the 
60 chazens chosen by the Common Council were all members of that Body. 

The mm at that time standing to the credit of the Governors was ^.450/., 
and the CorjKtratioti, believing it would be of more general benefit to dispose 
of the Funds of the ChariLy in establishing and supporting a School for the 
maintenance and education of orphans of Freemen of the Gty, applied to 
Parliament for tbe necnsary authorily, offering to allocate towards the 
support of the School all sums received by them in resjxict of Sheriffs' Fines, 
and also the Fees payable to them by persons admitted to -the Freedom cf 
the Ci^. 

The Lord nianeellur, upon a petition of the President and Governors of 
the before-mentioned CTiarity, having directed an inquiry by onp of the 
Masters in Chancery as to the fitness of establishing the suggested School on 
the tCTms mendcmed, and a timnaeable report being made by that offidal, the 
Corporation procured the passing of the before-mentioned Act of 1S50. This 
Statute directed the Corporation " to set apart and appropriate at Brixton, 
in the Counts- of Stxrrey ** (or some other place) " a piece of freehold ground 
*' a« tlif ^^te of ;i Selioo1hon-5p. and to enrt a Sclioolhonse and otIuT Viutldings 
"thereon, and to rcjtair, maintain, and alter llie b«uie nt> they liiighc think 
" proper, and to muintsiin the same for ever as a School for the maintenance 
** and the religious and virtuous education of Orphans of Freemen of the CSty 
*' of London.** 
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The property of the old Charity was vested La the Corporation for the 
purposes of the Act, m whidi were contiuiieddireelioDS as to theapplicalioa of 
the earplns of existing orfiiture purduMe-monies to arise from the sale of 
such property^ and an to the application of tli(t renta (after ptiyiiig cxi>en8es of 
management) towards the establishment and maintmance of the said School. 

Sec 13 directs die Aooounta of the l^chool to he kept by the (Sty Qiamher^ 
lain, and see. 14 empowers the Corporatioa to appoint a CSoounittee to carry 
the Act into execution. 

The School, authorised by the Act of 1850, was, in due course, erected by 
the Corporation on a freebuki site nt Brixton bel<X)gtng to them, and, with 
subsequent additions, cost 27,221L 28, 

The number of children in the Sch(X>l was origiii:ut\ Qxetl at 100, viz., 
65 boys and 35 girls ; but this number was increased in 1863 to 150, via., 
100 boys and 50 girls. 

Up to the prei^nt time some 829 children have passed through the School, 
vis., 544 boys and 2Bd girla. 

The children are admitted between the ages of 7 and 10, and remain in the 

School until tlie Hge of 15, two lx»ys and two girls (selected for th«r good 
conduct and ability) being allowed to remain a year longer as pupil teachera. 

On leaving the School each child is provided with an outfit ; and those who 
are meritorious, and make application, are apprenticed to auitaUe trades. 

Thu Cuuri, ut Coiaaion Council exercises a general cunUul uver the iustitu* 
tion, but deputes tiie management of details to a Committee, at^ provided for by 
the Act of 1850 (sec. 14.) 

The Head Master is aj^niated the Court ; the Aniatattt Master, Mistress, 
and Matron, by the Committee. 

Applicatioua for admissiou to the School arc tjubmitted to theConmutLee in 
tite first place, but the elections themselves take place in the Court of 
CommoQ Council, by ballot 

The diildreii, in additbn to being fed, clothed, and receiving eflScient

out, is mainly 8upi>orted bj ocHitrilmtions from City's Cash, and tlie amouDts 
paid into the Chamber by persona tiddng up the Freedom of the City.

The amounts granted during the past 10 years under this bead average 
about SiKtf. per annum, and, in addition, all neeessary works and repairs are 
carried out at the expense of Cily's Gash, 

The amount expended for Sanitary woi^ painting, paving, play-ground, 
in the year 1891 (not induded in any of the befon>mentioned sums), 
was 2,5472.

GoiLDBALL School of Music. 



This School ■vva> founded aixjut the yeai' 1879 as tlie Guil<lli:ill C)rclu'strat 
Societ} , aiiid was pennitted to occupy a large warehouse in Aklernuiubury, 
die property of the Corpantion. It has now groim into an important Insia- 
tution, the advantagi» of which are apread over the whole Hetropolia. The 
object of the School is to provide «, thorough muaical education at a 
minimum cost, and th«pe are now about 3,500 achokra tai^ht bj upwarda 
of 100 professors. 

The present School stands upon a site on the Thames Embankment }>eloagiug 
to the Corporation, and was erected and funiisbed by that body at an expense 
of about 26,00(tf. It was opoied m December, 188S, and ocmtains 42 class- 
rooms, with a Hall for Orchestml Practice. Students' C<incerts are given at 
frequent inten'als, to which the public are admitted free by ticket, and the 
Aniuml r<>nc(n't is held nt the Guildh;!!! iti tho ]>rrsonrp of nn jiudieuce 
numbering over 2,U0l) persons. Many thou-^iUHif uf pt»und» are annually paid 
by the pupils to the Musical Professors in fees, and many students become 
effident pertbrmera and teadters, and occupy prominent posidona m the 
Musical World. The Prindpal of the Sdiool is Shr Joseph Bitf&by, Mus. Doc., 
and among the FrofeHson^ i^ Mr. Sims Reeves. The amount contributed 
to the Sohool in 18d2 out of the Cwh was 2,700/.

This School has been cstabiished, but is not yet open, uiuier a scheme 
settled and approved by Mr. Justice Gbltty in prooeedinga in the Ghanceij 
Division of the High Court of Justice, ht giving effect to the Charitable 

Bequest of the late William Ward, of Brixton Hill, Surrey, who, by his Will, 
dated 3rd June, 1881, bequeathed 20,000/. to the Mayor and Commonalty and 
Citizens of the City of London, to be applied and expended by them in or 
towards the building on lands Ijtjlonging; to them, and in raaintainiug a High 
School for Girls, to be called by the name of, and known for ever as, '* The 
City of LandaQ School fitr Girls, fbundeil by Witliam Ward.** 

Delay has arisen in giviuix effect to the Testator's wishes through the 
necessity which arose for invoking the aid of the Court of Chancery, nn<\ the 
difficulties which presented them>'plve!^ in conneetinn with fiudinir a siiitalile 
site. One of the sites originally chosen formed a jKjruon of the Bridge-House 
Estates, held by the Corporation as Trustees, and there being no power of 
sale OT exchange, recourse was had to Parliament, and an Act (48 and 
49 Vic., cap. dii.) was obtained fiv the purpose. EventnaUy the 
Coq>oration decided to make a free gift of a suitable site upon the Thames 
Embaiilcrnent, of flu> t'stimatc*! vuluo of 10,000^., situate on the cast side of 
the street loadinir from the Kiiibiinkiufnt to Wliitefriars Street, containing an 
area of about 3,68^2 ieet, abutting upon a ^xirtion ot the rear of the Guildhall 
School of Munc. 

This nte having met with the approval of Mr. Justice Chtttj, a contract 

was forthwith entered into fijr the erection upna it of a School Houf^c. and 
other buildinfrs. capable of acconjmodating some 400 pupils, the foundatioii 
stone ot which was laid on the 3Uth of Kovember, 

The sdienie provides that the design of the School should be in conformity 
with the wishes of the founder, William Ward, as expressed in lua Will, that 
is to say : '* The Sdiool should correspond as nearly as might be to the City 
of London School for Hoy-., makitig all proper allowance for the difference of 

tlte J^exes, and should pruvide tor " the religious and virtuous r ihioarion of 
Girls, and for instructbig them in the higher brunches of literature, and all 
other useful learning.' "

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The general course of instructioa inolodes Bngliflh Gnmnur, Litermtan 
and CSomposition, the Latin, Fraach, and G^rmaa Languages, Writing, 
Arithmetic and MatheroatiCT, Geography, Histozy, Drawing, Elocution, 

Singing, }5"atui-al and Experimental Science, Domestic Economy, the Laws of 
He^ihli, Xivrllt-work, ami mch other subjects as the Court of Common Council 
maj from time to time determine. 

The Court of Common Cooncil Ja to exorcise a geniflral ooatcol over f2ie 
Listitution, and has power to make such rules and regulations for ihei 
eonduet and mansgement thereof as it may tUnk proper, provided that aodi 
rules are not inconsistent with the ezjwesB piovisio:is of the scheme. 

The management ;infl sui)iTint<'rideiic(' of the affairs of the School are vested 
in a Committee, to be appointed from timi to time by the Court of Common 
Council, to whom a report of their proceedings, together with a statement of 
the accoants of the School, and a balance-shest, aieto be presented every year. 

The School will be opan to all girls of good character and of sufficient 

bii lily hnilth, who are residing with their pirents. jru irdians, or near relations; 
but tiie daughters of persons who ;in_' troi^ of the ,City of Loadoo, or are 
householders there'm, are to have priority of admission. 

Every application Itw admission by girls who are eligible most be 
accompanied by a recommendation signed by at least one member of the 
Court of Common Council. Admission to the Sdiool is to take place 
according to priority of application. 

Tiie 20,000/. bequeathed by Mr. Ward for the establishment of the School 
now amounts, intii interest, to about 23,000/., and the Chamberlaui, Iowa 
Olerk, and Comptroller of the Oily of London, fur the time b.'mg, are the 
Trustees of tiie fund, the greater portion of whidi, if not the whol^ will be 
exhausted in the building and eqoipm^t of the School. 

Boaides the free gift of the site, the Corporation has undertaken the 
maintenance of the School, which will, necessarily, for «ome years at least 
prove a diarge upoa^the;City's Cash in providing for the defideacy between 
receipts and expenditure.

The wnirRM tion of the Alilcnnen with this Foundation commenced from the 
date when the School Bmnch of Emanuel Hospital was separated from the 
Almshouse Branch of that Foundation, under the scheme of the Kndi<\sed 
Schools Commissiouera in 1873 (already referretl to), and such School Branch 
wee allied itiih liiree othw Charities in Westminatcr, namely : —

Wlien the separation of the two branches of the Foundation of Emanuel 
Hiispital took plnee, the or ler directing the severance ailso directed that 
certain property at We!*tniiuster, then no longer necessary for the use of the 
Foundation, should be held as to one third in trust for the Almshouse Branch, 
and as to the remaining two«thirds, in trast for tiie School Branch ; and 
portions such land have been from time to time sold under oidav of the 
Charily Commiadoners, the proceeds of sale being divided in the above<naroed 
proportioos. 

A Scheme has recently been framed by the Charity Commissioners, for 
dealing with this Charity, and the same is still under consideration of die 
various parties interested.

Notwithstanding tiiis &ct, and the eaatenoe of the 
City Sdioolsalri^uly referred to, llie Qty Batepayers have been called upon 
to contribute, during the last ten years, nearly a million ;md a half sterling 
townnl!^ the expenses of the London School Board, as will be seen from the

The dimoludon of 'the McHuuterieB by King Henry VIII. having suddenly 

rendered destitute and homeless vast iiumberfj> of poor and sick people^ as well 
as children, the Corporation of London petitioned the King that Conveyance 
might be made to the City of the Hosjntals of St. Bartholnniew. St. Tliomas, 
and Bethlem, which were then lying empty, and, in l.')44, the Kmv:. in answer 
to this request, issued Letters Patent establishing the Hospital of St. 
Bartholomew on a new foondatioD, with the object of providing food and 
maintenanoe to the nek and poor. Two years later, 1546, he endowed the 
Hospital with a yt ai ly income of 500 marks, on condition that the Corporation 
provided a similar endownnent. This the Corporation agreed to do by an 
Act of Common Council, d.ntod Intli April. ^^■^(-^. enacting •*tliat the Citizens 
"and their successor^ should y>e bound lor the ycjirly payineiit of 500 marks 
"for ever," and entering subsequently into an agreement with the King, 
namely, on the 27th December, 1546, and a fbw veeke (13th January, 1547) 
before the King^s death, the Hospital, thenceforth known as " The House of 
the poor in West Smithfield," was conveyed to them, together with the House 
and Church of tlie di-i<o]\e<l Monastery of the Grey Friars, and the House 
and Hospital of i>i'tlilem. Besides the voluntary roiitributions for the relief 
of the poor collected eww Stmdav, the Court of Coinniou Council resorteil, in 
1547, tea levy on every mnabitant of the City of one-half of a lifteenth for the 
miuntoiance of the poor, and in the following year (154S) u brotherhood for 
the relief of the poor was established, to which the Mayor and most of the 

* Aldermen belonged, agreeing to pay a yearly sum var^-ing from half-a-mark 
to one mark. In 1551, the City succeeded in obtaining St. Thi iin;»s" Ilospiiul, 

"in Southwark, for a sum approaching 2,500/., and Iv-fore the close of the 
reign of Elwvrd VF , the hmse and buildinx-f tli - dissjlved Grev Friars 
were cjuveried into an establishment devoted cliietiy to education. One of 
the last acts of the King was to issue Letters Patent incorporating the flavor, 
Aldermen, and Commooalty of the C&ty as Govemore of iJlie Boyal Hospitals 
of St. Bartholomew, Christ's, Bridewell, and St. Thomas. 

Rcthletn Hos-pitnl, or the Hospital of St. Mary of Berhlehem, was originally 
founded in tlie ywirtl247, by Simon Fitismary, Sheriff, near the Church of 
St. Botolph mthout Bishopsgate. 

It was founded as a Priory of Otnons with BrelJirea and Sisters, and 
Edward III. grante.d a protection for ttie Brethren within the City of London. 
It was an Hospital for "distracted people." It is nowunitrd \\jth Rrirhnvell, 
formerly in the possession of Edward V[., and given by tliat King to the 
Mayor, i&c, of London, on the 10th April, 1553, who endowed it with a 
portion of the Savoy Lands. 
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The Lord Mnyor for the time hdng is head of the Royal Ho6|ntaU (irith 
the esceptum of Christ's Hospital, which is now managed under a scheme of 

the CImrity Commiasionefs, dated 15tih Auc^ust, 1890) by the Ordiiunoe 

made "liy tht"' Mnvor nnd Commonalty ;ind Citizens of London, Governors of 
" the Posse«sioui>, Revenues and Goods of the said Hospitals, 1557." 

AH the Aldermen are ex ojido Governors, and twelve Common Council 
Governors are also appointed under 23 Geo. III., cup. 77, which was an Act 
passed for the purpose of confirming obtain Articles <rf Agreement which had 

been entered into Lcrvvt en the Corporation, as Governors of the Royal 
Ho!«pit4iU, and the Presidents, Treasurers, and Acting Governors of the 
several Hospitals. 

Aft»r the passing of that Act, the Corporation did not take any active 
measures relating to the Hospitals, except through the Governors appointed 
by them ; but, a complaint being miide in 1808 as to the admission of improper 

o1)jects into Ohrist'> ni >sitlt;il. jiroceedings were instttutprl apiinst the Hospital 
in the (jourt of Chancery, and eventually the children objected to were 
removetl. 

The CorpDrdtlon, toother with th^ Governing Body, the School Board for 
London, and others, also at considemble expense strongly opjKi^cd (lie Scheme 
relating to Christ's Hospital, fin oriiriTinlly fnime<l by the Charity Com- 
miHwioners. alterinif. an it did, ni'»t seriously tlie olyeets of the ancient 
foundation ; even to die length of petitioning tlie Queen in Council, which 
petition (with others) was rel^red to, andsuhseqaently considered for several 
days by, the hardi of the "Piivy Council, who reported &vourobly to Her 
Majesty on some of the {loints nnsed on the part of the Corporation, hut 
generally in &vour of the scheme. 

Until the year 1890. Christ's Hospital was governeii in exact! v the same 
way as the other Royal Ho^pituU, hut since that time lias been subject to the 
scheme of the Charity Commlssiooers, under which the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen remain e» officio Governors, but, with the exception of the Lord 
Mayor, have been deprived of their rights of presentation. • 

The Lord Mayor for the time hchy^ (us un tur officio Governor) h etititled 
to present one boy or one girl, as ilie Council of Almoners mav (leterniitie. 
The Lord Mayor is also an ex ojicio Almoner, an 3 the Court of Altleruieu has 
the power of recommending for appointment by the Governors six Nominative 
Almoners to act on the Coundl of Almoners. 

The HospitrtI Sad remains in the cu^Uxly df tlie Chamberlain of London, 
and is the same as that used for the other Uoyal Hospitals. Documents 
requiring the Hospital Seal are left with a dooquet at the Chamberlain's oHice, 
and are sealed at the next ensuing meeting of the Court of Aldo-roen or Court 
of Common Ooundl.

The Garpomtum is represented on the Ceotral Gorenung Body of this 
Foimdataon hy Four Membeni, who are nommsted hy the Court of Coinmoii 

Council, in pursuance of the provisions of daur^e 8 of the Central Scheme 
foi-mulatetl by the Charity Commissioners under the power given by sec. 11 
of thf- City of London Parochial Chanties Act, 1883 (46 and 47 Vict., 
Clip. 36). 

The Scheme, ae originally drafted, was in some minor perticalars modified 
in comaequence of the objections carried in by the Corponttioa, who were 

actuated in the matter by the desire to guard the interests of the City 
Parishes, the Ward Schools, and the inhabitants of the Oit^ generally. 

The main objections of the Corporation were in regard to the vesting of 
the Ecclesiastical property, dealt with by the Scheme in the Central Grovenung 
Body, which only had power to administsr the geaenX diarity property ; the 
alienation of andent property belonging to the City Parishes, without giving 
those Parishes direct representation on the Centra! Governing Body ; that 
due regjird was not g"iven to the preservation of mch Chnrities m inight still 
be athninisterod for the beneht of City Parishes ; that no proWsion \viu4 made 
for the continuance of much appreciates^! lecturesliips iu certain City churclies ; 
that no provision was made finr the expaises oonnected witii the administration 
of the ordinary busmess of the Yestries ; and that sufficient provisbn was 
not made for the restorstioin and repair of City churdies* 

Althongli. a> alrtudy stJitod, some slight modificatioTi of the Scheme, ax 
orifjinnllv flnit'twl, wltl' obtftine<l, the ninin oltjertions wert' not iii«*t, mikI tlie 
Scheme was eventually submitted to, and uppnive(i by, tiie ikiuciition Depart- 
ment, notwithstanding the continued opposition made to it both by tibe 
Corporation and the various City Parishes, which opposition waa continued, 
BO &r as tlie Cor])oration was concerned, until llie Sdieme htul lain upon the 
table of both Houses of Piirli;imetit for two months, aa provided by sec. 30 of 
the City Parochial Charities Act, 1S83. 

The Scheme rec-eived tlie approval of iier Majesty iu Council, ou the 
23rd Febmary, 1891, from which date it took effect. 

The earlier meetings of the new IVxly took jthice at the Mansion House, 
the then Lord Mayor lieing elected the tir^t Chairman, and the City Solicitor 
acting, tempozarily, as the lirst Clerk to the Governing Body. 
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The Mitchell (City of London) Charitv. 



In May, 1876, a letter was addresied to the Town Clerk of the (Sty of 
liMldon by the First ('oniiiiissioner of Hit Majesty's Works, transmitting a 
ropy of the Wilt of tlic htc Mr. T. A. Mitcliell. M.I\, by which he gave to 
his Tni^toes the sum ol" 80,U0(»/. r»ut f)f his rpsidiuiry jiersonal estate, ujxin 
trust, to allow, during 25 years, hiu i»u'tners in the firm of Mitcliell, Y<»!incs 
and Co. — ^if they ehoald so long continue in the Imsiness of merchants in the 
City of London— 'to retain and employ audi snm of 80,0002. tat the purposes 

the businen, withont bong aooountable to his estate fer any interest or 
profits in respect thereof, and he gave an absolute discretion tf) the trustees of 
his Will todeb'rmino at what time the said sum of .*^0,0()0/. should Ix- refilled 
to his estate, and upon the rccript rhprmf, the snme was to bp hoM by them 
upon trust, as to one erpial halt" jmrt tiiereof for his wife, and as to the other 
equal half part Ihereof " to pay or transfer the same to the Chairman for the 
** time being of Her Majesty's Board of Works, to be applied by the said 
Board for any such charitable purposes benefitii^ the of London, in 
" which T have ]>as)sed my life, as the Board for the time being shall, in tiuir 
" absolute diacretion, think best." 

Subject to the other Bequests of his Will, he gave tlie whole residue of hia 
estate and effects to the Chairman for the time being of the Board of Works, 
" Ibr the like purposes as are before declared of the preceding gift to audi 
** Chairman." And the Will contained an express declaration l^at nothing in 

the Will fihall authorise the said Chairman, or the Boafd, to ««a.tnW into^ or 

interlere in the accounts of hia buBinf'*^«<. " it l)einir my expre#i« intent that 
" such Chairnum, and Hoard, sbnll t.ikc under this niy mm ly throuffh iny 
" executors and trustees, and without any right tx> ijuestion or go beliind, any 
** socoiantB ^ven to him or them by such executors or trustees.** 

Upon the contents of this Will bemg communicated by tiie Executors, to the 

Metropolitiin Board of Works, and U> the First Ciiinmissioner of Her 
Mnjesty'K Work.s and Public Buildings, the MetropoUtan Board of Works set 
up a claim to be the jjersons in whose favour the diariiahle Bequest was 
made, whilst the First Commissioner of lier Majesty's W orks intimated that, 
as the Board were not officially interested in the Be^iuest, tliey did not propose 
to take any action in the matter. 

An action had then alreiuly Ixen instituted in the ('hancery Division of the 
High Court of .Iti^tice for the administration of the trusts of tlu' Will of 
Mr. Mitchell, and by an Order made ou the Idth July, lb76, it vv;is referred 
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by the Court to Chambers, (among other things), Uj utkc "An Euquiry whether 
" there is any body, persous or person, answering the descriptiaa of H«r 
" Majesty's Bourd o£ Works, and the Chdman of the aame Board respectively, 
" and if not, to what bofy, pwKma or pennn, those deeeriptiaiiB respectiTely 
«Wly." 

A formal claim was thereupon miuit! by the Metropolitiiii Iksini of \\'ork8, 
by itf Chainimn, Sir James Hogg, that he was the person, and his Board the 
body, answering the description, contained in the Will of the testatcnr. 

On bdhftlf of the Corporation, a claim was taken iti by the City Solicitor, 
m representinGf the Citizens of London, to l>e interested in the Chrtritable 
B(Hjuest ; whi) t'dntondcfl thiit the First ComniisnioniT r>f Her Majesty's Board 
of Works and ihe liojiril over wliicii he presideil were tiie persons «lesignuted 
by the WiMy and, that in his absence, the Corporation should be permitted to 
brin^ in a Sdieme ftor the administration of the Charity, and, if necessary, be 
appointed trastees thereof, for the purpose of carrying out the testator's 
Uitention* 

Upon these claims coming before the Chief Clerk, he adjourned the same 
into CSourt. The matter was fully argued befiwe yiiDe*C9ianoel!or Bacon on 
die 16th March, 1877, when he gave jutlgmcnt in &vour of the Corporation, 
holding that the person dengnated by the Will was the Chairman of Her 

Majesty's Board of Works, and, as he refused to act in tlic t i u-ts, the Court 
diri'cted that tliore should be a scheme settled in (limiilx'rs for the application 
of the ciiariuible property, and that tlie Attorney-Cienenil and the Corporation 
of London should attend on Uie settlement of that Scheme. 

Various Draft Schemes were from time to time sabndtted by tl^ Corpom- 
tioin for dealing with the Bequeat, and saggestions were invited from -the 

Corporation by Attomey-Genend, and eventually a Scheme wa-s settle 1 bv 
the Court of Chancery, and confirnie<l by an Order of the 20th January, 1883, 
clause 3 of which iUre< to<l that the Trustees of the Charity jihould be 15 in 
number, nine representative and six co-optative. The former were to be 
appointed aa foUows t — 

4 by the C^ jrponitlon of T^ondon ; 
3 by the London School Bojird ; and, 
2 by the Governing Body of Christ's Hospital, 
and were to bold office for five years. 

The first co-optative Thistecs were appointed by die Scheme itid^ and 

clause 7 all future oo-optative Trustees were to be competent persons 

resident or carr^nng^ on some profession, hnsines^, or occu|irttinn witliin the 
City of London. Glauses 22 and 23 of tlie Sclieme direct<i<i Imw ilit- income 
of the Charity was to be applied, namely, as to onc-tlurd Uiereol, lor Uie relief 
dT the poor of the Gty of London, by monetary asrietance, grants to 
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Dispensaries, &c., Wurkiiu n's Clubs, and Pensions to doservinj^ and 
necoftitous persons ; ami, bh lo the remaining two-thirds, for the udvance- 
ment, education and benefit of the children of p<x)r parents connected with 
the CSty of London, hy apprentioeship premiums, wedkly paym^tB to 
enooorage attendanoe at c»hool, the granting of icholarship ochibittonif the 
gnmting of rewards and priaes, the nudntenanoe and educalaoD at ]noper 
schools or asylums of or|>han8 and diildren, physieally and mentally disabled, 
sahscriplaons in aid of Technical Schoola, dkc. 

Pensions are only granted tor three years (ftubject Uj renewal at the discretion 
of the Trustees), do not exceed 36/. per annuoo, aud are forfeited by 
insobriety or immoral conduct* 

In March, 1879, the Fund amounted to ;ilKmt 60.000/., and as will T)e seen 
from the extmrt :i!rt;i.ly i;iv< n fmiu Mr. Mitchell's Will, another 40,000/. 
will, under certain conditious, be eventually added to the Fund. 

The Fund is not, in any way, contralled by the Cwporation (beyond the 
aj>pointinent of four Trustees), the Trustees having power, by clause 18, to 
appoint a cleHc at a salary to be approved by the Charity ConunisaionnFB, and 
they ai-e ilirected by clause 20 to app(»nt fit Bankers with whom all moneys 
are to be deposited not immediately required for tin purposes of the Trust. 

The Clerk to the Trustees is unconnected with the Corporation. 
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WiL80ir's Loan Chabiit. 



This Charity is adminiBtered by the Cliamlierlain of London, as one of the 
Trnntcos hrrpnftcr referred to. and takes tlie flirin of Loan** of hunis of money 
nuij^fing from KM)/, to 300^. to voiuijir triMlcHtnon in flip C'xtv, or withhi five 
mile^ thereof, at a noniinal rate of interest, the principal l>ein<<: repaid in live 
years. It was founds by the late Samuel Wilson, of Hatton Garden, 
who, by his will, dated the 87th October, 1 7(iB, l^etjueathed a earn of 20,000^ 
to the Chamberlain of the City of London for the purpose of granting 
Lnon8 to young men who have been in basineos in &e City of London, or 
within three miles tliereof, ln-tweetJ one and two years, at one j>er cent, for 
the finit year and two per cent, for the remaining years of the term. 

The Cliarity ia now regulated by a Scheme, settled and approved by the 
Court of Chancery in the year 18G8, and the maimgetnentand control therw>f 

j*» hv f*nrh si heirtp vested in tlu' T^ntvl Mavor, the two senior AlrK rinen. the 
It('( (iiclfr, and the Chamberlain for the time being, a» Trustees. The fund 
uuw aiiiounts to over 41,000/. 

The Trustees are to hold not le<s tliaii iom General ^Meetings every yejir, 
on the first Wednesday in ^lan h, June, Septeml»er, and Dojcemhor respectively, 
unless other dayts are sulMtitutcd, at which time Trustees iurm u (quorum. 

The Lord Mayor, if present, takes lihe ehair, but^ in his ahsenoe, the 
Trustees attending elect their own chairman. 

Special meetings may he hdd at any time on the requisition of two 
TruHtees, of which due notice must be j^ven by ihe Clerk, who is to be one 
of the clerks in the Chamberlain*s Office, and is to keep a minute and account 
book. 

The Chamherhun of 1^ C&ly of London (if willing to aooept the offioe, 
which he always has been) is to be the Treasurer, and act as Banker of the 

Cha rity. In the event of his refiising to act in that capacity, one of the other 
Trustees is to be appointed Troa^nrpr h\ hi" rfi-TniHtee-^, who arc also to 
apjwint as their iiauker some respoasible Joint-Stock Banking Company or 
other Banker. 

So liHig as tlie City riiamlierlain acts as Treastircr and Banker, all payments 
are to be niaile bv him in conformity with the tcrm<» of his Bond as 
Chamberlain, but in the event of any other Trustee being apj)ointe<l Treasurer, 
payments on aoeount of the Chai-ity ai-u to be made by cheque of the 
Treasurer and one other Trustee, and oountereigned by the Cterk, but only 
undo* the authority of an order of the Trustees at a meeting duly convened. 
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The Lonns art' to be ol" the amounts and at the rates of interest sjjecitic^l in 
the Testator s will, but the qualifications ol Borrowers are slightly cnlargeil, 
sec. IS of llie Rcfaone proyiding as follow* : — 

Borrower mutit \)e luider 40 yenrs nf nge ; ninst have Im-n in biiMnPRS one 
year, and not more than thi-p<" years in tlie City of Loudon, or within five 
miles thereof, either uloiie, i»r in iJiirtnershij) ; must he able to give satisfactory 
security ; must be honesty eobort and industrious ; must aatisfy the Trastees 
tl»t he has gainied on the whole rather than loet nnoe hemg in bnaineBB ; 
and that he ia solvent, and n Protestant. Loiins are not to tie granted to 
pttraons enga^d in the liquor trade. Where loons are applied for by persons 
in ])artnei!dup, it is aufiicient if one partner answers the description contained 
above. 

Each lx)rrower of 100/. is re<|uirefl t4j find three sureties, and eadi 
borrower of a larger sum is re«|uire<l tu fin«l four sun lit >, and the losuis are 
allowed to be repaid by instalments (if desired), but are uut renewable. 

All unemployed income is to be investsd in the names of any three 
TruBtees in tlie usual Government Secoritiea. 

The ocpensea of ezecuting the Trust are limited to SOOf. per annum, and 
indude Trustees' attendance fees, salaries of officers, rent of office, printing, 
adverttsin^ stationery, and all other (excqtt le|^l) expenses.

ThiB Hoapitel vas founded in the year 1600, during the reign of Qaeen 
Elimbeth, under the Will of Lady Ann Dacre (dated in 1594), who directed 
her Executom to purchase certain lands in Tothill Fields, Wostiniiister. and 
build thereon a Ilospifnl for 20 pmr folkfj and '20 poor chiMnni, for whirh 
purpose hhe l>estuwed 3U0/. ; and siu ti jioor folks, utu r tiein<i iiu orjxiniietl 
under the title of " The Poor of Eumuuel Hospital, in or near \\ estminster, 
^ in the County cX Middleeex " (for vhich Inoovporation they were to petition 
the Queen), were to have aasored to them and their sucoefleors the Manor of 
Brandesbarton, in the County of York, together with (he eite at Westminster, 
and the Hospital to be built thereon. 

The wldies of the Fotindress were duly carried out, and the " Poor people ** 
. were inoorporated by Charter in the year 1600 (iS Elizabeth), with a 
Common Seal and the uaual Corporate powers. The Execntors, during Iheir 
lives, were to appoint the |>ersons and poor of the Hospital and ma3» 
ordinances for itt* m>vernmcnt. an<l nftcr tliuirdecesM the Mayor auti Aldermen 
of London were to exercise idmilar powers. 

The 20 Poor people " referred to were to be ohosoi in the following 
fwoportioDe 

17 from Westminster. 

2 „ Chelsea. 

1 „ Hayes (Middlesex). 

The presentJiti(Ws from Cholseji wpre oontin<:f'tit on the Iiili;il)iUintn of that 
Parish keepinn- in ;jood repair the ebapL'I at ( lielswt containing the Tomb of 
Lord and Lady Dacre, and, in default of their so carrying out the insti-uctioiis 
of the Foundress, such prestations were to revert to Westminster. 

The H tir^t rame under the control and mimagcmcnt of the Lord 

Mayor and Aldernieu of the Vlty of London in 1623, and haa remained witli 
that body until tiie present day. 

Fresh Ordinances were made in 16S2, and the Hospital was rebuilt in 1701, 
and extended in 1728 and fn1lf»wing year^. In 178n and 1737 additional 
Statutes were framed relative to the admission ot children to participate in the 
benefits of the Foundation. 
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In 1704 an Act of Parliament was obtained by the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, aa Governors of the Hospital, to extend and increase thu number 
and objects of the Charit}-, mid iu that year Ten Out-Peasioners were elected 
(five men and five women), and the number of boys on the Foundation was 
increafled by £%bt. 

In the tolluwinir jf^r Standin<r Orders were framed by tlie (governors for 
the purpose oi regulating tlie Patrouage oi' the InHtitution by the Lord Mayor 
end AldenneOf under whicli they nominated, in Krtatkm, emtable objects to 
racdve dbie benefits of the Oaarity, Freeh BeguhliaiiB fixr the goTemment cS 
the Hospital were aleo made In 1795. 

In 1802 a geuenil report an to the Income and Expenditure of the Charity 
was ordered to be prepared by the (iovernors, and in 1822 the Charity was 
■till fiuther extended, and again in 1843. 

In 1873 the Educational Brancli of tlu- Foundation, wliich, as has been 
shown, graduall} f^rew up and eventually became the most inijiortaiit part of 
the Charity, was severed trom the Hospital Branch, under the provisions of a 
Scheme of the Endowed Schools Commissioners (approved by Her Majesty 
on the 26tii June, 1873), and was allied to other Schools in Weetminsfcer, 
under the Title of the United Weatmlnster Schools," of the Governing Body 
of which the Lord Mayor and Recorder for the time being are ex officio 
Members, nnr] uf which the Lord Mayor and Aldermen also nominate nine 
other Members. 

The Corporation of " The Poor of Emanuel Hospital *' was dissolved by the 
proviaiaiia of the before*mentioiked Scheme, but the Almshouse Bimdi odT the 

Foundation \s as rontinued, and to the present day remains under the control 
of the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, who, by an Order of the Charity Commis- 
sioners of the Ard August, 1877, were constitnterj a Corporate Body, with a 
Common Seal, under the name of " The Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the 
"City of London, Grovonors of Emanuel Hospital (Registered)." 

The Scheme of 1 873 directed an apportionment of the property and incmne 
of the Charity — two-thirds to go to the School Branch, and Uie remaining 
one- third to the Almshouse Branch of the Foundation. 

The Brandesbnrton Estate, In Yoricshire^ is stilll managed hy the Lord l&yor 
and Aldermen as Governors of Emanuel Hosi»taI, and they account to the 

Governors of tlic United WeBtminster Sohools Ibr two-thirds of the rents 
received from the tenants of the Estate. 

The surplus land at Westminster, belonging to Ae Ghmiity, has been 
dispoeed o^ item tune to time, under Orders of the Qmkf Oomralenkmers, 
and for sums authorised by that body, and the amount realised has been 
apportioned between the two branchee of the Foundation, in aoooidanoe wHIi 
the scheme of 1873. 
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In like year 1889i owing to very MricNU rednctloiis in the lents reoelred 
from the BrnndesbartOQ Estate, in consequenoe of agricultural deprewdoii 
which had, fiv some years previously, been gnuiaally leaaened to each an 
extent as to neceeeitate a reduction in the number of Penskmen, and thus 

prevent tlu> Gdvemors filUn? tip vacancies as they occurred, they applied to 
the (jharitv Cominissii iriers for an Order authorising the sale of tlie Almshouse 
Site, aud the utilisation of the funds to arise therefirom in augmenting the 
number of Ont^Pendoners. 

As the Charity Commistsioners dech'ned to accede to thU ]»roposition, or to 
an alternative [)ro|M)sitioii to sell the existing Hospital Site and re-erect 
the Almshouses elsewhere (either of which courses would have reaultjcd in a 
considerable aoceaMon of funds to the Charity), the Govemon expressed their 
desire that the matter ehould be referred to the Qianoery Division of the 
High Court^ with a view to an Order IxMug obtained from that Court 
autiKmsing the sale of the site, and the Oommissionen certified accordingly. 

In due course, the matter came before Mr. Justice CSutty, who^ after hearing 
Counsel fi>r the Attomey*6eniant, the CSty SoUdtor, and other interested 
parties, directed a Public Meeting to be held, ui order that objections (if any) 
to the granting of the proposed Order could be heard and determined upon. 

Such Meeting was aoocwdingly bdd at the Weetnuneter Town Hall, in 
December, 1891, which was pre^ded over by the Solicitor to the Attorney- 
General, and at which all interested parties attended, and wiwe afforded every 
opportunity of stating thdr objections. 

The Attfjnu v -GeneralV Solicitor reported in favour of the proposed sale, 
which, after fiuther litigation, was eventiially sanctioned by the Judge, and 
in t}ie \ e;ir I8it2 the site and buildings of the Hospital were sold for the :*um 
of 37,.')UO/., a price considerably in excess of the value placed upon them by 
the Official Valuer to the Charity Commiraioners. 

A Dmft Scheme was then prepared, at tlie instan«> of the tloveniors, !ind 
forwarded to the Attorney-tjenerars Solicitor, having for its object the 
abolition of the Almshouses aud the substitution of a system of Out-Pensions, 
and although the Attorney-General acted upon Ids right to frame and sutmiit 
hia own scheme to the Judge, the suggestions of the Governors will be 
practically adopted if the present draft achone framed by the Attorn^- 
General receives the sanction of the Court 

The suggestions of the Govemota are, substantially, aa fbHowa i-^

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The invo-ited funds at present nmonnl fincliuling tlic mm rmlised by the 
«nlc of tlie Hospital Site) to nearly 47,000/., which produces an incomf! of 
about 1,272/. per aonnin, and ii' to this be added one-third of the net revenue 
Arising from tlie Brmdesburton Estate (estimated at about 500/. per annum), 
the present revenue of the Charity amotints to about 1,773/. )per annum. 

The Scheme for the future regulation of the Charity is still under the 
cuntideration uf Mr. Justice Chitty, and, {Handing a final settlement, seven 
old Faisionera (one liavmg recently died) are receivnig li. a week, and the 
late Matron is also paid a Prarion of b2L per annum. 
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Thb London Auibhotjbbs, 

The London Almshooses were founded in a manner which gives another 
example in recent times, so muny of wliicli are to Ix? found in the annals of 
the Corpomtion. nfa wideh- ex'tonded feeling of conGdence in its adiuioistra- 
tive capacity and its fidelity to fiduciary obUgation. 

Afler the passing of the first Reform I^ill of 1832, popular rgoidng led to 
the Bubecription of large funds to celebrate the event. 

The money which was collected in die City of London reached a 

considerable snm beyond what wa« required for tliat purpose, and it was felt 

to be desirable to devote the residue to the foundation, so far as the funds 
would extend, of Almshouses for the benefit of Householders Free of the City. 

The fonds, however, were exhausted in the purchase of the land and the 
erectioD of the huildingB. 

The Corporation were then solieited to take the same over, and they not 
only acquiesced, but also consented to assume the care of the Institutioa and 
all diaiges connected therewith, as well as to provide for the msintenance of 
the Inmates. 

Accordingly, in 1848, the Institution at Brixton, wiiicb was originally called 
the Reform Almshouses, came under the control of the Corporation, and has 
since been known as the London Almshouses. The Almshouses were rebuilt in 
1885, at a cost of 11,437/., for the reception of 30 married coupleB and 20 single 
persons in distressed circimistances. The <iUiilific4uioiis for admission are that 
the men must liave Hecti Freemen TTonsf In ,M, i if t'lc ('^t \ i' r at 1* ast seven 
yeai s. and the women widows or daughtcni of I'rucmca llouscholdere for 
the same period. 

Married couples receive 16s. a week, and nngle peraons lis, a week and 
two terns of coala per annum« 

No inarriril cniijilc is admitted, httvmg Ix'tuccii llieiii an income durivt'd 
from any source, which (with the Almshouse iilU>waiice) would amovmt to 
over 60/. per annum ; or, in the case of a single person, to 50/. per annum ; and 
if the respective incomes should at any time after admission exceed Uiose 
sums, the allowance of tibe Corporation is liable to be reduced aooordingly. 

In ftccordance with the Orders of the Conrt of roimni ii rnuncil, made on 
the 4th May, 1848, the inmatp? arc selecte«l in rotiiiion truin ilir variniis City 
Wards, being nominated by the Alderman and Common Councilmcn of esich 
Ward in turn, and admitted by the Court of Common Council after approval 
l)y the Orphan School Comndttee. 
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Tlic Pensions an<! other exiKmses attendinj^ the administrntion of the 
Iiisiituti<in are |j!iitl out of iho City's Cash, tuid have omoiuited during the 
past ten years to the following sums : —

Gbbsiiam Almshousrs. 

Sir Thomas Groslnun bv his Will (pniviouflv rofi-m-d fo^ diit ctcri rlic 
Corponition of i^ondon, so long as it should iiukl hn moiety of the Hoyul 
S^diunge, to distribate 58/. 6«. Sd, yearly among eight almsfolk, whom tbe 
Corporation should appoint to inhabit hia of^ht alnuhousea in the parish of 
St. Peter-le*Poor, euk of such almsfolk to receive &. 4d, aunnally. 

Tliosc Alni^houftcs were removed (n llrixtoii in 166^, new buildings beijttg 
ereeted ut u cosit of 4,250/., which wua paid out of the City's Cash. 

The management ol' tin; Ahnshou^es is entrusted to the Joint Grand 
Gresham Conuniilee, already referred to, and they are nuiintained ut a cost tO 
the City's moiety of the Gresham Estate of 137/. I7«. 2d. annually. 

The number of Inmates is caght, and the Penabns now paid out of the 
City's moiety of the Gresham Estate amount to an annual sam of (the 
inmates receiving 32/. lOs. per frnnuui each), in addition to which a BUm of 
45^ 16s. is annually spoit on Clothing &t them. 
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BooEBs' Almshouses, Brixton. 

Robert Rogers bequeathed to the Corporation, in the reign of James I., 600/. 
for building an Ahnsboiue ui the City of I^ndon Sx six aged couples being 
Vnemea or Freewomen of tihe City, and pnying to them 24/. per annum ; to this 
sum ms added, by his executCNra, 30/L and 6 manks. 

The City built the Almshouse in Hart Stn'ct, Crippleirate, in puiBuance of 
the bequest, which Almshouse was certainly existing iu 1(>33, though thedat'e 
of its erection does not appear. 

On 13th March, 1856, the Court of Common Council, with the sanction of 
the Charity Commisfjioncrs, determined lo pull down the old Almshousea and 
erect otiiers in lieu thereof, upon land belonging to the Corporation, at 
Brixton, Surrey. 

The inmates are appointed by the Court of Aldermen, upon the nomination 
of the LfOrd Mayor. 1/. a quart<»r was formerly paid to ea<'h couple, making 
together the 241. per annum. Eacli couple likewise recL-ivcd 1/, 10s. per 
annum, being the amount ut interest on '6i)0l. Consolidated Annuities trans- 
ferred, in tlie year 1838, by W. B. H. Brown, Esq., into his own name and the 
names of the Trustees for the Corporation, to be applied &r the benefit of 
the poor occupying these Almshouses. 

In 1841, the Court of Coinuu n I wuix il add* d, out of the City's Cash, 6<. 10*. 
per annum to the idiowance of wicli c«iuplc, making it 12<. per anuimi, and iu 
1861 the Court, from the same source, further increased the allowance of each 
couple to 26/. per annum, and of each single inmate to 18f. 4«. per annum. 
In 187G the allowance to each iKHiple was incrmsed to 41^ 1S«., and to each 
single inmate to 31/. is. per annum. The Court of Aldermengntnt two tons 
of coals annually to each of the inmates. 

The allowBDoe to the inmates and the expenses in connectian with the main* 
tcnance of the Almshouses have amounted, duxisg the last ten years, to the

Sir John l^Iordon, by his Will, elated loth OrtulK r, 1702, founded this 
Collci^e, iit Bluckhejith, tor the rect iitinn and muintenance of poor or deoayeil 
Meifhiint.s of tlie City of London, to wlioiii he directed that peusious :>hould 
be paid out of the revenues of his estate. 

A Scheme, approvied by the Charity Commbsionen, was settled, in 1S71, 

for the rej^uhition iind niuiiagenieni nf tin- Ohoiity, and provided thut tlic 
Institution ftn<I tl»e en<lo\vments slionid l)e managed and administered in 
ronfnrmitv mth thf iirnviijinns of the Scheme. «cvou Trustees. Liti- 
■^iirinii ill tiu' ( 'haucery Oivit^ion of the High Court ol Justice tor)k plaoe in 
IbTi), i-egarding the ctinstruction by the Cliariiy Commisdiouerii of Sir John 
Mordents Will, so iara« reg-arded the filluig-up of vacancies in the trusteesliip. 
The result was that the Master of the Bolls gave judgment to the effect timt, 
as the Turkey Merchants" and the East India Clom]Kiny hi^ become extinct, 
the Testator's intention iras that new Trustees must be Aldermen of the City 
of London, 

The prgiieut number of In-Pcusiouera -lU, who receive 1 i;k. I2s. per 
annum each, besides Coal and Wood, aod Furniture to the value d 2lii„ on 
entry, if required. 

Medical attendance and a Nuri^e are also provided when neoessaxy, and 
there are a Chapel, Library, Baths, Recreation Koom and Grounds. 

There are al.so 85 Out-Pensif»ners, who each nat ive 8^)/. per annum. The 
entu'c management (including Elections) is vc»ted in tlie Trustees, of which 
two are Aldermen of the City of London. The inveated fimda of the Charity 
amount to 85,000/., and the Income is 17,000/. per annum. 

Thomas Russell's Ghabitt. 

For many years past the rorpunition of Londoti lias made certain jisiyments 
to preachers ut St. Paul's Catliedial, out of the iueume of funds Ijecjuejithed 
for that purpo»>e, such funds being uuguieuted by au aimuul payment uf 10/. 
made by the Drapers' Ctoapmy, under the will of one Thomas Busseli. 

The origin of this payment by the Dnii)er8* Cbmpany, was that by a Deed 
Poll, dated on or about the 6th July, 151)3, a suni of money \vm given, with 
part of the income of which, a sum of 10^. wa> tn be paid to t\\\ iit\ preachers 
yearly preaching at Paul s Cross, uot b»jiug beneficed, and the sum oi U*/. was 
each year paid to the Chamberlain of London by the Dru]>ers' Company 
without demur, the Cof poration not requesting payment from the Company 
until it had actually disbursed the various sums, which each year amounted 
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to 91/. 55., no question being raiscil U8 to whether tlic recipients were 
beneficed or non-beneficed, but in tlie year 188(5 tlie Drapei's' Company 
informed the Corporation diat under a Scheme (made by the Charity Com- 
niflsionen for the administration of the funds of Thomas Busseirs Chanty^ 
whidi was apjiroved by Her l^Iajestyin Council on the 30th Novembw, 1882) 
a clause hud been inserted under which they were dirr;cted to [)ay to twenty 
" preachers yearly preaching at P:ni!'s Cross, not beuig beneficed, 10^. each, 
" if and so far as anv such paynit-at can lie mim Ip." and, therefore, as from 
that tune the |j<iynii'nt would only be made in x-espt-ct ot those preiichers \Yho 
were non-beneficed. A list is now prepared of the non-beneficed Clergy so 
preachings at St. Paul's, and the Drapers' Company refund to the Corporation 
the sum of 10». for each noi-benefioed Cla^man.

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THE FELLOWSHIP FOSTERS OW THE CITY OP LOlVDOSr. 



The Corporation of London has for centxirics jxisBessed a power (not 
jKifisos^fd by niiy other rorporatioii in the Kitiirfhim) of r^ulatinnf trade ; a 
|)ower wlikii oxistt'i i ertniiily lirfi irf tii«- time of Henry Til., in whose rei{^ 
it was provided by i> Henry 111. that all liberties and privileges of the City 
of London with regard to trade should he jn^esenred. This was afterwards 
oonGrrood hy Charter of 11 Edward III. Neither of these authorities guve 
any new ritj;lit» to the City, bnt were rendered ni'eessiiry by previous statuteS} 
wliich hiwl encrt»ached upon tbeir priviie<jfes. These privil^B and powers of 
the City were recognise*!, from time to time, by sneoessivp Soverei<rns, and 
ulriiiiati ly the Afiinieipal Corporations Act" (5 and l> William IV., cip. 76), 
.wiiile declaring; void all laws, customs, and privileges of exclusive trading 
of every Corporate town, has excepted London, and, therefore, the 
power of CorporationB in this respect is confined entirely to London. In 
CfHinectirai with thin general power of regulating trade, the Corporation 
poeseBBe.'^ sj)ccific right?* as regards certain brunches of it. iiai-ricularly tlie 
ri;rhts of Metage and Portf-rafre. The right of Metage dates iimu flie time of 
Kdward IV., who. by Ciutrti r in the IHrh year of his reign, (iatcl :.'()tli .Tutic, 
in coubideration ol the relesjse ol it sum of 7,000/., portion of a dei)t due 
from the King to the Corporation, granted to the City of London under the 
title and description of " The Mayor and Commonalty of our City of London *' 
(amongst other things) " the offices or ocoui>ations of packing all manner of 
" woollen cloths, Ac, with the ovet -ii^lit of measuring, numbering, and 
" weijrhinir the said merchandises, and also the oversijrbt of all mujuior of 
" customable merchandise'' nrriving at the port of «afety and (Icparting out of 
" port, as well by land a.s by water, within the liijerties and fraucbises of tlic 
" Bud City and suhurhs of the same, and also the office of carriage and 
" portage of all wools, sheep-skins, Ac, and all other mmhandises whatso* 
" ever, which should he carried in London from the River Thames into the 
*' houses of strangers!, and contrariwise from the said houses unto the said 
Ivivrr, or of other merchandises, which at any tune were in any honse^ which 
" ought to be carried." 

Then, hy Charter of James L, oftor reciting that {inter alia) ^' the !Mayor 
" and Commonalty and Citizens of our City of London from all time whereof 
" the memory of man is not to the contrary, have had and exerdsed, and 
** ought and have heen accustomed to have and exerciBe, the office of measurer 
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" and the mwisnring of all mu\ every the coals aii<l nirains of every kind, and 
"jilijo of all sorts of salt, and of all sorts of apples and other fruits," and also 
of " onions juid of all other mcrclumdises, wai'es, and things whatsoever 
" meaBurable, and the measnring of the Bame, landed, conveyed, or brought 
in or to the said Port of London upon the said water of Thames in every 
"ship," &v., fV. nn tlir Bridf^e of Stttines, in the County of Middlesex, west- 
wards, to London liridge, and thence to Yendall, otherwise Yentleete, towards 
tlie sea, and in the said Port of London, to exercise nnd occupy the office of 
*' measurer and measuring aforesaid by tl\e Mayor of the City, during the 
*' time of his Mayoralty, or by suflBcieut deputies," — did apprt)ve, allow, ratif}', 
and confirm by those presents, " all and every the offices and measurings 
" aforesaid and the other recited premises, and the wages, rewards, fees, and 

" profits thereto belongiiii^ to the said Mayor and Commonalty and 

" Cituens of the City aforesaid and their sucoessors." 

These Charters were afterwards confirinwl by Charles T., by Charter of 5th 
September, in the 16th year of his reign ; and by the great Ins^peximus 
Chmrter of Charles 11., dated 84tih Jnne, in &e ISth year of his rdgn, and 
the rights thereby oon&rred have mostly remained in the City until the 
present day. 

Tt will Ik sri 11 that, under these Charters, the Lord Mayor for the time 
being, or iiis Deputy, is constituted the Chief Measunir, and the right of 
mrasnring is ve^^ttrl in tlir Coryioratidti. Tt wns, of roijrsp, iinjiossible that 
ilii -c rlL:htH of ])<.rt;i<rt" and nietage could be exercised by them [Hirsonally, 
aii<l, consnjueiitly. the exercise thereof was delegated to a body of men called 
the ** Billingsgate Parter8,'\or " Com and Salt Porters,'* and the ''Tackle 
Rouse Porters the former exercised the right of porterage in respect of 
those <i(H><U which were subject to metage, and the Tackle House Porters per- 
formed the same fiinctians with rqjard to goods not suliject to metage. 

Fifty of tlie Porters formefl and still f rm " The Orange or Chest Gang," 
and vacancies occurring in their number are rilled up in accordance with the 
Bye-laws and Standing Orders of the Fellowship. 

From the day of their first establisliment (which is not definitely known) 
down to the year 1G20, these t\V(^ Ixniies of Porters were regulated !>}• Onlers 
or Resolutions of tlip Court of Lord ^layor and Ahlermen, Vtut, at that time, 
in ft)iise»)ueiHe of di;^ali-laction and dissensioti which ct)ntinually pjwaiietl 
betwoju the two bodieji, the whole matter was considered by a Couuuittee, who 
reported to the Court of Common Council, with the restilt that, in that ye;ir, 
an Act of Common Council was passed, which, after redtingthe report of such 
Committee, and the prescriptive right of the Corporation ^reasnrage and 
Portage of all merchandises and things measureable, as before set out, and 
that these rights had been and then were exercised by Officers and Ministers 
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of the Corponirioii ainl by ( i-rtain Purtor^. Fror-nipn of the City, called and 
known by the name of ("(111 1 iiiul Salt Porters/' anciently established and 
appointed to and for tlieir hilx)ur and worlc of Portage by Orders of the Court 
of Lord Mayor and Aldenuen of the City of London, and tbat they had been 
mteifered with in their Inbour by certain Foreign Portero, not lawfully 
authoris^ed, ^es on to ordain and enact for the better directing, settling and 
estiblisbing of the said Compjiny of Cnvn ami Salt Porterti, commonly ealled 
the PortfT> of Hillinijfs^'ate, by tlie l.nnl MaytJi-, Aldernipn and Commons in 
Conuiion Council afsembktl, that tin; ( ompany and l*eiio\vship of the Porters 
of Dillujgsgate, c.dled by the name of Corn and Salt Porters, or by any other 
name whatsoever, should remain, oontmue, and be from thenceforth one 

Company or Brotherhood, and he called by the name of Porters of 

Billingsgate, as anciently they have been." 

The Art fnrflier ^nfft on to ronstitute the Kelloushiji l)v ennnienitiiiir the 
ninnlNT of fHiTfifnifS oi whom it should eon!*ixt, rippointin;; tlie AUierman uf the 
Ward of liillin^^ftgate and his Deputy as (io\ernor and Deputy-Governor, and 
app< >inting 24 Assistants and six Rulers. Provision is made that the Company 
and Fellowship and all tlte Members thereof should be subject to all such 
ordinanees and rules as shuald be from time to time made and set down by 
the Court of the Lonl Ma}"or and Aldermen of the City in the Council 
ChamlKT of the City (rliat is, liy the Cotirt nf Common Council) for the 
pfOfH^l "rovenunent of tlie men ol tiie Fellou.ship, under such n*:i«<>nable jKiins, 
penalties, and forl'citures as the sjaid Court should limit and uppuint. 

Since that time, various Acts of Common Council have been passed altei ing 
the constitution a( the Fellowship, and making provisions ibr its better 
v^ulation, and at the present time it is regulated and nuuiaL:i d ly an Act of 
Conunon Council of the Hth June. 1887 (pas>ril .luring tl>e ibiyoralty of 
Aldennnn Sir Roi^inaM Han^^oti. Bart.. M.I'., the present Governor), as 
amended, by reducing tlie number of U orkuig Ilulers, iu liii)2 and ISU.*^. 

The right of the ( i>rpoi"atiou to control the Felkuvship by Act of Common 
Council, was upheld by a Judgment of the High Court as recently as the 
Slst December, 1885. 

In the Judgment of the Queen's Bench Division of the High Court of Justice, 
delivered in the case of Staiifunl r. Stairc and other?*, on the 'J]<ir Df^'cmlxir, 
18S5, Mr. Justice Cave -;iiil, ■ It ap|H.'ars Irom the Act of Cuiujcil of lG:iO, that 
"the Mayor, Conunonalty, and Citi/eus ol London have always exei'cisetl and 
" used by their Officers, and Ministers, and by certain Porters, Freemen of the 
" City, tiie measurage, portage, and carriage of all coels, o(»n, grain, and other 
" things within the limits de8cri)>e<l in tluir .\( t of Council ; and it also npiniars 
" from that same Act of Council that the Port« i- have exereisctl their duty 
" bv virtitp of allouaricf nr ap|)4jintment from the Mayor, and by order of 
" the Council of the Loni .Mayor aud Aldermen. That Ijeing so, it appearii 

S s 
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" to mo to Ik- cleur that thv T,( nl M;nnr. Alilt rm(>n, and Citizens in Common 
Coiinril may prescribe the t« r iii> upon whicli these persons shall be cnijjloyccl. 
" There is no right iji uuy individual or in any class of personi^ to be a[)ix)iatcd 
" to thifi particular duty, the Company and all members thereof shall be subject 
to all such ordinanues and rules as shall be from time to tune made and set 
*< down by the Court of Lord 'Hayot and Aldermen for the good govem- 
*' meat of the men of the Fellowsliip." In another Act of Common Council 
of the 3r(I March, Ifi.^.'^, rf rtriin rules of the Frll<nvship were nItctTfl, the 
C<immi)n Council not considt riiiL'' tliat rhov ci iiulurtd to the ^^imd <>t the 
mcmburs. Mr. Justice Cave further said, in the jud^ineut before aHude<i to, 
" It is the Common Council who have this power " (i.e., of making rules for the 
" government of the Fellowship), ** and tihe Rulers only have it, in so &r as they 
" are exerrining a delegative authority given to them by the Common Comicil. 
"Mr. Justice Wills, in conciirrin;? witli the judgment of Mr. Justice Cave, 
said, "Althou;fIi the Fellowship or Fniternity, if yoti Hkc t<> call it, n^simKMl its 
*' present form, and was moulded u|x)n its present relations iu it 
"appears clear from tlie recitals of that Act of Council, tliat the 
Corporation of the CSty of London claim to be (ond inasmudi as they bave 
ever since ihat time put that claim into opoation, and have exercised their 
rights under it, it is fair to assume tliat that claim was well founded), they 
claim to he the body, and the only body, entitled to exercise the duties of 

*' Pom-rs in the City of London." "it is clear they (the Fi llnw*)i5p 

roi TctN) were persons for whnsc admission and whose governiiieut the 
** Corjxtration were entitled to make what orilinuucCii they liked." 

The Fellowship is now constituted as follows : — 

It consists of the Governor and Deputy -Govmior (who ore ex-o^kw 
Bulers) and of three other Rulers, one cS whom is elected by the Fellowship 

in manner provided by the Act, and the other two Kulers are apjioint^d 
under the " Metage on Grain (Port of London) Act, 1872," by sec. 19 of 
witich it i< t«nnctt>d thnt. Whereas it is exjiedient rhnt two persons comiected 
witlj tlie Corn i rade ot L«,)ndon should be ap|Hiinted tt> be Rulers of the 
fratei-uity of Fellowship Porters, otherwise BilUugsgate Porters, one of the 
Directors of the Com Exchange Company, and one Director of the London 
Com Exchange Company should be atmuolly appointed to be Rulers of that 
Fellowship. 

The Members of the Fellowship are not to exceed 8,000 in number ; every 
applicant must be free of the Qty, and is required to pay npon admission 
such sums, not exceeding five guineas, as should from time to time be fixed 

by the Court of Rulers. The Porters of longest sbuiding in the Fellowshij) 
lire called Corn Porters," llic ntheris " Salt Porters" or " Quartermen," the 
distinction hrtwern thorn lyiiiL; j^enerally in this — -that the C<irn Porters liave 
more extended beats and better pay iu rcsjject of the Corn work than the 
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QuarttTiMcn. who nrc not allowed to do Coin work. The Pnrr< rs !trp cast in 
g!ing8 by the tVmit of iiuiers. which gangn are Iwund. utmIit ]K ii;ilrit-'=. to 
take whatever work they are s^et to dg by the Rulers in attendance, and a line 
is imposed for reftningto work. The rates of charging are settled by Acts of 
Common Council or hj Standing Orders of the Rulers. Every person 
admitted into the Fellowfihip has to sigii a dcchiration. which is entered and 
kept ill a Wk provided for tliat purpose by the Rulers, that he will obey the 
oomnuinds of the Court of Rulers, &c 

lu addition to theise Act* of Couuuou Council, Orders aud Resolutions of 
the Court, not amounting to Acts of Common Council, have also been passed 
' firom time to time for various purposes, diief among whkh is the alteration of 
the various fnioes to he cliarged for the work of the Porters. Whenever any 
qur-ti<in n< to the con.stitutiou of the Fellowslnp has been rai.sed, and any 
alteration iias bct Ti deeinerl neces«nrv. it h:is H^cii done bv Act of Cnrnfnfm 
Council. Matti T.s of less imporUuice, not involving the couMliiution of chc 
Fellowship, have been determined and provided for by Resolutions or Orders 
of the Court of Rulers. In addition to this, the Court of Btt1«r» have, from 
time to time— certoinly since the year 1795 — passed various Standii^^ Onien 
relating exclusively to the organieatum and working <^ the Fellowship and the 
internal manogement of its affiurs. 

Originally, alt the carryintr work at BilltnL:so^nte, and from the W)i;irvcs to 
the Warehouses in the City, was performed by the Fellowship Portifrs, but of 
late years they have had to compete witii outside free labour, very much to 
the detriment of the Fellowship, which is now in anything bat a flourishing 
condition. 

A majority of the Body has recently presented a Petition to tlif Court of 
Common Council, praying that the Fellowship may be wouiul up ;ind a Selieme 
prepared for au e4uitable division of the funds, to the prayer of which Petition 
the Court of Common Coundl has given its assent, and the winding-up h now 
under the considoation of a Committee of the Court, and tiie preparation of 
a Scheme is m the hands of an eminent Actuary. 

The total as>rts of the B<xly are expected to realize about 8,000/., and the 
prciicnt uumbcr of Porters is about 500.

as is proved fay the following figures, culled from the Day Censui of the CSty 
of London, taken at the expense of the Coiptnation on the 27th Apil, 1891.

The Imperial CensuB, in 1881, gave the number at 6,507, and in 1891 at 
5,840, showing a decrease of 1,167, whereas die Day Cenatia shows an increase 
of nearly 8,000 during the some period, the figures "being : —

The discrepncy in the above figures is, of course, to be accounted for by 
the fiu^ that whereaa in 1^ Imperial Oensus Returns "Inhabited House" 
mennsii a house or tenement in which one or more pergoni< slept on the night 
of enumemtinn ; in tlie T)a\ Cmsns the term is used to dcscrilx' a house (NT 
tenement iu which persons have been actively employed during the day. 

In the Imixirial Census no notice is taken of the suh-divisinu of a building 
into separate tenancies, but iu the large buildings of the City this is very 
common. 

The decrease (according to the linperial Census) in the number of 
Inhabited Houses, ought to involve a corresponding decrease in the Rateable 
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Viilue of tlie City ; hnt. as a matter of &ct, the reverse is the caae, as the

As comparetl M ith the several Parishes and Unionsi within the juri< licrion 
of the London (Juiuity Council, the City of Londuu htads the list, with a 
considerable inargia to spare. . 

The next most highly rated Union is that of St. George's, which includes 
the Parishes of St. George's Hanover Square. St. Margaret and St. John, 
Westmin^tor. nnd the Clo^e of the Collegiat<» ( lun ch of St. Peter, W estniinster, 
with a rateable value of 3,085,403/,, being 1,0G8,527/. beliind the City. 

The rateable value of the Qtj is more than equal to that of the combined 
Panshes of Rensington and Islington ; and exceeds that of the Parishes of 
St. Pancras, Paddington and Ouuberwell otmibined. 

As cumpured with that of other Incorporutcd Cities and Towns, the City of 
I^don fiur exceeds in rateable value the whole of liverpool ; is nrare dun 
1,000,000^ in advance of Manchester ; is 500,000/. more than Birmingham 
and Leed^i combined ; and is about equal to the aggr^te rateable values of 
Sheffield, Bradford, Bristol and Nottin^iam ; and nearly ten times more than 
that of Blackburn or Bolton. 

Tha utterly fiillacioas and misleading character of tte mode of taking the 
Impoia] Censtis, as applied to the City <sS London, becomes the more apparent 
the more the results of die figures are examined.

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To say that tiie IniiJeriul Census is a registration of the night population, 
ftnd that the CensuB taken by direction of tiie CSoiurfc of Oommcm Council 
unis IliAt of a day population, explaine, trat does not justify, the mistaken 
ooncluMons amved at by the Imperial Anthorities. 

There is a truer analog}' b^ireen a Day Genaas in the City of London and 
a Niirht Census in nthpr town* than there is hctwwn a Tsiifht Censn=! in the 
City and in otlier towns, because elsfnxlicn' tti;u! iti tiie City the night 
population k, speaking generally, the occupying jiopulation ; but in tbe City 
of London the real actual occupien are prawnt in the day and absent at 
ratrht. Therefore, owing to the peculiar conditions existing in the City, 
which are wilikout parallel in any oth«r City or Town of the Kingdom, if the 
same principle be ap]i!ied To the City and to the rest of the country, a Day, 
and not a Night CeusuA is the correct method of enumerating the City's 
population, 

Wiiilst the Ira|H>riai plan of numbering tlie |)eople " in the City practically 
ignores the most important business population in the world, in other Cities 
and Towns of the Kingdom the central business population and the surronnding 
residential popuUtion are enumerated tc^ether, and the Legislature has 
applictl this correct principle to the Gty by giving the Parliamaitary 
Franchise to Liverymai resident within an ambit of 2b miles. 

In 1866. J)r. l';>rr. Statistical Superiiiti'n«li iit in tiie Kegi8tnir-(renenir8 
Office, in giving evidence before a Select Committee of tlie House of Commons, 
said I — ** It is quite &ir, I think, in considering the relative importmwe the 
** City of London, to take that element (that persons having offices- in the 
" City sleep out of the City) into account. It is not taken into account 
** in the Ccaisus. The City is, no doubt, of much greater importance than it 
*^ appears if you consider merely the figures given in the Census," 

Tbe iiiiiiK'nse iinport;ince of ilic Tity, as justifying and mj^uiring its 
exceptional treatment, will more fully appear by looking at the profitti asse^ssed 
to Income Tax under Schedule D in the City, as compared with the rest of 
the country.

For 1889-90 the City wn^ a^^^»e,^sed at 10,238,000^ in excess of one-fourtli 
of the assessment of the whole country. 

The above firata and figareB speak far themaelvefl, but it may be fiirther 
pointed ottt that the aaseflameat to Inoome Tax under Schedule D <^ the 

entire County of Landon (excluding the City) in 1839-90 Wft« 28,796,0O0t 
leis than that of the City of London, occuj^nng but one square mile of area. 

It will be concluded f rom a jwrusal- of the foregoing facta and figures that 
in the (Sty of London trade and oommeroe are floiuishing beyond all former 
precedoit ; that street traffic is oonatuntly on the increase, and in a constantly 
inereaamg ratio^ and that l2ie rateable value of the City m greatly angmentiiig.

Government Board, the Commissioners of Sewers, the Vesu-ies and District

Thia is an Act passed every five or six years for the appointment of 
additional Land Tax Commiaaioirars. 

The usual return of additional names of Coinmissiouers to exei-cise the 
^Hjwera and duties within the City was made by the Corporation.

Tbis Ael oontaiiw proTisions altering tlie andent costoia of BUnearing in 1881. 
the Lord Mayor in tfa« Court of EKdwqtier at Westaunater, and pfovides ^ ^ 
that audi awearing Id shall henceforth take place in the Queen's Bench puiiet, ' 
Division of Her Mtijosty's High Court of Justice, or before the Judges of t luit ^f^opcHg, 
Division, nt the same time urul in the same raaoaer as had beeo theretof<^ 
accustomed in the Court of Exchequer. 

It ako provides by Sectioo 18, that "the power of making general

" Court, estahlishel by the Acts of the fourth and fifth years of King 
*' William the Fourth, chapter 36, which by Section 15 of that Act wa-^

This Act was promoted by the Corporation to enable it to acquii-e, 1882.

GiiEAT Northern Railway Act, Cap. cxci. 

The Great Northern Kailwoy Company were, amontr other works, authorised 
to widen and improve a portion of their main lino of railway in the parish of 
St. Mary, Isliugton, and for the purpose of such widening and improvement to 
construct a tunnel under the Metropolitan Cattle Market of the Corporation at 
lalington. At the instance of the Corpmtioa clansea wore inserted to gitard 
agmnatany damage to the mark^ by the unking of the ground. 



RiGraT^B Gaval, Cm and Docks Raxlwat Act, Cap. coLzn. 

Tliis Act incorporated a Company fur the purpose of acquiring the 
midertakii^ <tf the Begent'a Gsoal Conipuuy, sod eonatrueting ndlways 
fix>m the Great Western and Hammenmith and City Railways, at Paddings 
ton, to the Royal Albert Docb of the London and St. Eathanne'a Docks 
Company, and affaeting certain street improTcmaits and other worka. 

The Rill materially affected property of the Corporation and also of tiic Cuiu- 
missioners of Sewers. Petitions from both bodiea were presented agi\iust it. 

Railway Na 8, D, proposed by the Bill| was intended to pass under the 
MetvopoSitan Cattle Haxkst, being in effect the same line aa that proposed \fy 

the Great Northern Kailway Company above-mentioned, and provisions similar 
to those inserted in the Great Northern Act were inserted in thia JiiU. Fcht the 
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1883. purpoMS of Bttlmy No. 8, property of the CSorporftlioii, in the pttish ci West 
Ham, ^niB alio proposed to be taken. Provisions cfltactually protecting thia 
JhuiJ^"*' property were inserted in tlie Bill. Another of tlie proposed Railways, viz., 
Fropertjf, Railway No. 6, wa> iiiTcn lel to terminate on thr* northprn side of Barbican, 
^* and for thp pur|i:is(; of this' railway, and the station aufi street improvements 

ill councciion tlierewith, the Company included compulsory powers over 
the laod in Grolden Lane, which the Commissiooers of Sewera had 
purehased and cleared under the provLnona of the Artiaana and Labourera' 
Dwellinga Act. 

An agreement was come to between the promoters and the Commissioners 
mtb referenoe to thia hud, by which the Company agreed to purchase it for a 
settled amount. 

The Company also included in the I'ill jx)wers to acquire parts of lands 
only, notwithstanclin<j the requirements of the, 92ud section of the Lands 
Chuues Consolidation Act, 18-15, bat they withdrew the operation of these 
powers over property within the City. 

Powers to ventilate the railway by shafts or openings into public roads and 
Streets were also included, but were ultimately withdrawn. 

The Cbmpony also asked for powers to underpin houses, &e., but these 
powers were modified. 

The Bill also proposed to authorise the Corporation and the Commissiociers 
of Sewera to contribute towards the undertakmg, but these poweva were 
Btracik ont. 

The City standard Clauses applicable woe inserted. 

Municipal (jOKPouATioNs Act, Cap. 50. 

This Act c<»]8olidates and amende the law relating to Munidpal 
Corporations. The Bill did not in any way apply to the City of London 
as it was introduced, and it passed through Committee without any 
amendments being proposed to bring the City within its purview. 

Upon the recommittal of the Kll, however, an amendment to the eifect 
that Part IV., idaiing to Corrupt Pzactioea at Municipal Ekctioaa, ahould 
apply to the (Sly of Landou was moved, bat not carried. 

Abtizans* ahd Laboubbbs* Dwellihos Act, Qip. 54. 

A bc'lect Comniiltft; of tlir llotiso of Conuiions was appointed to inquire 
jjit > and consider the woriiinjf of the Aitizans' and Lal»ourers' Dwellings 
Acts, ^^itil a view of cousideriiig liow tlie expense of, and the delay uad

The Committee in their Report made certain recommendations {inter a!m) 
with regard to the two aites ivitMn the City already ( leared, viz., Petticoat 
Square and Golden Tirtne, and sug"ge.sted (infer <i!/a) that a short Bill to 
amend the said Acts should lie at once Vo-ou^jht into Parliament, and, if 
possililc, [lasaed during the Session, to carry out the above recommendations. 

A Bill was accordbgly brought in by Mr. Shaw Lefewe and paaaed, 
inclciding the above recommendationB of the Committee. 



Regent's Canal City and Docks Railway (Vabiods Powers) 

Act, Oap. ccxn. 

Rbobnt's Casal Cxtv wn Docks Railway (Canai. Capitai.) 

Act, Cap. clxiv. 

By these Acta the Regent's Canal City and Docks Railway Company 188S. 
obtained powers relatin^f t ) their uu Icrt ikinj^, and by the latter Act were 
enabled to divide their undertakings into two, with separate capitals. 



SiON Coaxem Act, CSap. ▼. 

This Act was promoted by the President and Fellows of Sion C-olle«^, for 1884 
the purpose of giving effect to an agreement enteral into between the 
Corpovation and the Pendent and Fdlowe of the Collie, for a lease to the 
latter, by the Corporation, of certwnland on the Thames Embankment for the 
erection of the New Hall, Library and Offices. 



LoNDOH BxosEBa' Rkliev Act, Cap. 3. 

This Act provides for the abolition of the oootrol of the Conrt of Aldermen 
oyer the admission of brokers in the City of London, and of the annual fees 
known aa.bcdcers' rents. 

Interviews took place between the representatives of the brokm and 
the Corporation, who consented to the pasnng of the Act apon an 
amendment being inserted therein providing that it should not oome into 
operation until the 29th Septembor, 1886, up to which date the rents were 
to be paid as before.

1885. The Into William Ward, of Krixton, havint:^ br^queathed to the Corporation 
^ ^ the sum of 20,000/., to be applied and expendetl by it in or towards the 
Dtuiu^ building and nuuntaining a High School for Girls, and the land of the 
^^V^t Corporation wUch could lie lued fbr the purposes of sacb lieqaest being not 
wdl adtpted, or immedifttety aTukUe for that porpoae, the Corponitioii 
promoted the above A«t to enable it to acquire other knds within the 
City of London, or to enter into an arrangement with the Brid«^e-l!ouse Kstates 
Commitfpo for an exchange of land for the purpose of providinf^ n site for the 
Scliot)!, as sucli powers of purchase or exohaoge could not be exercised 
without the authority of Parliament. 

EpUCATIOK DKi'AllliltOil PllOVISKtNAL 0«DER CoKFIRUATION (LONDOIl) 

Cap. CLxxxiv. 

This Act autliorised the School Board to acquire (inter alia) property of 
the Corporation in Deptfbrd. The Corporation did not oppose. 

Regknt s Cakal GiTz AND DocKS Railwat AjoTf Cap. czzxvm. 

The Gompai^ having been unable to nuae the capital anthoriaed by their 

Act of 1882, introduced the above Act for the purpose of enabling 
them to pay interest out of capital during constniction. Ori/i^nally, the 
payment of such interest wiis forbidden bv ■ h' Standinfj Orders of both 
Houses of Parliament. The House of Commons had, however, recently 
altered Ihdr Orders, and enabled such payment to be made under certain 
conditiona, whUst the Ordera of the House of Lords tenuuned unaltered. 
Undar tiieae cuwumstanoee it was neeoeaary to introduce a Bill ^ving 
exoeptkmal anth<nity. 

The Corporation offered ni> opposition to the Act, the principle of which 
was, however, very fully discussed in both Houses of Parliament. 



Pusuc Health (Ships, dbc.) Act, Cap. 35. 

By this Act certain provisions relatliig to infectioua diseases and hospitslB 
were made ap|ilieable to ehipa. 

The Act also provided for the constitution of peraiaaent Port Sanitary 
Authorities by a Local Govanunent Board Order, vhereas heretofore aueJi 
authorities oould only be pemumently coosdtuted by Provisional Order. 

RGDiSTRiBimoN Off Seats Act, Gap. 28. 

By tide Act the number of inembers fer the City is reduced from four 
to two. 
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Drownbd Personb (Discovery and Imtbkmbnt) Act, Cap. 30. 

This Act amends the provhiona of the Act of the 48 G^rge III. n^ttng 1886. 
to the interment of desd human b<M)ies cast on shore from the sea.

r.y tliat Act, churt liwiirdoiis wvnt obliged to inter any such bodies ca&tprvpv^, 
a8^lo^e irom the sea, but fruiii the sea only. 

The Act provides for the extension of the provisions of the Act of 
Geore^e TFT., to dead human bodies found in or cast on «hnn« from any tidal 
or navio-iiljle waters, and to all such W>dics foiiiui floatiiii' or Minkcn in any 
such waters and brought ou to the shore or bank thereol, thus relieving the 
Fast Sanitary Autiiority of a difficnlty tiist conatantly occurred in llieir 
juzisdiction. 

Lahb Tax Comiossiombss* Nahes Act, Cap. 47. 

The proceedings upon this Act were siiuilar to those upon the Act of 1881. 

METHUl'OLiXAli PoLiCli: ( CoiU>&N8AXiOK) ACT, C&p. 11. 

Tills was an Act for compenflating those persons whose premises, within 

the Metropolitan Police Diatrict, were damaged, or the property therein 
injured, stolen or destroyed daring the riots on the 8Ui February, 1885. 

The Bill, as originally uatroduced, proposed that the compensation should 

he paid out of the Metropolitan Police Kate only, no rioting having been 
permitted to take place in the City. During the progress of the Bill through 

Oomniitteo an fimendment was* proposed *' that the pompcnfntinn pliould be 
yiairl nut ot the Metropolitan Police iiate and the City of Loudon Police liate 
conjointly." 

On the 25th March, the late Sir Roliert Fowler stated in the Court of 
Common Cotmril that, without going' into the question of liL'hts or liabilities, 
it would be a grac i t'lil ;u c on the part ol the City t*> offer to jiay its share of 
the comi>ensation lor a mi.sfortime which hud befallen the Metropolis, although 
outside die City. The CkMirt of Common Council adopted this view, and Sir 
Bohert Fowler spoke in support of the amendment in the House of Commons. 

Riot (Dauaoes) Act, Cap. 38. 

This Act providers tor coiii|H lisatioii being paid to persons for laiii iL;e by 
riot out of the Polioj Kate ol the particular Police District in which ilie riot 
occurred.

This Act was promoted by the Corporation for the purpose of introducing 
vote by Ballot at the Muniapal Elections within the City of Ixmdon.

By tbe Act of 188S tbeOom|)any acquired {inter (dia) eompul&ury puwais 
of purchase with respect to certain lands in Golden Lane, which the Com- 
missioners of Sewers li;id then recently acquired for the purpose of erectiDg 
artbans' dwelUngs. The Company had, in 11^82, entered into an agreement 
to purchase these landti, but had not completed lor want of fimds. 

The Commissioners petitioned against the Bill, but theur locua standi was 
refused. 

Allotuents and Cottage Gabdshs (CoMFENSATioir or Cbops) Act, Cap. 26. 

Tlio Corporation owns ](nij)prty outside the MetrO]K»lis to wh'u li rliis Act 
is iipplicablc. It, however, did not find it necessary to take any steps with 
regard to it. 

Maxket akd Faiii8 (Weiohiito of Cattle) Act, Cap. 27. 

This Act coinpelt- every Marktt Authority in every Cattle .Mui'ket or Fjur 
to provide a machine iur weighing cattle. 

The Corporation Markets being already provided, no steps were necessary. 

Maroabine Act, Cap. 29. 

The authority to take proceedmgs under this Act in the City of London 
is the Commissioner* of Sewers. In tbe rest of the Metropolis, the Vestries 
and District Boards. 

City of London (Fibe Inquests) Act, Cap. xxxviu- 

1886. This Act was introduced by the Corporation as a Private Bill, and confined 
to the City alone. It was in similar terms to the BiU introduced in 1887. 

Parliamentary notices were, liowever, rilso given to ena>)l< the oiieration of 
the Bill to be extended to the whole Mcti-opolis, if found desirable.

By this Act the time for purchasing the laud authorised to be taken under 1888.

St. Botolpb Witbout, Aldoatb Tithb Bate Act, Gap. lxiz. 

The Bill promoted in 188G by the Churchwardens not having passed, the 
Trustees of the Lay Impropriator promoted this Act to enable them to 
recover the arrears of tithes owing by the Parish. Glauses having been 
insorted to save the rights of the Gorp(MnitioD, and the opposing parties having 
come to an undmtandingv the Bill peesed. 

County Elbctobs Act, Cap. 10. 
Local GoviBiaaiMT (Enqland and Wales) Act, Cap. 41. 

As tliese Acts are so fully dealt with in other places, no special comment 
is made here. 

GiTY OF LoKDOir PoLtcn SvFBBAinfUATioK AcT, Cap. cxzvn. 

This Act was promoted by the Corporation, as the Police Authority for 1889. 

tlif City, for the purpose of placinir tlie superannuation of the Force on a 
ptriiuuit'nt biwis. The necessary calcalutions for the scheme wore made by 
Mr. William Sutton, the President of the Institute of Actuaries, and Actuary 
of the R(^stry of Friendly Societies. 

AlthoD^h mitq^osed, the Government considered that tlie Bill should go 
before a Committee, whereupon one was appointed, on which the Treasury 
and Home Office were specially represented. 

The Act has formed the basis for the superannuation of all other Police 
Forces. 

Metropolitan Isiprqvements Act, Cap. cxlvii. 

The BiU, as introduced, proposed to confer various powers upon the 
London County Goundl, indading the oonstructiooa of a new street at 

Deptford. and for such street to take Corporation property at Deptford. No 
objection was offered by the Cor{x>ration, bat the clauses relating to the new 
street were subsequently dropped.

SOUTUITAKK AND DkTTFOIID TraMWAYS ACT, Cap. OXLVIII. 

The Bill pvopoaed (inkt din) the eztenrion of «a existing Xramway 
along^ Tooley Street tomikrds London Bridge. The scheme prejadidaUy 
afiiacted the access to the Wharves in Bermoodsey belonging to the Gorpontioii. 
AUIiougb terms on this point were sabsequeutly arranged to the aatiafiutioii 
of the Corporation, this particular schme was defeated by other opponents. 



South Eastern Railwat Act, Cap glix. 

This Act authorises tlie construction of docks nt Port Victoria on the 
Medway, and notices were served upon the Corporation. 

T!ie Cor[)oration placed itself In coinmunication with the Conservatoie 
of the Medway and also of the Thames, and information and assistance 
were afforded them. An agreement was ultimately come to with the 
Company. 

Adtertisdto Stations (RATtHo) Act, Cap. 87, 

By tMs Act powers art' t onferrcd upon local authorities enabling them to 
rate hoardings, acaffoldings, 4c., used lor advertising puiposes. 

The Comnussioners d[ Sewers had for some years previously, under their 
own Act, made and published regulations as to hoardings, i&c., in the City, 
and had levied charges upon them. The Act did not curtail their existing 
powers, hut gave them ix»\vep« tif ratiivj in ad dition. The Veatriea and 
District Boards are the authorities outside the Citj-. 



Infectious Diseases (Notikcation) Act, Cap. %1* 

Tht« Act ])rovidi'8 for the notification to Medical (Jllicers of Health of such 

disuuiics aa are dt'.-<cribed as iufectious in llie Act. 

The Commissioners of Sewers are the authority w itliin thi' City for flic 
pur[io<c^ of tin; Act, the Vestries and District Boariis fnr tlic rest of the 
Me;n.]«)li^, and the Corporation as the Port Sanitary Authority for the 
Thames.

This Act retrulatcs the sale of horseflesh for human food and provides for 
die rcgiRtmtion with the local authority of all shops or places in which 

horseflfish is intended to be f^old. The Commisj>ionprs of Sewors arc the local 
authority within the City for the |»urj>oses of the Act, and the Vestries aad 
District Boards in the rest of thu ^Metropolis. 



Technical Instkuction Act, Cap. 76. 
TRchNTPAL Edccatiow Bill. 

The Technical Education Bill proposed to enable School Boards, or failing 
action on their part, local authorities, to provMe technical education. The 
GoTenuuent, however, introduced the above Act for a similar purpose. 

The Commisnoners of Sewers are the antiioiity finr a.ecating Ihe Act 
within the City. 

WsiOHTB AND Mbasurbs Act, Gap. 31. 

This Act amends the law relating to weight^ and measures. 

Part 1. arnon'le the law witli the view of Lrh'iii? to lora! :iiitlioritics power 
{o : ecnre repilar and wystemati'' in«pcr-t'nii in or lcr to [in vfut traud in the 
use ot weiglits and iiieusure;*, and Purt 11. extends throughout the country 
the provisbns which, under the Coal and Wine Duties Acts, already exbtod 
in tibe Metropolis as to the sale of Coal by waght.

This Bill w;is pnmioted by the Citv nf I,ondon and Soiithwark Subway 
Company, tor the purpose of exteniling tlieir Liue to Clapham Commoti, and 
finr extrading the time Ibr the puidiase of certain lands in the City of 
London, some of which belonged to the Corporaticm, which, howevw, did not 
oppose. 

Great NoBTBmN Railway (YAioDns Powbbs) Act, Cap. oir. 

The COTporation having agreed to grant to the Great Northern Railway 
Company a Iciisc for 999 years of the Hasemeut constructed and about to be 
constructed >xniefith the London Central Markets and ChartcrhuUHc Street 
and the Suutheru lUii«iway, and the sanction of ParlLimeut Ijcing requiretl to 
enable the Company to accept such Lease, the Company preseuted a Petition 
to Parliament to enable them to include the necessary enactment in the Bill, 
and the necessary pernussion bong given, the requisite Clause was introduced 
and included in the Act as passed. 



Regent's Canal, City ajtd Docks Railway (Extension 
OF Time) Act, Cap. cc. 

As the Company did not seek to altw or modify the agreement come to in 
1882, and as an extension of timt a|i]H ;irt d ncrrssary to enable them to raise 
the money to pay for the land they had acquired of the Commissioners of 
Sewers, they deposited petitions in favonr of the BUI.

This was an alternative Bill promoted by the Company, to be proceede<l 
with in the event of the Extension of Time Bill being rejected by Parliament.

South London Polytkchmc Institltks (lioKouoH lioAO Site) Act, Cap. ix. 

The Council of the South London Polytechnic Institute petitioned the 

Corjxinition to a.«.%ist tliem in }K'f|iiiririg liic trcchfild of some property in 
fcouthwark. held by the Uritish and Jboreign Schools Society under a lease 
irom the CorjMinition. 

It was found that the matter could only be <»rried through by means of 
an Act of Parliament. The !tlM)\'p Aft was accordinirly br()ii;^ht in by ihA 
Cuuueil of the institute, with the coucurrcuce of the Corporatiuu. 

Education DErAiixusNX Pkovisiokal Okdeb Coiifibhatioii (Lokjoun) 

Act, Cap. cii. 

A notice w a.^ .served ui>oii the Corpomtion by the School Board for London, 

intimating tin ir ititt tittun to actjuire a plot of fn-<miid. f<»rmin<T part nf the 
area of the li^liugtou Cattle Market, for the erection of a new Board SchooL 

The Corporatim > n Idered tlie site was most unsuitable for a school, on 
account of its contiguity to the slaughter houses, and communicjited with the 
Schciil l>oard Autli>>ritii s upon the question, with the result that the proposal 
was withdi'awu from the Provisional Order. 

PoLici; Act, Cap. 45. 

The Bill wiuH introduced by the Home Secretary for the purjxjsc of making 
provision for the supenittntintioTi of tlie Police of England and Wales, and 
included the City PtJii»,e Foice, for ^vhose superannuation the Act of the 
previous Session had been passed. 

The Bill was refcrrctl tn t!u- StandiiiL;' romn>i(tce, ;iiid a Clatts6 WaS inserted 
exdudiiig the City Police from the operation of the Bill. 

PuBUc Libuauies' AcTii iVmkndment Act, Cap. t>j$. 

The object of die Act was to amend lih» Public Libraries' Acts by substituting 

the County ajul Borough el«:torateas established by the County Electors' Act, 
l8i*^S, iur the electorate of rate|jayer8, to whom the power of adopting the 
Librarica' Acts in given by the Public Libraries' Act, 1855. 
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By Section 3 of the Act it is provided that notblDg therein contained shall 
be construed to authorise the levjong of any mte exceeding one penny in the 
pound for any year in any Li1»ary District except the City of Loadcn. No 
oppoeitioD was offered to the Bill. 

GUKAX ^ioUTUEUJS RAILWAY AcT, Cap. XIX. 

1891. By this Act the Great Northern Bulway Company (mkr o&'a) obtained 

power.«, in pursuance of an ajfieemmt with the Corporation, to ctmstruct a 

short line ot" Railway for the jnirpose of cunnccting their Kail way system witli 
the basement of the London Central Marketb, passing auder Charles Street 
aud Chartcrhuuse Street. 

LoHVON Oyebhkad Wibes Act, Cap. lucvu. 

'I'his Ant was introditred by the London County Cotinrjl for the purpose 
of controlling and regulating ovt rlK-ad wires, aud to provide tor their being 
removed into subways as opportuiuty might arise. 

The Hill, as introduce<l, being in the same pha{)e as that passed by the 
Committee of the previous Session, it was not found ii Wi^sary to oppose it, 
but a Petition wa?. pre^ente^l agaiubt any alterations iieing made iu the Bill, 
with the view of the Commissioners of Sewers being heard before any Comnuttee 
to whom the BOl might be referred in the event of any opposition being 
offned to it ; but no ftirther steps became necessary. 

LoNuoN Sky Sign6 Act, Cup. i-xxvm. 

The London County Conndl sought powers to prohibit and regulate 
erections above buildings for the purposes of advertisemait, such erections 
being referred to in the Bill as " Sky Signs." 

The Bill prupo!»ed that from and after its jxissing into law the erection of 
any further Sky Signs should be prohibited, and with regard to existing Sky 

Signs that they should be removed at the expir ilion of six yejirs from the same 
date, but that during that period they s}ioul<l 1^ subject to ui'^peptioii, and 
that hcen^es should be required to Ije taken out by the owirm s oI Sky 
Signs upon the passing of the Bill and at subseq^uent periods of two yeara. 

While it was felt that the powers proposed by the Bill were desirable m the 
mterests and for the safety of, the public, it was strongly objected that 
the powers of the Bill should be exercise^] within the City by any other 
anth nity than tlm f ''V>umissioners Sewers, wvA t!ie more espenalJy as with 
regui d to o\'prlH ad wires it had been already recognised that they were the 
proper authority. 
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Petitions from the Corporation and the Commissioners of Sewers were 1891. 
aceordingly presented, but the County Council having agreed to amoid the -^^^^^^^^ 
Bill to meet the requirenieats of the Corporatioa and the Comnusnoners, Dutiei, 
their opposition was withdrawn. s^^"^* 



Tkaues Deep Water Dock Act, Cap. lxxht. 

The object of this Bill ww to re^ve the powers, and extend the pesiods for 

the com|)ulsory purchase of Lund for, and for the completion of, the Dock and 
Works situate in the Pnri'^h of Dagenham, in the County of Essex, authorised 
by^tbe Thames Deep Water Dock Act, 1881. 

A Clause to make it clesir thitt the j>roposed Docks were wthin the limits 
of the Port Sanitacy Authority was inserted at the instance of the Corporation. 



CORFORATION OS LoNDON (LoANs) AcT, Cap. LX3CVU. 

This Act was promoted by the Corporatioa fbr the purpose of authorising 1892. 
it to borrow or re-borrow moneys under the Local Loans Act, 1875, in 
connection with die varittis Acts of Parliament r^idng to Marketa, Ibm 
Holborn Valley Improvements, Open Spaces, and the Conuniasioners of 
Sewers (Artizans* Dwellings). 

The Bill met with no opposition in passing through Parliament. 



Rbgext*8 Canal, Crrr and Docks Railway Act, Cap. OLXXXvm. 

By this Act the Regent's Canal, City and Docks Railway Company aouirht 
powers to abandon the City Branch of their Railway, authorised in the 
Session of 1882. Thwe was owing to the Commissioners of Sew^ a ^exy 
large sum of money hi respect of the land the Company had agreed to pur- 
chase in Golden Lane, and in order to recover tlie same the Commissioners 
had talcen proceedings and obtained a Decree and Order agunst the Company. 

The Commissioners being of opinion that the passing of the Bill authorising 
the abandonment of the City Branch would seriously jeopardise tlidr r^ts 
under the Dea«e and Order, presented a Petition against the BiU. 

Protracied negotiations took place between the Commissioneis and the 
Company, and ultimately an undertaking was given by the Company to the 
Commissioners not to proceed with the Bill bey<md a certain stage unless the 
money due was pud.

I^MHfti'c. Qf jjjg occupiers, the effect of the Act being to extend the operatioQ of section 
70 of the Valuation (Metropolis) Act, 1869, to auch owners and leaseea 
instead of limiting it to compound householders. 

The Act is intended to meet the case of houaea divided into separate 
t^ementa, where the ratM are almoet invariably pnd by the owner or lessee. 



Watek Kate Definition Act, Cap. 34, 

1985, amends the Waterwoiks Clauses Act, 1847, Section 68, which 

provides that the water rate should he payable according to the annual value

The object ot thia Jiill was to enable the Govtniiueiit to raise the suia of 
1,000,00(W. for the purclme of the trunk lines ol tiie Teleplioue Companies, 
so as to bring them into the Telegraph system, the Companies beisg to 
conduct the Tdephone huuness and also to manage the distributing wires 
leading fimn the trunk lines to the ctiillsrait stations. 

The Bill, as intfoduoed, dM not affect the Corporation or the Commissioners 
of Sewers. 

During its passage through Committee a Chiuse was added to the BSH 
authorising Electric Lighting Companies to come to agreements with the 
Postmaster-General to nialiie their trenches, tubes, and pipes to be used for 
the purpose of 1a\ int^ down telephone wires, which Clause, as passed by the 
Committee, prejudiced the position occupied by tlie Commissioners of Sewers 
with regared to the tubes, pipes, &c., laid down by the Electric Ligliting 
Companies in the City, and affected their jorisdietaon.

London Cbntbal Markeis Act, 49 & 50 Vic, Cap. vin. 

Thia Act was pt omoted by the Gorporatior» for the purpose of enabling 
it to 80 re>arrange and extend the London Cottral Fish Haricet as to 
make it available fixr the sale of all provisions, fruit, flowm, ve^getahles, and 
other nuurketable oommodities, as well as for fish, and for that purpose to 

enlarge the area of the market, and to cover over certain adjoining parts of 
tilt' ^letropolitan and London, Chatham and Dover Railways. It also 
autlion^ed the Corporation to discontinue Farringdon Market, and to sell 
the bite. 

Hamtsteao Hkath Enlahgeuent Act, 50 Vic, Cap. xu. 

This Act was introduced by the Commons Preservation Society for the 
purpose of authorising the Metropolit;m Bnaril of Wnrks to acquire I'aHiament 
Hill and other lands at H:mi[iJ^tead wiUi a view of their being preserved in 
the bame manner as Hampstead Heutlu 

The Corporation did not oppose the Bill in the Gommons. In that House, 
however, very considerable alterationa were made in the clauses relating to 
the contributions that were necessary for carrying out the Act, as all powers 
of discretion, enciuirics, and invcstii^atiim were taken away from those who 
had the duties and obhgations of trustees. 

The Corporation petitioned in the House of Lords with a view to having 
the Bill restored to its original shap, and after protracted negotiations the 
Bill was so amended as to meet the views of the Corporation. 
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GosTAOious Diseases (Animals) Act, Gap. SS. 

1886. By this Act further poweis wei-e conferred upon the Privy Coondl willi 
^, ^ r^rence to cftrrying into execation tiie Contagiotts DiaeaMS (Animals) Acts. 

Mtnkeu, The powers ol the Pri\'y Council as to regulation of Dairies was tranfiferred 
^y"^ . to the Local Government fioanL 



Clissold i*ARK (Stoke Newington) Act, Cap, cxxs.vii. 

1887. This Act authorised the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to sell Glissold Park 

to the Metropolitan l^nrd of Works and the Hackney District Board, and 
pn:i1)l< d the Charity Commisgioners to contribute a sum not exceedint;' 47,r)00/. 
item the funds arising under tlie City of London Parochial ObaritieB 
Act, 1«83. 

As the provisions rclatinf^ to tliis contribution were similar to those settled 
in the Hainpstead Heath Enlargement Act, 1886, to meet the views of the 
Corporation, it was unnecessary to take any steps. 



Thames Tunnel (BiiACKWau) Act, Ckip. cLxxn. 

This Act was promoted by tlie Metropolitan Board ot VVorks. The Select 
Committee on Thames Crossings bad, in 1884, recommended a similar tonnd 
at Shadwell, but the Board considered this lower site pr^erable. 



Columbia Makkkt (ExiKNisioN of Time) Act, Cap. in. 

1888. This Act extends, for tin t l years, the lime limited by the Columhia Market 
Act, 1885, for purchasing the lands and completing the niilways authorised 
by that Act, which was passed tor the purpose of affording the market direct 
railway access. 

CORPOHATIOH OF liONTOV (ToWER BrIDOE) Act, Cup. CXUX. 

1889. This Art was promntcd V»y the Cor[)firation for the pnrpn?.p of cxtoiidincr the 
time for the completion of tht.' works to August, ]89ii, owing todela\s cjiused 
by the requirements of the Thames Con8er>'ancy. It also enabled the Cor- 
poration to acquire additional lands in order to maintain the original gradient 
of the fcOttthern approadi to the bridge, which had been afiected by the raising of 
the headway under the central span, as required by the Thames Conservancy. 

The Act also contains dmijips •with reference to the compensation of 
watermen and ferrymen, who alleged they were injuriously affected by the 
works.

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CoLimnA Harxbt Railways (Abakoohmbiit) Act, Gap. m. 

This Act sani'tii the. uljftiidonment of the Kaihvuvs authori.-t J by the 1890. 
Columbia Market Act, 1885, for the purpose of connecting Columbia Market g^.^^^^ 
with the Ndth Londcm Rulmy Aod the sjatona of the Terious gnat OpmS/lacu, 
Railway Compamee having termini in London. si^t'"' 

The reason for such abandonment was, that the owners of t\ui Market (the 
Baronetss Burdett-Courts and Mr. Burdett-Coutts) hvl been uii:i])l(', 
notwithstanding their utmost endeavours, to make sucli urrauy;cuienls with 
tiie various Rulway Companies interested, or any of them, as would ensure 
the Madket heing open to all Railways on equal terms. 



CoNTAQions DuBASBS (AmuAis) (PiAURO-PiiKinroMEA) Act, Cap. 14. 

The liill was intn»fhicod by the President of the Board <>i' Au^'icultuix; for 
tlie purpose of ameiidintj the Cont;>giouf< Diseases (Aniruuls) Acts, 1878 to 
1886, with referenoe to the slaughtering of cattle afieeted by pleuro- 
pneumonia, by transferring to the Board of Agxicoltare the powers and 
dalles exercised by local authorities under those Acts, and providing for 
eomp^aattoQ bein>r paid out of a fund to be created by Parliament in lieu of 
compensation out of local rates. 



Open Spaces Act, Cap. 16. 

The olgect d'the Act was to improve existing legislation on the salgect of 
Ofm Spaces, and to give ftcilittes for their acquiaition and maintananoe to 
local autiioriticii generally, by extending to them powers which were then 
vested only in certain authorities. 

It did not directly affect the CorporatioD. 



LoHDON CouiTTY GovKCiL (Gsmbhal Fowsrs) Act, Cap. ocvi. 

The Luddon County Counrii, amonirst the other |iri>\ isioiis cniitaim d in 1891. 
this Bill, again nought powers to spend moneys upon inquiries into Markets 
within the Metropolis. 

The Corporation petitioned against this proposal. 

During the progress of the Bill through Committee of the House of 
Commons, the London County Council pro^xMed to exclude all Markets 
heton^ng tu the Corporation from the Clause, and this being accepted, the 
opposition was withdrawn, and the Bill, as thus amended, passed.

Hirer Tiie Markets CcHnmtttee of the Corporation had interviews with the 

Tiuma^ Piresident of the Board of Agriculture, and at thehr instance several alterationa 
were made during the pasBage of the Bill. 



EfSOM Downs BXTEVMOH RaILWAT AcT, CSsfk OZLT. 

1892. This was an Act for the purpose of making a railway from the Epsom 
Downs Station of the London, Brighton and South Coast Railway Company 
to WaIton>on>the*Hill, near to WaLton CommoDf Banstead Heath, and 
Walton Downs. 

The Corporation, which had purchased certain property at Walton-on-the- 
Hill with a view of acquiring the right of intervening in any attempted 
enclosure of Walton Common and the surrounding open spaces, was of 
opinion that the proposed railway would give an improved aocess to those 
Commons and open spaces, and place them in direct and eaqr communication 
with London. 

Petitions in favour of the Bill from the Corporation wwe presented to both 
Houses of Parliamoit. 

If lUTABY Lamds Act, Capi 43. 

This Act, which was Introduced by the Government to consolidate and 
amend the bw relating to the acquisition of land for Military purposes, was 
ccmsidered in reference to owtain op^ spaces under the oontrol of the Corpo* 
ration, but it was not found necessary to take any action with regard to it 

Salmon and Fresh Wateb Fisheries Act, Cap. 50. 

This is an Act for the pur|)o.se supplementing the Sahnon and Fresh 
Water Fisheries Acts, hy providing a means of id^tifyiug packages containing 
salmon, trout or char, whidi might be transmitted from place to place during 
the period in which the sale or possession of such fish is already, with certsin 
exceptions, illegal, by enacting that ovpry jKvckage so transmitted sliould be 
conspicuously mnrked witli tlie won Is saliiinti. tn nit or char respectively, and 
by conferring the necessary powers of search aud seizure lor breaches of 
the Act. 

The Bill required careful consideration from the market and food sup|dy 
point of vi<Mv. The views of tlioso engaged in the trade and others were 
ascertained, aud amendments suggested, 
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Appendix A. (5).

The Metropolitan Railway Company sought powers to construct so much 
of the Railway No. 1, authorised by the Metropolitan and Metropolitan 
District Railway (City Lines and Extensions) Act. ISTO. as lies between 
Trinity »Sqnare, Tower, and the Aldgate Station, in contravention of the 
Act of 18 7y, which provided that the Works on Railway No. 1 should be 
commenced at the junctions with the Hrtropolitan Railway and th« 
Metropolitan District Bailway simultaneously, and proceeded with pari passu. 

The Corporutiou represented to tlie Select Committee that it was desirable 
to have the line completed ab fur u& poiisible, aud the powers were granted. 

Metbopolitajj District Hailway Act, Cap. lzxxvi. 

This Act was promoted hy the Company for the purpose of obtaining 
powers, amongst other things, of placing yentilatora or " blowholes " over 
their line. 

The powers were opposed the Corporation and the Commissioners of 
Sewers in the interests of those using the streets, but were nevertheless 
granted.

East Londos Rauwat Act, Cap. clxsxi. 

1882. This Act woa promoted by the But London Baflway Gompany for iSan 
purpose (fiKfer aUa) o£ enabliog them to ooiutnict a new raUway in tiie 
pariah of St. Mary, Whiteohapel, ftom the tiien existing railway to flw 
Railway No. 4 authorised by the Metropolitan and Metropolitan District 
Railways (City Lines and Extensions) Act, 1879, which was passed fijr the 
purpose of completing what is known as the Inner Circle." 

Railway No. 1 being intended to connect the Metropolitan and Metropolitan 
District Railways, and Railways Nos. 2 and 4 the Metropolitan ud East 
London Railways. 

The Act of 1879 was opposed by the Corporation and o&era, and among 

the provisions inserted in the Act, in conaeqamoe of such opposition, was 
Section 6, w liich ])rovide8 for the opening of Railway No. 1 before either of 
the ntlier rail\va\'s, Nos, 2, 3, and 4, shouW be completerl aiul opened. The 
object ol this .sc^jtiou was to provide lor the compltitiun of the *' luuer 
Circle," and to guard against the possibility of the Metropolitan Company 
only extending their line to the Etwt London Railway, and the Innor Oircte 
never being ccunpleted. 

The Act of 1879 also contained provisions enabliag the Commissioners of

By the Bill it was proposed that Section 6 of the Act of 1879 should be 
repealed, so far as it related to the said Railway No. 4. 

Some of the powers sought were in direct contravention of the terms upon 
which Parliament had passed the Act of 1 87f>, and the Commissioners of 
Sewers hafl acrreed to coiitributt^ towards tiie new street. The Commissioners 
opposed the Bill, and ilie result of their opposition was that the Promoters 
strw^ ont the objectionable Clause.

The Great Eastern Railway Company sought powers by this B311 (mfer 

alia) to acquire certain lands, houses, and buildings in the Parish of 
St. Botolph, Bishopagate, for the widenin<^ :uid improvement of tiieir Main 
Line, and the enlargement and improvement of their Liverpool Street Station.

The Metropolitan Railway Company sought powers by this Act {liUeraUa) 
to ventilate their Rulways by the oonelmetioD of ahafta or openings in the 
paUie roads and streeta. 

Thev also sought powers to enable thf»m to constru'jt, by thi'iu-ii h'es, the 
Railways autiiorise«i by the Metropolitan and Metropolitan District Railways 
(City Lineaaad Extensions) Act, 1879, instead of jointly wi^ the District 
Bailway Gompany, ae provided that Aet. 

The Railways authorised by this latter Act, as before- tiicntiuned {see East 
London Railway Act), were to connect the two MLtropolitan Railways, and 
also the Metrqwlitan and Eaat London Roilways, and it waa apprehended 
that if the Metropolitan Railway Company obtained powers to ooDstmct thoae 

Railways by themselves, Section 6 of the Act beforo-im nnoiied might not be 
binding on the Metropolitan Railway Company alone. The Commissioners 
of Sewers accordinjriy petitioned agriiiist the Bill, but the Company tmder-

Tlie Metropolitan District Railway Company soufrht ]>owers bf (hi« Acc 
to iMX^uire certain properties in the City of London (iuuiuding property of 
the Corporatioii) tor the enlargement of their railway and Mansion House 
StatkMi, and also certain properties situnte near the Aldgate Station of the 
Metropolitan Railway Company. 

Petitions were presented aj^aiiist tlu; liill by tin; Corporation and the Coni- 
uiissioners of Sewers asking tor tiie iustirtioa of clauses iu the liill requiring the 
Oomjmny to pull down the ho«r«&ng in Queen Victoria Street, then used aa 
an advertising station, and in lieu thereof to enclose thev property with a 
fence or erection of an orna mental ehaiacteri and also for the insertion of the 
City standard Clauses applicable.

The Metropolitan and District BailwAya (^ty Linea and Extensions) 188S. 
Act} 1H79. Section 6 imposed upon the two Metaropolitan Railway 
Companies the oblit^'iitloa to complete the Inner Circle before tlie Whitpcl. i;>el 
ExteusioM, flutborised by that Act. The East London Railway Act, 1882, 
Section J, iinpused restrictions upon the East Loudon Railway Company 
with reference to the opening of the railway authorised by the Act of 1882, 
and the East London BaitwAj Bill (1883), proposed to repeal that eection, 
which repeal would have rendeied inoperadve the ohligotion imposed hy 
Section 6 of the Act uf IS79.

connect their mala line with the Great N'orthern Railway, which niilway was 
proposed to pass in tunnel undtu- the Metropulitau Cattle Market of the 
Corporation at Islington, aud provisioas were iuserted iu the Act of 1882 tor 
the protection of the Corporation.

The intention at first was to w^ the line by cable traction, bat the dause 
provided tiiat the traffic might he worked " by sudi means (oUier than steam) 
aa the Bosid of Trade may from time to time approve." 

The Company, under the sanction of the Board of Trade, have from tfan 
TTff giT fflwn g worked the line by etectndty, and it was the first line in London 
so worked.

London and Nobtu Wkstkun Uailway Act, Cap. ccvii. 



By this Act the London and North Western Kailway Company were 
authorised to widen the railway bridge over Primrose Street, in the City of 
London. A special clause, providing for the mode in which the roadway 

under the bridge is to be lighted, was inserted at the instance of th«' Com- 
missionera of Sewers, as well as the City staudard Clauses applicable to the 
subject. 
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London, Chatham and Dover Railway (Fubtuek Powsrs) Act, 

Cap. cxLVKi. 

The Chatham Company ^vo^e hy thi« Act authariaed (inter alia) to widen . 1884. 
their Imdge over Queea YicUnia Street. jTm'hniyir, 

The Corporatioa and the ComnuanODm of Sewen lodged Petitions jM^dfnf* 
for fhe piirpoae of obtaining an improvement in the iStusa existing bridge. ^> ^ 
ProvisioDS were inserted in the Act as to the ornamental character of the 
bridge, the prevention of noise, and advertising on the bridge, with the 
result that the bridge has been rcfon^triictcd, mndo ornamental, and the noise 
lessened. No advcnisemeuts of any kind (railway or otherwiise) are now 
allowed on the bridge in view of the public. 



London Uydbaulic I^owek Act, Cap. Lxzn. 

The Company vaa inoorpomted in 1871 for the porpoae of iupplying steam 

power and hydraulio pressure, within a certain area of the Metropotis, 
including the City of London. By this Act that area was extended. 
Special Clauses were inserted at the instance of the Corporation and Com- 
missioners of Sewers having reference to the mode of laying the pipes across 
the bridges and under the streets. 



Gkeat Eastern Kailway (General Powers) Act, Cap. xcui. 

By this Act the Great Eaatem Railway Company obtained powen (inter 1885. 
alia) to extend the tdnie for the purchase of certain lands in the parish of 
Little Ilford, beloDging to the CommiaMonav of Sewers. They did not 

oppose it. 

London and Blackwall Railway Act, Cap. csy. 

By this Act the Company obtained powers to purcbnse certain property of 
the Corporation in v>tepney. The Corporation did not oppose. 

London and Nohth WEbTEUN Bailway Act, (.ap. lxxxvui. 

The Company proposed in the Bill to stop up and discontinue, as a 
puUic highway, and to appropriate a portion of the public street on the eaat 
side of Broad Street Station. The Commissioners of Sewers presented a 
Petition against this part of the Bill, which waa eventually witiidrawn 
altogether. 

Metropolitan Railway Act, Cap. lxxxix. 

The Bill sought powers to take fiirther property hi the Oily. One of llie 
results of the taking <tfpn^»ty in the City by the Railway Companies had 
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1885. been to cause a loss of rates, m ooiueqnence of Innd upon which hoan property 



had originally stood remaimng for some time vacant after the' property bad 
^ ^ been acquired b; the Coropaoj, and the houses pulled down. 

^ The Gommiflsiansn c( Sewers petitioned against dks BiU, for the purpose 

of obtaining the inaction of provisions requiring the Company to pay in 
respect of all property in the City acquired by them under the Act, fhe 
amount of rntcs and charges a<'«!e»s(>d OD such ^operty at the last assessment 
previously to the passing of the Act. 

The Company did not accede to the requirements of ibe GommissSciias, 
and withdrew tbe part of the Bill relating to the City* 



MBTBOPOLiTAir (OiiTBB Cibclb) Railwat ABANDONMiiirr AcT, Gap. CLzm. 
By this Act the Company were authorised to abandon their undertaking. 



Post Ohicb (Sms) Act, Cap. 45. 

This Act authorised the acquisition of two sites within the City of London, 
one adjoining the new Post Office in Newgate Street, and the other in the 
rear of the Savings Bank Department in C^ueen Victoria btreet, for Post 
Office purposes. 

As no provisions were contained in the Bill with respect to drains, sewers, 
■width of streets, &.C., or for pmvidinir that the new Luililin<r^ should he liahle 
to the sanie rates anrl taxes as the buildinirs to be |>ul]ed down, the Com- 
missioners ol Sewers petitioned, ugainst the Bdl, and obtained the insertion of 
the City standard Clauses applicable. 



Great Eastern Kailway ((jenbral Powkius) Act, Cap. clxl 

By this Act the Great Eastmi Bidlway Company wa« authorised to acquire 
property in the City lor tlie widaung and unprorement of their LiTorpocd. 
Street Station. The City standard Clauses applicable were inserted. The 
Company were also authorise«i to enter into agreements with the Corporation 
with reference to improvements in their line in the neighbourhood of Epping 
Forest 

By the Bill, as introduced, the Company also endeavoured to obtain the 

aanction of Parliament to an asrecmcnt come to between them and the 
owners of Spitalfipld!s Market, whereby the K4iihvay Coinpatiy were to Ix' 
enabled to re-opeu their markets or depdts at Stratford and liishopsgate, 
upon condition that they levied tolls therein, and paid a proportion of these 
tolls to the owners of Spitalfields Market, such owners bavmg obtained an 
injunction againat the Company dosing the said niaikets or depots. 
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The Corporation, considorinp; that the levying of the tolls as proposed 1887. 
would be injurious to the poorer jKjpulation at the East End of London, jf^^^g 
opposed tM« part of the Bill, and were heard before Sdeet CominitteeB in Tramwaya, 
both Houses of PAriiament. The clauses were ultimatdy rgected. ^It^'^l 

Etde Vark Corner (Streets Maintenance) Act, Cap. 63. 

This Act was introduced by the Govemmeot, pro^des for the maintenance 
of the new street at Hyde Park Comer. 

The Act imposes two-thirclsof the cost uiK>n bt. George's, Hanover Square, 
and one-third upon St. Martin's-iu-the-Ficlds, 



London asd Nobth Wbstibn Bailwat Act, Gap. czzzi. 

Thp Compnny ponffht powers to takr' n portion of thp public carriai^cway 
on the east side of the Broad Street Station for the purposes of the Act, 

The proposals of the Company being likely to lead to some publie tnoon* 

venicnce, the Conmussioners of Sewers petitioned against the Bill, with the 
result that the Company inserted a provision in Section 19, Sub-Section ( 1 ), 
that no part of the carriageway should be closed unless with, the consent of 
the Commissioners. 

Mbtropolitab Railwat Acts, Cap. 136. 

The Company included powers in the 15111, us deposited, to enable them to 
take lands adjoining thior nulway for the purpose of erecting yentilaton for 
their railway etatioiia and works therdn. 

The Com mi'; si oners of Sewers after their experience of the constant danger 
and annoyance caused by the cxi^tin-^ \( iUiluLors of the underground 
railways in the streets of the City, successluily oppojted this jmrt of the Bill, 
and the provisions relating to ventilation vrere withdrawn. 



London Stbebt Tjuicwatb (Eztbnsioh) Act, Gap. 78. 

The Bill, as deposited, included powers enabling the London Street jggg 
Tramways Company to pxtrn 1 tin ii tramways to Foningdon Street, within 
the City, passing in fi?ont ot the Central Markets. 

Having regard to the large amount of vehicular traffic, the Commissioners 
of Sewers refused thmr consent, umh-r House of Commona Standing Order 2it, 
and this part of the scheme was withdrawn,

London, Gbatbam and Doysn Railway (Further Powsrs) Act, Cap. 37. 

By this Act tlie GampBny obtained powers {int^r alia) to acquire a piece 
of public way for porpoeea connected with their Holbom Viaduct Station. 

The CSomniiraionerB of Sewere considered that the proposals of the Company 
were of adTBDtage to the public, and did not oppose. 

SHQBTLANDe AND NmmBAD RaILWAT ACT.^/Vitf.

Post Ofeicb Sjtbb Act, Cap. 809. 

Thh Act exHntrnishes a right-of way lerjflincr from AMers^^^tfi Street, 
through tlie Money Order Office, totln' lm: ial ground ot St. Leonard, 

Foster Laue, adjuiuing the di.sused burial ground ot St. Botolph Without, 
Aldersgate, which is now a public garden. 

The neces^itv for the oxt'm^i^ulshiuent of the right-of-way nro=io from the 
Post Otlice Authorities havintr deeided to pull down the Money Order Office 
and creel oOut buildings on the site. The Parish of St. Hottdph Without, 
Aldersgate, having agreed to provide ft anbatituted right-of-way through the 
said public garden, and it having been arranged that the diansed burial 
ground of St. Lecmard, Foster Lane, should be thrown into the public garden, 
the ComrniBsiuncrs of Sewers agreed to remit certain rates payable in respect 
of such burial ground. 

Lk order to give eflfect to the above arrangement an agreement was entoed 
into by the Bean of WestmiDster, Ihe Eedesiastical Commtaaioners for 

England, the Postmaster-General, the Vicar aud Churchwardens of the Parish 
of St. liotolph Without, Aldersa^atn, and the Commissioners of Sewers. 
This agreement is scheduled to and contirmed by the Act. 

Gbxat Eahtbrn Railwat (Gbneral Powers) Act, Cap. cvm. 

1890. In the Session of 1887 the Great, Eastern Railwnv CompMnv ohtnincd 
powers to acquire a ki'ge area of property (both public and [»rivute) lying 
between thdr Liverpool Street Station and Bishopsgate Street Within fbr 
the enlaigonent and improvement of that Station. The paiod limited 
for the purchase of lands for, and the completion of, such enlargement and 
improvemoit was five years, wMdi would expire on the 8th of August, 1898. 
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T\n< Act irives liie Company an cxtcusiou of time for three year??, v\z., to l^^^* 
the 8th August, 1893, for the completion of their Liverpool Street Station jiaHieag$t 
and improvienieiDt* Tramn-astt 

NegotiationB took place with the Company, and amendmoBta antasfactoiy to 
the Cbmiiiifiai<Hien having been inaorted, the opposition van withdrawn. 

Under the provixions of the Act of 1887, the Company were to throw a 
slip oi land into F^islioi^gate Street Without for the purpose of widening tiie 
Street, and it was agreed that this should he done eighteen months at least 
before the expiration of the period limited by the Bill for tlie oompletkm of 
the widmbg of Liverpool Street Station. 

Upon the Bill — which origioated in the Lords — reaching Oomnuttee in the 
House of ComiTion?. it !ip]»cared that certain Clauses; had been inserted in 
the Bill in the House of Lords, at the instance of the Loinhjn County Council, 
with rclerence to Bridges or Works to be constructed under the powers of the 
intended Act, and aa to tiie exhibition of placards within the adminiatralive 
County <^ London. Under ^ Local Government (England and Walea) 
Act, 1888, the definition "Administrative Cbwty of London" indmka the 
City of London, and the effect of the Clauses inserted for the Loudon 
County Cntmcil would be to give them jurisdiction over the City as fiuraa 
Bridges and the ochibition of placards were concerned. 

The Company having expressed tlidr willingness to limit the operation of 
the Clauses so as to exclude the City, the London County Council waa 
approached witii reference thereto^ but declined to accede to audi alteration. 

The Commiaaioners of Sewers thereupon presented a Petition to the Houae 

of Commons against the Bill, and as !h« time had expired for depositing the 
Petition, they also potitionetl the House for a dis|)ensation of the Standing 

Orders, The dispensation being granted, tliey were heard Ixifore the 
Coiiuiiiifee <*f the ll()U.»e nf ( 'nmmons, who luailc rht; alterations necessary to 
preserve the jurisdiction oi Ltie Couimissioners of Sewers. 



LoNDoK AND ivoKTii Westeiw Kailway Aci, Cap. CLIV. 

By the Bill the Loudon an<l North Wastcm Railway Company sought 
powers {inter dia) to lay down and use rails across, and ou the level of, 
Worship Street. 

As this Street forma an important access to the City, the Commissioners 
of Sewers petitioned against the Bill, and the Company ultimately withdrew 
this part of the BilL

' 1890. The Bill proposed to ooo&r on the County Gooncil estensive powers over 
^ ^ the Administnlive County of Ltmdon, which called Ibr the careful oon«idenif» 
Tramii^^t ^ the Corporation.

ifc. By the Bill the London County Council sought {inter cUia) to have seven 
of their numbw i^aced upon the Thames Conaervani^ Board, and two upon 
the Lea Conservancy Board. These proposab were opposed hy the two 

Boards, the Corporation, and many other }ietitioners. The powers vr&e 
eventually not j^rantcii, as the Government intimated tliat they would appoint 
a Couunittee to consider the whole question of Thames Conservancy. 

The London County Coundl also sought power to provide and fit up 
auitahle places as Mortuaries for die reception of unidentified dead bodies 
found within the Adiniaistrative County of T. ndon, The effect of this 
proposal would have been to authorise the London County Council to 
e-t;il)lish a sejtarate Morturiry of tlieir own within tlie City, the Comniissionars 
ol S(•^v(Ts having almidy a building sjK'cially huilt for the ])ur[xi*e. The 
provi.sion was opposed, with the result that the Loudou County Council were 
confined to the erection of two mortuaries only, outside the City. 

The Bill also contiiincnl many Clauses amoiding the Metropolis Building 

Act, ISfjo, some of which tlio Conimifsionorfi of Sewers found it neoespary 
to oppu!<c. Amendments were inserted by the Committee to meet the 
objections ol the Comiulssiouerei. 

The Coaanisskniers also snooeeded in ohftaining the insertion of a provision 
in the Bill, granting tlie right of appeal in cases of dispute midcr these 
Clauses, to a Tribunal specially to be constituted under the provisions of 
the Bill. 

One of the Clauses proposed that^ without the consent of the London 

County Council, no future building in London should exceed 70 feet in 
heiglit. This was op|K)sed by the Corponition and the Coniiiii--~'i.jiRrs of 
Sewers, on the trro'itids that the exerci-^o of sucli rc^trirtionn ^vithixi the City 
would be UKinL iujuriou.s, that the exceptiujial circumstances of tlie City 
should exclude it irom the oj)eration of the Clause, and that if the powers ol 
restriction were necessary ia the City tiiey should be exercised hy the 
Corporation or the Commissioners of Sewera.

enable them to prosecute and conduct enquiritis and negotiations relative

London, and this expenditure was attfJiorised. 

Power was also sought to 8penfl 1 ,00(V. in relation to etiquiries as to 
Markets, but this power was, on the oppoidtiou of the Corporation, struck 

out of the Bill. 

The London County Council also sought powers to administer Oaths in 
cerfnin eases, and to amend the lau al Government (England and WmIcs) 
Art. 1S.S8, nnd the Mnnic.i|>.'il CorjK)rations Act, 188^, with n'Liard to their 
procedure, but these Clauses were objected to by the President ot the Local 
Government Board, and were withdrawn. 

The |)Owers relating t^) the construction of the Bridge at Bow Creek were 
opposed by the C<ir])oration oi' \\\ ^t Ham, and in coiiscfjiUMice ul' lUl' London 
County Council being unable to arrive at an agreemeJit with that Corponiiion 
on. the subject, these powers had to he withdrawn from the Bill when in 
Committee.

It was not opposed by the Corporation. 

North ilKTBOPOUTAii Tbamways Act, Cap. xlvi. 

This Aet ^hles tibe Company to use meohanical power on their Tramway 
system. 

It was not opposed by the Corporation. 

BlKmopouTAir Railway Act, Cap^ cxxviu. 

The Comjmny, for the purpose of improving their lloorgate Strwi Stntion, 
sought ])owers by the Hill to actjuiic certain property between the Station 
and Tenter Street, incUiding Union Street. 

The greater part of the houses are inhabited by members of the City 
Police force, being leased by the Corporation with that object 

Ncgotiationa took phoe with reference to providing other accommodation 
for the Policemen who would be disiurbed, and for throwing into the public 
thoroughfiwes in the ndghbourhood of Hooigate Street Station an area equal 
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1890. to ibe sutftce of Union Street, but in conflequence of diffieultieB wbich the 
^ ^ Company encountered with regard to other propertiee, they abandoned all the 
jramimyt, powora &c taking land near Moozgate Street Stntum.

In ro-^jHX't to these powers, when flin reached the Hoii«c of T.or !>•. it 
wnt? fouiid iiccf'H.sai'y to |)etition against it, lor tlic inscnion oi cluusct. i''>r tlic 
jirotection of the Sewers in the City of Loudon and for limiting the operation 
of a clause inserted at the instance of the London County Coundl, to tho«e 
Sewers undor their juriadiction. 

Th<> amendments required by the Commisaioners of Sewers were made in 

due course. 

Metkopolis Manaobuent Amendmekt Act (1862) 
Amendment Act, Cap. 54. 

This Act repeals the 78th Section of the Metrojwlis ^lanagemont Amend- 
ment Act, and makes farther rirovi«ion with reference U< the expenses 
of flagging footways, and the apportiooment and recovery of such expenses. 

The Commissioners of Sewers presrated a Petition against the Bill, in order 
to be able to appear h6f<»re the Comnuttoe in the evoit of any amendments 
being pn^tosed adverse to their interest. 

The liill, however, passed without any buch ameudments. 

Metropolis Management Ahknsmbnt Act, Cap. 66. 

Tlic IJill, as uitroduce;! on hehalf of the T.nr.rlnn County Council, jjroposcd 
tu ciJiit'ef upon them additional powers with reieri ni't' to roRrl?:, wiu s, <cwcr8, 
the wiueniiig ox streets, the aubsoil under streetsi, and tin: laying ol mains or 
pi 1)68 in streets in the County of London. 

Considerable discuKsion took place with the London County Council, for 
the purpose of excludini; the City from the operation of the Bill, with n view 
of avoidin<r the expense of appearing before the Committi hut without 
success. After appearimr Ixifore the Coniimttee on the Bill, which sat for 
five days, a Claase was proposed, excepting the CSty from the operation of 
the Bill, and was inserted'ly the Committee. 

Upon the liill reaching tlu- House of Lords, an amendment waa proposed 
t!iaf no buihlini? in the Metropolis should exceed the heiL'^ht of 70 feet 
witiiout the eouiieut of the Loaduu County Council, notwithstanding the fact 
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that the Select Committee on the London County Council (General Powers) 1890.

Steps were taken to have thia amendment opposed, and eventually it was ^ ^• 
njected.

The Bill was sulwtantially the same Bill for the construction of a Subway 1891. 
Railway, to \>e woikod hy clectricitv, along nrul uiidi r Oxford Street, 
Holhorn, the llolboru Viiuluct, Newgale Street, and Cli(';i[)sid(', as was intro- 
duced into Parliament the previous Sessiou, the route, however, differing in 
the respect that it l)egau at a point a little further west than the previoos 
year's aehone, and proposed to terminate in Gomliill, beside the Royal 
Ezdiange, inatead of at the Ifanrion House. 

During the progress of the Bill in the previous Session, Clauses were in- 
serted in it, at the instance of the Corporation and the Commissioners of 
Sewers, fiv the protection of the Holhom Yiaduct and the maintenance of 
works under tiie Viaduct ; the protecdMi of sewers in the Gty of LondoQ ;

Clause defining the mode of constmctioin was inserted. 

As the principle of the admission within the City of Electric Railways under

1893. By tfaia Act, the Central London Railway Company are authorised to 
abandon a portion of their railway in Gomhill, and to extend thdr line to 
Tramwc^ the Great Eastern Railway Company's Station at Liverpool Street 

AeUtV'^ They are also authorised to construct a krfje and Important central station 
beneath the open space in front of the Mansion House, Bank, and Royal 
Exchange, and in connection therewith a system of public sub\rays beneath 
each open space for affording not only acceaa to the station, hut a means of 
communication between the Tarions important thoronghfiures in the nei^- 
honrbood of the Mansion Hooset Hack, and Royal ExdMnge, without croasing 
the roadways. 

The queslwm of fJie oonstractbn of this central atation received the moat 
carefal ooDBideration of the Corporation and the Commisdonera of Sewers, and 

clauses were agreed witli the Company, and inserted in the Act (Sections 28 
and 29), under which the Commissioners have the entire control over the 
constmction of the station and the public subways in connection therewith. 

The €ity standard CSaases appficable are also inserted. 



Gbxat NoBTHBBir Ann Gnr Railwat Act, Qtpw ocxui. 

Tliis Act iucorporatetl a Company for the pur{>osci of constructing an 
Underground Electric Railway from the Grejit Xortlicm Railway system at 
G^nonbuiy to a terminal station in Moorgate Street. 

The nulway is to form a i)liysical junction with the Great Northern 
Railway, and is to be made of sufficient width to admit the rolling stock of 
that Company. 

The Corpoiatitm and the Commisrionem of Sewwa petitioned ag^t the 
Bill with a view of obtniniDg the insertion of protective clauses, and with 

reference to damage likely to a<'rrne to pronerty in Finsbnry Pavement 
through vibration cjiu>>ed by tbe working ci the railway, juid tliey succeeded 
in obtainini,' fbe insertion of a vibration clause for the protection of such 
property. In ad<Ution, the Act contains the usual City standard Chuises. 



Cut and South Lonson Railway Act. 

1892-3. ^^^^ ^'^y ^"'^ South Loudon Railway Company obtained powers 

to make an extension of theii- railway by the construction of a line from their 
existing railway in tlie Borough to the Angel, at Islington, passing under the 
Tbaoies to the east o^ and near to, London Bridge, and under King William 
Street, Princes Street, and Mowgate Street, in the City. 
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The Bill was npposor? hy the Corporation, and the necessary elnii>;<'<' for the 1892-3, 
protpction of London Bridge, and the wharves and warehouaes abutting on ^ ^ 
the river lieneatli, which the line is intended to pass, having been inserted, Tramm^/a, 
the opposition was not proceeded with.

Tbe City standard Clauses appKcable to the case are inserted. 



Wateeloo and City Railway Act. 



This Aet inoorporates a Gtmpany for the purpose of making an Dnder* 
ground Electric Railway from the Waterloo Temunas of the London and South 
Western Railway to the Mansion House, with a terminal City Station at the 
eastern end of Queen Victoria Street. 

The liailwuy is intended to pass underneath ti»e Hiver Thames, near the 
northern abutment of Blackiriars Bridge and beneath Queen Victoria Street. 

The Bill rec^ved the moat carefol conrndevation of the Corporatian and the 

Commissioners, and dauses for the protection of BlackfHars Bridge, and the 
City stiindiird Olau^ea applicable to the case, are inserted in the Act, and also 
clauses with reference to the use, by the Waterloo and City Company, of the 
Central Station authorised by the Central London Kaiiway Act, 1892.

Tt was not found nocrss^rv to take any st^ps by the 
Corponitioii witli regard to it, beyoud drawing the attention of the officials of 
the Cum Exchange to the measure. 



Factort awd W0BK8BOP6 Act AmMDMSMT Aor, Gap. SS. 

188S. TIuB Act makes provision for the protection of persons engaged in White 
Lead Factories, and contains proviHioris with reference to the CouBtruction 
and Sanitary arrangements of Bakehouses. 

The da^ of enforcing the Act is cast upon the Local Authorities, that is, 
the Comminiooen of Sewers within the (^ty, and the Yestries and District 
Boards outside.

This Act amends the law lelating to the dwellings of the worldttg clasaes. 1886. 

As introduced into Parliament, the Bill provided that the authority for the 
Metropcdis should l>e i1h ^letropolitaa Board of Works, and no provisions 

were contained in the lUll as to the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of 
Sewers, but tlie wiis uineiKied so as to preserve their jurisdiction, and 
they are now the authority within the City for the piurposea of the AcU 



RAlLVAr AMD CAiiAi. Tbaffic Act, Cap. 25. 

This Act perpetuates the Railway and Canal Commission, and tleuls with 1888. 
the question of Railway Hates. The Bill was practically the same as that 
introdaced in 1887, which carried ont the views of the Corporadoo. 

The IJill was closely watched by the CorjMjratlon with a view of prevent- 
ing the insertion of any clauses antagonistic to the position taken up by it. 

The only alterations made in the iiill were iu the direction of extending 
the powers of local authorities to appear and he heard before the Com- 
mission. 

The Court of Common CoancO, by Section 7, is constituted iJie Authority 
for the City under the Act.

Housing of tbs Wobxino Classes (AMBNOMsirr) Bnx. 

Both the Bills v ^ introducwl into the House of Commons by the 
President of the Load Government Board, the object of the second Bill 
being to amend the Artizans' Dwellings Acts, 18G8 to 1885, and the 
Labouring Classes' Loilging Acts, 1851 to 1885, by giving to Local 
AntiMtfities more extennve powers wifii idwenoe to tin coDdemnatKHi of 
dwellingB unfit fiur human habitation, and by simplifying the procedure 
under Ibose Acts. 

That Bill pmposed that In London, in onses whrro, in the opinion of the 
London County Council. Lociil Autliorltied did not do their duty under the Act, 
the London County Council niiglii take over their dutici}, but this power only 
ezteuded to the Vestries and Dutrict Boards, and not to the City of London. 

The other Bill was a Consolidation Bill, and both Bills were referred to the 
Grand Committee on Law, wi11& instructions to consolidate them. 

To the a? read a seajuil time rind roferrt rl t<^ tlie Graiid Committee 

on Law, uo objc'Ction was made, but dijriii<r the uoubideratiou uf the Amend- 
ment Bill in Couimiu<;e an amciidaicnL was moved, by which any person, 
aggrieved by an order of the Local Authority, conld appeal against the same 
to the London County Council ; the effect of which amendmait would have been, 
so far as the City was concerned, to deprive any person in the CSty, aggrieyed 
by an order of like Commissioners of Sewers, of their right of ajippii! to 
Quarter Sessions, ^ven by the Artizans' Dwellings Act, 1H.S2. and to 
substitute therefor n Cotiimittee of the Loudon County Council, any three 
members of wiiich could decide the appeal. 

This amendment, upon a division, was rejected by 22 votes to 7. 

When the two Bills came to be consolidutt d. a -iinilur amendment was 
again proposed, requiring that a question of law arising liefore the Committee 
of the LnndoM County Council i^hould be referral to a decision of tlie High 
Court ol Justice.

and carried amendments to meet these cases. 



IkVECTIOUS DlSKAttB (t'KBVBllTION) Acx, Cap. 34. 

The Bill ^vas iiitidduced to mnkc provision for tiie prevention of the spread 
of iiifeelioU6 disease thi'uujfh diiiiied, lauudl'ies, hospitals, &c. 

It was not found necessary to offer any opposition to the Bill on behalf of 
the Corporation, but during it* prnnTess thrf)tijrh Committee it was sought to 
intnxiuce an ameiidment wliich would have given the Meilieul Oflicer of He;ilth, 
appointetl by tlie Loudon County Council, jurisdiction witliiu the City. 
Skeps were taken to oppose this amendment, which was withdrawn.

A joint ( 'ominittee of both Ihnises of Parliament was appointed for the 
purpose ol considering the various liills conrininn>r the Provisional Orders 
made by the Board of Trade under the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, 
fixing iJie mBximum nitea and ehargw for goods traffic £br the nine great 
Rwlway Gompanies ha^iiijv Metropolitan termini. 

Petitions were prcseiitt-d afjfainst any alterations lieiiig uiude in the Pro- 
visional Orders as settled by the Board of Trade, and Counsel retained to 
represent the Corporation before the Committee. 

The Coinniirtci" sat for -1!) days lieai'iiig the objections of the various 
Traders and others and the iiailway Companies. 

In the result, although some modiniMtion^ were uiadc in the Orders in 
Civour of the Railway Couipunit's and the Traders, the ()rders were passed in 
very much the same shape as submitted by the iioard of Trade. 



County Council Elections Act, Cap. 68. 

This is an Act for the purpose of altering the dates for the revision and 
completion of the Registers for County Council Elections and ci holding the 
Elections. 

The date fixed by the Local Government Act, 1888, for the Elections was 
early in November, and by this Act it is altered to the 8th of Maidi. 

The date fixed by the Bill was strongly opposed m both Houses the 
London County Council, but the Bill ultimately passed practically in the 
shape as introduced, the date for the holding of the Elections bdng dianged 
fii^om the let to the 8th of March.

Both of these Bills wore introduced by tiie President of the Local 
Government Board.

Act, 1891. 

Various prtjvisi«)n> uf the Bills were carefully consiflercd by the 
Cor|xiration and the Connni'^'^iotjers of i^ewers, at whose instance Amendments 
were projMus<-d and adtit-d in ilu Bills. The Act, as piu»»ed, eutirely malutuiiied 
the j urisdictiuu uf the Comiuisssiou of tSevveriJ.

This Act gives effect to the result of the inquiries of the Statute Law 1891. 
Revision Committee by repealing enactments which have ceased to be in j^^^^

There were over 650 Acts dealt with by the Bill, and a considerable Housing, 
number of these aftected Corporation and City interests. The Acts were ^ 
ooiDBidered and reported on, and the report laid before the Joint Committee.

&e Central Criminal Court District. The Bill, as introduced, would have 
compelled the Sheriffs of London to execute all prisoners ?entf need to death 
at that Court, wherever the otTence was comtriittf'd. The Government, 
however, nt the instance of the Corporation, amended the Bill, and left the 
law as it wa8 in this respect. 

BANKRUPTcr Act, Cap, 52. 

1888. The Bill was referred to the Standing Committee on Trade, Shippil^^ and 
Commerce (Grand Committee), and was cartfnUy watdied from the point of 
view of the City Courts.

1885. '^^^l'^ Act uuthoriscs the levying of a iliity at the rate of five pound?! per 
centum per anmnii upon tlie annuLtl value, income Or protits of property 
vested in corporate or unincorporated bodies. 

Uaving regard to the exemption propoaedcf income appropriated or applied 
for the beiufit of flic pulilic at lar<je or ratepayers or inliabitarits, this Act 
wag not opfioged by the Corporation, nor by the Corporation of any other 
city or borough. 

Shop Houss BMrnuxiov Act, Cap. 35. 

ISSC. The procectliugs under this Act within the City are to be taken before the 
Qty Justices. 
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PBOfiATJON OF First OfvENDEBS Act, Cap. 25. 

The Gty Justices carefoUj ocmstdered this Bill, which to some extent curied 1887. 
out vecommendatioiu that had previously been made by tliem. The Joatioee 
are the Antixnity for executing the Act within the City. ing^ Couru, 

WoB&iNo Classes' Dwellings Act, Cap. 16. 

Hub ie an Act for facilitatinc; gifta of land for dwellmga foe the working 1890. 
classes inpopuloua places by exempting from the operation of Parts T. and II. 
of the Mortmun and ChaTitable Uses Act, 1888, any assoranoe by deed or 
wiU of land, or peraonal estate, to be kid out in land for audi purpose. 



SuPBiifB Goubt ov JumflATUBB London Gausks Act, Cap. 14. 

The Act enables the High Court of Juatioe to sit at GkuldhaU for the trial 1891. 
of Civil Ganaes. It was considered desirable that a short Act should be 
passed. a<i sonic doubt existed whether there was atatutoxy power to iasue a 
Commission for the purpose. 

GoKVErANCINO AND LaW OF PftOPERTr AcT, Cap. 13. 

The object of the Act is to j^ive additionui security to leaschoUi property, iB32. 
and deals principally with the covenants, usually contained in leases, against 
assigning, under-letting, &c. 

The W, was a reprint of a similar Bill introduced in Sesaion 1891, which, 
after passing the House of Commons and the Conunittcc stage in the House 
of Lorda, waa not further proceeded with. 

Whilst the Bill wua before Pariiumeut in the Session of 1891, certain 
amendments were inserted in it at the suggestion of the Corporation, and as 
the Bill introduced this Sesrion eontiuned those amendments, it met with the 
approval of the Corporation.

Tliis Bill was promoted by the Churchwanlens nnd Ovorsccrs of St Botolph 1887, 
WitliDut, AMiriiU', for the pur])n«n of r(vo|)ening tliu scttlniicnt that htxd l>een 
come to uud emboilietl in the Loiidou City Tithes (St. Botolph Without, 
Aldgate) Act, 1881. (See Appendix A (1), page 332.) 

The Bill being oj)[Kwcd by the Lay Iiiipropriiitor of the Tithes, waa r^ected 
by the Committee of the House of Commons, to whom it was referred. 



City of London Fire Inque.sts Bill. — Ptib. 

The ori^ of many fires witihin the City betng undiscovered, it was 

considered necessary by the Corporation that some better provision should be 
made for pnblir onqniry. After a jiroliminary enquiry this Bill was promoted, 
the City Cumuer Imviug Ibnju rly cxerci.sed such a jurisdiction. The Bill was 
withdrawn owing to the Authorities of the House having raised the question 
as to whether the Bill did not come within the category of those requiring 
notices. 



London Coaii and Wins Dutiks Continuance Bill. — Fub. 

This IJill, promoted jointly by the Corporation and the Metropolitan Boiml 
of Work^?, was intrcKluce<l into the House of Commons, but in consequence of 
the state of public business it did not mch Second Reading. 



CmiPOBATiON OF London (Ghaboes, &c.). 

Upon a motion made in the Houm of Commcms, on the 3rd of March, 1887, 
a Committee was appciinted to enquire int<» certnin alleged malversation of 
public funds by Members and Otlicers of the Cor|)orution.

This Bill oonflicted with the right of the Corpomtioii to appoint the

18H8 (See Ai)pendix A (1), fiairo 338), and the Corporation opjxjaed and 
obtained the insertion of a Chiiise in the Bill j)rcserving their jurisdic^on.

This Bill was again jointly promoted by the C<jrjKjration and tibe 
Mctro|)olitan Board of VV^orks, but did not reach Second Reading.

A Motion was made in the House of GommoiM that the House should take 
into ocnsiderBticHi the report of the Committee of 1887, but was negatiTed.

1889. 1 hi"^ I'iil proposed to abolish the Office of Aldermen on Town and County 
Councils. 

Tt was ooDsidered by the Corpcnation, and steps were taken to cpposci 
The Bill was ngected by the House of Gommooa on the Second Beaduig: 



London Coal and Wlne Duties Coktinuance Bill. — Pub 

This Kll was agun promoted by tiie Corporation. Upon the Heimpolttan 

Board of Works ceasing to exist, their successors, the London County (^onncil^ 
declined to join wich the Corporation in the promotion. 

The Bill was pat down fbr Second Beading on many different days, bat 
never reached that stage, and was withdrawn after the passing of the Cool 
Dues (London) Abolition Act. 



Tkcumcal Education Bill. — Pub*

page 84L) 
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Irish Estates (London Companies). 

Upon the motaou of Mr. Lea, M.P., ft Gommi&tee mm appomtcd " to enquire ^^9. 
" antl report as to the termB of llie Charters or other mBtruments by whicli their p^cifg^ 
" estates in Ireland were <:;Tiint<xl to the Irish Society nnd to the T.ondon Com- DuUu, 
" panics, and as to the trusts and oWicrJitinns (if miy) atiacliiug to the owner- 
" sliip of such estates, and as to tiie nnxle iu whicli the sale of their estates has 
" been effacted or can be cficcted consistently with such trusts And bbligfttiaaiB 
" as may be shown to have existed or now exist." 

Thf Committee, Imwever, did but little that Session, and only report^ the 
evidence they had taken.

The first of these Rills was introduced on beiialf of the Charity Commis* 1890. 
sioners, and propc>sed to extend their jurisdiction nndor Seedon 4 of the 
Charitable Trusts Act, I860, by whidi the Commtssionffirs were fflnpow«!«d 
to make schemes for the administniition of charitiesi the gross incranes of 
which did not exceed fifiy pounds. 

It was prop)sed to abolish this ]iniit| and place in the hands of the Charity 
Commisaioners nnlimited power to make sdkemes without tiie sanction of 
Parliament, with reference to all diaritiea, however large their incomes. 

Petitions against the Bill were presented from the various Livery Companies 
of tiie Oily of London, from many of the chief towns in England, and from 
various charitable bodies and Coarporations interested. 

The Bill was read a s&»>nd time, but was withdniwn betbre it reached 
Committee. 

The fharitahlf Trusts (No. 3) liill was introduced subsequently in Ueu of 
the Bill \vitli<lni\vn. It providetl for a more direct rocoimition of the wishes 
of representativo luati ixxlies in regard to cliarity sclietnes, propose<l that the 
more important schemes settled by the Commissioners should be submitted to 
Parliament, and that the largest charities of all should continue exempt 

This Bill, however, did not proceed beyond the First Reading.

Both fln sc Bills had the same object, vis., providing a close season for

LxASBBOLDBiis* Enfbakceibement Bill. — Ihib. 

Tilis Bill was the same Bill which has been intriKluced into Parliament for 
several Sessions pvst, for the purpose of enabling all leases and sub- leases 
having 20 years to run, and leaeee for lives, to be enfranchised by the lessees, 
the purchase price in case of dispute to be fixed by the Comity Court. 

Upon the Second Reading, it was jManttd imt that the Bill was emphatically 
condumucd by the Iteport of the Committee on Town Holdings, which had 
specially conddcred the qtiesti<m, and the Second Beading was negatived. 

PosrasatoM OF Qaxe Bsu^j-~Pab, 

Tliis Bill was introduced in oooeequence of a doubt raised in the Law 
Courts. The Bill was coDndaivd by the Cor[X)ration as the Market Authority. 

A Petition of Traders, praying the Ctiriioration to oppose the Bill on the 
ground that it would interfere with the imp«)rtation of Foreign Game, having 
been received, a Petition against the Bill was presented.

Water Compaviks (Regulation or Powers) Bill. — Pub, 

The objects of the Bill were to imjiose upon all Water Companies an 
obligation to send to every consumer a demand note containing particulars of 
the charges made, and to reBtrain them in cases of dispate as to the legality 
of snch charges from cutting off the water until a decision of a Court of 
Summary Jttriadictioo had been obtained in tfadr &Tour.

Alexandra Palace and Grounds.

who still owned the Alexandn Palace and Grounds, finr tlie purpoee of 

providing for the free grant of a part of the Palace Grounds to the Middlesex

The pro])osc(i l{aihvay wouUI havp passe*! iinrler some ol the tiii>st 
important thoroughtuies in the City. The Bill, however, did not proceed 
beyond the preliminary stages. 

CHABmo Cteow AHD Watbbloo Elbctug Railway Biliv. 

1S88< ^^"^ ^'^^ promoted by the Charing Cross and Waterloo Electric 
Railway Company, for the piirpos(! of sanctioning the construction of an 
Electric Railway fi-om the autliuristil Chiirin^ Cross and Waterloo Electric 
Railway, near Waterloo Railway JSUiLion, to the Koyal Exchange. The 
proposed rnilwaj was to be underground, and ms in traded to be made along 
Stamford Street and Bankaide, croaaing the River Thames near Southwark 
Bridge^ and panniig under ibe nortbem arch of that bridge by a aigmoid 
curve, and thence along Queen Street Place, Queen Street, and Queen 
Victoria Street to the Royal Exelianf^, part of tiie forecoort of which waa 
scheduled for the purpose of a teruiiual station. 

The JMll waa oltimately withdrawn in Committee without any evidence 
being ofibred in support of it. 

London CoButmioxEs^ of Sgwebs (VeNTiLAXiox of Railways) Bill. 

Tlua Bill waa introdaced by the Commisfflontts of Sewers for the purpose 
of fordng the Metropolitan District Railway Company to mitigate the nuisance 
created by their ventilators or " blow-holes." It was part of a long parlia- 
mentary fight on the eubject during that Session. Although tbi» Bill passed 
the Commons, it was thrown out by the Loeduh 
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LoNBON Gentkal Elbctbig Railway Bill. 

The Bill proposed to mcoi porate a Company, for tha mftking of Ui^ietgrowid 1**84. 
Railways, to be worked by electridty, from dmring Oross, and from 
Regent Circns to tbe City, tenninattng near the General Post OfBoe. Tnim,.ay», 
The Railwaya were intended to pass beuenth Holborn, Chnrtcrbousc Street, 'j^l^^^ 
Snow Hill, and Newgate Street. Petitions Avere presonti il a^Miiist the Bill 
by the Onrjwration and the Commissioners of Sewers witli the object of 
obtiiiiiinfj tlic insci-tion of sati>;fr)rtoi-y lu'otcctive clauses, whirl) were agrei'd to. 
The Bill, wab, however, rejected hy the Committee of the llou«e oi Commons, 
to whom it waa refected. 



Mabbijb Arch, Rboext's Cibcus, and City Sviiwat Bill. 

This was a Bill for constnirtiiijj^ a Subway from the Marble Artrh, 1885, 
underneath Oxford Street, Ho!bi)rti. and ('henp-i<h', to Cornhill. It was 
proposed to lun tramcars worked by cable traction through the subway. 
The owners and occupiers of pro|)erty in Oxford Street, raised au opposition 
on Standing Orders, whidi being sustained, the Bill was not allowed to proceed. 



IsLnwroM (Anosl) and Cnr Sdbwat Bill. 

This was a Bill for constructbig a Subway from the Angd, at Islington, to 

a point in Moorgatc Street. It was pro|x>.«ed to run tramcarK worked by 
ruble traction through the Subway, ap]»arently in the same manner as the 
City lOnd SouLhwark Subway, authorised in 1884. 

Tilt:- OominissioDers of Sewers deposited a Petition against the Bill. 
The number of opponents was very considerable, and tlie Bill was withdrawn.

Select Committee. 

The three Bills were referred to a Select Committee, of wliich 1886. 
Lord Camperdown waa Chairman. Thia Committee made u lengthy 
inquiry^ sitting for ten days, and a large number of witnesaea from electric 
lighting companies and local authorities^ besides scientific, manufacturing, 
and other witnesAes, were heard, an<l ultimately tlie Government Bill only 
passed Conmdttee stage, the |>rescribed jx-riotl Ixiing limited to 42 years, and 
provisiuns were inserted in the Bill with reference to the erection and placiii^ 
of wires. 
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At a subsequent ^tage Lord Huugbton proposed the ineerlion <f a dame 
to the effact that no provisional order ehould be granted without the coDsent 
of the local authority, unless the Board of Trade thought such consent had 
been refused on insufficient gi-ounds. Tliis clause was rejected hj the House, 
and thereupon the Bill was withdrawn by the Government. 

0HIXKD TsutPHONE CoMPAinr Bill. 

1888> Tlie United Telephone Company by this Bill asked for most extensive and 
unusTird powert> \vith reference to the placinij of wires above aud below 
ground within an area of twelve mil^ from the General Post Office. 

The Corporatioii opposed. The Bill was snbsequenlly withdrawn. 

BuiLDiNOS (McxKoroLis) Bill. — Pub, 

This Bill proposed to restrict the excessive hdght of buildings in the 
Metropolis, 

As it was inap]»li( ;itjli' to the jteculiar c-irr u instances of ihe City, steps were 
taken to obtain the exception of the City from the Bill, but the Bill was 
withdrawn before the Second Reading. 

LofNixiii Gentsal Subway Railway Bni.. 

1889. This Bill propo^d the construction of an underground Electric Railway 
from St. Janes' Stteet, Piccadilly, to Holborn Circus, and £br such pitr])08e 
to open up the surfiiee of the streets akmg the line of route. The Bill was 
oppoi^od by the Commissioners of Sewers, and also by the other Local 
Authorities along the line of route. 

The Select Committee to whom it was referred iigected the Bill. 

CfiMTKAL LONBOV RaILWAT BiLL. 

1S90. This Bill was promoted for the purpose of einistructing underground 
railways or subways, oommencing in the Bayswater Road, near Queen's 

Road, and proceeding beneath the Bayswater Road, Oxfcr l Street. Holborn, 
the Holborn Viaduct, Newgate Street, Cheapsidc, and King William Street, 
to tlu i^tation of the Gty of London and Southwark Subway Company, near 
the Monument. 

The proposed railways were intendcKl to Ik* constructed at considerable 
depths below the sui&oe of the streets and roads, and were to be worked by 
electricity* 
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Other property belonging to the Coqwration, besides tlie Holboitk Viaduct, 
waa Aflfected hy the Bill. The Bill was oppoj^ed, no less than 28 petitions Ranmn,,, 
being presented against it, besides that of the Corporation. B'^S^'^ 

The Bill came i K'fore a Select Committee of the House of Commons on the'^**' ^* 
21st <lay of April, und the hearing lasted 13 days. The qoestion ot making 
a jipefia! dr {)0-iit of caution money to meet the contingency of any accitlcnt to 
the Hnlixim Viaduct, the Mansion House, the Sewers, and other public 
projierty, was very strongly ioaisted upon by the Corporation and tiie London 
Conaty GoaneU. The flame argaments irare alao urged by those f^weseattng 
the Dean and Chapter of St Paars Cathedral, and other owners of property 
on the line of ronte» 

The Select Committee decided not to insist npon such a dcpu^sit, but 
expressed a wish that clauses should be brought up by the Company giving 
the public anthoiities the fullest right of inspection during the progreBS of 
the works, and even the power of stopping the works, if necessuy, without, 

the same titp»'. reli»'vinir tlic ("mnpnnv of any of their responsilnlities. 
1 lii reiipon tin' promoters coiisoiilcil to insert a series of clauses, which had 
been prepared by Colonel HnvwtKxi and Mr. Barry (the Engineer for the 
Corporation), tor the fullest protection of the Viaduct, both during and after 
coostructiMa. 

The Company also brought up a clause prescribing the manner in which 
the necessary excavatton should be oarrifld oat by means of a sted shield 
and horizontal borings in advance of the work, and Ae use of which was 
made compulsory through the Qty. 

Ad^tional clauses were insoted at the instance of the Commissioneni of 
Sewers, dealing with the comer of Newgate Street and Cheapside, in 
anticipation of a poesiblc future widerung at that spot. The City standard 
Clauses applicable were also inflated. 

The Select Committee further inserted a provision fixrtnddlng tJie raising 

of any capital until at least rliree moutiw after the City of London and 
Southwark Subway Railway had been opened for public tratlic, and as so 
amended the iiiU passed the Committee of the House of Commons. 

The opposition to the Bill was continued in the Lords, the most important 

opponents being the Metropnlitan Itailwiiv rnmpanv, tlie Donn tind Chapter 
of St. Paul », and other owners of iir<i|)erty. Tlie Bill in due course came 
liefore a Select Comiuitteti of the House of Lords, which sat for eight days, 
imd after a most exhaustive enquiry, rejected the Preamble. 

LoHnoN SUBWATS AND OVKRBEAD WlBKS BllX. 

This Bill was promoted by the London County Council for the purpose 
of enabling them to construct subways within the adnunistiBtiTe County of 
London for the reception of gas and water pipes and wirea, and to compel 
the Companies to use the subways instea^l of }>reaking up roads and streets 
whenever any repairs or renewals were required to such pipes or wires. 
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1890. The Bill also proposed to give the LonJuu (xjuiitj Couucil powers to 
compel tbe remcrviil or ultemtion of overhead wires and cables in certain cases, 
TViimrajpr, and for tbe control of all such wires and cables.

^cto, ^c. rpi^^ effoct of the Bill would havo hrp.n to enable the London County 
Coimi il r<> construct sul>\vav« whenever and wherever they thouj^ht fit under 
the Siitjeiiji tu i,h(: i'ity ot London, and to hand over to them the entire 
control of all tele<pip]i and oiverbead wires and caJblas in the Qty. 

The Bill proposed to authorise the appointment of bispectors with most 
extensive powern of entering opon premises for the purpose of inspectang 
overhead wires. 

PetitianB fr<xn tbe Corporation and the Commissionne were pnes^ted 
against the Bill. 

It was o])i)<)st'(l by the Telephone and Electrir Liizlitinti: Ci)m[i;iiiios, hv the 
Railway, (Jjis and Water Companies, also by various local authorities, uud 
especially by the Vciitries of Kensiugton and St. James', Westminster, and 
the St. Giles' District Board of Worits. 

In conpoqnpncp of the opposition of the Companies, the I^ondon County 
Council withdrew tlic powers for the construction ot" subways, and when the 
Kill came belore the Select Committee of the House of Comiuon8, to whom 
it was returred, it wab limited to the powers sought by the London County 
Council with reference to the control and regulation or overhead wires. 

In the Session of 18S5, a Committee of the House of Commons had made a 
most exhaustive enqniry into Telephone and Telegraph Wires, and had 
rejiorted, that the pru)>t r nntlmrities for carrying out such reguhitions as 
might be made were the iocuil autiiuriiies a» opposed to one central authwity. 

The Corpontion, the Commissioners of Sewers, and the varions local 
anthorities opposing the Rill, proceeded upon the lines laid down by the 
Committee of 18H5. mill the Select Committee on the Hill dt cided that the 
London County Council should mnko the bye-laws, but that they slionld be 
carried out in the City by the ( ommissionera of Sewers, and for the rest of 
the Admuiistrative County of London by the various local authorities ; such 
bye>]aws to be snlgect to the approval of the Board of Trade, who were to 
have power to prescribe to whom, and in what nunwer, notice of the intended 
b^-law8 should be given. 

In order to ensure the uniform administration and adequate enforcemeat 
of these bye-laws, the London County Cdundl wne empowered to^apply to 
the Board <^ Trade, when necessary, for orders securing the enforcement of 

the bye-laws, but this power was restricted to the Vestries and District 
Boiirds, and was not to apply to the City, tbe Commissioners of Semen 
themselves being left to enforce the bye-laws,

The City and Sonth London Railway Company sought powers by this Bill 189 1, 
to extend th»r system of Electric Railways firom the corna* of King William 
Street to Islington, with a footway subway to connect the proposed IslingtoD 
line with their existing railway at the Mcname&t Station. 

PetHaooa w^ presented against the Bill to protect the interests of the 
Corporatiott. 

The Bill came before th{; ^ame Committee as the London Ctmtral Railway 
Sclieme. After hearing the Promoters' uum only, they rejected the Bill. 

London Coukty Council (Subways) Bill. 

The object of this Bill was to give the London County Council more 189i. 

effe<:tu;il powers with reference to eonipcninir the use of the Suhwnys already 
constructed by them beneath certain roads and thoroughfares in the Metropolis. 

As the Bill affected Sahways beneath Queen Victoria Street, it was referred 
to the Commissioners of Sewers, who, consi<]ering tliat some of the powers 
sought would conflict with their jurisdiction, petitioned a^ninst the Bill. 

Negotiations took place^ and eventually the Bill was amended to meet the 
views of the Commissioners. 

The Bill passed Comnuttcc in both the Commons and Lords. It was, 
however, omng to the Dissolution of Parliament, subtended at the tteport 
Stsge in the House of Lords.
